Columbia  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
oj  Kentucky: 

%  1.  That  the  Muldrow's  Hill,  Campbellsville,  and  Co- 
lumbia turnpike  road  company  shall  be  allowed  to  charge 
the  following  rates  of  toll  upon  their  road,  in  its  present 
condition,  for  the  next  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this 
&ct:  at  gates  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  5,  upon  said  road,  for  man 
and  horse,  five  cents;  for  one  horse  and  buggy,  fifteen 
cents ;  for  two  horses  and  carriage  or  coach,  thirty  cents ; 
for  four  horses  and  carriage  or^coacii,  fifty  cents;  for  one 
or  two-horse  sleigh,  fifteen  ^ifts;  for  two  horses  and 
wagon,  thirty  cents;  for  tj^rco'liorises  and  wagon,  forty 
cents ;  for  four  horses  .and-  wagon,  sixty  cents ;  for  five 
horses  and  wagon,  scT^qty'^five  cents ;  for  six  horses  and

§  3.  That  said  company  may  charge  the  same  rates  at 
gate  No.  6  upon  said  road  as  at  gates  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  5, 
and  may  add  fifty  per  cent,  upon  those  rates  for  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Russell's  Creek  bridge  at  said  gate  No.  6. 

§  4.  That  said  company  shall  not  declare  any  dividends 
during  the  five  years  aforesaid,  unless  the  road  is  in  good 
repair  as  required  by  law ;  and  for  the  tolls  and  net  earn- 
ings upon  said  road,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  ex- 
pended upon  said  road  for  repairs,  and  for  the  payment  of 
the  debts  due  by  the  company.

Dunn,  and  their  associates  and  successor^  all  of  the  city  — : 1 

of  Louisville,  be  incorporated  ander  the  style  and  name 
of  the  Kentucky  Immigration  and  Industrial  Association, 
for  thirty  years,  with  all  the  powers  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  in  all  places  whatever,  as  natural  persons; 
and  that  they  may  use  a  common  seal,  and  hold  real 
estate,  not  exceeding  in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, lease  property,  hold  and  possess  goods  and  chattels, 
and  every  thing  else  which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
and  conduct  said  Kentucky  Immigration  and  Industrial 
Association  in  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  the  qapital  stock  of  said  incorporation  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $500,000,  and  shall  be  in  shares  of 
$50  each,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof 
to  a  vote  in  all  elections  of  officers,  and  upon  all  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  affairs  of  said  association. 

§  3.  That  so  soon  as  $25,000  shall  be  paid  in,  said  stock- 
holders may  meet  and  elect  seven  directors,  and  said 
directors  shall  immediately  thereafter  elect  one  of  their 
number  as  president;  but  no  person  shall  be  a  director  in 
said  association  who  does  not  own  two  shares  of  stock. 

§  4.  That  the  persons  named  in  section  Ist,  or  any  two  of 
them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock ;  and  they  may  prescribe  what  shall  be  a  forfeiture 
of  the  same  for  non-payment  of  the  amounts  subscribed 
for  said  stock. 

§  5.  The  said  incorporation  shall  have  its  principal  office 
in  this  State. 

§  6.  That  said  incorporation  shall  have  the  power  to 
enact  and  pass  by-laws  for  its  government :  Provided^  The 
same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Kentucky  and 
the^onstitution  thereof. 

§  7.  That  the  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to 
encourage  and  promote  immigration  and  industrial  busi- 
ness in  this  Commonwealth,  and  not  elsewhere,  and  shall 
engage  in  no  business  not  connected  with  immigration  to 
this  State,  and  industrial  pursuits  therein. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

'—  office,  be,  and  they  arc  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate, 

under  the  name  and  style  of  "  Three  Springs  Lodge,  No. 
417,"  and  that  the  saidNofficers  and  members  of  said  lodge, 
and  their  successors,  shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid  they  are 
hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  to 
answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  the  courts  of  law  and 
equity  of  this  State  and  elsewhere ;  to  make,  have,  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or 
change  at  their  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  ^aid  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  take 
and  hold  by  purchase,  gift,  or  devise,  real  and  personal 
estate,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to 
dispose  of  and  convey  the  same  at  their  pleasure.

and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate,  b^  the 
name,  style,  and  title  of  the  Parker  Lead  Company,  of 
Henry  county ;  and  by  that  name  are  hereby  made  capable 
in  law  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  this  Commonwealth  and  else- 
where, in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity ;  to  have  a  common 
seal ;  to  ordain  and  put  in  execution  all  such  by-laws,  ordi- 
nances, and  regulations  as  shall  seem  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  conducting  and  government  of  said  corpo- 
ration, not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State  or  the  United  States. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each;  and  the  amount  of  said  capital 
stock  may  be  increased  at  any  time  to  one  million  dollars, 
by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  at  a  meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose. 
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§  3.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  negotiate 
fbr,  purphace  and  hold,  as  much  real  estate  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  value  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  busi- 
ness, to- wit:  to  explore,  bore,  excavate,  dig,  and  mine  for 
lead,  petroleum,  coal,  and  other  minerals,  and  in  the 
smelting,  refining,  and  manufacturing  of  the  same  and 
other  products  of  land  now  owned  by  them,  or  which  may 
be  hereafter  owned  or  leased  by  them ;  to  purchase,  build, 
and  own  boats  and  other  necessary  implements  and  ma- 
chinery for  carrying  on  said  business;  to  erect  all  neces- 
sary buildings  for  its  transactions ;  to  .hold  such  mining 
rights  and  rights  of  way  and  real  estate,  not  to  exceed  the 
amount  aforesaid,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  a  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  their  business ;  and  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  may  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  as  the  inter- 
ests of  said  company  may  require. 

§  4.  For  conducting  the  affairs  of  said  company  a  board 
of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  directors  of  said 
company  shall  be  chosen ;  said  board  shall  choose  one  of 
its  members  who  shall  be  president  of  said  company ;  and 
said  board  shall  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified ;  they  may  fill  all  vacancies 
occasioned  by  death,  or  resignation,  or  otherwise;  they 
may  keep  their  ofiice  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may 
deem  to  the  interest  of  the  corporation  within  the  State  of 
Kentucky  ;  they  may  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  super- 
intendent, and  other  officers,  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
with  such  compensation  for  services  as  they  may  fix ;  and 
by  their  by-laws  regulate  and  fix  the  mode  of  keeping 
their  records  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.

CHAPTER  1440. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the  Town  of 
Horse  Cave,  in  Hart  County,"  approved  February  17,  1864. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammowwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  articles  two,  three,  four,  and  seven,  of  chap- 
ter 100,  title  Towns,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  adopted 
and  enacted  as  parts  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  town  of  Horse  Cave,  in  Hart  county,"  approved 
February  17,  1864. 

§  2.  That  no  person  shall  vote  at  an  election  of  polioe 
judge  or  town  marshal  who  has  not  resided  in  said  town 
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sixty  days  next  preceding  the  same,  and  who  is  not  a  citi- 
zen of  this  State. 

§  3.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
police  judge  or  town  marshal  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  shall 
have  been  a  resident  of  said  town  one  year  next  preceding 
the  election.  / 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  Hart  county  court,  when  the  poll-book  of  the  election 
of  police  judge  and  town  marshal  for  said  town  is  return- 
ed to  him  by  the  clerk  of  said  election,  to  examine  said 
poll-book,  and  to  certify  to  the  board  of  trustees  who  is 
elected  marshal  of  said  town,  which  certificate  shall  be 
entered  on  their  journal. 

§  5.  That  the  person  so  elected  marshal  of  said  town 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  bond  now  required  of  him  by  said 
act  of  incorporation,  execute  bond  to  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, with  good  and  sufficient  security,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  marshal.  The  mar- 
shal shall  be  ex-officio  collector  of  the  taxes  of  said  town, 
and  shall  have  the  same  power  to  collect  the  taxes  levied 
on  the  persons  and  property  of  said  town  that  sheriffs  now 
have  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue. 

§  6.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  the  same 
right  and  power  to  take  depositions,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  sames  fees  therefor,  as  are  conferred  upon  ex|miner8 
by  law. 

$  7.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

The  property,  business,  and  affairs 
of  said  company  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  a 
board  of  seven  directors,  to  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April  each  year,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe;  and  the

^  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Poor  Man's  National 
Life  Insurance  Company,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  approved 
February  9,  1866,  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows: 
The  name  of  said  company  shall  be  the  '^  National  Life 
Insurance. Company  of  Kentucky.''  W.  M.  BUison,  Fred^ 
Webber,  and  Thomas  G.  Lockerman  are  hereby  consti- 
toted  corporators  of  said  company,  with  all  the  powers 
granted  the  corporators  in  the  original  act  of  which  this  in 
an  amendment ;  and  they  may,  at  any  time  within  the 
present  year,  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and 
so  soon  as  fifty  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  the  stock- 
holders  may  proceed  to  organize  the  company  as  provided 
in  section  three.

AST  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paducah  aoA^t  Lonis  Taanery. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  corporation  is  hereby  created  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Padacah  and  Saint  Lonis  Tannery,  loca- 
ted in  McCracken  county,  State  of  Kentucky ;  said  corpo- 
ration shall  hav#  all  the  rights,  immtrnities,  and  powers 
that  may  be  necessary  and  fit  for  the  conducting  of  its  bu- 
.siness,  which  shall  be  the  manufacturing  and  finishing  of 
leather  in  all  its  branches;  the  corporation  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  may  purchase  and 
hold  real  estate  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  said  busi- 
ness. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  consist  of 
one  thousand  shares,  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  with 
the  privilege  of  increasing  it,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
hundred  shares,  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  subscrip* 
tions  for  stock  shall  be  made  by  persons  signing  their 
names  to  a  covenant  to  take  the  number  of  shares  placed 
opposite  to  their  names,  and  to  pay  to  the  Paducah  and 
Saint  Louis  Tannery  the  amount  thereof*  John  How  and 
James  F.  How,  of  Saint  Louis,  Missouri,  and  George  Mey- 
ers and  Henry  C.  Meyers,  of  Paducah,  Kentucky,  may 
open  a  book,  with  such  a  covenant  for  subscription ;  and 
when  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  sub- 
scribed, they  may  call  the  subscribers  together,  who  may 
organize  the  corporation  by  the  election  of  a  president 
and  two  managers. 

§  3.  The  president  and  managers  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  stockholders, 
and  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  in 
such  manner  as  the  stockholders  shall,  by  their  by-laws, 
direct:  Provided,  Such  by-laws  be  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders, 
and  oftener  if  called  by  the  president  and  managers,  or  a 
majority  of  the  stockholders ;  and  at  every  such  meeting 
the  officers  of  the  corporation  shall,  if  required,  submit  a 
full  statement  of  the  affairs,  business,  and  accounts  of  the 
company.  A  majority  of  the  stockholders  may,  from  time 
to  time,  permit  additional  stock  to  be  subscribed  for,  until 
the  whole  amount  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be  taken. 
A  stockholder  may  be  represented  by  his  proxy,  author- 
ized in  writing.  The  stockholders  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  such  calls  on  the  shareholders  as  they  see  fit ;  and  if 
any  stockholder  shall  fail  to  pay  any  call,  his  stock,  or  as 
much  as  may  be  necessary,  may  be  sold,  after  thirty  days' 
notice  in  some  one  of  the  newspapers  in  Paducah,  at  pub- 
lic auction,  to  the  highest  bidder ;  and  if,  at  such  sale,  the

stock  does  not  briDg*  enough  to  pay  the  deficit,  then  the       1867. 

defaulting  stockholder  shall  be  bound  to  make  it  good  ;  but  

if  the  stock  shall  sell  for  a  sum  more  than  sufficient  to  pay 
to  the  company  the  whole  amount  of  the  defaulter's  stock, 
with  interest  and  costs,  then  such  excess  shall  be  paid  to 
the  stockholder. 

§  5.  Each  shareholder  shall  have  as  many  votes  as  he 
has  shares.  Certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued,  as  the  by- 
laws may  direct.  The  stock  shall  be  personal  estate,  and 
transferred  on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person  or  by 
attorney.  The  corporation  shall  have'  a  lien  on  the  stock 
of  any  stockholder  for  any  debt  he  may  owe  to  the  com- 
pany. 

§  6.  Dividends  of  profits  may  be  declared  yearly  or  half 
yearly. 

§  7.  The  president  and  mana£:ers  shall  have  the  power 
to  employ  all  such  agents  as  may  be  necessary  for  th« 
management  of  the  business,  and  the  same  to  dismiss  at 
pleasure. 

§  8.  A  majority  of  the  stockholders  may,  at  any  time, 
elect  additional  managers  whenever  they  may  deem  it 
necessary. 

§  9.  The  corporation  shall  give  notice  in  one  of  the 
newspapers  in  Paducah  of  the  organization  of  the  com- 
pany under  this  act. 

§  10.  That  said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  to  affix  the  same  to  all  shares  of  stock  when 
issued  by  the  company. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1444. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Fayette  College,  of  Lexington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  cf  the  Cammontoealth 
ef  Keniucky: 

§  1.  That  the  school  heretofore  known  as  the  "  Robinson 
Institute "  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  established

§  2.  That  Elijah  G.  Bryan,  Dr.  James  M.  Logan,  Beriah 
M.  Jones,  Thomas  N.  Arnold,  Joseph  S.  Woolfolk,  John 
B.  Wallace,  Zack  P.  Smith,  William  Van  Pelt,  Benjamin 
Groom,  William  Gassius  Goodloe,  and  James  P.  Headley, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  constituted 
a  body  corporate,  with  succession  for  thirty  years,  under 
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1867.      ^^®  name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trasteea  of  the  Pay- 

' —  ette  College,  whose  first  meeting  may  be  held  at  such  time 

and  place  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  said  Samuel  G. 
Mullins. 

^  3.  That  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
shall  have  power  to  receive,  acquire,  and  hold,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  said  college,  by  donation,  devise,  or  purchaae,  any 
lands,  tenements,  money,  or  other  property,  for  the  uses 
and  benefit  of  said  college,  not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  change  the  location  of 
the  college  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  best ;  to  issue 
scholarships  to  be  sold  at  such  rates  as  they  may  fix;  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
to  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  That  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  ofiice, 
shall  appoint  from  their  own  number  a  secretary,  and 
also  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  ofiice ;  and,  further- 
more, that  the  same  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
the  president  of  said  college,  as  well  as  the  professors, 
teachers,  and  other  officers  for  the  different  departments  of 
the  same,  and  fix  their  salaries,  and  the  terms  of  tuition 
and  board  of  pupils ;  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur 
in  their  own  body,  or  in  the  faculty  of  the  college ;  to 
arrange  the  course  of  studies  necessary  to  graduation,  and 
to  confer  degrees  of  merit  and  honor,  and  diplomas  of 
graduation  in  literature,  science,  and  the  arts. 

§  5.  That  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
shall  have  power  to  make  and  adopt  all  needful  rules,  reg- 
ulations, and  by-laws  for  the  well-being,  and  the  proper 
government  of  the  college,  not  inconsistent  with  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  Kentucky  and  of  the  United  States. 

§  6.  That  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  transact  business  connected  with  the  college — 
the  president  of  the  college  being,  ex-officio,  the  chairman 
of  the  board,  or,  in  his  absence,  they  may  appoint  one  of 
tiieir  own  number  to  act  as  chairman. 

§7.  That  all  the  property,  of  every  description,  belong- 
ing to  said  college,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1445. 

AN  ACT   to  amend  an   act,  entitled  ''An  act  incorporating  .the  Town  of 

Hustonville." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geiieral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  hereafter  the  prudential,  fiscal,  and  municipal 
concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  by 
the  free  white  male  inhabitants  of  said  town  over  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  said 
town  sixty  days  previous  to  said  election,  which  trustees 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  That  said 
trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  ofiice, 
shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or  judi- 
cial officer  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  that  they  will  faithfully, 
and  without  favor  and  affection  to  any  one,  discharge  the 
duties  of  trustees  to  said  town  during  their  continuance 
in  office ;  and  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  take  place  in  said 
board,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 
That  no  person  shall  be  a  trustee  of  said  town  who  is  not 
at  the  time  of  holding  the  same  a  citizen  thereof,  and  who 
has  not  resided  therein  sixty  days  previous  to  said  elec- 
tion. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  and  successors  in  office  shall  be 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hustonville, 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  being 
answered,  of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts 
and  places ;  and  may  use  either  a  common  or  private  seal, 
and  do  all  acts  and  matters  and  things  which  a  body-pol- 
itic or  corporate  having  perpetual  succession  can  lawfully 
and  rightfully  do. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in  relation  to  said  town. 
They  shall  have  power  over  the  streets,  .alleys,  and  side- 
walks now  in  said  town,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  open- 
ed, or  when  the  interest  of  the  town  may  be  thereby 
promoted,  to  close  up  or  change  alleys  or  open  new  ones, 
on  paying  the  owners  such  damages  as  may  be  assessed ; 
may  direct  the  improvement  of  the  same  in  amch  manner 
as  they  may  deem  most  beneficial  to  the  interest  of  said 
town.  They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  all 
necessary  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  good  government 
of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  constitu* 
tion  of  this  Commonwealth ;  they  shall  have  power  to  levy 
and  collect  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  in  said  town^ 
now  taxed  for  revenue  purposes,  not  exceeding  twenty 
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cents  on  each  hundred  dollars,  and  a  poll-tax  upon  the 
^  legal  voters  of  said  town  hot  exceeding  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  tax  all  groceries, 
auction  sales,  shows,  and  exhibitions  for  money  such  sum 
as  they,  by  their  by-laws,  may  declare ;  they  shall  have 
power  to  suppress  all  tippling-houses,  and  to  fine  all  those 
who  may  violate  their  by-laws  any  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  ofiense,  which  may  be  recov- 
ered before  the  police  judge ;  they  shall  have  power  to 
declare  what  are  nuisances' within  said  town,  and  may, 
by  their  order,. direct  the  same  to  be  abated,  or  may,  by 
their  by-laws,  impose  a  fine  on  whomsoever  may  have 
caused  the  same. 

^  4.  That  said  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  a 
cierkAtreas-  treasurer;  the  treasurer  may  be  appointed  from  their  own 
iwiDted.  *  ^  body,  or  from  any  citizen  of  said  town,  who  shall  give 
bond,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  board,  in  such  penalty  as 
the  board  may  direct,  conditioned  to  receive  and  faithfully 
disburse  all  funds  or  taxes  which  may  come  into  his  hands, 
according  to  the  orders  of  the  board  of  trustees ;  each  of 
said  officers  to  continue  in  office  for  one  year. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  and  clerk  to 
Trewurer  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  which  properly  belong 
roMrd.  ****  to  their  respective  offices,  and  each  to  be  allowed  a  rea- 
sonable compensation  by  the  board  of  trustees;-  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  render  an  account  to 
the  said  trustees  of  all  money  received  and  paid  out  by 
him  whenever  required  by  them  so  to  do. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  appoint 
Fjresident,  one  of  their  own  body  to  preside  at  all  their  meetings,  to 
Qaorum,  ko.      j^^  styled  president  of  the  board  of  trustees;  and  that  no 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  except  by  order  of 
the  president,  in  pursuance  of  allowances  made  by  said 
board;  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  always  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  president,  may  elect  a  president  for  the  time  being. 
§  7.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected

the  constitution  to  take.     The  said  police  judge  shall  have       HU  powen 
jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  for  one  mile  "  dunes. 
and  a  half  in  every  direction  from  the  town  boundary,  in 
any  case,  civil  and  criminal,  in  which  justices  of  the  peace 
have  jurisdiction,  except  as  a  court  of  inquiry  in  criminal

issuing  a  subpcBna  for  witness,  in  any  case,  twenty-five 
cents;  for  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  over  a  trial,  in 
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1867.       ^^y  case,  one  dollar;  for  taking  recognizance  to  keep  the 

-■'■-'  "•  peace,  upon  the  application  of  any  person,  seventy-five 
cents,  to  be  charged  to  the  applicant;  all  other  fees  of  said 
judge  shall  be  the  same  as  those  allowed  justices  of  the 
peace  for  like  services,  and  to  be  collected  in  the  same 
way. 

§  9.  That  upon   all  judgments  rendered    by   the  said 

pea?™itod'"  P^^*^^  j^dge,  either  party  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
from  said  judgment  in  the  same  manner  appeals  are  taken 
from  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar  cases. 

(  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to 
Powers  and  attend  the  sitting  of  the  court  to  be  held  by  the  police 

BbiSr  °^  ™*'"  judge;  to  serve  ail  process  and  precepts,  and  collect  all 

executions  to  him  directed  from  the  police  judge,  and 
make  due  return  thereof;  in  doing  which  he  may  go  to 
any  part  of  the  county ;  he  shall  collect  all  taxes  of  said 
town,  executions,  and  other  demands  which  may  be  put 
into  his  hands  to  collect,  and  account  for  and  pay  over  the 
same  to  whom  the  same  may  be  entitled  thereto,  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  required  by  law  of  sheriffs  in 
the  collection  of  taxes,  and  of  constables  in  the  collection 
of  executions  and  other  demands ;  and  for  a  failure  to  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  required  of  him,  he  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  proceedings  had  against  sheriffs  and 
constables  in  similar  cases.  The  said  marshal  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  collecting  the  town  tax  that 
sheriffs  are  entitled  to  for  collecting  the  county  levy,  and 
in  all  other  cases  the  same  allowed  constables  for  similar 
services :  Provided,  hotvever.  That  said  police  judge  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  direct  his  process  to  be  exe- 
cuted by  any  constable  of  said  county :  Provided  further^ 
That  the  said  marshal  shall  be  invested  with  all  the  power 
and  authority  which  is  given  to  constables  in  all  cases  cog- 
nizable before  said  police  judge ;  and  before  the  said  town 
marshal  shall  proceed  to  the  execution  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  he  shall  take  an  oath  before  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, to  be  administered  by  the  president  or  clerk  of  the 
board,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  impartially  execute  the 
duties  of  his  office  without  fear,  favor,  or  affection,  and 
shall  also  give  bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  of

CHAPTER  1446.

of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  said  board,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  eonfer  upon  said  chairman 
the  power  to  commit  to  jail  and  issue  capias  pro  fine ^^^ 
fully  and  completely  as  is  now  by  law  conferred  upon 
any  magistrate. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

§  1 .  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Clover- 
port,  in  addition  to  the  powers  now  conferred  by  law, 
shall  have  power  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  annually,  an 
ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  real  and  personal  property  in 
said  town,  to  be  expended  in  grading  the  streets,  repairing 
the  wharves,  and  for  such  other  improvements  in  said  town 
as  the  board  of  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem 
expedient  and  necessary. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Campbellsville  be, 
and  the  same  is  so  amended,  as  to  authorize  the  trustees 
of  said  town,  when  any  vacancy  occurs  in  either  the  office 
of  town  marshal  or  police  judge,  to  fill  the  same  by  ap- 
pointment, a  majority  of  all  the  said  trustees  being  present 
and  concurring  therein. 

§  2.  That  any  person  so  appointed  to  either  of  the 
offices  aforesaid,  may  hold  office  until  the  next  regular 
election  held  in  said  town,  for  the  election  of  a  police 
judge  and  town  marshal,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified :  Provided,  That  before  such  officer 
so  appointed  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  he  shall  execute  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  to 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  according  to 
law.

and  corporate,  not  to  exceed  in  value  two  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

§  3.  That  the  said  body-politic  and  corporate  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  have  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  That  the  said  body-politic  and  corporate  shall  have 
authority  to  form  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  same,  not  in  conflict  with  the  constitution 
and  l{iws  of  Kentucky  or  the  United  States.

deemed  proper,  and  may  change  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure :  Provided^  They  be  not  in  contravention  of  the 
constitution,  laws,  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  incorporated  by 
an  act  approved  February  16,  1838,  nor  in  contravention 
of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
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1867.      ^^^  State.    The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  aod 

'- —  authority  to  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  not 

exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value ;  and  from 
time  to  time,  if  deemed  expedient,  sell  and  convey  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  reinvest  and  dispose  of 
the  proceeds.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act 
is  hereby  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Lonisville  Base  Ball 

Clab.  » 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentubcky: 

§  1.  That  R.  A.  Browinski,  Lawrence  G.  Robinson,  A. 
M.  Quarrier,  John  M.  Cannon,  and  A.  G.  Booth,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Louisville  Base  Ball  Club,"  for  the  term  of  twenty-five 
years,  with  all  the  powers  and  authority  incident  to  corpo- 
rations for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  2.  This  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  buy,  lease,  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  Base 
Ball  and  Gymnastic  Park  and  appendages,  in  the  city  of 
Louisville  or  county  of  Jefferson. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Louisville  Base  Ball  Club  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000).  It  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars 
($10)  each,  and  be  issued  and  transferred  in  such  manner, 
and  upon  such  conditions,  as  the  said  board  of  directors 
may  direct;  but  no  member  or  stockholder  of  said  corpo- 
ration may  be  made  or  held  liable  for  the  debts  or  liabil- 
ities of  said  corporation  beyond  the  par  value  of  the 
amount  of  stock  by  him  actually  subscribed. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
five  (5)  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  president  of  said 
board  of  directors,  and  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders 
in  said  corporation  and  members  of  the  Louisville  Base 
Ball  Club.  The  first  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  who  shall 
cotftinue  in  oflice  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.

scription,  one  half  (^)  of  the  amount  subscribed;  and  so 
soon  as  one  tenth  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  paid  in,  the 
said  corporators,  or  a  minority  of  them,  shall  give  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  at  which  an  election  shall  be  held 
for  a  new  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  and  continue 
in  office  as  provided  herein.  The  board  of  directors  of 
said  corporation  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  body  which 
may  happen  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise  ;  and  may 
make  such  calls  of  payments  of  stock  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  not  inconsistent  with  other  provisions  herein. 

§  6.  The  said  corporation  are  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  acquire  and  hold  and  convey  property,  real,  per- 
sonal, and  mixed,  not  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000).

§  1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  established  in 
the  city  of  Paducah,  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
Paducah  Wooden  Ware  Manufacturing  Company,  with  a 
capital  stock  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  subscribed  and 
paid  for  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified ;  and  the  said 
corporation,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  competent  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and 
places,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever,  as  natural  persons 
may  do,  with  full  power  to  acquire,  hold,  use,  and  enjoy, 
and  the  same  to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of,  all  such  real 
estate,  chattels,  goods  and  eflfects,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which 
may  be  acquired  as  security  for  or  in  payment  of  any 
debt  or  demand ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  alter,  change,  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and 
may  make  and  establish  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  effi-

§  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  man- 
ufacture of  lumber  and  building  materials,  in  any  and  all 
of  the  departments  thereof  in  which  they  may  choose  to 
embark ;  the  building  and  repairing  of  steamboats  when- 
ever the  said  corporation  may  choose  to  embark  therein, 
and  the  manufacture  of  furniture  or  any  other  articles 
made  chiefly  of  wood,  and  to  buy  and  sell,  in  or  out  of 
this  State,  stock,  material,  and  manufactured  articles 
deemed  necessary  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  said  corporation. 

§  3.  That  J.  V.  Gould,  F.  Grief,  B.  Holland,  R.  S.  Rat- 
liffe,  and  G.  Myers,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  corporation,  at  such  time 
and  place  in  the  city  of  Paducah  as  they,  or  any  two  of 
them,  may  deem  expedient;  and  w^hen  not  less  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed for,  and  such  per  cent,  thereof  paid  in  as  may  be 
required  by  the  terms  of  subscription,  to  be  fixed  by  said 
commissioners  or  any  of  them,  then  said  commissioners,  or 
any  of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for 
the  election  of  five  directors,  who,  when  elected,  shall  com- 
plete the  organization  of  the  corporation  by  electing  one 
of  their  number  president ;  also,  by  electing  such  other

§  5.  After  the  stock  herein  provided  for  is  taken,  and  the 
company  organized,  a  majority  of  stockholders  in  interest 
may,  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting,  increase  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  corporation  to  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  cause  books  to  be  opened  for  subscriptions  to  the 
same.  ' 

§  6.  At  all  stockholders'  meetings  each  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  held  by 
him ;  and  votes  may  be  cast  by  proxy,  upon  written  author- 
ity of  the  stockholder,  signed  by  him. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1454. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Louisville  Chemical  Works. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established,  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  a  body-politic  and  corporate  for  thirty 
years,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Louisville  Chemical  Works," 
with  power  and  authority  in  that  name  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural 
person;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
change,  alter,  abolish,  and  renew  the  same  ^t  will ;  and 
may  do  such  acts  and  things  as  may  be  deemed  expedient 
and  proper  for  the  successful  management  of  its  property, 
business,  and  affairs:  Provided^  The  same  are  not  contrary 
to  law  or  this  charter. 

§  2.  The  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  under  the  direction,  management,  and  control 
of  a  board  of  directors,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three, 
nor  more  than  seven  stockholders,  as  the  by-laws  may, 
from  time  to  time,  regulate  and  prescribe ;  and  Thomas 
E.  Wilson,  Arthur  Peter,  and  J.  Lawrence  Smith,  and  any 
others  whom  they  may  think  proper  to  choose,  not  exceed- 
ing the  limit  above  prescribed,  are  hereby  constituted  and 
appointed  a  board  of  directors  for  said  corporation,  to 
serve  as  such  until  the  first  election  by  the  stockholders, 
and  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified ;  and  the  said 
board  of  directors  shall  provide  in  the  by-laws  for  the

§3.  The  board  of  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  own 
number  president  of  the  company ;  and  they  may  elect  or 
appoint,  in  any  manner  they  may  think  proper,  such  other 
oflicers,  agents,  and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  the  business  and  affairs  of  said 
corporation,  and  pay  them  such  sums  as  wages  and  sala- 
ries, and  take  from  them  such  bonds  to  secure  from  them 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  as  they 
may  think  proper  and  reasonable ;  and  upon  any  bonds 
thus  taken,  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the  con- 
ditions thereof;  and  the  board  of  directors  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enact  and  put  in  force,  from 
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1867.       ^^^^  ^^  time,  such  rales,  by-laws,  and  regulations,  for  the 

management    and    government  of  said  corporation,  its 

property,  business,  and  affairs,  as  they  may  deem  advisa* 
ble,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure ; 
and  they  are  also  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  fill 
all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  between  the  annual 
elections. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  five  huAdred,  nor  more  than  five  thousand 
shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  as 
may  be  regulated  and  prescribed,  from  time  to  time,  by 
resolution  or  by-law;  and  the  persons  named  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act  may  open  books  for,  and  receive 
subscriptions  to,  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  at 
such  times  and  places,  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions, as  they  may  deem  advisable ;  they  may  prescribe 
in  the  subscriptions  what  failure  shall  authorize  a  forfeit- 
ure of  the  stock  subscribed  for.  The  shares  shall  be  per- 
sonal estate,  and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion according  to  its  by-laws;  but  the  corporation  shall 
hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be 
indebted  to  it ;  and  such  shares  shall  not  be  sold  and  ^ans- 
ferred  until  such  debt  shall  be  paid  or  discharged. 

§  5.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  trade 
in,  and  manufacture,  as  a  natural  person,  drugs,  medicines, 
and  chemical  substances,  of  every  sort  and  description 
whatsoever.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  acquire  and  hold,  possess,  occupy,  and  eivjoy,  such 
real  and  personal  property,  not  exceeding  in  value  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  goods  and  chattels,  materials,  and  other 
things,  as  may  be  convenient  and  desirable  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business ;  and  may  use  and  dispose  of  the 
same  in  any  manner  as  a  natural  person. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  TompkinsTille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Tompkinsville  are 
hereby  authorized  to  appropriate  any  means  in  the  hands 
of  said  trustees,  or  that  may  hereafter  accrue,  to  assist  in 
the  erection  of,  and  furnishing  of,  a  seminary  in  said  town. 

§  2.  That  the  contribution  already  made  by  said  trustees 
towards  the  erection  of  said  seminary,  is  hereby  declared 
valid. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1456.  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hopkins  Coal  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoeahh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jerry  T.  Boyle,  Elijah  6.  Sebree,  and  John 
P.  Campbell,  jr.,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,,  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hopkins  Coal  Com- 
pany ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  succession 
for  thirty  years,  with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  that  name,  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  to  have  a  common  seal ;  to  engage  in  the  mining 
of  coal,  salt,  iron,  lime,  and  all  other  products  of  lands  owned 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  owned  by  them  in  the  counties 
of  Hopkins  and  Christian,  in  this  State ;  and  in  the  manu- 
facture of  all  other  articles  and  commodities  whatsoever ; 
and  in  the  transportation  of  the  same,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  to  home  and  foreign  markets ;  to  hold  their  meet- 
ings within  or  without  the  State ;  and  to  have  all  powers 
deemed  by  them  needful  for  the  successful  prosecution  of 
their  business,  and  for  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein 
granted  :  Provided,  (That  said  company  shall  keep  an  office 
or  agency  in  this  State. 

§  2.  That  said  corporators  may  organize  said  company

AK  ACT  to  incorpoimte  Grassy  Gap  Herding,  Mining,  Mannfactttring,  and 
;  ^  Transportation  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweahk 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1 .  That  W.  McKee  Fox,  Green  C.  Fruman,  and  J.  W, 
F.  Parker,  of  the  county  of  Pulaski,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  created  and  declared  a  body-politic  and  corporate; 
and  they  may  have  suocession  for  thirty  years ;  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  may 
purchase,  hold,  and  convey  any  personal  or  real  estate; 
and  may  make  such  rules  and  reg^ulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  their  affairs  as  they  may  think  proper,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  laws  of  the  State  or  of  the  United  States. 
Said  corporate  body  shall  be  designated  as  the  Grassy  Gap 
Herding,  Mining,  Manufacturing,  and  Transportation  Com- 
pany. 

§  2.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  the  develop- 
ment of  all  the  resources  of  lands  they  may  own,  or  may 
hereafter  acquire  or  obtain  privileges  thereon ;  herding 
sheep,  or  other  live  stock ;  boring  for  oil  or  salt,  and 
mining  for  coal,  iron,  or  other  minerals;  manufacturing 
all  crude  materials,  timber,  wool,  iron,  salt,  saltpeter,  and

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of  toll,  per  capita  and  per  ton,  as  may  be  charged  on  the       1867. 

Danville  and  Hustonville  turnpike  road,  or  the  Louisville  

and  Nashville  railroad. 

(  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($2,500,000),  to 
be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each,  to  be  sold 
and  paid  for  in  such  manner  as  the  company  may  elect. 
Said  stocks  shall  be  deemed  personal  property;  may  be 
entered  upon  the  books  of  the  company,  open  to  the  in* 
spection  of  stockholders,  and  there  transferable.  That 
certificates  of  stocks  based  upon  lands  owned  by  the  orig- 
inal stockholders,  at  rates  agreed  upon,  and  issued  by  the 
proper  officers,  shall  admit  those  to  whom  they  are  issued 
to  the  absolute  ownership  of  a  part,  undivided,  of  the  said 
lands,  bearing  the  same  proportion  to  all  the  lands  as  said 
certificates  bear  to  all  the  stocks  allowed  for  the  lands 
made  the  basis  of  the  organization ;  and  being  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  company 
affixed,  shall  be  admitted  to  record  without  further  proof 
or  acknowledgment. 

$  4.  As  soon  as  such  an  amount  of  shares  as  the  stock- 
holders may  deem  proper  have  been  subscribed  for,  the 
stockholders,  or  their  authorized  representatives,  may  hold 
a  meeting,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  original  stockholders;  and  they  shall  proceed  to 
elect  a  president  and  six  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  conduct  the  business  of  the  company.  Each  share- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
held  by  him.  The  time  of  holding  the  election  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  company,  giving  twenty  days'  notice,  pub- 
lished in  the  nearest  newspaper.  The  first  meeting  and 
election  shall  be  in  the  town  of  Somerset,  and  the  office  of 
the  company  located  there,  or  elsewhere,  as  the  company 
may  decide,  not  out  of  the  State.  The  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  company  shall  be  chosen  by  the  president 
and  directors,  and  the  treasurer  required  to  give  bond,  with 
approved  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 
The  secretary's  books  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the 
inspection  of  stockholders,  and  such  dividends  declared  as 
the  board  may  direct. 

§  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president, 
treasurer,  or  director,  who  is  not  a  stockholder,  or  continue 
in  office  after  ceasing  to  be  a  stockholder.  The  officers 
shall  be  elected  annually,  at  a  time  and  place  fixed  by  the 
company,  and  each  board  elect  go  into  office  the  first  of 
January  succeeding  their  election,  except  the  first.  The 
president  and  directors  may  have  the  power  to  fill  vacan- 
cies. 
§  6.  Nothing  in  this  charter  confers  banking  privileges 
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1867.      upon  this  company.    The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Legisla-

Said  Bristow  and  his 
sureties  in  said  covenant  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  to  the  same  extent,  that  ministers  of  the  gospel, 
priests,  judges,  and  justices  of  the  county  court,  and  their 
respective  sureties,  are,  under  the  provisions  of  article  1, 
chapter  47,  of  the  Revised  Statutes.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Andrew  W.  Wilson,  Solomon  Hauxhurst, 
Benjamin  F.  Ruff,  and  their  associates,  successors,  >nd 
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assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body  cor-       1867. 

porate  and  politic,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  

''  Lawrence  Coanty  Mining,  Manufacturing,  and  Trans- 
porting Company ; "  and  by  that  name  and  style  are  hereby 
made  as  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  eiue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere,  in  all 
courts  of  law  or  equity;  to  have  a  common  seal;  to 
ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  all  such  by-laws, 
ordinances,  and  regulations,  as  shall  seem  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not 
being  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  the  United 
States.

CHAPTER  1468. 

AN  ACT  to  prcnde  for  the  election  of  Town  Marabal  of  Morganfield. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  of 
Morganfield  to  elect  a  town  marshal  at  the  next  election 
for  sheriflT,  and  at  each  succeeding  election  therefor,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  shall  qualify. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  marshal  to  execute 
all  process  directed  to  him  by  the  police  judge  of  said 
town,  and  to  collect  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  board  of 
trustees  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  town.  He  shall  also 
have  the  powers  of  a  constable,  and  shall,  before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  his  office,  qualify  before  the  county  court 
under  the  same  requirements  as  constables,  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  legal  liabilities  attaching  to  them.  In  collecting 
the  taxes  of  said  town  he  shall  have  the  powers,  and  be  . 
subject  to  the  responsibilities,  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection 
of  the  State  revenue,  and  receive  therefor  a  ratable  com- 
pensation with  them. 

§  3.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  office,  or  in  that 
of  police  judge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees to  fill  it  at  their  next  session  by  appointment  until  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election,  as  provided  fpr  in  sec- 
tion 1. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  fill  said  offices 
as  provided  in  the  last  section,  until  the  qualification  of 
those  who  shall  be  chosen  thereto  at  the  next  regular  elec- 
tion. 

§  5.  That  the  office  of  town  marshal  of  Morganfield, 
and  constable  in  the  Morganfield  district,  shall  not  be 
incompatible. 

§  6.  The  office  of  town  sergeant  of  Morganfield  is  hereby 
abolished. 

§  7.  That  all  fines  for  offenses  cognizable  before  the 
police  judge  of  said  town,  imposed  for  ofienses  committed 
in  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  whether  by  the  police 
judge  or  other  magistrate,  shall,  when  collected,  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  said  town.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Trigg  County  to  raise  money  tb 

build  a  new  Jail,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaith 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  connty  court  of  Trigg  county  be,  and  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  jail, 
and  paying  the  balance  due  for  the  court-house,  and  other 
county  debts.  It  may  borrow  said  money  from  individuals 
and  corporations,  and  stipulate  for  the  repayment  of  the 
sums  borrowed,  with  interest,  at  such  times  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  not  to  exceed,  however,  the  period  of  three 
years;  and  said  court  may  cause  a  written  obligation 
for  the  payment  of  the  sums  thus  borrowed,  with  the  an- 
nual interest,  which  shall  not  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  to  be  executed  to  the  lenders,  under  the  seal  of 
the  court,  signed  by  its  presiding  judge,  and  countersigned 
by  its  clerk ;  which,  when  so  executed  and  delivered,  shall 
be  as  binding  in  law  as  if  executed  by  a  natural  person ; 
or  said  county  court  may  cause  its  bonds,  not  exceeding 
said  sum,  of  such  denominations  as  it  may  choose,  to  be 
printed  and  executed  in  the  mode  above  provided,  paya- 
ble to  bearer,  at  a  time  not  longer  than  three  years  from 
date,  and  at  any  place  it  shall  elect,  with  interest  coupons 
attached  thereto,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  annually 
or  semi-annually,  on  presentation  thereof;  which  bonds  it 
may  cause  to  be  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  said  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars :  Provided^  Said  bonds  shall  not 
be  sold  for  less  than  eighty  cents  to  the  dollar. 

§  2.  When  said  loan  is  authorized,  and  the  execution  of 
said  obligations  or  bonds  directed,  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  then  in  commission  shall  be  present  and 
assent  thereto. 

§  3.  Said  court  shall,  at  the  same  time,  levy  a  tax  of  fif- 
teen cents  on  each  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in 
said  county  subject  to  taxation,  to  pay  the  interest,  annu- 
ally or  semi-annually,  and  form  a  sinking  fund  for  the  ulti- 
mate payment  of  the  principal ;  which  tax  shall  continue 
until  said  payment  is  fully  made,  and  shall  be  collected 
and  accounted  for  by  the  sheriff  as  other  county  taxes  and 
dues  are. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

of  the  State  revenue;  and  the  court  is  hereby  empowered 
to  make  all  necessary  orders  to  insure  the  collection  and 
payment  of  the  same.

CHAPTER  1475. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  MillTille,  Frankfort,  and  Versailles  Tarnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenered  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  a  corporate  body  is  hereby  created,  under  the 
name  of  the  Millville,  Frankfort,  and  Versailles  Tarnpike 
Road  Company,  to  be  composed  of  all  who  have  subscribed, 
or  who  may  hereafter  subscribe,  stock  toward  the  con- 
struction of  said  road.  Said  road  shall  be  located  as  fol- 
lows :  Commencing  at  Millville,  in  the  county  of  Woodford ; 
thence  through  the  lands  of  Joseph  Gorbut,  the  lands  of 
the  late  William  W.  Hawkins ;  thence  with  the  county  road 
to  the  mouth  of  the  lane  known  as  the  Grassy  Spring 
Church  lane,  at  which  point  it  intersects  the  Frankfort  and 
Versailles  turnpike.  The  stock  shall  be  in  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  and  the  capital  stock  shall  not  eiceed  fifteen 
thousand  dollars. 

§  2,  The  said  subscribers  shall  be  a  body-politic,  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  the  name  and  style 
Aforesaid  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
prosecute  and  defend  suits,  in  all  of  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth.  Thjey  may  adopt  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  change  it  at  their  pleasure. 

§  3.  Joseph  Gorbut  and  John  £.  Miles,  as  commissioners, 
shall  open  books  and  receive  subscription  to  said  stock, 
with  power  to  open  and  close  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and 
when  two  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed 
thereto,  they  shall,  by  notice  posted  up  at  the  court-house 
door  of  Woodford  county,  and  near  where  said  road  is 
proposed  to  be  located,  for  at  least  twenty  days  prior 
thereto,  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  to  be  held  at 
Mi^ville,  at  a  time  fixed  by  them  and  stated  in  the  notice ; 
and  said  meeting  shall  elect  five  stockholders  as  directors 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  time  of  their 
election,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and 
qualified.  At  all  elections  the  stockholders  may  vote  either 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  shall  have  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  subscribed  by  them. 
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§  4.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their       18i)7. 

number  president,  and  may  elect  such  other  officers  as  

they  may  deem  necessary,  and  make  all  necessary  rules 
and  regulations.  They  may  acquire  by  purchase,  or  by 
writ  of  ad  qiwd  damnum,  the  right  of  way  for  their  road. 
The  proceedings  under  the  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  shall 
be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  general  law  on  the 
subject.  They  shall  contract  for  the  construction  and 
metaling  of  the  road,  fixing  the  width  and  grade  thereof. 

§  5.  When  said  road  is  completed,  said  company  may 
erect  thereon  a  toll-gate,  and  charge  toll  for  the  distance 
traveled,  according  to  the  rates  permitted  to  be  charged  by 
the  Frankfort  and  Versailles  turnpike  road;  and  so  far  as 
not  herein  provided,  the  act  incorporating  the  Frankfort 
and  Versailles,  road  shall  apply  to  this  as  fully  as  if  em- 
bodied herein.

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Newport  be,  an^ 
are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered,  for  not  more  than 
three  several  years,  to  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax,  not 
to  exceed  five  cents  each  year,  on  the  hundred  dollars'  val- 
uation of  the  taxable  property  of  th&city,  for  the  sole  and 
exclunive  benefit  of  the  fire  department  of  the  city,  and  to 
be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  suitable  steam  fire-engines, 
and  apparatus  and  horses  for  the  same,  and  building  fire 
cisterns ;  said  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  same 
time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  that  the  annual  revenue 
taxes  of  the  city  are  levied  and  collected,  and  shall  be  in 
addition  thereto. 

§  2.  Said  city  council  are  further  authorized  and  em- 
powered, for  not  more  than  three  several  years,  to  levy 
and  collect  a  special  tax,  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars'  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the 
city,  to  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  city  wharves 
upon  the  Ohio  river,  by  grading  and  paving  the  same; 
said  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  same  time, 
and  in  the  same  manner,  that  the  annual  revenue  taxes  of 
the  city  are  levied  and  collected,  and  shall  be  in  addition 
thereto. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Preston  Lodge,  No.  281,  of  Free  and  Accepted 

MaBons. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  officers  and  members  of  Preston  Lodge, 
No.  281,  of  Ancient  York  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of 
the  city  of  Louisville,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Pres- 
ton Lodge,  No.  281 ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with;  make,  have,  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  may  make, 
purchase,  hold,  sell,  and  convey,  and  take  by  gitt,  all  such 
real  and  personal  property  as  may  be  required  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  Lodge:  Provided,  That  the  amount 
vested  in  real  estate,  exclusive  of  building  thereon,  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  B.  C.  Watts,  W.  H.  MefTut,  Fred.  Dresson, 
Smith  Gregory,  and  A.  L.  Eggleson,  now  composing  the 
present  committee  of  finance  of  said  lodge,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, acting  as  said  committee  of  finance,  is  confided 
the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  corporation,  as 
trustees'  thereof,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have 
power  to  make  all  contracts  pertaining  to  the  personal  or 
real  estate  of  said  lodge;  and  in  conveying  real  estate,  the 
whole  board  of  trustees  shall  join  in  the  conveyance.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Western  and  Southern  Engineers*  Benevolent

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commorwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  James  K.  Canfield,  George  Ainsley,  Alexander 
Burnes,  John  K.  Ferguson,  Thomas  Evans,  Frank  Hughes, 
and  Hugh  Curry,  sr.,  and  all  those  who  may  associate 
with  them  as  members  of  the  Western  and  Southern  En- 
gineers' Benevolent  Association,  are  hereby  created  a 
body-po]i(ic  and  corporate,  under  the  above  name  and 
style,  with  the  power  in  that  name  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,*  plead  and  be  impleaded,

§  4.  That  said  association  may  make  and  ordain  such 
by-laws  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for 
their  wholesome  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  5.  That  the  fiscal  affairs  of  said  association  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be 
set  forth  in  the  by-laws  to  take  charge  of  the  same ;  may 
require  of  its  agents  or  treasurer  such  bonds  as  may  be 
deemed  requisite  for  the  safety  of  its  funds,  and  to  secure 
a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 
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§  6.  That  said  association  shall  have  the  power  to  carry       1867. 

t)ut  the  object  of  its  creatioB,  to  make  and  ordain  the  mode   — 

of  dispensing  its  charities,  to  regulate  the  qualifications  of 
membership,  make  and  execute  all  necessary  and  whole- 
some regulations,  regulate  the  fees  to  be  paid  for  member- 
ship, and  the  annual  daei^  to  be  paid  by  them,  and  to  invest 
its  surplus  funds  in  such  manner  as  by  them  may  be  deem- 
ed most  profitable,  not  to  exceed  the  legal  rates  of  interest 
and  discount. 

§  7.  That  said  association  be  empowered  to  transact 
financial  business;  to  receive  money  and  other  valuables 
on  deposit,  and  to  loan  out  the  same ;  to  deal  in  gold  and 
silver,  bank  notes,  and  bills  of  exchange ;  receive  promis- 
sory notes  by  assignment  as  surety  for  money  loaned ;  dis- 
count, purchase,  and  sell  promissory  notes  and  bills  of 
exchange,  payable  at  such  place  or  places  as  said  associa- 
tion may  elect,  and  do  all  other  acts  a  bank  may  do,  except 
it  shall  not  iesue  any  notes,  written  or  printed  obligation^ 
with  a  design  to  circulate  the  same  as  money.  The  said 
association  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  policies  of  insur- 
ance on  the  boilers  of  steamboats  controlled  by  the  mem» 
hers  thereof,  against  all  losses  arising  from  explosions 
caused  by  steam ;  the  rate  of  premium  and  amount  of  risk 
in  each  case  to  be  determined  by  the  directors  of  the  asso*- 
elation. 

§  8.  That  said  association  shall  receive  on  deposit,  during 
banking  hours,  any  sum  of  moAey  not  less  than  one  dollar; 
and  any  person  authorized  to  contract  may  make  deposits 
therein,  and  control  the  same;  such  deposits  shall  be  paid 
to  each  depositor  at  such  time,  with  such  interest,  aod 
under  such  regulations,  as  the  regularly  appointed  officers 
of  the  association  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe;  such 
regulations  to  be  placed  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the 
room  where  the  business  of  said  association  shall  be  trans- 
acted, and  shall  not  be  altered  to  affect  any  one  who  may 
be  a  depositor  previous  to  such  alteration,  as  to  any  sum 
of  money  on  deposit  at  the  time  the  alteration  is  made. 

§  9.  That  said  association  may  borrow  money,  but  not 
in  excess  of  its  capital  stock  subscribed,  and  may  secure 
the  same  by  mortgage  upon  its  real  estate  or  personal 
property,  or  pledge  of  stocks  or  bonds  or  otherwise,  and 
on  such  time  a»  the  president,  directors,  or  a  quorum 
thereof,  may  deem  expedient. 

§  10.  The  said  association  shall  afford  relief  and  assist-^ 
ance  to  its  members  in  cases  of  sickness,  death,  or  disa-^ 
bility  to  work,  and  also  in  providing  for  the  support  of 
engineers  and  orphans;  and  said  association  shall  not  hold 
real  estate  exceeding  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and 
shall  not  trade  in  real  estate ;  and  its  office  shall  be  located 
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1867*      ^^  Kentucky;  and  this  charter  shall  be  for  thirty  years j 

and  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  from  its  passage. 

§  11 .  Bat  it  is  provided  that  no  greater  rate  of  interest  on 
loans  and  exchange,  or  bills  of  exchange,  be  charged  than 
that  allowed  by  the  general  law  of  the  Commonwealth; 
and  that  for  each  and  every  one  hundred  dollars  of  capital 
stock  paid  in,  fifty  cents  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each 
year,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  loans  on  said  stock, 
which  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund  of  this 
State.

AK  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Cadiz. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  bank  is  hereby  established  at  the  town  of 
Cadiz,  in  the  county  of  Trigg,  to  be  called  the  Bank  of 
Cadiz;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  natural  person  in  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  answering  and 
defending,  in  the  courts  of  law  or  equity. 

§  2.  That  Thomas  H.  Grinter,  R.  D.  Baker,  Fenton  Sims, 
Robert  Wilford,  Joseph  F.  Dyer,  or  any  one  or  more  of 
them,  may,  at  soch  time  and  place  as  suits  their  con- 
venience, open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  which 
shall  be  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  when 
one  thousand  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  and  five  dollars 
per  share  paid  thereon,  the  stockholders  may  meet  and 
elect  five  directors,  who  shall  serve  one  year  {ind  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected.  The  directors  may  an^ 
nually  elect  a  president  of  their  number. 

§  3.  The  president  and  directors  may  adopt  a  seal,  and 
change  it  at  pleasure.  They  may  appoint  all  necessary 
agents  and  oflicers,  fix  their  compensation,  and  take  bond 
and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 
They  may  prescribe  the  inanner  of  paying  the  stock,  and 
the  transfer  thereof,  and  for  the  forfeiture  of  stock  and 
payments  thereon  not  fully  paid  in  as  required.  They 
shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  for  debts  due  or  to  become 
due  the  bank  before  other  creditors,  except  the  State,  and 
for  taxes. 

§  4.  They  may  receive  on  special  deposit  gold  and  silver 
coin  and  bank  notes,  United  States  Treasury  notes,  and 
other  currency,  and  issue  certificates  thereon,  and  allow 
such  interest  as  may  be  agreed  upon ;  and  twice  per  year, 
•or  oftener,  declare  and  pay  to  the  stockholders  a  dividend 
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of  profits.    They  may  loan  money,  or  discount  bills  of  ex-       1867. 

change  or  promissory  notes  on  personal  security,  or  upon ' — 

other  security :  Pravidedy  That  said  corporation  shall  not 
charge  more  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  any  loan 
made :  And  provided  further^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  bank  to  cause  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  on  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  stock  subscribed  and  paid  for  in  said 
bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  taxes,  and  a  part  of  the 
sinking  fund. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  may  make  such  by-laws 
and  rules  for  the  management  of  the  bank  as  they  may 
deem  proper  and  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
charter  and  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State.  They 
shall  annually  appoint  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the 
election  of  their  successors,  and  any  two  or  more  of  their 
number  shall  attend  and  conduct  said  election.

CHAPTER  1488. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Bank  Lick  Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Bank  Lick  turnpike  company  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  authorized  to  increase  its  capital  stock  to 
any  amount  not  exceeding  seventy-five  thousand  dollars ; 
and  whenever  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company 
shall,  as  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  do,  expend  any 
amount  of  the  means  of  said  company  in  making,  or 
assisting  to  make,  or  in  improving  any  other  road  leading 
to  or  intersecting  the  road  of  said  company,. it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  board  of  directors  to  issue  an  amount 
of  new  stock  equal  to  the  amount  so  expended;  and  said 
new  stock  shall  be  diptributed  among  the  present  stock- 
holders in  proportion  to  the  several  amounts  of  the  capital 
stock  now  held  by  said  stockholders  respectively. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  new  stock  for  an  amount  equal 
to  the  sum  heretofore  expended,  or  hereafter  to  be  expend- 
ed, in  grading  and  improving  the  said  road,  or  in  con- 
structing bridges,  arches,  culverts,  &c.,  on  the  same,  which 
stock  shall  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section. 

§  3.  That  all  vehicles  of  burthen  drawn  by  two  or  more 
horses,  mules,  or  other  animals,  passing  over  or  along  said 
road  for  the  distancetof  one  mile  or  more,  shall  be  bound 
to  pay  toll  for  the  distance  so  traveled  in  proportion  to  the 
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1867.       ^"'^  rates  authorized  by  the  charter  of  said  company^  and 

all  Buch  vehicles  shall  be  bound  to  pay  toll  as  aforesaid, 

although  the  same  may  not  pass  through  any  toll-gate ; 
Provided^  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  any  part  of  said  road,  except  that  portion  north  of 
the  toll-gate  nearest  the  city  of  Covington. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hopewell  and  Bethleben  Tumptke  Road  Con' 

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qenered  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  corporate  body  is  hereby  created,  under  the 
name  of  "  The  Hopewell  and  Bethlehem  Turnpike  Road 
Company;"  to  be  composed  of  all  who  shall  subscribe 
stock  towards  the  construction  of  a  turnpike  in  Bourbon 
county,  commencing  at  or  near  Hopewell  church,  on  the 
Maysville  and  Leiington  turnpike,  running  by  the  way  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  members  of  Briensburg  Lodge,  No.  401,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Briensburg,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic,  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  Briensburg  Lodge,  No.  401,  with  per- 
petual  succession ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,'

§  2.  The  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  confided  in  the  said  McDaniel, 
Bond,  and  Sandford,  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  trus- 
tees thereof,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  hav§ 
power  to  make  all  contracts  pertaining  to  the  real  or  per- 
sonal estate  of  said  lodge  ;  and  service  of  process  or  notice 
on* any  of  said  trustees  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  said 
corporation.

Hahn,  Z.  Sherley,  W.  H.  Stokes,  Philip  Judge,  E.  Crutch- 
field,  W.  E.  Milton,  and  others,  be  incorporated,  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  the  Greenland  Association  for  the  Improvement 
of  the  Breed  of  Horses,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  with  powers  incident  to  limited  corpo- 
rations, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  and  the 
United  States. 

^  2.  The  members  of  said  association  shall  have  power 
to  elect  such  officers  as  may  seem  necessary  to  them  for 
the  management  of  their  concerns,  and  by  their  rules  and 
by-laws  prescribe  the  duties  of  said  officers  and  the  regu- 
lations of  their  concerns.

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Henry,  a 
majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and 
concurring,  is  hereby  authoriced  and  empowered  to  sub- 
scribe stock  for,  and  on  behalf  of  said  county,  to  all  turn- 
pike companies  which  have  been,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  incorporated  within  said  county  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State :  Provided,  That  said  subscription  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  dollars  for  each  mile  of  road  in  said 
county,  and  shall  not  be  paid  over  to  the  officers  of  any 
company  except  upon  the  completion  of  each  mile,  or  upon 
the  court  being  satisfied  that  means  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  company  to  insure  its  completion. 

§  2.  Said  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  being  present  and  concurring,  shall  have  power  to 
levy  a  tax  on  all  the  property  in  said  county,  subject  to 
taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  sufficient  to  pay  any  sub- 
scriptions which  may  be  so  made  by  said  court:  Provided^ 
A  greater  amount  than  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  not  be 
made  in  any  one  year.

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  academy  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed 
and  paid  for  according  to  the  regulations  laid  down  in  its 
by-laws;  it  is  also  hereby  declared  that  the  stock  which 
has  been  subscribed  for  the  benefit  of  said  academy,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefits  conferred  by  this  charter.  The 
said  trustees  shall  be  empowered  to  hold  the  property 
already  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  said  academy,  and 
may  dispose  of  the  same  as  may  be  determined  by  its  by* 
laws. 

§  3.  The  trustees  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  determine ;  and 
the  stock  so  subscribed,  together  with  that  already  sub- 
scribed, shall  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  secretary ;  and  no  stock  shall  be  transferable 
from  one  person  to  another,  except  the  transfer  be  entered 
on  such  book.

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Bethel,  in  Bath  county,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  such  boundaries, 
streets,  alleys,  and  such  other  public  grounds,  not  exceed- 
ing two  hundred  acres,  as  may  be  laid  out  and  defined  by 
the  trustees  in  a  plat  and  survey  of  said  town,  which  said 
plat  and  survey  shall  be  recordecl  in  the  Bath  coanty 
clerk's  office. 

§  2.  That  S.  P.  Baird,  John  Cassity,  John  L.  Scott,  L. 
D.  Williams,  and  Lawson  Roberson,  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the 
first  Monday  in  April  next,  at  which  time,  and  annually 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  town  of  five  trustees,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3*  That  said  trustees  shall  take  an  oath  before  some 
justice  of  the  peace  of  Bath  county,  before  they  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  that  they  will  faithfully, 
and  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  perform  the  duties  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  in  addition  to  the  oath  required  by  tho.

§  5.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  known  by  the 
name  and  stvle  of  "The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bethel;" 
and  by  that  name  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 
That  said  trustees  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure ;  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties 
and  liabilities,  as  is  provided  by  the  general  law  in  rela- 
tion to  towns  incorporated  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  6.  That  this  act  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  better  organization  of  Public  Schools  in  the  City  of  Frank* 

foft 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort shall  submit  to  the  roters  of  said  city  a  proposition  to 
levy  a  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars  of  taxable  property,  for  the  benefit  of  common 
schools  in  said  city. 

§  2.  The  vote  upon  said  proposition  shall  be  polled  as  is 
now  done  in  the  case  of  municipal  elections  in  said  city, 
and  shall  be  had  in  the  month  of  May  of  the  year  1867, 
two  weeks  public  notice  of  said  vote  being  first  given  by 
the  'mayor. 

$  3.  At  said  poll  the  .clerk  shall  record  each  vote  as  '^for 
the  tax ''  or  "  against  the  tax,"  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
the  poll  shall  be  certified  and  examined,  and  the  result 
announced  as  is  now  provided  in  the  case  of  municipal 
elections  in  said  city. 

§  4.  If  the  result  of  the  poll  be  in  favor  of  the  tax,  then 
the  common  council  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  empowered 
to  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  the  rate  hereinbefore  specified, 
which  tax  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  as  the  taxes  of 
said  city  are  now  collected. 

§  5.  Said  taxes,  when  collated,  shall  be  held  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  city  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund,  to  be 
disbursed  only  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  6.  The  common  council  shall  appoint  three  trustees  of 
the  school  fund,  who  shall  hold  ofiice  until  the  next  ensu- 
ing election  of  city  officers,  and  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified ;  and  at  each  annual  election  of 
councilmen  there  shall  be  elected  three  trustees  of  common 
schools  for  the  city,  no  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  council- 
man. 

§  7.  Said  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the 
fund  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  of  the  pro  rata  of  said 
city  from  the  common  school  fund.  They  shall  have 
power  to  expend  said  moneys  in  the  interests  of  common 
school  education  in  said  city.  They  may  elect  a  chair- 
man, whose  check  shall  be  honored  by  the  city  treasurer  to 
the  amount  of  school  funds  in  his  hands.  Said  trustees 
shall  report  monthly  to  the  common  council.  They  shall 
submit  all  contracts  made  by  them  for  the  approval  of  the 
common  council ;  and  no  expenditure  exceeding  $250  shall 
be  made  without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  common 
council.  Said  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the 
appointment  of  teachers,  regulation  of  school  discipline, 
course  of  study,  examinations,  and  other  matters  of  regula- 
tion and  appointment  in  the  common  schools  in  said  city. 
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They  may  appoint  examiners  and  prescribe  qualifications       1S67. 
for  teachers  and  pupils. — 

§  8.  The  board  of  counciimen  may,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  trustees  of  public  schools,  purchase,  build,  or 
rent  any  building  or  buildings  necessary  or  convenient  for 
common  school  purposes ;  and  any  such  property  so  leased, 
purchased,  or  otherwise  acquired,  may  be  reserved  by 
terms  of  deed  or  lease  to  the  public  schools  of  Frankfort; 
and  if  so  reserved,  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  debt  of  said 
city,  nor  shall  the  same  be  diverted  from  school  purposes; 
and  any  school  property  so  reserved  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation. 

(  9.  The  trustees  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  execute 
bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor  and  council,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties.

§  1.  The  action  of  said  court  authorizing  said  commit- 
tee to  borrow  money  for  the  purposes,  and  at  the  rate  of 
interest  above  named,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  legal- 
ized. 

§  2.  If  provision  has  not  already  been  made  to  pay  off 
the  debt  so  incurred  when  it  becomes  due,  with  the  inter- 
terest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  from 
the  time  said  money  was  borrowed  until  the  same  be  paid, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  at  its  next  session  of 
claims,  to  levy  a  tax,  either  capitation  or  ad  valorem,  upon 
the  tithable  persons  or  property  subject  to  taxation  in  said 
county,  in  a  sum  sufficient  to  satisfy  and  discharge  said 
debt  and  interest  at  the  rate  above  stated.

CHAPTER  1502. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Molberry  and  GoDSolation  Turnpike  Road  ObtD- 

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoedtth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1 .  That  the  persons  .who  have  subscribed  or  may  sob- 
scribe  stock  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike 
road  branching  from  the  Mulberry  and  Christiansburg 
turnpike  road,  at  a  point  near  the  residence  of  Walker 
Daniel,  in  Shelby  county,  and  thence  running  along  or  near 
the  bed  of  the  county  road  to  the  Bagdad  toll-gate,  be  a 
body- politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mulberry 
and  Consolation  turnpike  road  company;  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession. 

§  2.  Said  road  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  seven  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen 
president  by  said  directors.  The  said  directors  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  August. 

(  3.  That  A.  M.  Morton,  Samuel  Hanna,  J.  B.  Ofiutt, 
A.  S.  Frederick,  Lee  McKee,  Isaac  Lewis,  and  W.  Y. 
Thompson,  are  hereby  appointed  and  constituted  a  board 
of  directors  to  control  and  manage  said  road  until  the  first 
election  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1867;  said  board 
to  choose  from  their  number  a  president  and  treasurer. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  $16,000, 
to  be  divided  into  shares  of  $50  each,  and  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share. 

§  5.  The  organization  of  said  company  heretofore  made, 
the  subscriptions  of  stock,  releases  of  right  of  way,  the 
contracts  made,  and  all  other  acts  of  said  company,  and 
by  president  and  directors  thereof  for  said  organization, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its  objects,  are  hereby 
legalized  and  held  to  be  valid  as  if  done  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act. 

§  6.  That  the  subscription  of  stock  of  $400  per  mile 
made  to  said  road  by  the  county  court  of  Shelby  county 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  legalized  and  held  to  be  valid ; 
and  said  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make 
such  orders  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  said 
subscription  so  made. 
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§  7.  The  whole  width  of  said  roftd  shall  not  be  less  than       1867. 
thirty  nor  more  than  forty  feet.  

§  8.  That  whenever  eaffictent  stock  be  taken,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  company  to  constract  a  branch  from  said 
road  across  to  a  point  near  the  toll-gate  on  the  Mulberry 
and  Christiansborg  turnpike  road. 

§  9.  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  charged  shall  be  governed  by 
the  Revised  Statutes  regulating  turnpike  and  plank  roads. 

§  10.  Any  person  subject  to  work  on  county  roads, 
residing  within  one  mile  of  said  road,  and  not  within  half 
mile' of  any  county  road,  may  signify  to  the  directors,  in 
writing,  his  wish  lo  work  on  said  road  under  the  road  law ; 
whereupon,  the  directors  may  require  such  person  to  per- 
form the  same  labor  on  said  road  as  such  persons  are 
required  to  perform  on  some  county  road,  and  such  per- 
sona shall  be  exempt  from  working  on  any  other  road  ia 
the  county. 

§11.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to 
borrow  money  or  obtain  the  same  by  the  issue  and  sale  of 
bonds,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  and  improving  said 
road,  and  of  liquidating  the  debts  thereon ;  and  may  pledge, 
mortgage,  or  sell  and  dispose  of  all  or  any  part  of  the 
estate,  privileges,  and  income  of  said  company  to  secure 
the  payment  of  the  money  so  obtained :  Provided,  The 
money  thus  obtained  shall  not  exceed  twenty  per  cent,  of 
the  capital  stock  of  said  road :  And  providedy  That  the  in- 
terest paid  upon  the  bonds  so  issued  or  money  so  obtained 
shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§  12.  The  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Kentucky,  approved  February  8,  1834,  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  constituting 
boards  of  internal  improvements  for  Shelby  and  Franklin 
counties,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to,  and  are  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act,  shall  be  the  law  governing  the 
Mulberry  and  Consolation  turnpike  company. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1503. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Berry  Station,  in  Harrison  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Berry  Station^in  Harrison  county, 
with  the  following  boundary:  beginning  on  South  Licking 
river,  at  the  corner  of  Dicky  and  Adams'  lots;  thence  to 
the  north  corner  of  January's  lot,  purchased  by  Rev.  J.  R. 
Barbee;  thence  south  to  the  brick  school-house;  thence 
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1867.       ^'^th  the  coanty  infirmary  lot,  bo  as  to  leave  it  out  and 

—   —  take  in  the  houses  and  lots  of  Watson  and  Bruce;  thence 

to  include  the  resident  mansion  of  R.  S.  Adams;  thence 
direct  to  South  Licking  river;  thence  down  said  river  to 
the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  J.J.  M.  Dicky,  Wm.  Bradley,  D.  P.  Watson, 
Bob  Clefibrd,  Syrus  B.  Cook,  and  R.  S.  Adams,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  who 
shall  choose  one  of  their  body  as  chairman,  and  a  majority 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  and  they  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  September, 
1867,  and  upon  which  day,  and  upon  the  first  Saturday  in 
September  in  each  succeeding  year  thereafter,  the  free 
white  male  citizens  of  said  town  entitled  to  vote  for  rep- 
resentatives to  the  General  Assembly,  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  shall  meet  at  such  place  as  shall  be  designated 
by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  choose  five  persons  by 
vote,  viva  voce^  to  serve  as  trustees  of  said  town  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

§  3.  That  the  voters  qualified  to  vote  for  trustees  shall, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1867,  elect  a  police  judge 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  every  four  years  thereafter, 
in  the  same  manner  that  county  judges  are  now  elected 
by  law;  and  they  shall,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  elect 
a  town  marshal  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  in  the  same  manner  that  sheriffs  are  now 
elected. 

^  4.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction 
concurrent  with  justices  of  the  peace,  district,  criminal, 
legal,  penal,  and  equitable,  within  said  town  limits,  and 
no  further,  and  shall  have  the  same  fees,  rights,  duties,  and 
liabilities,  as  any  magistrate  in  Harrison  county,  including 
jurisdiction  over  all  claims  arising  under  the  by-laws  and 
ordinances  of  said  town. 

§  5.  Said  trustees  may  enact  ordinances  and  all  needful 
by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  annex  fines  for  their  violation  not  exceeding  a  magis- 
trate's jurisdiction;  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  a 
tax  on  the  tithes  not  exceeding  one  dollar  each,  and  also 
'^  on  the  property  in  said  town,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 

cents  on  each  one  hundred  doliara. 

§  6.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  give  bond  in  suffi- 
cient sum,  with  surety  approved  by  the  trustees,  for  the 
safe-keeping  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  which  he  may 
receive  belonging  to  said  town,  to  be  made  payable  to 
said  trustees;  and  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  pow- 
ers, rights,  duties,  fees,  and  liabilities,  within  the  limits  of 
said  county,  as  any  constable  of  Harrison  county. 
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§  7.  Said  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  to       1867. 

^ant  or  withhold  license  conferring   authority  to  retail    ; 

spirituous  liquors  within  the  limits  of  &aid  town,  also  to  fix 
the  sunt  to  be  paid  for  such  license,  if  granted. 

§  8.  All  said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified ;  and  the  trustees  shall  have  powar  to  fill  vacan- 
cies in  their  board  by  appointment  until  the  next  annual 
election,  and  they  shall  cause  an  election  at  any  time  to 
fill  vacancies  in  the  office  of  police  judge  or  town  mar- 
shal. 

§  9.  x\ny  person  failing  or  irefusing  to  perform  any  duty 
enjoined  by  this  act,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  any  other  fine 
is  recovered  before  a  magistrate. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  keep  the 
streets  and  alleys  of  said  town  in  good  repair,  and  for  that 
purpose,  and  for  any  other  public  improvement,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  taxation  herein  provided  for,  and  of  all 
fines  assessed  and  collected  in  pursuance  of  judgments  of 
the  said  pctlice  judge,  for  any  violation  of  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  of  said  town,  are  hereby  placed  under  their 
control  and  at  their  disposah 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Petroleum  Fire  and  Marine  Insarance

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  Petroleum  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  of 
Campbell  County,"  approved  February  23,  1865,  be  so 
amended  as  to  apply  to  section  13  of  the  original  act,  in- 
instead  of  section  12,  as  it  now  reads.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  estates  of  John  R.  and  William  R.  Woodfill. 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  General 
Assembly  that  the  estates  of  John  R.  Woodfill  and  Wil- 
liam R.  Woodfill,  both  deceased,  and  both  late  of  Henry 
county,  cannot  be  settled  up  without  great  loss  to  their 
heirs  unless  greater  powers  are  granted  the  administrator 
than  are  given  by  the  statute  laws  of  the  State;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General,  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  John  C.  Monfort,  administrator  of  the  estates 
of  John  R.  Woodfill  and  William  R.  Woodfill,  both  deceased, 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  empowered  to  compound  or  com- 
promise debts  of  doubtful  or  insolvent  debtors  to  said 
estates. 

§  2.  That  said  administrator  shall,  in  making  his  settle- 
ments as  now  Inquired  by  law,  file  with  such  settlements, 
and  as  vouchers  touching  any  such  debt  as  he  may  com- 
pound or  compromise,  the  affidavitsof  himself  and  at  least 
one  other  person,  testifying  that  the  amount  so  compound- 
ed or  compromised  for  is  as  much  as  could  reasonably  be 
expected  to  be  made,  and  that  the  debtor  was  insolvent,  or 
of  doubtful  solvency.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Shelby  Railroad  Company,  and  to 
authorize  certain  Districts  in  Shelby  County  to  subscribe  Stock  in  the 
same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gerutal  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Sl^elby  rail- 
road company,  in  addition  to  the  powers  gritnted  by  the 
original  charter,  shall  have  power  to  contract  with  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort 
railroad  company,  and  agree  upon  the  terms  permanently 
upon  which  they  may  have  the  use  of*  the  said  Louisville 
and  Frankfort  road,  between  the  junction  and  Louisville, 
upon  which  to  run  the  cars  of  the  Shelby  railroad  com- 
pany; or  they  may  contract  with  said  Louisville  and 
Frankfort  railroad  company,  and  surrender  to  them,  pei* 
manently  or  temporarily,  the  right  to  run  the  entire  route 
between  Shelbyville  and  Louisville,  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  2.  The  county  court  of  Shelby  county  shall  subscribe 
for  stock  in  the  Shelby  railroad  company  upon  the  fol- 
lowing terms  and  conditions,  upon  the  written  application 
of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road,  setting  forth 
their  desire  that  the  said  subscription  shall  be  made,  and 
the  amount  to  be  subscribed,  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  requesting  the  question  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  voters  in  that  portion  of  said  county 
embraced  in  the  following  described  districts,  viz :  First.

residence  of  R.  A.  Welman,  inclusive ;  thence  west  to  the 

Jefferson  coanty  line ;  thence  with  jiaid  line  to  the  begin- 
ning ;  all  contained  in  said  boundary  to  be  called  Rail- 
road Precinct  Number  One.  Second.  All  that  portion  of 
said  county  not  included  in  said  district,  embraced  in 
election  precincts  numbers  one,  two,  five,  six,  and  seven, 
except  that  part  of  number  five  lying  north  of  railroad 
precinct  number  one,  the  whole  to  be  called  Railroad  Pre- 
cinct Number  Two. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  to  enter  such 
written  application  at  length  upon  the  record,  and  there- 
upon make  an  order  commanding  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
on  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  order,  to  open  the  pblls  at 
each  of 'the  voting  places  in  election  precincts  number  one, 
number  two,  number  four,  number  five,  number  six,  and 
number^  seven,  for  the  State  officers,  and  to  take  the  vote 
of  the  qualitiecl  voters  in  railroad  precincts  number  one 
and  number  two  upon  the  question,  '*  Shall  the  county 
court  subscribe  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  tax-payers  in  rail- 
road precincts  number  one  and  number  two,  the  amount 
proposed  in  said  written  application,  and  levy  double  the 
ad  valorem  tax  on  the  property  in  precinct  number  one  that 
shall  be  levied  on  the  property  in  precinct  number  two  to 
pay  the  same?"  The  county  court  shall  have  an  assess- 
ment made  of  the  property  in  said  districts;  and  the  court, 
in  making  said  assessment,  may  follow  and  use  the  State 
assessment  for  said  purpose,  as  far  as  practicable.  A 
reasonable  compensation  shall  be  allowed  the  assessor  for 
his  services  by  the  county  court.  The  judges,  sheriffs,  and 
clerks  of  the  State  elections,  appointed  to  superintend  the 
elections  of  State  officers,  shall  attend  at  the.  respective 
voting  places  aforesaid  and  conduct  the  election ;  and 
upon  the  failure  of  any  of  said  officers  to  attend,  those 
who  do  shall  appoint  and  qualify  Others  in  their  places. 
At  least  twenty  days'  previous  notice  in  son^e  paper  pub- 
lished in  the  county  shall  be  given  by  the  sheriff. 

§  4.  The  poll-books  shall  be  kept  open  as  required  by 
the  constitution,  and  the  books  shall  be  certified  by  the 
officers  of  the  election,  and  returned  to  the  office  of  the^ 
clerk  of  the  county  court  on  the  third  day  after  the  elec- 
tion.

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge,  and  clerk 
of  the  county  court,  to  count  the  vote  for  and  against  said 
subscription;  and  if  a  majority*  of  all  the  votes  cast  in 
railroad  precinct  number  one  shall  be  in  favor  of  said  sub- 
scription, and  a  majority  of  the  aggregate  vote  cast  shall

with  fix  a  term  of  his  court,  and  give  at  leaRt  six  days' 

notice  of  the  time  and  object  of  holding  said  'court,  by 
notice  in  writing  at  the  court-house  door,  and  thereupon  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  make  said  subscription.    ^ 

§  6.  The  said  subscription  shall  be  paid,  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  president  and  directors  may  apply  for  the 
same,  in  the  following  manner:  the  judge  shall  issue  his 
bonds  for  and  on  behalf  of  railroad  precincts  number  one 
and  number  two  for  not  exceeding  one  half  of  said  sub- 
scription, payable  at  such  time  and  place,  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  county  court,  not 
exceeding  six  years,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  with  coupons  attached,  payable  to  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  Shelby  railroad  coftipany, 
and  their  successors;  one  fourth  of  the  whole  amount  of 
said  subscription  shall  be  raised  by  an  ad  valorem  tax  on 
the  real  and  personal  estate  within  the  said  precincts  sub** 
ject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes;  the  same  to  be  col* 
lected  within  one  year  from  the  da^e  of  said  application ;

property  situated  in  railroad  precinct  number  one. 

§  8.  The  said  taxes  shall  be  collected  as  State  taxes  are 
'  collected,  and  at  the  same  time,  and  shall  be  a  lien  on  the 
property  held  by  the  various  owners  until  paid :  Provided^ 
That  the  State  shall  release  a  prior  lien  for  all  taxes  due 
the  same.  The  officer  collecting  the  same  shall  have  full 
power  to  distrain  as  the  sheriff  has  to  distrain  for  State 
revenue,  and  may  levy  upon  and  sell  land  as  the  same  is 
sold  under  execution. 

§9.  The  sheriff  of  Shelby  county  shall  collect  said  taxes 
so  levied;  but  before  he  does  so  he  shall  execute  bond 
with  good  security,  in  the  county  court  of  Shelb}'^  county, 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  of 
Shelby  county,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  under  this  act,  upon  which  bond  suit  may  be  insti* 
tuted  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  for 
any  breach  of  said  bond.  Should  the  sheriff  fail  or  refuse 
to  give  said  bond,  then  the  county  court  of  Shelby  county 
shall  appoint  some  other  person  to  collect  said  taxes, 
requiring  of  him  a  bond  as  provided  for  in  case  of  the 
sheriff,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  liability  as  sheriffs, 
had  he  executed  the  bond. 

$10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collecting  officer  to  give 
to  the  persons  from  whom  he  may  collect  any  tax  under

the  provisions  of  this  act,  a  receipt  specifying  the  amount       1867« 
paid,  and  the  time  of  payment. 

§  11.  Whenever  the  amount  of  said  receipts  equal  to 
fifty  dollars  or  more  shall  be  presented  to  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  road,  they  shall  issue  to  the  holder  a  cer-- 
tificate  of  stock  paid  in  to  the  amount  of  receipts  sur- 
rendered ;  and  the  said  person  shall  be  from  that  time  a 
stockholder  in  said  road,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  other  stockholders. 

§  12.  The  county  court  shall,  from  time  to  time,  impose 
a  tax  to  provide  for  the  interest  and  principal  of  said 
bonds;  and  the  said  cpurt  may,  at  any  time,  if  it  deems  it 
right,  impose  a  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  in 
said  districts  to  pay  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal 
of  said  bonds;  the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  treated  as  stock, 
and  so  disposed  of  as  is  provided  in  the  11th  clause  of 
this  act :  Provided,  That  at  no  time  shall  a  greater  tax 
than  two  cents  on  the  dollar  be  collected. 

§  13.  The  treasurer  of  the  railroad  company  shall  be  a 
receiver  to  collect  and  receive  the  money  from  the  sheriff. 

§  14.  The  couixty  judge  and  county  clerk,  and  the  tr^as-* 
nrer  of  the  railroad  company,  shall  ex^officio  constitute  a 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  wfiose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  mar^ge  the  fund  for  tlTe  payment  of  the  inter- 
est on  the  bonds,  and  final  payment  of  the  principal 
thereof,  when  funds  for  that  purpose  shall  be  placed  at 
their  disposal. 

§  15.  The  collector  of  said  tax  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  shall  be  awarded  by  the  county  court,  not 
exceeding  two  per  cent.  % 

§  16.  Persons  living  within  one  of  said  railroad  pre- 
cincts owning  lands  in  one  body  lying  partly  in  both  of 
said  prQcincts,  shall  be  taxed  on  the  whole  as  being  in  the 
precinct  in  which  he  resides.  The  lands  of  non-residents 
shall  be  taxed  according  to  the  rate  assessed  on  the  pre- 
cinct in  which  the  lands  or  the  greater  part  are  situated. 

§  17.  It  is  a  condition  of  granting  this  amendment  to  the 
charter  of  said  company,  that  no  part  of  the  voluntary 
subscriptions  made  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
in  the  years  1859  and  1S60,  shall  be  collected  from  those 
persons  who  are  taxed  to  pay  the  subscription  made  by  the 
county  court  of  Shelby  county.  This  provision  shall  also 
apply  to  subscriptions  made  at  that  time  by  persons  now 
deceased,  whose  estates  are  taxed  in  possession  of  their 
heirs  or  devisees. 

§  18.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Stanford  and  Richmond  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  CTuicUd  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  Chenault,  Nathan  M.  Moran,  Cald- 

Namesof  Well  Campbell,  W.  Jason  Walker,  Major  William  Harris, 

o^mmiMioners,  ^^^  j^^^^  jj  Shackleford,  of  the  county  of  Madison ;  Alex. 

Denny,  Allen  Beazely,  John  Walker,,  and  Dr.  James 
Reid,  of  the  county  of  Garrard;  Dr.  Thomas  B.  Mont- 
•  gomery,  James  A.  Harris,  and  John  H.  Shanks,  of  the 
county  of  Lincoln,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  whom,  or  any  three 
of  them,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Stanford  and  Richmond  railroad  company,  which  is 
heceby  incorporated ;  and  they  may  cause  the  books  to  be 
opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the. 
purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  after  having  given  such  notice  of  the  times 
and  places  of  opening  the  same  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
And  if  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  as  is  necessar}'  to  its  incorporation  shall  not 
have  been  obtained,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  cause  the  said  books  to  be  opened,  and  kept 
open  from  time  to  time,  and  at  such  places  th  may  seem  ex- 
pedient, until  the  sum  neceessary  for  the  incorporation  shall 
be  subscribed:  Provided,  That  any  subscription  tendered 
at  any.  time  or  place  other  than  that  advertised  by  the 
commissioners,  if  accepted  by  them,  shall  be  as  valid 
|Lgainst  the  party  subscribing  as  if  received  at  the  time  or 
place  advertised;  and  if  any  of  said  commissioners  shall 
die.  resign,  or  refuse  to  act  during  the  continuance  of  the 
duties  devolved  upon  them  by  this  act,  another  may  be 
appointed  in  his  stead  by  the  remaining  commissioners,  or 
a  majority  of  them. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Stanford  and  Rich- 
Capital  etook.  mond  railroad  jcompany  shall  be  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  may  be 
subscribed  by  any  one  or  corporation  ;  and  as  soon  as 
$100,000  in  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  the  subscribers  of  said  stock,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  to  be 
incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  the  Stanford 
and  Richmond  Railroad  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and 
conveying  real  estate,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres, 
and  personal  and  mixed  estate,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  -  of  the  corporation  and  no 
further ;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  by  said 
corporate  name  shall  sue  and  be  sued ;  and  may  have  and 
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use  a  common  seal,  which  they  shall  have  power  to  alter 
or  renew  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  That  at  every  sabscription  of  stock  there  shall  be 
paid,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  to  said  commissioners  or 
their  agents  appointed  to  receive  such  subscription,  either 
in  money  or  a  note  negotiable  or  payable  at  some  bank  in 
this  State,  as  said  commissioners  may  elect,  at  sixty  days 
or  longer,  at  the  option  of  the   commissioners  or  their 
agents,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  on  ever}*^  share  subscribed, 
and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  installments, 
and  at  such  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  company:  Provided,  No  payment  shall 
be  demanded  until  at  least  thirty  days'  public  notice  of 
such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said  board  of  di- 
rectors by  a  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
published  in  the  cities  of  Richmond  and  Louisville ;  nor 
shall  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  each  share  of  stock  be 
called  for  in  one  year;  but  if  the  exigencies  of  the  com- 
pany should  require  the  payments  of  the  stock  to  be  made 
more  rapidly  than  is  provided  for  herein,  or  should  the 
board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
elected,  consider  it  expedient,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them 
to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  said  company,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  htndred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000);  and  if 
any  subscriber  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  installment 
or  part  of  said  subscription  demanded,  according  to  the

necessary  to  be  proved  ;  or  in  case  such  failure  or  neglect 
to  pay  any  installment  or  part  of  said  subscription  de- 
manded according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
continue  for  the  space  of  sixty  days'  next  after  the  time 
the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  board  of  directors 
may,  in  their  discretion,  order  the  same  forfeited  to  the 
company,  and  they  may  also  sell  it  for  the  benefit  of  the 
company  if  they  think  proper;  but  the  said  board  of  direct^ 
ors,  by  a  majority  of  the  whole,  may  remit  any  such  for- 
feiture on  such  terms  as  they  may  think  proper :  And  pro- 
vided further y  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  receive  subscriptions 
on  the  capital  stock  of  this  company,  payable  in  contracts 
well  secured,  to  build  such  parts  of  the  road,  or  to  perform 
such  work  in  the  construction  thereof,  as  may  be  accepted 
by  the  company. 

§  4.  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the 
books  are  first  opened,  if  one  thousand  shares  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon 
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1867.  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  said  cocnmis- 
' —  sioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meet- 
ing of  the  sabscribers,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days'  public 
notice  thereof,  in  some  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
published  in  the  cities  of  Louisville  and  Richmond ;  and 
at  such  meeting  said  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscrip- 
tion book  before  the  subscribers  then  and  there  present ; 
and  thereupon,  said  subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them 
present,  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  among  the  stock- 
holders seven  directors,  three  from  Madison,  two  from 
Garrard,  and  two  from  Lincoln,  by  ballot,  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  said  company ;' and  these  seven  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  of 
said  company,  either  from  among  the  directors,  or  any 
stockholder,  and  of  allowing  such  compensation  for  his 
services  as  they  may  think  proper;  and  in  such  elections,

§  5.  That  to  continue  the  successors  of  the  president 
DireetoTflto  and  directory  of  said  company,  seven  directors  shall  be 
08en,*«.  chosen  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  at  such 
place  as  the  president  and  directors  may  designate,  by  the 
stockholders  of  said  company :  Provided,  That  after  the

stock  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  original  subscribers,  and 
subject  to  the  same  regulations. 

§  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority 
,  Offij««toi>«  of  them,  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents,  or  servants, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  busineiss  of  the  com- 
pany ;  and  they  may  remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure ;  that

sary for  the  proper  construction,  completion,  and  repairs  of 
said  road ;  and  eondemn  any  right  of  way  to  any  gravel-

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CHAPTER  1514. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Waterford  and  Plum  Greek  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  Stallard,  6eor(>:e  Wigginton,  Thomas 
M.  Cramer,  Moses  Y.  Buckner,  and  Milton  McGrew,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  "  Waterford  and  Plum  Creek  Turnpike  Com- 
pany;''  and  by  the  said  name  and  style  shall  have  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  an- 
swer and  be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  and  places  in  this  Commonwealth;  and  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal^  and  break,  alter,  or  change  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  construct  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  from 
Waterford,  to  intersect  the  Louisville  and  Taylorsville 
turnpike  between  Dulaney  Dale's  and  the  Bethlehem 
church,  in  Spencer  county.  In  order  to  secure  the  funds 
necessary  to  construct  the  same,  shall  have  power  to  raise 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  iifly  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall 
be  opened  in  the  towns  of  Waterford  and  Wilsonvilte,  and 
such  other  places  as  may  be  deemed  best,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  persons  heretofore  named,  all  of  whom  are 
hereby  made  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  Goepper,  JacobUllrich,  Joseph  Shaef- 
fer,  and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate 
for  thirty  years,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  People's 
Market,  of  Louisville,  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  with  power  and  authority  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  as  natural  persons,  in  all  the  courts  and  places 
whatsoever,  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal  or  not,  as 
the  board  of  directors  may  determine ;  also,  to  purchase 
and  hold  in  fee,  or  by  lease,  the  necessary  lot  or  lots  of 
ground  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
for  a  market-house,  and  other  necessary  appendages  and 
buidings  in  connection  therewith,  and  goods  and  chattels 
necessary  in  the  construction  of,  carrying  on,  and  finishing 
said  market-house. 

§  2.  The  capital  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares

election  in  said  town. 

§  3.  That  said  officers,  including  the  trustees,  shall,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  the  oath 
prescribed  by  law,  and  the  marshal  shall  execute  bond  in 
the  county  court,  with  approved  security,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  town  are  empowered  to  pass 
such  by-laws,  and  enact  such  regulations,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  government  and  well-being  of  said  town,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United

§  5.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill 
any  office  created  by  this  act  which  shall,  from  any  cause, 
become  vacant,  till  the  next  regular  election.  They  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  who  shall  preside 
over  the  deliberations  of  said  board  when  convened,  and 
shall  have  power  to  convene  the  board  when  he  deems  it 
to  be  necessary.  They  shall  elect  a  clerk  and  treasurer, 
and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Said 
treasurer  shall  be  required  to  execute  bond,  with  approved

^  1.  That  William  Goepper,  JacobUllrich,  Joseph  Shaef- 
fer,  and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate 
for  thirty  years,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  People's 
Market,  of  Louisville,  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  with  power  and  authority  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  as  natural  persons,  in  all  the  courts  and  places 
whatsoever,  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal  or  not,  as 
the  board  of  directors  may  determine ;  also,  to  purchase 
and  hold  in  fee,  or  by  lease,  the  necessary  lot  or  lots  of 
ground  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
for  a  market-house,  and  other  necessary  appendages  and 
buidings  in  connection  therewith,  and  goods  and  chattels 
necessary  in  the  construction  of,  carrying  on,  and  finishing 
said  market-house. 

§  2.  The  capital  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  one 
Jiundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  thousand  dollars  each ;  the  shares  shall  be  personal 
estate,  and  be  transferable  upon  the  books  of  the  said 
company,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote  at  all  elections  of  officers,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the 
fltockholdera  in  connection  with  the  businesa  of  said  cor- 
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1867.  poration ;  said  shares  shall  not  be  transferable  unless  by 
the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders. 

§  3.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  1867,  the 
stockholders  shall  first  meet  and  elect  four  directors  of 
the  company  or  corporation,  who  shall  choose  one  of  their 
body  president  (who  shall  be  acting  secretary  and  treas- 
urer); and  shall,  by  their  by-laws,  provide  for  annual 
elections  of  directors.  The  directors  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  none 
but  stockholders  shall  be  either  president  or  directors  of 
the  company. 

§  4.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section,  or  any  two 
of  them,  may  act  as  commissioners  to  receive  subscription 
to  the  stock  of  the  company ;  and  the  subscription  lists  or 
books  shall  fix  the  time  and  manner  of  paying  for  the 
stock,  and  what  failure  shall  authorize  a  forfeiture  of  the 
stock  for  not  complying  with  the  terms  of  subscription. 

§  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  borrow 
money  on  its  credit  to  any  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
capital  stock,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  on  their 
said  market-house  and  property,  at  such  rates  of  interest, 
and  for  such  times,  as  the  president  and  directors  think 
proper. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
to  divide  said  market-house  into  as  many  stalls  as  they 
may  think  proper;  may  sell  any  number  of  said  stalls  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty,  by  deed  or  lease,  and 
may  lease  all  of  said  stalls,  or  any  portion  of  them,  for 
any  term  of  years,  and  adopt  such  rules  as  the  president 
and  directors  may  think  proper,  which  shall  authorize  a 
forfeiture  of  a  lease  for  the  non-payment  of  rent  or  other 
cause  named  in  the  lease  or  deed. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
make  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  and 
said  market-house  and  use  thereof,  and  amend  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure :  Provided,  Such  by-laws  shall  not  be 
in  contravention  of  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  violation  of  prior  rights  acquired  from  said 
company  by  lease,  deed,  or  otherwise. 

§  8.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1518. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Countj  Court  of  Scott  County  to  increase  the 
County  levy,  and  lay  an  ad  valorem  tax  for  county  purposes,  and  to  pay 
the  debts  of  the  county. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  debt  of  Scott  county  ex- 
ceeds three  thousand  dollars,  and  it  is  necessary  to  appro-

priate  a  further  sum  to  improve  the  poor-house  and  jail  of       1867. 

said  county,  or  to  build  a  new  poor-house  and  jail ;  there-    

fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  the  county  court  of  said  county,  a  majority  of  the 
justices  thereof  being  present,  may,  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, to  increase  the  county  levy  for  the  year  1867,  so 
that  the  same  does  not  exceed  four  dollars  for  each  tith- 
able. 

§  2.  Said  county  court  is  also  authorized  to  impose  a  tax 
of  not  exceeding  five  cents  to  each  one  hundred  dollars 
on  all  the  property  in  the  county  liable  to  be  taxed  for 
revenue  purposes,  and  all  real  estate  situate  therein. 

§  3.  Said  county  court  may,  and  are  hereb}'^  authorized, 
to  borrow  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  debts  of  the 
county,  and  make  the  improvements  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  give  obli- 
gations in  writing  therefor,  payable  in  not  exceeding  five 
years  from  this  date,  signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  said 
court,  and  countersigned  by  its  clerk,  and  under  its  official 
seal;  and  said  obligations,  when  so  executed,  shall  have 
the  same  force  as  if  executed  by  a  person  able  to  contract. 

§  4.  That  said  county  court  hereafter,  at  its  regular 
court  of  claims,  shall  have  the  power  to  lay  the  levy,  to  be 
collected  the  next  year,  at  not  exceeding  three  dollars  for 
each  tithable;  and  if  the  sum  to  be  thus  realized  is  not 
sufficient  to  pay  off  the  claims  allowed,  and  such  interest 
and  principal  of  the  county  debt  as  may  fall  due  in  said 
year,  then  said  court  shall  have  power  to  impose  a  tax  of 
not  to  exceed  five  cents  to  each  one  hundred  dollars  on  all 
the  property  in  the  county  liable  to  taxation  for  revenue 
purposes,  and  all  the  lands  situate  therein,  to  rait^e  a  sum 
w'hich,  together  with  the  county  levy,  shall  be  sufficient 
for  that  purpose.

AN  ACT  to  establish  the  Falmouth  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  Falmouth,  Pendleton  county,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  q(  fifty  dollars  each,  to 
be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and 
the  subscribers  (who  shall  be  residents  of  the  aforesaid 
county,  as  to  the  majority  of  shares  sold),  their  associates 
and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  <*  Falmouth  Deposit  Bank,"  and 
shall  so  continue  for  twenty  years  from  its  organization; 
and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatsoever.  It  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
change  and  rene^  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  seven  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders; 
and  after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected  every  two 
years,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  after 
the  first  election,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  Januaryievery 
two  years  thereafter,  and  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  president,  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such 
times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  other  meetings 
may  be  held  whenever  deemed  necessary;  and  in  the  case  of 
the  death  or  resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors  shall 
have  power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  so  many  of  the 
shares  of  the  stock  of  said  company  remaining  unsold  as 
they  may  at  any  time  choose  to  sell ;  to  declare  dividends 
of  the  profits  arising  out  of  the  business,  and  to  appoint 
such  officers,  agents,  and  servants,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank,  and  pay 
them  such  sums  as  wages  and  salaries,  and  take  from  them 
such  bond  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  du- 
ties, as  they  shall  think  proper  and  reasonable.  The  stock 
shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be  assignable 
according  to  such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall 
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1867.       f^om  time  %o  time  establish ;  but  said  corporatian  shall 

'- —  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  of  the 

stockholder. 

§  3.  Richard  Stowers,  Charles  Duncan,  Henry  Bullock, 
John  M.  Curry,  James  T.  Applegate,  J.  G.  Coleman,  and 
C.  A.  Wandelohr,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
any  two  of  whom  may  open  books  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions for  the  capital  stock ;  and  when  one  hundred  shares 
have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice, 
by  printed  advertisement  or  otherwise,  and  appoint  a  day 
for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  until  the  ensuing  election.  The  payment  for 
the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as  follows :  five  dollars 
on  each  share  at  the  time  of  subscribing:,  and  twenty  dol- 
lars on  each  share  within  ten  days  after  the  election  of  the 
first  board  of  directors,  and  the  residue  in  installments  of 
twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  share  every  thirty 
days:  Provided,  That  should  any  of  the  subscribers  fail  to 
pay  for  their  susbcriptions  of  stock  as  herein  provided, 
after  giving  notice  to  them  of  their  intention  for  thirty 
days,  the  directors  may,  by  resolution  entered  of  record  by 
them,  forfeit  such  stock,  and  resell  the  same  at  such  time 
as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial  payments 
made  on  any  stock  which  shall  then  be  forfeited  shall  be 
held  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation.  Said  corporation 
may  commence  business  so  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and  directors 
first  elected  shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such  pay- 
ment before  some  judge  or  justice. 

§  4^Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank 
notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circulating 
as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such 
times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
depositors  by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in  the 
loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  other 
y  evidences  of  debt ;  take  personal  and  other  securities  for 
the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  in  writing  at  the  time  of  the  contract,  in  all 
*  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  under  the  common 
law;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and  pay- 
able at  its  banking  house,  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland  bills 
which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
except  as  to  interest,  and  like  remedy  ma}'  be  had  thereon, 
jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and 
chattels,  as  may  be  proper  for  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
nessy  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any 
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debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,       1867. 

or  decree,  and  «ill  and  convey  the  same ;  and  they  may  '- — 

make  such  by-laws  for  their  government  as  they  may  deem 
necessary:  Provided^  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

(  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  in  said  institution, 
which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus,  and  be  a  part  of 
the  sinking  fund  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  officers,  shall 
appropriate  atny  of  the  funds  of  said  corporation  to  his 
own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or 
knowingly  make  false  ones  oil  the  books  of  the  bank,  with 
intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation,  or  any  other 
person,  or  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of  funds, 
the  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  con- 
finement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of  this  Common- 
wealth for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
ten  years. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
note  or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  currency. 

(  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine the  affairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  it»  passage,  and 
continue  in  force  for  twenty  years;  but  the  General  As- 
sembly reserves  the  right  to  repeal  or  modify  at  pleasure 
this  act,  not,  however,  to  interfere  with  the  vested  rights  of 
any  person.

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Harrison  county  (a  major- 
ity of  the  justices  in  commission  concurring)  shall  have 
authority  to  make  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any 
turnpike  road  company  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
organized  in  said  county,  either  by  act  of  incorporation  or 
under  the  general  turnpike  laws  of  the  State,  to  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each 
mile  of  turnpike  road  made  by  said  company  within  Har- 
rison county :  Provided,  That  said  court  may,  at  the  time 
of  taking  such  stock  as  aforesaid,  require  a  mortgage  from 
the  company  or  companies  to  which  the  appropriatioii  is 
made,  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  subscription  and 
interest:  Arid  provided.  That  the  county  court  shall  be 
satisfied  of  the  ability  of  the  company,  with  the  aid  of 
«uch  subscription,  to  complete  the  construction  of  the  same. 

§  2.  That  said  county  court  shall  have  power,  when  any 
such  subscription  shall  have  been  made,  to  borrow  from 
the  trustee  of  the  Henry  C.  Moore  school  fund  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  pay  said  subscription,  and  to  execute  bond  or 
bonds  to  said  trustee  for  the  amount  they  may  borrow, 
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dae  one  day  after  date,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of      1867. 

six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually;  and  that 

said  court  be  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  as  aforesaid  on  the  money  which  they  may 
borrow  under  this  act,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the 
sheriff  under  the  same  responsibilities  which  now  apply 
by  law  to  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of  the  State. 

§  3.  That  the  county  court  have  poMter  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  company  or  companies  at  the  time 
they  may  take  stock  in  any  road  in  the  county,  so  as  to

Rutherford,  trustees  under  the  common  school,  and  are 
desirous  of  more  effectually  advancing  the  educational 
interests  of  said  districts  by  the  use  of  private  enterprise 
in  connection  with  a  proper  use  of  the  school  fund  due  to 
that  district ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
qf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  said  W.  H.  Campbell,  Jas.  T.  Kennedy,  and 
Jas.  H.  Rutherford,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  ^  Trustees  of  the  Daysville 
Academy ; "  and  as  such  may  acquire,  by  gift  or  purchase, 
hold,  use,  and  enjoy,  any  real  or  personal  property  which 
they  may  thus  acquire,  for  the  purposes  of  the  incorporation. 
They  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
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1867.       with,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  make  such  rules,  by- 

" ^  laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may  be  Mcmmmf  for  the  good 

government  of  said  school  and  best  promote  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  said  district,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  Kentucky;  may  receive  and  hold  by  deed 
the  property  upon  which  said  school  is  built  for  the  uses 
.  and  purposes  set  forth  in  the  preamble ;  but  shall  not  sell 
or  dispose  of  the  property  donated  to  them  by  said  Gordon 
without  a  msgority  of  the  voters  of  said  district  consent 
thereto. 

§  2.  Tlie  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified  according  to  the  com- 
mon school  law :  Provided,  That  if  a  vacancy  should  exist 
before  the  time  for  electing,  a  special  election  may  be  held 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  survivors  may  pre- 
scribe. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  may  acquire  property  for  school  pur- 
poses not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of 
building,  and  the  school  fund  falling  to  their  share,  which 
fund  shall  be  uled  and  disbursed  by  them  in  the  mode  now 
prescribed  by  the  school  law. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1527. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Warren  County.. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonu>ealt& 
0f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Warren  county  court,  a  majority  of  the 
justices  of  said  county  concurring,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  means  to  erect  a  court-house  in  Bowling  Green, 
Kentucky,  may  order  to  be  issued  bonds  in  the  name  of 
said  county  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  denominations  of  one  hundred,  five  hundred,  and 
one  thousand  dollars,  whatever  number  of  each  denomina- 
tion the  said  court  may  desire,  so  that  the  whole  amount 
of  all  the  bonds  together  shall  not  exceed  said  amount  of 
forty  thousand  [dollars] ;  said  bonds  to  mature  in  twenty 
years  from  date,  or  any  part  of  them  in  a  shorter  time,  if 
the  said  court  so  order  and  issue  them.  The  said  bonds  to 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  with  coupons  attached. 

§  2.  The  bonds  thus  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge 
of  the  county  or  quarterly  court,  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  who  shall  affix  the  county  seal 
to  each  bond,  and  sign  each  coupon.    They  may  be  made 
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payable  to  the  bearer,  who  may  transfer  the  same  by  hU       1867. 
written  indorsement.  '- — ^ 

^  3.  A  book  shall  be  kept  by  said  clerk,  in  which  the 
amount,  number,  date,  and  maturity  of  each  bond  shall  be 
Mated. 

§  4.  The  court  shall  appoint  a  county  treasurer,  who 
shall  be  the  agent  of  the  county  court  to  sell  said  bonds, 
or  to  borrow  money  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  county  for 
the  purposes  herein  contemplated,  and  hypothecate  or 
pawn  any  of  said  bonds  for  the  payment  of  said  money, 
under  the  directions  of  said  court,  who  shall  allow  and 
pay  him  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services.  He 
shall  give  bond  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  . 
and  shall  be  liable  on  the  same  for  a  breach  of  any  of  its 
covenants,  by  proceeding  in  the  name  of  the  county,  to  be 
tried  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court. 

§  5.  All  sums  of  money  collected  by  thQ  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer,  and  by 
him  held  subject  to  the  orders  of  said  court. 

§  6.  That  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  and 
the  interest  accruing  thereon,  together  with  incidental  ex- 
penses, and  to  create  a  fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the 
county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring,  may 
levy  a  tax  on  the  property  in  the  county  subject  to  revenue 
tax&tion,  on  the  value  thereof,  not  exceeding  in  any  one 
year  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty, and  in  addition,  may  levy  a  poll  tax  not  exceeding 
two  dollars  per  tithable,  exclusive  of  the  tax  levied  for 
ordinary  county  purposes. 

§  7.  That  each  bond  and  coupon  shall  be  paid  at  ma- 
turity, if  presented  to  the  county  treasurer,  who  shall  keep 
an  office  at  the  county  court  clerk's  office,  or  some  other 

Elace  in  Bowling  Green,  and  when  paid,  shall  be  canceled 
y  some  indelible  stamp  kept  by  him  for  the  purpose,  and 
the  amount  thus  paid  and  canceled  shall  be  reported  by 
said  treasurer  to  the  court  of  claims  in  each  year. 

^  8.  If  said  bonds  are  not  presented  to  the  treasurer  for 
payment  on  the  day  o(  maturity,  no  interest  shall  there- 
after be  paid  on  such  bonds  till  they  are  presented  to  said 
treasurer  for  payment :  Provided^  If  any  bond  shall  be  pre- 
sented for  paj'ment,  and  payment  shall  not  be  made,  the 
bolder  thereof  shall  hold  said  bond  at  interest  until  the 
treasurer  notifies  him  that  he  is  ready  to  pay  the  same. 

§  9.  Every  bond  issued  shall  at  maturity,  and  every 
coupon  for  interest  when  due,  be  presented  to  said  treasurer, 
at  his  office  in  Bowling  Green,  for  payment. 

§  10.  If  the  county  court  shall  fail  at  any  time,  or  refuse, 
to  make  the  proper  levy  to  pay  any  of  the  bonds  at  ma- 
turity, or  the  interest,  any  holder  of  a  bond  or  bonds,  or 
i^oupons  for  interest^  may  by  petition,  in  which  several 
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1867.  holders  niay  join,  addressed  to  the  circuit  court,  apply  for, 
-  —  and  on  such  application  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit 

court  to  grant,  a  writ  of  mandamus  against  the  county 
judge  and  justices  of  said  county,  and  on  hearing,  make 
such  appropriate  orders  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
enforce  a  levy  and  collection  and  appropriation  of  the 
money  to  pay  said  bonds  or  coupons. 

§  11.  The  judge  of  the  county  court  may,  when  neces- 
sary to  make  any  such  levy,  cause  a  summons  to  be  issued 
by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  compelling  the  attendance 
of  the  county  justices  at  the  court-house  on  a  day  to  be 
named  in  said  summons,  which  shall  be  executed  by  the 
sheriff  of  Warren  county  on  said  justices,  and  returned  by 
or  before  the  day  named  in  said  summons  to  the  court. 

§  12.  The  sheriff  shall  collect  the  taxes  allowed  by  this 
act,  and  have  power  to  levy  on,  distrain  for,  and  sell  the 
property  of  the  tax-payers  to  make  the  same,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  in  the  same  time,  as  is  now  allowed  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  revenue  taxes,  and  shall  pay  over  the 
same  to  the  county  treasurer  on  or  before  the  15th  Decem- 
ber each  year.  He  shall  be  allowed  the  same  commission 
as  now  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  the  county  levy. 
He  shall  give  bond  with  good  security  for  its  collection, 
payable  to  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  for  the  use  of 
Warren  county;  and  for  a  failure  to  comply  With  its  pro- 
visions, may  -be  proceeded  against  by  motion  or  petition^ 
and  a  judgmenf  rendered  against  him  and  his  sureties, 
with  costs  and  damages,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  a  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  State 
revenue.  He  may  retain  and  receive  credit  therefor  a 
delinquent  list,  under  the  same  restrictions  that  sheriffs 
now  return  delinquents  to  the  State  revenue. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1528. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Henderson  County  Court  to  raise  money  by  an  od 

valorem  tar  and  issuing  Bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Henderson  county  shall 
have  power,  the  presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the 
justices  in  commission  being  present  and  concurring,  to 
levy  an  ad.  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed  twenty  cents  on 
every  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  in  the  county,  to  be  estimated  and  aiscer- 
tained  by  the  books  returned  to  the  county  court  by  the 
tax  assessor  for  each  year  in  which  the  tax  is  imposed  and 
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made  collectable;  and  also  a  capitation  tax,  not  exceed-  1867. 
ing  two  dollars.  The  sheriff  of  Henderson  county  shall  "^ ■**'*■ — 
collect  the  said  tax  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner, by  distress  or  otherwise,  that  he  is  by  law  required  to 
collect  the  State  revenue;  and  shall,  in  each  year,  account 
for  the  said  tax  at  the  same  time  as  he  now  is  or  hereto- 
fore has  been  required  to  account  for  county  levy,  and 
shall  receive  the  like  commissions  for  so  doing;  and  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  for  the  non-collection 
or  non-payment  of  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  that  they  are  responsible  for  the  State  reve- 
nue. The  Henderson  circuit  court  shall  have  jurisdiction, 
by  motion,  to  render  judgment  for  the  same  and  dam- 
ages. 

§  2.  That  said  county  court,  at  any  regular  term  thereof, 
the  presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  shall  have 
power  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  county  any  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
issue  bonds  for  this  purpose  for  such  amounts  each  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  to  bear  interest  at  any  rate  not  exceed- 
ing eight  per  centum  per  annum;  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  court  shall  sign  the  bonds,  and  the  clerk  shall  counters- 
sign  them  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  court ;  the  interest  shall 
be  paid  in  such  installments  as  the  court  may  direct  when 
the  order  is  made,  and  it  may  direct  to  whom  and  where 
payable.  The  court  shall  have  power  to  designate  the 
county  treasurer,  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  they 
may  choose,  to  superintend  and  control  the  bonds,  sell 
them  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed,  receive  any 
money  obtained  thereon,  hold  and  disburse  the  same  under 
the  order  of  the  court,  and  whenever  required,  make  a 
report  of  his  ,or  their  acts  and  doings  to  the  court.  The 
court  shall  require  the  treasurer,  or  the  person  or  persona 
80  designated  and  appointed  by  the  court,  to  give  bond 
with  ample  surety  for  the  safe-keeping  of  said  money  and 
the  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  or  their  duties  in  relation 
to  said  bonds.  The  judge  of  the  court  shall  cause  a 
record  to  be  made  of  all  bonds  that  may  be  issued  under 
this  act,  showing  the  amount  and  date  of  the  bonds,  when 
due,  and  to  whom  issued. 

^  3.  That  said  court  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  made  its 
duty,  to  make  ample  provision,  by  tax,  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  of,  said  bonds,  to  be 
collected  and  accounted  for  as  other  taxes. 

§  4.  That  the  money  raised  by  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
may  be  used  for  the  payment  of  such  liabilities  as  said 
county  has  created  or  may  create. 

§  5.  That  an  act,  entitled  ^*An  act  to  authorize  the  Hen- 
derson county  court  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  for  the  par- 
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1867.  P^^®  ^^  repairing  or  rebuilding  the  public  buildings,  and 
— *'^—  to  pay  off  the  indebtednetifl  of  said  county,"  approved 
December  18,  186&,  and  all  prior  acts  inaposing  an  ad 
valorem  tax,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  6.  Iix  the  event  the  county  court  has  levied  an  ad  valo- 
rem tax  under  existing  laws  for  the  year  1867,  the  same  is 
hereby  legalized;  and  the  said  court  is  empowered  to  levy 
an  additional  tax,  under  section  one  of  this  act:  Provided^ 
The  same,  when  added  to  the  tax  already  levied,  does  not 
exceed  in  the  aggreate  the  amount  prescribed  in  said  sec- 
tion one. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1529. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  raising  funds  to  complete  the  Oourt-honse  in  Daviess 

Gonntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genercd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentrwky : 

$  1.  That  the  building  committee  appointed  by  the  Da- 
viess county  court  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  county 
court-house  for  said  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  borrow  any  sum  of  money  not  e:s:ceeding  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  finishing 
said  court-house  at  the  earliest  practicable  date :  Provided^ 
That  the  action  of  said  building  committee  in  borrowing 
money  as  aforesaid  shall  be  approved  by  the  said  county 
court,  and  that  the  approval  of  the  same  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  order  books  of  said  court :  And  provided  further^ 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of  said 
county  court,  when  the  money  is  borrowed  as  aforesaid,  to 
issue  and  sign,  and  deliver  the  bond  or  bonds  of  said 
county  to  the  person  or  persons  or  corporation  from  whom 
the  money  may  be  borrowed  as  aforesaid,  to  mature  at 
any  time  within  three  years  after  the  date  thereof,  bearing 
interest  at  any  rate  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, which  said  interest  shall  be  lawful  and  binding  upon 
the  parties;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  judge 
to  cause  a  list  of  the  bonds  so  issued,  giving  the  date, 
amount,  interest,  and  time  of  maturity  of  each,  and  to 
whom  delivered,  to  be  entered  in  full  on  the  order  books  of 
said  county  court. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  levy  court  of  said 
county,  in  each  of  the  years  1867,  1868,  and  1869,  to  levy 
and  cause  to  be  collected,  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  an 
additional  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  on  all  the  property  sub- 
ject to  taxation  in  said  county  for  revenue  purposes :  Pro*^ 
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videdy  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  other       1867. 

ofBcer  of  said  county  collecting  the  saoie,  •n  or  before  thp  -* 

15th  day  of  December  of  each  year,  to  deposit  the  amount 
of  taxes  herein  provided  for  collectable  for  that  year,  less 
his  commission  for  collecting  the  same,  in  the  deposit 
bank  of  Owensboro,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  county 
judge  of  said  county;  and  the  amounts  so  collected  and 
deposited  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the 
bond  or  bonds  aforesaid,  and  for  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever: And  provided  further ^  That  the  levy  for  the  year 
1809  shall  not  be  made  and  collected  unless  it  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  said  bonds  or 
some  part  thereof,  which  shall  not  be  provided  for  by  the 
levy  of  the  previous  years  as  aforesaid. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  building  committee 
aforesaid,  when  they  borrow  money  as  authorized  by  this 
act,  to  deposit  the  same  in  the  said  deposit  bank  of 
Owensboro,  and  from  time  to  time  to  withdraw  and  apply 
the  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  for  no  other  purr 
pose  whatsoever. 

§  4.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1530 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  County  Court  of  Harrison  County  to  borrow  the 

H.  C.  Moore  School  Fund. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Gommonwealih 
of  Kentvjcky  : 

§  1 .  That  the  Harrison  county  court  (a  majority  of  the 
justices  in  commission  concurring)  shall  have  authority  to 
borrow  so  much  of  the  fund  known  as  the  *'  H.  C.  Moore 
School  Fund  "  as  they  may  invest  in  the  capital  stock  of 
turnpike  roads  in  said  county ;  and  that  they  shall  execute 
bond  to  the  trustee  of  said  fund  for  the  sum  or  sums  so 
borrowed,  due  one  day  after  date,  and  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  payable  semi-anpually. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harrison  county 
court  to  levy  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  upon  said 
fund,  which  sum  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  the 
county  under  the  same  responsibilities  which  now  apply 
by  law  to  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of  the  State,  which 
sums  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  trustee  of  said  fund  on  the 
Ist  day  of  January  and  July  in  each  year. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  Har- 
rison county,  at  any  time  the  trustee  of  said  fund  may 
require  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  said  fund,  %o  levy 
a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  sum  or  sums  borrowed,  which 
taX|  when  levied,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  the 
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1867.       f^om  time  to  time  establish;  but  said  corporation  shall 

'- —  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  of  the 

stockholder. 

§  3.  Richard  Stowers,  Charles  Duncan,  Henry  Bullock, 
John  M.  Curry,  James  T.  Applegate,  J.  G.  Coleman,  and 
C.  A.  Wandelohr,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
any  two  of  whom  may  open  books  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions for  the  capital  stock ;  and  when  one  hundred  shares 
have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice, 
by  printed  advertisement  or  otherwise,  and  appoint  a  day 
for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  until  the  ensuing  election.  The  payment  for 
the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as  follows :  five  dollars 
on  each  share  at  the  time  of  subscribing:,  and  twenty  dol- 
lars on  each  share  within  ten  days  after  the  election  of  the 
first  board  of  directors,  and  the  residue  in  installments  of 
twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  share  every  thirty 
days :  Provided,  That  should  any  of  the  subscribers  fail  to 
pay  for  their  susbcriptions  of  stock  as  herein  provided, 
after  giving  notice  to  them  of  their  intention  for  thirty 
days,  the  directors  may,  by  resolution  entered  of  record  ^y 
them,  forfeit  such  stock,  and  resell  the  same  at  such  time 
as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial  payments 
made  on  any  stock  which  shall  then  be  forfeited  shall  be 
held  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation.  Said  corporation 
may  commence  busioess  so  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and  directors 
first  elected  shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such  pay- 
ment before  some  judge  or  justice. 

§  4^Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank 
notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circulating 
as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  suqh  manner,  at  such 
times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
depositors  by  special  or  general  contract ;  may  deal  in  the 
loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  other 
^  evidences  of  debt;  take  personal  and  other  securities  for 
the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  in  writing  at  the  time  of  the  contract,  in  all 
*  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  under  the  common 
law;  and  the  promisdory  notes  made  negotiable  and  pay- 
able at  its  banking  house,  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland  bills 
which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
except  as  to  interest,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon, 
jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and 
chattels,  as  may  be  proper  for  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness, or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any 
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debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,       1867 

or  decree,  and  mil  and  convey  the  same ;  and  they  may  *- — 

make  such  by-laws  for  their  government  as  they  may  deem 
necessary:  Provided^  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

$  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  in  said  institution, 
which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus,  and  be  a  part  of 
the  sinking  fund  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  officers,  shall 
appropriate  icny  of  the  funds  of  said  corporation  to  his 
own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or 
knowingly  make  false  ones  on  the  books  of  the  bank,  with 
intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation,  or  any  other 
person,  or  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of  funds, 
the  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  con* 
finement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of  this  Common- 
wealth for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
ten  years. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
note  or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  currency. 

§9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine the  affairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  ita  passage,  and 
continue  in  force  for  twenty  years;  but  the  General  As- 
sembly reserves  the  right  to  repeal  or  modify  at  pleasure 
this  act,  not,  however,  to  interfere  with  the  vested  rights  of 
any  person.

serving  on  Juries. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

,  ^  I.  That  the  members  of  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
House  of  Refuge  shall  be  exempt  and  free  from  service  as 
jurors  in  the  Commonwealth  from  and  after  this  date. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  the  same.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Fairview,  in  the  Counties  of  Todd  and 

Christian. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  on  the 
30th  day  of  January,  1867,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate 
the  town  of  AHensville,  in  Todd  coanty,  and  State  of 
Kentucky ,'*  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  made  applicable 
to  the  town  of  Fairview,  in  Tod4  and  Christian  counties; 
or  so  much  of  said  act  as  maybe  deemed  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  said  town  by  the  trustees,  and  that  the 
same  corporate  powers  be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  if 
specially  enacted  for  the  town  of  Fairview. 

§  2.  That  Richard  Vaughan,  E.  S.  Stuart,  Alexander 
Layne,  A.  J,  Kenner,  Robert  Armstrong,  Nelson  Wade, 
and  Thomas  H.  Shaw,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
a  board  of  trustees  for  said  town,  and  vested  with  the  same 
tenure  of  office  and  powers  conferred  on  the  trustees  of 
the  town  of  AHensville. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1525. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  County  Court  of  Harrison  County  to  subscribe 

Stock  to  Turnpike  Road  Companies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Harrison  county  (a  major- 
ity of  the  justices  in  commission  concurring)  shall  have 
authority  to  make  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any 
turnpike  road  company  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
organized  in  said  county,  either  by  act  of  incorporation  or 
under  the  general  turnpike  laws  of  the  State,  to  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each 
mile  of  turnpike  road  made  by  said  company  within  Har- 
rison county:  Provided^  That  said  court  may,  at  the  time 
of  taking  such  stock  as  aforesaid,  require  a  mortgage  from 
the  company  or  companies  to  which  the  appropriatiod  is 
made,  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  subscription  and 
interest:  And  provided^  That  the  county  court  shall  be 
satisfied  of  the  ability  of  the  company,  with  the  aid  of 
«ttch  subscription,  to  complete  the  construction  of  the  same. 

§  2.  That  said  county  court  shall  have  power,  when  any 
such  subscription  shall  have  been  made,  to  borrow  from 
the  trustee  of  the  Henry  C.  Moore  school  fund  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  pay  said  subscription,  and  to  execute  bond  or 
bonds  to  said  trustee  for  the  amount  they  may  borrow, 
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dae  one  day  after  date,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of      1867. 

bIx  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually ;  and  that — 

said  court  be  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  as  aforesaid  on  the  money  which  they  may 
borrow  under  this  act,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the 
eheriS*  under  the  same  responsibilities  which  now  apply 
by  law  to  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of  the  State. 

§  3.  That  the  county  court  have  poM(er  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  company  or  companies  at  the  time 
they  may  take  stock  in  any  road  in  the  county,  so  as  to 
bind  said  company  or  companies  in  the  event  there  shall 
be  any  dividend  on  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  that 
they  shall  pay  all  of  said  dividend  to  the  county :  Provided^ 
That  the  dividend  shall  not  exceed  six  per  cent,  on  the 
capital  stock  subscribed  by  the  county :  Provided^  That  a 
poll  shall  be  opened  at  the  different  voting  places  in  said 
county,  in  August,  1867,  submitting  the  question  to  the 
people;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  vote  in 
favor  of  the  proposition,  this  act  shall  become  a  law;  if 
not,  it  shall  be  null  and  void.

CHAPTER  1526. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  DajSYiUe  Academy. 

Whereas,  The  voters  under  the  school  law,  living  in 
school  district  number  16,  formed  by  part  of  Todd  county 
and  part  of  Logan  county,  have,  by  general  subscription, 
erected  a  school  building  at  Daysville,  in  said  district, 
upon  a  lot  of  ground  donated  for  school  purposes  by  J.  B. 
Gordon ;  and  with  the  view  of  establishing  a  good  school, 
elected  W.  H.  Campbell,  Jas.  T.  Kennedy,  and  Jas.  H. 
Rutherford,  trustees  under  the  common  school,  and  are 
desirous  of  more  effectually  advancing  the  educational 
interests  of  said  districts  by  the  use  of  private  enterprise 
in  connection  with  a  proper  use  of  the  school  fund  due  to 
that  district ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoecdth 
cf  Kentvjcky : 

§  1.  That  said  W.  H.  Campbell,  Jas.  T.  Kennedy,  and 
Jas.  H.  Rutherford,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  ^  Trustees  of  the  Daysville 
Academy;"  and  as  such  may  acquire,  by  gilft  or  purchase, 
hold,  use,  and  enjoy,  any  real  or  personal  property  which 
they  may  thus  acquire,  for  the  purposes  of  the  incorporation. 
They  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
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1867.       with,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  make  such  rules,  by- 

laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may  be  necmMKf  for  the  good 

government  of  said  school  and  best  promote  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  said  district,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  Kentucky;  may  receive  and  hold  by  deed 
the  property  upon  which  said  school  is  built  for  the  uses 
.  and  purposes  set  forth  in  the  preamble ;  but  shall  not  sell 
or  dispose  of  the  property  donated  to  them  by  said  Gordon 
without  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  district  consent 
thereto. 

§  2.  Tlie  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified  according  to  the  com- 
mon school  law :  Provided,  That  if  a  vacancy  should  exist 
before  the  time  for  electing,  a  special  election  may  be  held 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  survivors  may  pre- 
scribe. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  may  acquire  property  for  school  pur- 
poses not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of 
building,  and  the  school  fund  falling  to  their  share,  which 
fund  shall  be  uSed  and  disbursed  by  them  in  the  mode  now 
prescribed  by  the  school  law. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1527. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Warren  Gonntj.. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemMy  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Warren  county  court,  a  majority  of  the 
justiccd  of  said  county  concurring,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  means  to  erect  a  court-house  in  Bowling  Green, 
Kentucky,  may  order  to  be  issued  bonds  in  the  name  of 
said  county  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  denominations  of  one  hundred,  five  hundred,  and 
one  thousand  dollars,  whatever  number  of  each  denomina- 
tion the  said  court  may  desire,  so  that  the  whole  amount 
of  all  the  bonds  together  shall  not  exceed  said  amount  of 
forty  thousand  [dollars] ;  said  bonds  to  mature  in  twenty 
years  from  date,  or  any  part  of  them  in  a  shorter  time,  if 
the  said  court  so  order  and  issue  them.  The  said  bonds  to 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  with  coupons  attached. 

§  2.  The  bonds  thus  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge 
of  the  county  or  quarterly  court,  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  who  shall  affix  the  county  seal 
to  each  bond,  and  sign  each  coupon.    They  may  be  made 
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payable  to  the  bearer,  who  may  transfer  the  same  by  his       1867. 
written  indorsement.  '- — 

§  8.  A  book  shall  be  kept  by  said  clerk,  in  which  the 
amount,  number,  date,  and  maturity  of  each  bond  shall  be 
stated. 

§  4.  The  court  shall  appoint  a  county  treasurer,  who 
shall  be  the  agent  of  the  county  court  to  sell  said  bonds, 
or  to  borrow  money  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  county  for 
the  purposes  herein  contemplated,  and  hypothecate  or 
pawn  any  of  said  bonds  for  the  payment  of  said  money, 
ander  the  directions  of  said  court,  who  shall  allow  and 
pay  him  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services.  He 
49hall  give  bond  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  . 
and  shall  be  liable  on  the  same  for  a  breach  of  any  of  its 
covenants,  by  proceeding  in  the  name  of  the  county,  to  be 
tried  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court. 

§  5.  All  sums  of  money  collected  by  thQ  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer,  and  by 
him  held  subject  to  the  orders  of  said  court. 

§  6.  That  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  and 
the  interest  accruing  thereon,  together  with  incidental  ex- 
penses, and  to  create  a  fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the 
county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring,  may 
levy  a  tax  on  the  property  in  the  county  subject  to  revenue 
tax&tion,  on  the  value  thereof,  not  exceeding  in  any  one 
year  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty, and  in  addition,  may  levy  a  poll  tax  not  exceeding 
two  dollars  per  tithable,  exclusive  of  the  tax  levied  for 
ordinary  county  purposes. 

§  7.  That  each  bond  and  coupon  shall  be  paid  at  ma- 
turity, if  presented  to  the  county  treasurer,  who  shall  keep 
an  office  at  the  county  court  clerk's  office,  or  some  other 
place  in  Bowling  Green,  and  when  paid,  shall  be  canceled 
by  some  indelible  stamp  kept  by  him  for  the  purpose,  and 
the  amount  thus  paid  and  canceled  shall  be  reported  by 
said  treasurer  to  the  court  of  claims  in  each  year. 

^  8.  If  said  bonds  are  not  presented  to  the  treasurer  for 
payment  on  the  day  o(  maturity,  no  interest  shall  there- 
after be  paid  on  such  bonds  till  they  are  presented  to  said 
treasurer  for  payment :  Providedy  If  any  bond  shall  be  pre- 
sented for  payment,  and  payment  shall  not  be  made,  the 
holder  thereof  shall  hold  said  bond  at  interest  until  the 
treasurer  notifies  him  that  he  is  ready  to  pay  the  same. 

§  9.  Every  bond  issued  shall  at  maturity,  and  every 
coupon  for  interest  when  due,  be  presented  to  said  treasurer, 
at  his  office  in  Bowling  Green,  for  payment. 

§  10.  If  the  county  court  shall  fail  at  any  time,  or  refuse, 
to  make  the  proper  levy  to  pay  any  of  the  bonds  at  ma- 
turity, or  the  interest,  any  holder  of  a  bond  or  bonds,  or 
4Soupons  for  interest^  may  by  petition,  in  which  several 
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1867.  holders  may  join,  addressed  to  the  circuit  court,  apply  for> 
■  —  and  on  such  application  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit 

court  to  grant,  a  writ  of  mandamus  against  the  county 
judge  and  justices  of  said  county,  and  on  hearing,  make 
such  appropriate  orders  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
enforce  a  levy  and  collection  and  appropriation  of  the 
money  to  pay  said  bonds  or  coupons. 

$  11.  The  judge  of  the  county  court  may,  when  neces- 
sary to  make  any  such  levy,  cause  a  summons  to  be  issued 
by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  compelling  the  attendance 
of  the  county  justices  at  the  court-house  on  a  day  to  be 
named  in  said  summons,  which  shall  be  executed  by  the 
sheriff  of  Warren  county  on  said  justices,  and  returned  by 
or  before  the  day  named  in  said  summons  to  the  court. 

§  12.  The  sheriff  shall  collect  the  taxes  allowed  by  this 
act,  and  have  power  to  levy  on,  distrain  for,  and  sell  the 
property  of  the  tax-payers  to  make  the  same,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  in  the  same  time,  as  is  now  allowed  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  revenue  taxes,  and  shall  pay  over  the 
same  to  the  county  treasurer  on  or  before  the  15th  Decem- 
ber each  year.  He  shall  be  allowed  the  same  commission 
as  now  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  the  county  levy. 
He  shall  give  bond  with  good  security  for  its  collection, 
payable  to  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  for  the  use  of 
Warren  county;  and  for  a  failure  to  comply  with  its  pro- 
visions, may  be  proceeded  against  by  motion  or  petition^ 
and  a  judgment  rendered  against  him  and  his  sureties, 
with  costs  and  damages,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  a  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  State 
revenue.  He  may  retain  and  receive  credit  therefor  a 
delinquent  list,  under  the  same  restrictions  that  sheriffs 
now  return  delinquents  to  the  State  revenue. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1528. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Henderson  County  Court  to  raise  money  by  an  ocf 

valorem  tar  and  issuing  Bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Henderson  county  shall 
have  power,  the  presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the 
justices  in  commission  being  present  and  concurring,  to 
levy,  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed  twenty  cents  on 
every  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  in  the  county,  to  be  estimated  and  ascer- 
tained by  the  books  returned  to  the  county  court  by  the 
tax  assessor  for  each  year  in  which  the  tax  is  imposed  and

made  collectable;  and  also  a  capitation  tax,  not  exceed-  1867. 
ing  two  dollars.  The  sheriff  of  Henderson  county  shall 
collect  the  said  tax  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner, by  distress  or  otherwise,  that  he  is  by  law  required  to 
collect  the  State  revenue;  and  shall,  in  each  year,  account 
for  the  said  tax  at  the  same  time  as  he  now  is  or  hereto- 
fore has  been  required  to  account  for  county  levy,  and 
shall  receive  the  like  commissions  for  so  doing;  and  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  for  the  non-collection 
or  non-payment  of  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  that  they  are  responsible  for  the  State  reve- 
nue. The  Henderson  circuit  court  shall  have  jurisdiction, 
by  motion,  to  render  judgment  for  the  same  and  dam- 
ages. 

§  2.  That  said  county  court,  at  any  regular  term  thereof, 
the  presiding  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  shall  have 
power  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  county  any  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
issue  bonds  for  this  purpose  for  such  amounts  each  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  to  bear  interest  at  any  rate  not  exceed- 
ing eight  per  centum  per  annum;  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  court  shall  sign  the  bonds,  and  the  clerk  shall  counter- 
sign them  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  court ;  the  interest  shall 
be  paid  in  such  installments  as  the  court  may  direct  when 
the  order  is  made,  and  it  may  direct  to  whom  and  where 
payable.  The  court  shall  have  power  to  designate  the 
county  treasurer,  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  they 
may  choose,  to  superintend  and  control  the  bonds,  sell 
them  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed,  receive  any 
money  obtained  thereon,  hold  and  disburse  the  same  under 
the  order  of  the  court,  and  whenever  required,  make  a 
report  of  his  .or  their  acts  and  doings  to  the  court.  The 
court  shall  require  the  treasurer,  or  the  person  or  pensona 
BO  designated  and  appointed  by  the  court,  to  give  bond 
with  ample  surety  for  the  safe-keeping  of  said  money  and 
the  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  or  their  duties  in  relation 
to  said  bonds.  The  judge  of  the  court  shall  cause  a 
record  to  be  made  of  all  bonds  that  may  be  issued  under 
this  act,  showing  the  amount  and  date  of  the  bonds,  when 
due,  and  to  whom  issued. 

^  3.  That  said  court  shall  have  power,  and  it  ia  made  its 
duty,  to  make  ample  provision,  by  tax,  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  of,  said  bonds,  to  be 
collected  and  accounted  for  as  other  taxes. 

§  4.  That  the  money  raised  by  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
may  be  used  for  the  payment  of  such  liabilities  as  said 
county  has  created  or  may  create. 

§  5.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  Hen- 
derson county  court  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  for  the  pur- 
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1867.       P^^®  ^^  repairing  or  rebuilding  the  public  buildings,  and 
"■*  ■■    to  pay  off  the   indebtedne^  of  said   county,"  approved 
December  18,  186&,  and    all  prior  acts  imposing  an  ad 
valorem  tax,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

$  6.  la  the  event  the  county  court  has  levied  an  ad  valo- 
rem  tax  under  existing  laws  for  the  year  1867,  the  same  is 
hereby  legalized;  and  the  said  court  is  empowered  to  levy 
an  additional  tax,  under  section  one  of  this  act:  Provided^ 
The  same,  when  added  to  the  tax  already  levied,  does  not 
exceed  in  the  aggreate  the  amount  prescribed  in  said  sec- 
tion one. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  raising  fUnds  to  complete  the  Crourt-honse  in  Daviess 

Gonntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComnumweaUh 
of  Kenitbcky: 

$  1.  That  the  building  committee  appointed  by  the  Da- 
viess county  court  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  county 
court-house  for  said  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
«thorized  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  finishing 
said  court-house  at  the  earliest  practicable  date :  Provided^ 
That  the  action  of  said  building  committee  in  borrowing 
money  as  aforesaid  shall  be  approved  by  the  said  county 
court,  and  that  the  approval  of  the  same  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  order  books  of  said  court :  And  provided  further^ 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of  said 
county  court,  when  the  money  is  borrowed  as  aforesaid,  to 
issue  and  sign,  and  deliver  the  bond  or  bonds  of  said 
county  to  the  person  or  persons  or  corporation  from  whom 
the  money  may  be  borrowed  as  aforesaid,  to  mature  at 
any  time  within  three  years  after  the  date  thereof,  bearing 
interest  at  any  rate  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, which  said  interest  shall  be  lawful  and  binding  upon 
the  parties;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  judge 
to  cause  a  list  of  the  bonds  so  issued,  giving  the  date, 
amount,  interest,  and  time  of  maturity  of  each,  and  to 
whom  delivered,  to  be  entered  in  full  on  the  order  books  of 
said  county  court. 

$  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  levy  court  of  said 
county,  in  each  of  the  years  1867,  1868,  and  1869,  to  levy 
and  cause  to  be  collected,  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  an 
additional  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  on  all  the  property  sub- 
ject to  taxation  in  said  county  for  revenue  purposes :  Pro* 
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viied^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  aherifF,  or  other       1867. 

officer  of  said  coanty  collecting  the  same,  ©n  or  before  thp  -* 

15th  day  of  December  of  each  year,  to  deposit  the  amount 
of  taxes  herein  provided  for  collectable  for  that  year,  less 
his  commission  for  collecting  the  same,  in  the  deposit 
bank  of  Owensboro,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  county 
judge  of  said  county;  and  the  amounts  so  collected  and 
deposited  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the 
bond  or  bonds  aforesaid,  and  for  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever: And  provided  further^  That  the  levy  for  the  year 
1869  shall  not  be  made  and  collected  unless  it  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  said  bonds  or 
some  part  thereof,  which  shall  not  be  provided  for  by  the 
levy  of  the  previous  years  as  aforesaid. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  building  committee 
aforesaid,  when  they  borrow  money  as  authorized  by  this 
act,  to  deposit  the  same  in  the  said  deposit  bank  of 
Owensboro,  and  from  time  to  time  to  withdraw  and  apply 
the  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  for  no  other  pur^ 
pose  whatsoever.

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  County  Court  of  Harrison  County  to  borrow  the 

H.  C.  Moore  School  Fund.

§  1.  That  the  Harrison  county  court  (&  majority  of  the 
justices  in  commission  concurring)  shall  have  authority  to 
borrow  so  much  of  the  fund  known  as  the  ''  H.  C.  Moore 
School  Fund "  as  they  may  invest  in  the  capital  stock  of 
turnpike  roads  in  said  county ;  and  that  they  shall  execute 
bond  to  the  trustee  of  said  fund  for  the  sum  or  sums  so 
borrowed,  due  one  day  after  date,  and  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  payable  semi-anpually. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harrison  county 
court  to  levy  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  upon  said

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act  incorporating  the  town  of  Louisa,  in 
the  county  of  Lawrence,  and  State  of  Kentucky,  be  so 
amended  that  the  boundaries  of  said  town  shall  hereafter 
be  as  follows:  Beginning  with  the  mouth  of  a  branch 
which  empties  into  the  Big  Sandy  river  immediately  below 
the  house  now  occupied  and  owned  by  Thomas  Wallace ; 
thence  up  said  branch  to  the  first  drain  on  the  right  hand 
side  of  said  branch;  thence  up  said  drain  to  the  top  of  the 
ridge;  thence  around  the  top  of  said  tidge,  passing  through 
the  fortifications  on  the  Rice  Hill,  and  down  the  spur  of 
said  ridge  to  Lick  creek ;  thence  down  Lick  creek  to  its 
confluence  with  the  West  Fork  of  Sandy  river;  thence 
down  said  West  Fork  to  the  Sandy  river,  and  with  said 
Sandy  river  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  levy 
an  ad  valorem  tax  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent,  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  said  town,  and  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  tithe  resident  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town :  Provided,  No  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  the 
farming  lands,  or  lands  used  for  the  cultivation  of  fruit  or 
grapes,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town:  Provided^ 
that  this  exception  shall  not  exclude  from  taxation  any 
town  lot  within  said  town.

repair  said  pavements;  and  if  the  owner  of  any  lot,  or

ble  notice  given  to  him  or  her  by  said  trustees,  to  make 
said  pavements,  or  to  repair  the  same,  the  trustees  may

$  'J.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  man- 
ufacture of  lumber  and  building  materials,  in  any  and  all 
the  departments  thereof  in  which  they  may  choose  to  em- 
bark; the  building  and  repairing  of  steamboats,  whenever 
the  said  corporation  may  choose  to  embark  therein,  and 
the  manufacture  of  furniture  or  any  other  articles  made 
chiefly  of  wood;  and  to  buy  and  sell,  in  or  out  of  this 
State,  stock,  material,  and  manufactured  articles  deemed 
necessary  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  business  of 
the  said  corporation. 

§  3.  That  J  y.  Gould,  B.  Holland,  R.  S.  Ratliffe,  James 
Bury,  and  F.  Grief,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  corporation,  at  such  time 
and  place  in  the  city  of  Paducah  as  they,  or  any  two  of 
them,  may  deem  expedient;  and  when  not  less  than  ten

or  any  of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for 
the  election  of  five  directors,  wha,  when  elected,  shall 
complete  the  organization  of  the  corporation  by  electing 
one  of  their  number  president;  also,  by  electing  such 
other  officers  ae  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient 
carrying  on  of  the  business  of  the  corporation  ;  after  such 
organization,  the  said  botird  of  directors  shall  have  control 
of  the  business  and  afiairs  of  the  corporation.

of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  may  be  subscribed  for 
and  paid  as  herein  provided  for  by  individual  companies, 
corporations,  or  guardians;  said  corporation,  by  the  name 
aforesaid,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts,  and  as  to  ail 
things  involving  its  rights,  as  natural  persons  may;  with 
toll  power  to  acquire,  hold,  use,  to  purchase  and  sell  and 
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convey,  all  such  real  estate,  machinery,  goods,  chattels,  and       18g7. 

effects,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  convenient  by  its   '- — 

president  and  directors  for  the  transaction  of  its  businees, 
or  which  may  be  acquired  as  security  or  in  payment  of 
debts  or  demands;  it  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
change  or  alter  it  at  pleasure;  the  president  and  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may  make  and  establish  by-laws 
for  the  efficient  management  of  its  affairs,  and  fix  the  sal- 
ary of  its  officers,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter. 

^  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  man- 
ufacture of  cotton  and  woolen,  or  other  yarn^  or  thread, 
and  manufacture  of  cotton  or  woolen  or  other  goods,  in 
which  it  may  choose  to  embark,  and  to  purchase  and  sell, 
in  or  out  of  the  State,  stock,  materials,  and  manufactured 
articles,  and  may,  for  this  purpose,  appoint  agents. 

§  3.  That  R.  S.  Ratcliffe,  W.  F.  Norton,  Q.  Q.  Quigley, 
J.  M.  Bigger,  George  Myers,  and  J.  V.  Gould,  be  appointed 
commissioners,  a  mcyority  of  whom  may  act,  to  open  books, 
at  such  time  and  place  in  Paducah  as  they  may  appoint, 
having  first  given  at  least  one  week's  notipe  in  some  news- 
paper or  papers  published  at  Paducah;  and  when  not  less 
than  one  hundred  [shares]  shall  have  been  subscribed  for, 
and  such  per  cent,  thereof  as  the  commissioners  shall  pre- 
scribe in  fixing  the  time  of  subscription,  then  said  com- 
missioners, by  publication  of  five  days  in  some  newspaper

other  officers  may  be  provided  by  the  by  laws.  After  the 
organization,  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  control  of 
the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  may  keep  the  books 
open  for  further  subscriptions  until  all  the  stock  is  taken, 
after  which  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  shall 
have  the  right  to  order  the  books  open  for  subscription  of 
two  hundred  thousand  [dollars]  of  additional  stock;  and 
said  board  of  directors  shall  keep  full,  fair,  and  complete 
books  of  accounts,  showing  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  said 
corporation  at  all  times,  and  which  shall  be  open  constant- 
ly to  the  inspection  of  any  stockholder. 

I  4.  That,  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  there  shall 
be  an  annual  election,  at  such  time  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  by-laws,  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
directors  to  enact;  but  each  board,  and  its  president  and 
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1867.  otber  officers,  shall  hold  until  the  election  and  qualification 
of  their  successors,  and  each  successiv*  board  shall  ap- 
point one  of  their  number  president,  and  appoint  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  provided  for  by  resolution  or  by- 
laws; and  all  officers  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  and 
honestly  to  discharge  their  duties;  and  the  board  shall 
have  power  to  require  such  bond  and  security  as  they  may 
require  by  by-laws  from  their  officers,  or  either  of  them. 

§  5.  At  ail  stockholders'  meetings  for  the  election  of  offi- 
cers or  other  purposes,  each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed 
one  vote  for  each  share  he  may  own,  and  which  vote  may 
be  given  by  proxy  upon  written  authority.

with  the  meanders  thereof,  to  where  the  said  creek  is 
crossed  by  the  Boone  county  line ;  or  if  the  source  thereof 
does  not  reach  the  Boone  county  line,  then  to  follow  the 
meanders  of  said  Ten  Mile  creek  to  where  Bullock-pen 
creek  empties  into  the  same,  and  with  the  meanders  of 
said  Bullock-pen  creek  to  where  the  said  creek  is  crossed 
by  the  said  Boone  county  line;  and  thence  from  where  the 
the  said  Ten  Mile  or  Bullock -pen  creek  is  crossed  by  the 
said  Boone  county  line,  with  the  said  line,  to  the  dividing 
line  between  the  counties  of  Gallatin  and  Grant;  and 
thence  with  the  said  dividing  line  to  the  beginning  on  Big 
Eagle  creek;  and  that  the  aforesaid  boundary  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  stricken  from  the  county  of  Grant,  and 
attached  to  and  included  in  the  county  of  Gallatin,  and  to 
be  under  the  laws  and  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  and  the 
officers  thereof. 

$  2.  That  the  above  described  boundary  be^  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  established  aa  the  fourth  election  district  in  the 
county  of  Gallatin,  and  that  the  voting  precinct  in  said 
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district  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  established  at  the  store-       1867. 

house  of  W.  P.  Elliston,  and  known  as  the  Flat  creek  pre-    ■ — - — 

cinct,  uhtil  otherwise  provided  by  ]aw. 

§  3.  The  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  empowered  and  aothorized  to  appoint  two  justices 
of  the  peace  in  said  district;  and  that  the  county  judge  of 
Gallatin  county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  empowered  and  au- 
thorized to  appoint  one  constable  for  said  district,  as  in 
case  of  a  vacancy;  said  appointees  to  continue  in  office 
until  the  first  regular  election  for  said  offices  in  May  next, 
at  which  time  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  shall 
elect  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  one  constable  in  said 
district,  and  to  continue  to  elect  said  officers  in  said  dis- 
trict, from  time  to  time,  as  provided  by  law.

and  if  not  fixed  by  law,  then  within  ten  d^ys  from  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  or  vacation  in  the  office. 

§  8.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  general  council  of  the 
city  of  Louisville,  and  the  levy  court  for  Jefferson  county, 
to  make  and  enter  into  a  contract  by  which  to  determine 
the  proportion  each  shall  pay  of  all  annual  joint  expenses 
of  said  city  and  county,  not  including  the  salaries  of  offi- 
cers ;  but  shall  enter  into  no  contract  for  a  period  longer 
than  five  years.

That  the  salary  of  the  judge  of  said  county  court 
shall  be  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  salary  per 
annum  of  the  county  attorney  one  thousand  dollars,  pay- 
able quarterly;  and  the  salary  of  said  judge  and  attorney 
shall  be  part  of  the  joint  expenses  of  said  county  and  city 
of  Louisville,  and  paid  as  other  joint  expenses  of  said  city 
and  county ;  that  should  said  city  fail,  refuse,  or  neglect 
to  pay  a  fair  proportion  of  the  joint  expenses  of  the  said 
county  and  city  in  any  year,  the  said  county  court  may,  in 
such  year,  levy  a  tithe  tax  upon  the  citizens  of  said  city 
sufficient  to  pay  the  fair  proportion  of  said  joint  expenses 
chargeable  to  said  city  and  county,  which  tax  shall  be 
listed  and  collected  as  the  tithe  tax  outside  of  the  city  tax 
boundaries ;  and  the  sheriff  and  his  securities,  or  collector, 
and  his  sureties,  shall  be  liable  upon  their  official  bonds  as 
they  are  for  county  taxes. 

$  9.  This  repeals  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  coming 
within  its  provisions,  and  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  inc«tp«(rate  the  OarliAe  And 

Park's  Perry  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  5th  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Carlisle  and  Park's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road 
Company,"  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  Le^isla* 
tare,  be  amended  to  read  forty  instead  of  eighty  shares.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Chmmanwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  sheriff  of  Whitley  county  cause  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  at  the  court-house  in  the  town  of  Williams- 
burg, on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1867,  and  shall  cause  a  poll 
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1867.       ^^  ^^  opened  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the  sale  of  Bpiritaoas 

: liquors  within  one  mile  of  said  town,  as  also  a  poll  against 

said  prohibition,  and  he  will,  as  sheriff,  conduct  said  elec' 
tion. 

§  2.  That  all  persons  living  within  one  mile  of  the  court- 
house in  said  town»  who  are  qualified,  under  the  laws  of 
the  State,  to  vote  at  any  State  election,  shall  have  a  right 
to  vote  at  said  election. 

§  3.  That  D.  H.  Leforce  and  Janoes  M.  Atkinson,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  constituted  judges  at  said  election, 
and  W.  C.  Murphy  is  appointed  clerk;  but  before  they  act, 
they  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or 
county  judge  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  judges  and  clerk  respectively;  and  in 
case  any  of  the  officers  fall  to  act,  the  other  officers,  after  they 
have  b^en  sworn,  shall  appoint,  and  after  the  person  ap- 
pointed shall  have  been  sworn,  he  shall  act,  or  should  all 
refuse,  then  the  citizens  interested  may  appoint  the  officers 
who  shall,  in  like  manner,  act,  when  sworn,  as  before 
stated.

town  ^te  in  favor  of  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  ardent 
spirits  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  the  judges  and  clerk 
of  the  election  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  county  judge, 
who  shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be  entered  of  record  in 
his  office,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  posted  upon 
the  court-house  door,  and  upon  the  front  door  of  each  tavern 
within  the  limits  aforesaid,  together  with  notice  to  cease 
the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors.  After  the  same  has  been 
done, he  shall  enter  an  order  on  his  record  that  this  act  has 
been  complied  with,  at  which  time  this  act  shall  be  in  forces 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  vend  ar- 
dent spirits,  directly  or  indirectly,  within  one  mile  of  the 
court-ho^se  in  the  town  of  Williamsburg ;  and  any  person 
violating  this  statute  shall  be  dealt  with  as  now  authorized 
by  law  to  prevent  the  illegal  sale  of  spirituous  liquors. 
But  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  any 
druggist,  physician,  or  merchant  from  keeping  pure  spirits, 
which  may  be  sold,  in  case  of  sickness,  for  medical  pur- 
poses, when  prescribed  by  any  practicing  physician.

B.  Ricardi,  N.  Nicbolas,  and  J.  Raggio,  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors  forever,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  con- 
stituted a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and

City  of  Maysviile. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CkmrnonwecUtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Maysviile  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  subscribe,  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  said  city,  for  stock  in  any  railroad  company 
which  may  propose  to  build  a  railroad,  making  the  city  of 
Maysviile  a  point  in  said  road,  any  sum  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  of  all  subscriptions  under  this  law,  the  sum 
of  three  per  cent,  of  the  assessed'  value  of  the  taxable 
property  in  said  city  listed  by  the  city  assessor  for  ordinary 
revenue  purposes:  Provided^  That  no  such  subscription 
shall  be  made  until  after  the  question  shall  be  submitted 
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to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  and  a  majority  of  all       1867. 
the  votes  east  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  subscription.  

§  2.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Maysville  shall 
have  {iower  to  make  all  needful  orders  touching  such  sub-  « 

ficription  and  such  election;  and  if  any  subscription  shall 
be  made  under  this  act,  the  city  council  shall  each  year, 
for  three  years,  at  the  time  of  the  laying  of  the  other  levies 
or  taxes  in  said  city,  make  a  special  levy  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  one  third  of  the  amount  of  such  subscription, 
which  levy  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  officers  of  the 
city  in  every  particular  as  other  taxes  levied  by  said  city 
are  now  paid,  and  the  amount  so  collected  shall  be  set 
apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  subscription. 

§  3.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  attach  such 
conditions  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  the  subscriptions  for 
stock  in  railroads,  and  such  conditions  may  or  not,  as  tJie 
council  direct,  be  proposed  to  the  popular  vote. 

§  4.  The  failure  of  the  popular  vote  to  authorize  any 
subscription  of  stock  to  railroads  shall  not  prevent  the  sub- 
sequent submission  of  the  question  in  the  same  or  another 
form  by  the  city  council,  and  the  authority  of  the  city 
council  in  the  premises  shall  only  be  limited  to  the  sum 
hereinbefore  stated  of  three  per  cent,  of  taxable  property 
in  the  city,  and  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  to  the  sufscription  or  subscriptions  which  may  be 
made.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment  be  amended,  so  that  it  shall  be  sufficient 
for  the  plaintiffs  in  the  equity  proceedings  authorized  by 
said  section  to  make  the  stockholders  and  creditors  of  the 
Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  railroad  company  defendants  to 
said  proceedings,  by  styling  them  the  stockholders  and 
creditors  of  said  road  company,  without  naming  them; 
and  the  same  shall,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  be  as  ef- 
fectual as  if  said  stockholders  and  creditors,  or  their  rep- 
resentatives, were  personally  named  as  defendants. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  process  to  answer  in 
said  proceedings  upon  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Mason 
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1867.  county  coart,  on  behalf  of  said  county,  a  stockholder  in 
said  road. 

^  8.  Notice  of  the  institation  and  objects  of  said  pro- 
«  ceedingB,  and  requiring  the  stockholders  and  creditors  of 

said  road  to  appear  and  present  their  claims  against  it, 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Mason  circuit  court,  published 
for  sixty  days  in  some  authorized  public  newspaper  printed 
in  the  city  of  Maysville,  and  proof  of  said  publication 
made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  shall  be  deemed  a 
sufficient  service  of  process  upon  said  stockholders  and 
creditors,  and  their  representatives,  for  all  the  purposes  of 
the  action. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  at  the  first  or  any 
subsequent  term,  after  the  institution  of  the  proceedings, 
to  direct  its  master  commissioner  to  ascertain  and  report 
the  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  railroad  company,  and  its 
assets;  and  by  its  order,  to  require  said  stockholders  and 
creditors  to  appear  before  said  commissioner  within  a 
reasonable  time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  and  present  their 
claims ;  and  any  person  who  may  present  his  claim  to  the 
court,  or  to  the  commissioner,  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
entered  his  personal  appearance  as  a  defendant  to  said 
proceedings. 

$  5.  Any  new  company  organized  under  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  may  receive 
subscriptions  of  stock  from  the  cities  and  counties  named 
in  the  original  charter,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  therein 
prescribed,  or  from  any  other  town,  city,  county,  or  corpo- 
ration, upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
such  subscriber  and  the  company.

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  incorporated, 
to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  Pleasureville  Station,  on 
the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  railroad,  in  Henry  county, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Pleasureville,  Bethle- 
hem, and  Kentucky  River  Turnpike  Company;"  and  by 
that  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 
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§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty       1867. 

thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  — — ' 

each,  and  each  share  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  all 
elections  and  meetings  of  stockholders. 

§  3.  That  J.  T.  Armstrong,  John  Sparks,  J.  R.  Lyte, 
Isaac  Bonta,  Green  Lowderback,  J.  H.  Clubb,  and  £.  F. 
Ditto,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  they  or  any  five  of  them  may  deem 
expedient. 

§  4.  That  when  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  said  company  may  organize  and 
commence  the  construction  of  said  road;  and  so  soon  as 
two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall  have  the  right  to 
erect  a  gate  thereon  and  charge  half  toll  at  the  same. 

§  5.  That  the  management  of  said  road  shall  be  under 
a  president  and  four  directors,  who  shall,  after  the  first 
election,  hold  their  ofiices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  duly  qualified. 

§  6.  That  said  road  shall  be  opened  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-five feet,  nor  more  than  fifty  feet  wide,  and  the  artificial 
part  thereof  covered  with  stone  shall  not  be  less  than  fif- 
teen feet  wide.

(  1.  That  John  Troutweine,  Wm.  B.  Benny,  and  Joseph 
Amberg,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be 
known  as  a  corporate  body,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
German  Benevolent  Association,  at  Hickman,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  said  association  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  a  door- 
keeper, and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  choose  to  make, 
in  accordance  to  their  by-laws.

the  £rBt  Saturday  in  May,  1862.

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  Trimble  County  Court  to  aell  the  Jail  and  Poor-    

house  in  said  Countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Trim- 
ble county  to  sell  and  convey  the  poor-house  and  the 
county  jail  lor  said  county,  together  with  the  lands  con- 
nected thereunto ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to 
invest  the  proceeds  of  the  jail  and  its  appurtenances  in  the 
building  of  a  jail  house  in  the  public  square  in  the  town  of 
Bedford,  and  they  shall  invest  the  proceeds  of  the  poor- 
house,  and  land  appertaining  to  it,  in  the  purchase  of 
another  poor-house  and  grounds,  more  conveniently  lo- 
cated. 

§  2.  The  sale  aforesaid  shall  be  at  public  auction,  by  a 
commissioner  appointed  by.  said  court,  on  a  credit  of  six 
months,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as 
sales  made  by  commissioners. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passi^ge.

CHAPTER  1594. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Carroll  County  to  appoint  a 
Bridge  and  Road  Commissioner,  and  levy  a  tax  for  Bridge  and  Road  pur- 
poses. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Carroll  county,  in  the 
mo'ith  (  r  April,  1867,  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  of 
ruuud  and  bridges  in  said  county,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
two  years  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  quali- 
fied, who  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation, 
to- wit :  "  I,  — ^^— ,  do  solemnly  swear,  or  affirm  (as  the 
case  may  be),  that  I  vrill  fairly  and  impartially,  to  the  best 
of  my  skill  and  ability,  perform  the  duties  of  road  and 
bridge  commissioner  during  my  continuance  in  office,  ac- 
cording to  law ;"  and  said  commissioner  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  enter  into  bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved 
by  said  court,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  commissioner. 

§  2.  The  said  commissioner  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
roads  and  bridges  in  the  county,  and  superintendence  of 
ail  road  surveyors.  He  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
court  plans  for  the  repairing  old  bridges  and  building  new 
ones,  select  the  proper  locations,  contract  for  and  superin- 
tend the  building  of  the  same,  and  report  to  said  court. 
He  shall  also  report  to  the  court  all  necessary  alterations 
in  the  roads  of  the  county,  and  the  condition  of  the  ferries ; 
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1867.  ^^®  manner  in  which  they  are  kept,  and  the  condition  of 
the  roads  leading  thereto. 

§  3.  The  county  court  of  said  county  shall  have  power 
to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the  real  and 
persona]  property  in  the  county  except  that  listed  under 
the  equalization  law,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  the  hun- 
dred dollars  in  any  year;  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the 
sheriff  of  Carroll  county,  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the 
same  time,  that  the  county  levy  is  collected ;  and  shall  be 
liable,  on  his  bond  as  sheriff,  for  the  faithful  collection  and 
disbursement  of  the  money.  Said  funds,  when  collected, 
shall  constitute  a  bridge  and  road  fund,  and  shall  be  used 
for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

§  4.  The  commissioner  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  his  services  by  the  court  of  claims. 

§  5.  Should  any  indebtedness  be  created  in  building 
bridges  before  sufficient  money  is  realized  from  the  tax 
herein  authorized,  the  said  county  court  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  borrow  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  pay  said 
indebtedness,  and  issue  bonds  therefor,  bearing  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent  interest  from  date;  and  the  proceeds  of 
the  tax  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  said 
bonds. 

§  6.  This  act  not  to  take  effect  until  the  same  is  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  county  at  the  next  May 
election.  '

AN  ACT  authorizing  sale  of  lot  in  Bewleyville,  Breckinridge  County. 

Whereas,  The  Congregational  Methodists  and  Masonic 
lodge  of  Bewleyville,  Breckinridge  county,  are  joint  own- 
ers of  a  lot  in  said  town,  on  which,  at  their  joint  expense, 
they  erected  a  building  for  a  church  and  Masonic  hall. 
The  said  building  having  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the 
church  and  lodge  not  deeming  it  advisable  to  rebuild,  de- 
sire, for  the  interests  of  both,  to  sell  the  lot  on  which  the 
building  stood ;  therefore. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Thomas  J.  Jolly  and  William  N.  Drury  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  make  sale  of  the  above 
described  premises  for  the  benefit  of  the  owners  thereof; 
that  they  convey  the  same  by  deed  to  the  purchaser, 
and  that  they  make  such  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of 
sale  as  may  be  directed  by  the  lodge  and  the  members  of 
the  church,  or  a  majority  of  each. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1596.  1867, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Louisville  Water  Company.  ' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Keniwcky: 

$  1.  That  the  act  incorporating^  the  Louisville  Water 
Company,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  increase  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  fifteen  thousand  shares,  in  addition 
to  the  stock  now  authorized  to  be  subscribed. 

$  2.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  not  receive 
subscriptions  for  said  additional  stock,  or  any  part  thereof, 
until  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville  shall 
have  given  their  consent  to  the  same,  by  ordinance  or 
resolution,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  general 
council  shall  prescribe. 

§  3.  That  the  said  city  of  Louisville,  in  its  corporate 
capacity,  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  invested  with,  right 
and  power  to  take  and  subscribe  for  said  stock,  or  any  part 
thereof,  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  general  council, 
and  to  pay  for  the  stock  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  of 
said  company  and  the  city  may  agree.  The  said  city  shall 
have  authority,  and  power  is  hereby  granted,  by  ordinance 
or  resolution  of  the  general  council,  to  issue  and  sell  the 
bonds  of  said  city,  payable  in  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date,  in  denominations 
of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  with  coupons  attached 
thereto,  payable  semi-annually,  bearing  interest  of  not  less 
than  six  nor  more  than  seven  and  three  tenths  pertsent. 
per  annum;  which  bonds,  when  so  issued,  may  be  paid  and 
delivered  to  said  Louisville  Water  Company  in  paymentof 
any  stock  thus  subscribed  by  said  city. 

§  4..  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Louisville  Water 
Company  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  company  in  denomina- 
tions  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  payable  in  not  less 
than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  years,  with  coupons 
attached  thereto,  bearing  interest  of  not  less  than  six  nor 
more  than  seven  and  three  tenths  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  and  may  execute  a  mortgage  on 
the  property  and  income  of  said  company  for  the  payment 
of  the  samfe. 

§  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additional  Voting  Precinct  and  Justices'  District  in 

Mason  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  additional  voting  precinct  and  jnstices'  dis- 
trict be,  and  is  hereby,  eBtablished  in  the  connty  of  Mason, 
bound  as  follows :  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Clark's 
run,  on  the  North  Fork  of  Licking,  and  running  with  said 
run  lo  what  is  known  as  Clark's  old  mill ;  thence  in  a 
straight  line  to  a  pond  near  the  Washington  and  Mur- 
physville  turnpike  road,  on  what  is  known  as  the  Thomp- 
son farm,  now  owned  by  James  Gault ;  thence  a  straight 
line  to  Kenton's  run,  at  the  point  where  a  dirt  road  crosses 
said  run  near  Joseph  Ware's ;  thence  crossing  the  North 
Fork,  including  the  residence  of  George  Galbraith,  to 
what  is  known  as  the  Dougherty  school-house,  on  the 
Sardis  turnpike  road ;  thence  with  said  road  to  a  dirt  road 
near  Byron  Owens';  thence  with  said  road  to  Clary's 
blacksmith  shop,  including  said  property ;  thence  with 
what  is  known  as  the  Reed's  Mill  and  Mayslick  dirt  road, 
to  the  forks  of  said  road,  near  Joseph  Ray's ;  thence,  in- 
cluding said  Ray,  to  the  beginning.  The  place  of  voting 
in  said  district  to  be  in  the  town  of  Murphysville,  at  the 
house  of  David  L.  Wells. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  said  county  shall  appoint 
officers  to  hold  an  election  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May, 
1867,  in  said  district,  to  elect  two  justices  of  the  peace  and 
one  constable ;  and  general  and  special  elections  shall  be 
had  thereafter  as  is  now  provided  for  by  the  general  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish  to  the  two 
justices  of  the  peace  elected  in  the  district  created  by  this 
act  the  proper  books  and  acts  of  the  General  Assembly. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  ; 
but  the  civil  officers  within 'said  boundary  shall  have  all 
the  jurisdiction  and  powers  which  they  now  have  until 
said  election  in  May,  1867,  and  until  the  officers  then 
elected  shall  qualify.

AN  ACT  foi  the  benefit  of  the  Bellerue  and  Petersburg  Election  Districts,  m 

BooDe  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  Commonwealth 
$f  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  judge  of  the 
Boone  county  court  to  cause  to  be  opened  a  poll  on  the 
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first  Saturday  in  May,  1867,  in  the  election  preciircts  in 
said  county  known  as  the  Bellevue  and  Petersburg  dis- 
tricts, for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  districts  in  regard  to  being  taxed  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  bridge  over  Walper  creek,  at  or  near 
>¥here  the  county  road  crosses  said  creek. 

§  2.  That  before  the  judge  aforesaid  makes  the  order 
causing  said  vote  to  be  taken,  he  shall  estimate  the  cost  of 
building  said  bridge  as  near  as  he  can;  and  in  the  order 
directing  said  vote  to  be  taken,  he  shall  name  the  amount 
ivhich  will  be  assessed  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  and  the 
amount  to  be  assessed  upon  each  tithable,  should  a  major- 
ity of  the  voters  in  said  districts  vote  in  favor  of  the  tax. 

§.^.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  judge,  in 
the  order  directing  said  vote  to  be  taken,  to  direct  the 
officers  holding  the  election  to  cause  to  be  opened  two 
columns,  one  for  and  one  against  the  tax  ;  and  it  shall  be 
th(^'  duty  of  the  judges  of  said  election  to  propound  to 
each  voter:  Are  you  for  or  against  the  tax?  and  record  his 
vote  accordingly.  The  result  of  said  voting  shall  be  re- 
tamed  to  the  county  judge  under  seal,  properly  certified 
by  the  officers  of  the  election. 

§  4.  That  the  county  judge  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
result  of  said  voting,  proceed  to  make  an  examination  of 
same;  and  should  he  find  that  a  majority  voting  are  in 
favor  of  said  tax,  then  he  shall  cause  an  estimate  to  be 
made  out  of  the  amount  of  tax  due  from  each  man,  and 
place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of  Boone  county 
for  collection,  and  shall  be  collected  as  other  tax ;  for  the 
collection  of  which  the  sheriff  shall  be  allowed  the  same 
fees  as  he  is  now  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  other 
taxes. 

§  5.  That  in  making  out  the  amount  of  taxes  due  from 
each  and  every  person  in  said  districts,  the  judge  aforesaid 
shall  be  governed  in  his  estimate  of  the  value  of  all  kinds 
of  property  in  said  districts  by  the  last  assessment  made 
by  the  county  assessor  of  Boone  county  for  the  year  next 
preceding  said  election. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  Boone  county  to  assist  the  county  judge  in 
making  out  the  list  of  taxes  due  from  each  and  every  per- 
son in  said  districts,  for  which  services  he  shall  be  allowed 
a  reasonable  allowance  out  of  the  taxes  collected,  which 
amount  shall  be  fixed  by  the  county  judge. 

§  7.  That  if  said  districts  vote  in  favor  of  said  tax,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to  select  three  dis- 
creet men  from  each  district,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  con- 
tract for  and  superintend  the  building  of  said  bridge,  in 
such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  shall  seem  to  them 
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1867.  best;'  and  after  their  appointment  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
select  one  of  their  number  as  treasurer,  to  whom  the 
sheriff  shall  pay  all  sums  collected  by  him  under  this  act, 
takinf^  his  receipt  for  same,  which  money  so  received  by 
them  shall  be  applied  to  the  building  of  said  bridge ;  and 
they  shall  keep  in  a  book  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings 
under  this  act.  The  sheriff,  however,  shall  be  permitted  to 
retain  his  fees  for  making  said  collections,  and  shall  also 
retain  and  pay  to  the  clerk  aforesaid  such  sum  as  he  may 
be.allowed  by  the  county  judge  for  his  services  required  of 
him  under  this  act,  taking  his  receipt  for  same. 

$  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  who  may  be 
appointed  to  hold  the  general  election  in  the  didtricts 
aforesaid  to  receive  and  report  the  vote  under  this  act,  for 
which  services  no  additional  allowance  shall  be  made  to 
them. 

§  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  selected  aa 
treasurer  to  receive  the  money  collected  under  this  a«t  to 
execute  bond  to  the  county  judge  for  the  faithful  perfdfm- 
ance  of  his  duty  under  this  act.  '*- 

§  10.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.  '

directors  were  properly  elected  according  to  the  require-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Frank  W.  Jackson,  Jas.  D.  Duncan,  Miles 
Kelly,  V.  C.  Durham,  L.  F.  Baker,  and  Charles  Asher,  or 
a  quorum  of  said  board  of  directors,  with  N.  S.  Strange 
as  president,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  and  au- 
thorized to  convey  certain  parcels  or  lots  of  the  said  fair 
ground?,  which  have  been  sold  by  order  of  said  association; 
and  that  conveyances  made  by  said  president  and  direct- 
ors shall  be  valid  between  said  association  and  said  lot 
purchasers,  as  though  a  full  record  could  be  had  to  sub- 
stantiate their  election  under  their  charter.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Jefferson  Connty  Sporting  Club.  " 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Benson  Ormsby,  C.  W.  Shreve,  Dr.  John 
Clark,  J.  Fry  Lawrence,  George  Peay,  Philip  Longest, 
Robert  J.  Elliott,  and  sach  other  persons  as  now  are,  and, 
from  time  to  time,  shall  become,  members  of  the  club,  are 
hereby  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  ''  Jefferson  County  Sporting  Club  ;'* 
and  under  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
shall  be  capable  of  sueing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  in  ail  courts,  both  of  law  and  equity,  in 
this  State;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  by  their  corpo- 
rate name  and  style  shall  be  capable,  in  law,  of  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  and  acquiring  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  and  of  holding  and  conveying,  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  either  in  fee  or  for  a  term  of  years  :  Provided^ 
That  they  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  hold  property  ex- 
ceeding fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value. 

^  2.  The  object  and  purposes  of  this  association  is  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  legitimate  sportsman  in  all 
that  pertains  to  hunting  and  fishing,  and  to  encourage  the 
enactment  and  enforcement  of  such  laws  as  may  tend  to 
the  protection  and  increase  of  game  and  fish. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  at  all  times  have  power  and 
authority  to  ordain,  make,  and  establish  such  constitution, 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  judge  proper 
for  the  creation  of  their  ofiicers,  the  government  and  reg- 
ulation of  the  members,  the  well-being  of  the  club,  and  all 
matters  pertaining  to  its  objects  and  interests,  and  to  alter 
and  amend  the  same  at  pleasure :  Provided^  The  same  be 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

$  4.  The  constitution  or  by-laws  of  said  club  may  pro- 
vide for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  club,  the  division 
of  the  same  into  shares,  the  manner  of  transfer  of  stock, 
and  restrictions  and  limitations  therein,  and  the  method  of 
collection  of  the  same. 

§  5.  In  all  suits  of  law  or  in  equity  brought  against  the 
club,  and  in  any  suit  brought  by  the  club  against  any  of 
its  members,  or  against  any  other  person  or  persons,  any 
member  of  the  club  shall  be  admitted  as  a  competent  wit- 
ness. 

§  6.  This  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amendi 
or  vacate  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

^  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Gampbellsbarg  aad  Bedford  Turnpike  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genet-al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  M.  Staten,  Wm.  Peak,  J.  P.  Sandifer, 
A.  P.  McCalister,  C.  T.  Scott,  Wm.  P.  Combs,  and  Dr.  P. 
J.  Yager,  be,  and  they  and  their  successors  in  office  shall 
be,  a  corporate  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
" Campbellsburg  and  Bedford  Turnpike  Road  Company;" 
and  by  that  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  adopt  and  use  a 
common  seal,  receive  all  subscriptions  of  stock,  and 
acquire  all  property  necessary  and  proper  to  make  and 
construct  a  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on  the  Newcastle 
and  Carrollton  turnpike  road,  at  or  near  a  gate  on  R.  T. 
C.  Scott's  farm,  in  Henry  county;  thence  through  Camp- 
bellsburg  to  Bedford,  the  county  seat  of  Trimble  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars;  and  if  the  same  be  not  sufficient,  then  the 
same  may  be  enlarged  by  the  president  and  managers  of 
said  road  up  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  said  road. 

§  3.  The  above  named  persons  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  open  books  for,  and  receive  subscriptions 
to,  said  road,  in  any  place  in  Kentucky. 

§  4.  As  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  have  been  sub- 
scribed, the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority,  may,  on 
public  notice  having  been  given  by  printed  or  written 
notices  having  been  posted  up  at  two  or  more  public 
places  of  a  meeting  for  that  purpose,  hold  a  meeting  at 
Campbellsburg,  in  Henry  county,  for  the  election  of  presi- 
dent and  six  managers,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and 
qualified. 
'  §  5.  All  the  provisions  of  the  most  favored  charters  to 

any  of  the  turnpike  roads  in  this  Commonwealth  shall  be 
fully  applicable  to  this  road. 

§  6.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  creating  an  additional  Jnstices'  and  Voting  Precinct  in  Perry 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of

§  1.  That  all  that  part  of  Perry  county  included  in  the 
following  bounds,  viz. :  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Hurricane  Branch,  on  the  middle  fork  of  the  Kentucky 
river,  in  said  county;  running  thence  with  the  dividing

with  the  line  of  the  old  justices'  district  to  the  beginning, 
shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  made  a  voting  district, 
with  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  a  constable.  The  two 
justices  shall  be  nominated  by  the  county  court,  and  com- 
missioned by  the  Governor.  The  constable  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  county  court  judge,  who  shall  take  from 
him  the  necessary  bond.  They  shall  hold  their  office 
until  the  next  general  election ;  and  the  voting  place  in 
said  district  shall  be  at  the  house  where  Moses  Maggord 
now  lives. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1603. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Sick  Widows  and  Orphans'  BeneTolent  Society  of 
the  Evangelic  St.  Peter's  Congregation  of  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  that  H.  Koch,  C.  F.  Prante,  and  J.  H.  Graff,  and 
their  associates  and  successors  forever,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Sick  Widows  and  Orphans'  Benev- 
olent Society  of  the  Evangelical  St.  Peter's  Congregation 
of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession  for  the  period  bf  thirty  years;  and  are 
empowered  to  receive  by  gift,  grant,  purchase,  or  by  devise, 
such  real  estate  or  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  engagement  of  their  corporate  rights  as  a 
benevolent  society,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in 
value,  and  to  sell,  transfer,  exchange,  and  assign  the  same 
at  pleasure;  and  to  form  and  adopt  a  constitution  and  by« 
laws  for  the  government  of  said  society,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  State  and  of  the 
United  States. 

§  2.  That  [said]  society  may,  at  such  times  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  by-laws  thereof,  elect  a  president,  sec- 
retary, treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  think 
fit  to  elect  or  appoint. 

(  3.  That  said  society  may  sue  and  be  sued  by  its  corpo- 
rate name,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal ;  and  in 
all  suits  against  said  society,  service  of  process  upon  the 
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1867.  pre8i<]ent,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  secretary  or  treasurer, 
'- —  shall  be  sufficient. 

§  4.  The  qualifications  for  membership  of  said  society 
shall  be  determined  by  its  constitution  and  by-laws,  and 
the  net  profits  of  the  business  and  operations  of  said  soci- 
ety shall  be  for  the  mutual  aiding  and  assisting  of  the 
members  and  their  families  when  in  'sickness,  trouble,  or 
distress,  by  pecuniary  and  such  other  means  as  are  usually 
resorted  to  by  benevolent  associations  in  this  country. 

§  5.  Should  this  society  dissolve  and  cease  to  exist,  the 
property  belonging  to  the  same  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
Evangelic  St.  Peter's  Church,  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

$  6.  The  property  of  this  corporation  shall  be  exempted 
from  State  and  municipal  taxation. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1606. 

AN  ACT  concerning  the  Lulbegrud  Road,  in  Montgomery  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Montgomery  county,  a 
m«yority  of  the  justices  thereof  concurring,  at  a  regular 
term  of  said  court,  are  authorized,  if,  in  their  judgment  it 
is  proper,  to  so  change  and  alter  the  Lulbegrud  road,  in 
said  county,  that  said  road  may  leave  its  present  site  at  or 
near  the  gate  of  John  J.  Anderson,  on  said  road,  and  run 
thence  along  his  east  line  to  an  intersection  with  the 
Mount  Sterling  and  Levee  turnpike  road;  and  may  dis- 
continue so  much  of  said  Lulbegrud  road  as  lies  between 
the  place  of  its  departure  from  its  present  site  to  its  pres- 
ent intersection  with  said  turnpike  road. 

§  2.  That  notice  of  said  alteration  and  discontinuance 
shall  be  given,  and  the  same  proceedings  had  as  to  dama- 
ges, as  are  required  by  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State. 

§  8.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

that  name  have  perpetual  succeesion  ;  and  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
in  all  courts  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere;  and 
are  hereby  established- and  incorporated  for  the  purposes 
of  manufacturing  woolen  goods  and  goods  mixed  with 
wool  and  other  materials,  carding  wool,  spinning  wool, 
cotton,  or  other  materials  used  in  manufacturing  woolen, 
cotton,  linen,  or  mixed  fabrics;  to  have  all  th^  rights  nec- 
essary to  carry  on  said  business,  and  all  the  rights  granted 
to  other  corporate  bodies  in  this  Commonwealth,  except 
banking  privileges;  and  may  use  a  common  seal. 

$  2.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  conducted 
under  the  control  and  management  of  three  directors,  and 
may  be  increased  to  five  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders, 
elected  by  the  stockholders  from  among  their  number,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified.

The  stock  of 
said  corporation  to  be  considered  personal  property, 

§  5.  The  persons  named  in  this  charter,  or  any  two  of 
them,  as  soon^as  five  thousand  dollars  of  stock  is  in  good 
faith  subscribed,  may,  by  giving  two  weeks'  notice  in 
writing  stuck  up  in  the  village  of  Murphysville  and  the

papers,  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  meet  in  Mur- 

physville  and  organize  the  company  hereunder,  by  the

CHAPTER  1608. 

AN  ACT  amendatory  of  the  act  authorizing  the  Clark  County  Court  to  take 
stock  in  certain  Turnpike  Roads  in  said  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  if  the  subscriptions  of  the  Clark  county  court 
to  the  capital  stock  of  any  turnpike  road  or  roads,  under 
the  authority  of  any  act  or  acts  of  the   General  Assembly, 
shall,  in  the  aggregate  or  singly,  amount  to  a  sum  too 
large  in  the  opinion  of  the  county  court  to  be  levied  in 
any  one  year,  the  said  court  may  issue  its  bonds  in  sums 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  payable  to  order  or  bearer,  as  said  court  may  direct, 
and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  with  coupons  or  interest  warrants  attached  thereto, 
which  bonds  may  be  delivered  at  par  to  the  said  road  or 
roads,  in  discharge  of  said  subscriptions.     Said  bonds  may 
be  payable  at  any  time,  not  less  than  five  years  and  not 
exceeding  ten  years,  from  the  date  of  delivery;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  so  issuing  said  bonds  to  levy 
an  annual  tax  on  the  property  subject  to  ad  valorem  tax- 
ation for  State  revenue  sufficient  to  discharge  the  annual 
interest  thereon,  and  to  redeem  said   bonds  at  maturity; 
and  the  surplus  of  said  tax  over  and  above  the  annual 
interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  set  aside  to  discharge  the 
principal  thereof  at  maturity,  and  the  surplus  thus  raised 
shall  be  invested  by  the  county  judge  in  United  States  or 
other  safe  interest-bearing  stocks,  for  the  purpose  of  accu- 
mulating a  fund  to  discharge  said  bonds :  Provided^  how- 
ever ^  Said  bonds  shall  not  be  issued  unless  a  majority  of  all 
the  justices  of  the  county  court  shall  concur  therein. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hickman  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company.    

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  or  may  become  stock-  Body-poiitie 
holders  to  the  capital  stock  hereinafter  mentioned,  their  *"^^'**'***'

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage; but  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  repeal, 
alter,  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER  1610. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  sobscription  of  stock  in  Kailroad  Companies  bjr 

the  County  of  Mason. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvcky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Mason  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  concurring, 
may  subscribe,  in  the  name  of  said  county,  to  the  capital 
stock  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies  which  may 
propose  to  baild  a  railroad  in,  to,  or  through  said  county, 
under  the  conditions  herein  provided  for. 

§  2.  The  subscription  shall  be  made  payable  in  three 
years,  one  third  in  each  year,  and  shall  be  made  in  the 
name  of  the  county,  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county 
court. 

§  3.  That  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  the  Bubscriptions 
which  may  be  made  under  this  act  shall  not  exceed  the 
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«am  of  three  per  cent,  upon  the  assessed  taxable  valae  of      1867. 
the  property  of  the  tax-payers  of  said  county.  '• — 

§  4.  That  such  subscription  or  subscriptions  shall  not  be 
made  until  after  the  question  of  the  several  subscriptions 
shall  respectively  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  legal 
voters  of  said  county,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
shall  be  in  favor  of  said  subscription.  The,  county  court 
shall  designate  the  time  when  said  election  shall  be  held, 
and  make  such  orders  in  relation  to  public  notice  of  the 
election,  and  all  other  matters  in  relation  thereto,  as  shall 
in  their  judgment  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  fair  expression 
of  the  popular  will  upon  the  question. 

§  5.  In  the  exercise  of  their  own  discretion,  the  county 
court  may  at  any  time  order  such  election ;  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  order  such  election  whenever  the  petition  of 
three  hundred  voters  of  the  county  shall  request  it. 

§  6.  The  county  Court  of  said  county  shall  levy  and  col- 
lect upon  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  said  county, 
as  listed  for  taxation  for  State  purposes,  an  amount  in 
money  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  subscriptions  in  money. 
These  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  as  State  taxes 
are  collected,  and  by  the  proper  collecting  officers  of  said 
county,  under  the  same  penalties  for  a  like  compensation, 
and  subject  to  the  same  amercements  for  neglect  of  duty, 
as  sheriffs  are  subject  to  for  a  failure  to  collect  and  pay 
over  the  State  revenue.  The  said  collecting  officers  shall 
execute  bond,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  in  sufficient 
penalties,  and  with  good  securities,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  collecting  and  paying  over  the  amounts  collected, 
and  for  the  proper  performance  of  all  their  duties  hereby 
required. 

§  7.  The  collecting  officers,  in  order  to  make  such  col- 
lections, shall  have  the  same  powers  of  distressing,  advert- 
ing, and  selling  personal  estate  which  sheriffs  have,  or  may 
have,  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue ;  and  when 
unable  to  find  personal  estate  liable  to  the  tax,  they  shall 
levy  on  the  real  estate,  if  any,  and  sell  the  same  as  sales 
are  made  of  real  estate  under  execution,  subject  to  a  sim- 
ilar right  of  redemption. 

§  8.  As  collections  are  made,  they  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said 
county,  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  require  the  sheriff  to 
pay  over  the  taxes  herein  provided  for,  and  shall  institute 
proper  proceedings  against  him  in  case  of  failure. 

§  9.  The  taxes  thus  received  shall  be  set  apart,  pledged, 
and  exclusively  appropriated  to  the  purposes  for  which 
they  are  levied,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.  Each 
tax-payer  shall  receive  from  the  officer  a  certificate  of  the 
amount  of  tax  paid  by  him  at  the  time  of  payment.  All 
certificates  given  for  taxes  or  subscriptions  shall  be  trans- 
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1867.       ferable  by  indorsement;  and  any  certificate  or  certificates 

—  amounting  to  fifty  dollars  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 

share  in  the  stock  of.%aid  company.  The  money  received 
by  the  said  treasurer  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund  from  the  collecting  oflicer  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
railroad  company,  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  take  the 
company's  receipt  for  the  amount  so  paid,  and  the  com- 
pany's obligation  to  the  county  court  of  said  county  to 
issue  stock  to  the  tax-payers,  upon  the  surrender  of  the  tax 
receipts,  in  sums  of  fifty  dollars,  or  even  shares  of  stock  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  procure  stock 
for  tax-payers,  who  shall  leave  their  own  or  assigned  cer- 
tificate with  him  for  that  purpose,  in  sums  of  fifty  dollars, 
and  the  treasurer  shall  indorse  on  the  railroad  company's 
receipt  and  obligation  the  amount  of  stock  issued.  If  after 
five  years  from  the  date  of  said  subscription  of  stock  any 
of  the  tax-payers  shall  fail  to  produce  their  receipts  and 
obtain  stock  therefor,  the  right  of  such  tax-payers  to  stock 
shall  cease,  and  the  amount  then  not  issued  to  tax-payers 
shall  vest  and  remain  in  the  county  court  of  Mason  county 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  county,  and  they  shall  re- 
ceive certificates  of  stock  therefor  in  the  name  of  said 
county. 

§  10.  The  county  court  shall  have  power  to  attach  such 
conditions  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  the  subscriptions 
for  stock  in  railroads^  and  such  conditions  may  or  may  not, 
as  the  county  court  direct,  be  proposed  to  the  popular  vote. 

§  11.  The  failure  of  the  popular  vote  to  authori2:e  any 
subscription  of  stock  to  railroads  shall  not  prevent  the  sub- 
sequent submission  of  the  question,  in  the  same  or  another 
form,  by  the  county  court;  and  the  authority  of  the  coun^ 
court  in  the  premises  shall  only  be  limited  to  the  sum 
hereinbefore  stated,  of  three  per  cent,  of  taxable  property 
in  the  county,  and  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  to  the  subscription  or  subscriptions  which  may 
be  made. 

§  12.  That  all  the  expenses  incident  to  collecting  said 
jtaxes,  and  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this 
law,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  couniy  levy;  and  the  county 
court  is  authorized  to  make  such  additions  to  the  county 
levy  as  may  [be]  necessary  for  that  purpose,  so  that  tax- 
payers shall  receive  stock  in  the  railroad  for  the  full  sum 
for  which  the  subscription  levy  is  made. 

$13.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1611.  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  ftinend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Hartford.  

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Hartford  shall 
be  as  follows :  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  first  ravine 
emptying  into  Rough  creek  above  Miller's  mill,  on  the 
same;  thence  due  east  so  far  that  a  line  due  south  will 
strike  the  northeast  corner  of  lot  No.  73,  as  known  and 
designated  on  the  plan  of  the  out-lots  of  said  town ; 
thence  east  with  the  original  line  of  the  400-acre  survey, 
as  the  same  was  laid  off  for  the  town  of  Hartford  by 
Gabriel  Madison,  to  the  original  northeast  corner  of  the 
same ;  thence  south  with  another  line  of  the  same  to 
where  the  same  strikes  the  line  of  Robert  Baird's  6,000- 
acre  survey,  lying  below  said  town;  thence  with  Baird's 
line  west  until  the  lower  outer  line  of  the  in-lots  of  said 
town,  extended,  will  bisect  or  cut  the  same;  then  with  the 
line  of  said  lots^o  extende'd  to  low  water  mark  on  Rough 
creek,  and  up  Rough  creek,  binding  on  low  water  mark,  to 
the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  definitely  fixing  and 
determining  said  boundary,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  of  said  town  to  have  said  boundary  surveyed  and 
marked,  and  permanent  stones  or  monuments  placed  at  the 
corners,  and  such  other  points  of  said  survey,  as  they  may 
deem  proper ;  and  to  have  a  plan  or  plat  of  such  survey, 
together  with  such  notes  and  illustrations  of  the  same  as 
they  may  deem  advisable,  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  Ohio  county  court. 

^  8.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town,  by  purchasing  the 
iaiiJ  iroui  the  owners,  or  by  consent  of  said  owners,  shall 
have  power  to  enlarge  or  extend  any  of  the  present  streets 
and  alleys,  or  lay  out  any  new  streets  and  alleys  anywhere 
in  the  boundary  of  said  town ;  and  all  such  enlargements, 
extensions,  or  newly-formed  streets  and  alleys,  shall  be 
under  the  same  care  and  control  of  the  trustees  of  the 
town  as  the  other  streets  and  alleys  of  the  same. 

§  4.  That  in  addition  to  the  powers  now  allowed  said 
trustees  by  law,  they  shall  have  the  following  additional 
powers:  First,  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  on 
all  property,  either  real  or  personal,  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  whether  the  said  .property  be  held  by  citizens 
thereof,  or  placed  within  said  town  by  persons  not  citizens 
thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  manufacture,  or  use  in  said 
town.  iSecond,  the  said  trustees  shall  have  the  further 
power  and  authority  to  levy  annually  a  capitation  tax  on 
each  and  every  male  citizen  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
both  white  and  black,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  on  each 
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1867«  h^^i,  to  be  collected  as  prescribed  by  them  at  any  meeting 
• of  said  board.  Third,  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  on  all  persons  authorized  by  the  laws 
of  the  State  to  vend  spirituoas  liquors  in  said  town  in 
quantities  less  than  a  quart.  Fourth,  to  license  cofiee- 
houses,  with  full  power  to  impose  upon  them  all  necessary 
rules  for  their  goverment  and  good  order,  and  the  power 
to  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  for  a  violation  of  said 
rules,  and  to  impose  a  tax  on  them  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars.  Fifth,  they  shall  have  power  to  force 
any  street  or  alley  of  said  town  which  may  be  inclosed  to 
be  opened  and  kept  open,  and  after  their  order,  duly 
served  to  any  person  who  keeps  inclosed  any  part  of  any 
street  or  alley,  and  who  fails  to  observe  the  same,  they 
may,  as  trustees,  institute  their  action  against  any  such 
person,  and  recover  one  dollar  for  each  day  that  any  part 
of  any  street  or  alley  is  kept  inclosed  from  the  day  the 
party  is  notified  up  to  the  institution  of  the  suit ;  and  said 
action  may  be  brought  in  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction.  Sixth,  that  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  the  pow*er  and  authority,  at  any  meeting  of  said 
board,  to  appoint  an  inspector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
inspect  the  fire-places,  flues,  stoves,  stove-pipes,  grates, 
&c.,  and  report  upon  the  sufficiency  or  insufficiency  of  the 
same,  from  time  to  time,  to  said  board ;  and  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  said  report,  said  trustees  shall  have  full  and 
ample  power  to  abate  and  suppress  any  and  all  such  flues, 
&c.,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be  made  secure  by  the 
owner  thereof,  or  cause  or  have  the  same  done  at  his  or 
their  expense,  or  may  absolutely  abate  and  cause  the  same 
to  be  removed,  if,  in  their  judgment,  it  is  to  the  interest  of 
the  said  town. 

(  5.  That  the  election  for  all  officers  for  said  town  shall 
be  held  annually  hereafter,  on  the  Saturday  preceding  the 
first  Monday  in  August,  at  the  court-house  in  said  town, 
and  conducted  by  ballot,  at  which  all  free  white  citizens 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  who  have  actually  re- 
sided in  said  town  for  sixty  days  previous  to  the  elections, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  officer  to  be  then  elected. 
The  first  election  under  this  Act  shall  take  place  on  the 
first  Saturday  preceding  the  first  Monday  in  August  next, 
at  which  time  seven  fit  persons  shall  be  elected  as  trustees 
for  said  town.  Said  trustees  shall  each  be  at  least  twenty- 
five  years  of  age,  an  actual  citizen,  and  a  bona-fide  house- 
keeper, or  the  owner  of  real  estate  in  said  town ;  and  the 
trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  A  police  judge 
having  the  same  qualifications  of  a  trustee  shall  be  elect- 
ed at  the  same  time  and  place ;  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified ; 
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and  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  and  per-       1867. 

form  the  same  duties,  now  required  of  him  by  law.     A   

town  marshal,  who  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  who  shall  be  a  white  male  citizen  of  said  town  at 
least  twenty- one  years  of  age,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  Said  marshal  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a 
sheriff  or  constable,  in  and  during  the  session  of  any  and 
all  courts,  while  the  same  are  in  session  in  said  town;  he 
iihall  also  have  power  to  serve  any  and  all  process,  whether 
directed  to  him  or  any  other  officer,  that  is  to  be  served 
upon  any  citizen  or  resident  of  said  town,  and  to  levy  and 
collect  any  execution,  distress  warrant,  or  attachment 
against  any  such  citizen  or  resident;  and  should  any  such 
citizen  or  resident,  about  the  time  or  after  such  process  is 
being  issued,  remove  his  or  their  property  out  of  said  town, 
said  marshal  shall  have  the  right  to  pursue  and  seize  on 
the  same  anywhere  in  the  limits  of  the  county,  and  shall 
be  governed  in  all  cases  by  the  same  laws  which  govern 
.either  sheriffs  or  constables  in  similar  cases.  Said  marshal 
shall  have  like  power  to  serve  all  process  issued  by  any 
judicial  officer  or  court  holding  his  or  its  courts  within  the 
limits  of  said  town,  including  any  process  issued  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  for  the  breach  of  any  penal  law  or  town 
ordinances,  for  which  purpose  his  jurisdiction  shall  be  co- 
extensive with  the  county  ;  but  except  the  right  to  collect 
fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  said  courts,  said  marshal 
has  no  right  to  act  as  collecting  officer  outride  the  limits 
of  said  town,  further  than  the  powers  given  by  this  act. 
Before  said  marshal  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  him  to  execute 
bond,  with  good  and  ample  security,  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  Ohio  county  court,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  judge 
thereof,  as  constable's  bonds  are  now  in  such  cases,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  perTormance  of  all  his  duties  as 
marshal  of  said  town,  which  bond  may  be  sued  on  by  any 
person  aggrieved  by  said  marshal.  Said  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  any  of  the 
aforesaid  offices  until  the  next  regular  election  for  said 
officers  shall  occur. 

$  6.  Ail  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from 
its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Gordonsville,  Logan  Coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Gordonsville, 
to^""^"''^^  Logan  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
changed  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  post  oak,  on  the  Rush 
Mill  road,  corner  to  the  lands  of  R.  T.  Young  and  F.  M. 
Hancock;  thence  to  Bevier's  corner,  near  the  Gordonsville 
Academy;  thence  with  his  (Bevier's)  line  to  Mrs.  S.  T. 
Young's  corner  in  said  line;  thence  with  the  line  between 
said  Young  and  J.  H.  Gough,  passing  said  Gough's,  to  said 
Young's  corner;  thence  the  same  course  to  Whippoorwill 
creek ;  thence  down  said  creek  to  the  sulphur  spring ;  thence 
to  Warren  Greer's;  thence  to  the  beginning. 

^  2.  That  the  citizens  of  Gordonsville  shall  not  be  com- 
CitiMUBnotto  pcll^d  to  work  the  public  roads  beyond  the  limits  of  said

§  3.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  may  elect  a 
Townmarahai  town  marshal  on  the  same  day  that  they  elect  trustees; 
^ii  powers  *  and  that  said  marshal  shall  have  co-extensive  jurisdictioo- 
datioB.  ^j^jj  ^jjg  constable  of  Gordonsville  district  in  serving  pro- 

cess in  all  cases  of  violation  of  the  laws  of  said  town,  and 
collect  all  moneys  on  same.  He  shall  execute  bond  to  the 
Commonwealth,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  for  the 
faithful  performatice  of  said  duties,  and  to  account  to  the 
trustees  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  to  his  hands  by 
virtue  of  said  office.  Said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the 
trustees,  but  shall  be  lodged  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court,  upon  which  suit  may  be  brought  by  any 
party  or  corporation  aggrieved. 

§  4.  The  board  shall  have  exclusive  right  to  regulate  the 

Board  to  TeKa-  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  within  said  town.     They  shall 

•M*iiQuo«7AoI  also  have  the  right  to  tax,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  license, 

all  taverns,  houses  of  private  entertainment,  coffee-houses, 
grocers,  victualers,  confectioners,  and  houses  of  public 
resort,  in  said  town;  but  tavern-keepers  and  venders  of 
spirituous  liquors  shall  still  be  liable  to  pay  any  revenue 
tax  now  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  to  be  paid,  and 
no  license  shall  be  granted  whereby  spirituous  liquors  or 
wines  may  be  retailed,  except  to  tavern-keepers  and  keep- 
ers of  coflee-houses,  upon  the  payment  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars.  The  board  shall  have  power  and  authority,  two 
thirds  of  the  trustees  concurring,  to  suspend,  either  indefi- 
nitely or  for  a  limited  period,  any  license  which  they  may 
grant,  or  which  may  have  been  granted,  to  a  tavern-keeper 
or  keeper  of  a  coffee-house  or  drinking-saloon,  whenever 
*  they  shall  be  satisfied  by  proof  that  said  tavern-keeper  or 
keeper  of  a  cofiee-house  has  permitted  any  unlawful  gam- 
ing in  his  or  her  house,  or  has  permitted  any  disorderly  or 
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indecent  conduct  to  be  practiced  or  committed  in  bis  or  her       1867. 

[^house],  or  has  permitted  any  person  or  persons  to  tipple  or  

drink  to  intoxication  therein:  Provided,  hoioever,  That  no 
license  shall  be  suspended  antil  said  tavern-keeper  or 
keeper  of  cofiee-house  shall  have  at  least  five  days'  pre- 
vious notice,  and  has  been  permitted  to  show  cause,  if 
any  he  can,  why  his  or  her  license  should  not  be  sus- 
pended. If  any  person,  whose  license  shall  have  been 
thus  suspended  by  said  board,  shall  afterwards  sell  by 
retail  any  spirituous  liquor  or  wines,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  keeping  a  tippling-house,  and  fined  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  town. 

f  5.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  suppress  by  ordi- 
nance, with  suitable  penalties,  all  tippling-houses,  bawdy- 
houses,  and  houses  of  ill-fame;  all  retailing  of  spirituous 
liquors  and  wines;  all  riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  disorder- 
ly or  indecent  conduct,  disturbances  of  religious  worship, 
vagrancy,  and  disturbances  of  the  peace  and  tranquility 
of  the  town.  They  shall  also  have  power,  whenever 
the  public  convenience  or  safety  shall,  in  their  opinion, 
require  it,  prohibit  hogs  and  other  animals  from  running  at 
large  in  the  streets,  alleys,  commons,  and  other  public 
places  in  said  town,  and  to  require  and  compel  the  abate- 
ment and  removal  of  all  nuisances  within  the  limits  of  said 
town,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1613. 

AN  ACT  for  the  beneat  of  John  J.  Dyer,  late  Sheriff  of  Trigg  County. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to 
this  General  Assembly  that  John  J.  Dyer,  late  sheriff  of 
Trigg  county,  on  the  30th  day  of  January,  1662,  under 
orders  of  the  so-called  Provisional  Government  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  paid,  under  protest,*  to  J.  Pillsbury, 
Auditor  thereof,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
State  revenue,  collected  by  him  in  the  county  of  Trigg  for 
the  year  1861;  and  whereas,  it  further  appears  that  the 
said  John  J.  Dyer  has  since  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this 
State  the  full  amount  of  the  revenue  due  from  his  county 
for  the  year  1861 ;  therefore,

^  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  ordered  and 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  this  State

CHAPTER  1614. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  and  Thomas  Forbash,  of  Henry  Connty. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
Stephen  Bristow,  a  free  man  of  color,  late  of  Boone 
county,  departed  this  life,  having  first  made  and  published 
his  last  will  and  testament,  when  by  he  devised  his  estate, 
consisting  mainly  of  a  small  tract  of  land  situate  in  said

ing her  James  and  Thomas  Forbush,  her  children;  now, 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  James  and  Thomas  Forbush  shall 
take,  have,  and  hold  said  estate  of  said  Stephen  Bristow, 
real  and  personal,  owned  by  him  at  his  death,  in  equal 
parts  or  portions,  in  like  manner,  and  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, as  if  they  had  been  the  only  heirs  at  law  of  the  said 
Stephen  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  then  fully  capable  in 
law  of  taking  the  same  as  such  heirs,  according  to  the 
hen  existing  law  of  descents  and  distributions,  and  shall 
have  all  the  remedies  for  the  recovery  and  rights  of  dispo- 
sal thereof,  had  they  taken  said  estate  as  aforesaid  at  the 
death  of  said  Stephen.

Bratton,  and  others,  to  the  old  Hornback's  mill  road;  and 
thence  to  the  turnpike  at  George  Owens',  in  Bourbon 
county. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  shall  not  eiceed  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each.  Any  and  all  the  corporators  named 
in  this  act  may  receive  written  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company.

^  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  superintendents,  engineers,  workmen,  and 
laborers,  with  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons, 
and  other  carriages,  and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  bur- 
den, to  enter  upon  the  land,  in  and  over,  contiguous 
and  near  to,  which  said  intended  road  shall  pass,  hav- 
iog  first  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  the  owners 
and  occupiers  thereof,  or  their  agents:  Provided,  That 
if  the  president  and  directors  shall  not  agree  with  the 
owners  of  the  land  through  which  said  road  is  proposed 
to  pass  as  to  the  damages  which  said  owners  may  sus-

shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to  open  and 
make  said  road,  and  to  dig  and  carry  away  any  stone, 
gravel,  earth,  or  other  material  necessary  for  the  construe- 
tion  or  repairing  said  road.  That  the  president  shall  give 
notice,  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  proper,  of  the

keeping  the  bridge  in  repair,  in  improving  the  road  leading 
from  said  bridge  to  Jamestown ;  and  that  said  company 
are  hereby  authorized  to  continue  the  collection  of  tolls  at 
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1867.       ^^  rates  specified  in  the  original  act,  except  that  no  toll 

flhall  be  charged  for  pede^trianB  until   ihe  power  herein 

granted  ehall  be  revoked  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
Kentucky. 

(  2.  Said  directors  shall,  as  heretofore,  report  their  acts 
and  doings  annually  to  the  county  court  of  Campbell 
county;  but  the  count}'  judge  ^hall  have  no  authority  to 
discontinue  the  collection  of  tolls  ow  said  bridge.

§  1.  Thai  the  charters  lately  obtained  from  the  county 
court  of  Nicholas  county  by  the  Carlisle  and  Jackstown 
turnpike  road  company,  upper  route,  and  the  Carlisle  and 
Jac•k^*town  turnpike  road  company,  lower  route,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  legalized,  and  confirmed  as  good  and 
lawful  charters  and  corporations;  and  any  irregularity  or 
error  in  the  proceeding:8  by  which  those  charters  were  ob- 
tained is  to  be  considered  as  corrected  and  cured  by  this 
act. 

§  2.  That  the  said  lower  route  company  shall  have  the 
right  and  privilege  of  forming  a  junction  of  their  road 
with  the  road  of  the  upper  'route  company,  at  or  near  the 
houi<e  of  Hiram  Norton,  on  Taylor's  creek  :  Providedy  That 
no  toil-gate  shall  be  placed  upon  the  road  by  either  com- 
pany south  of  said  junction.

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CHAPTER  1628.  I^g7, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Columbnd. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Columbus  be  so  far 
amended  that  the  mayor  of  said  city  Rhall  pit  and  act 
with  the  city  council;  and  at  all  meetings  the  mayor,  if 
present,  shall  preside.  He  shall  have  the  powers  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Hickman,  and  all  the 
powers  now  given  to  the  police  court  of  the  city  of 
Columbus  to  require  surety  for  good  behavior  and  keeping 
of  the  peace,  and  in  all  matters  of  penalties  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  ordinances  of 
the  city  council;  and  as  to  committing  criminal  ofiendera 
and  sending  them  on  for  trial,  he  shall  hnve  the  powers  of 
two  justices  of  the  peace.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  board,  except  in  the  case  before  mentioned,  and 
in  case  of  a  tie  on  any  question,  shall  give  the  casting 
vote,  but  nhall  not  otherwit^e  have  a  vote  in  the  board ;  and 
in  alt  cai<es  it  shall  require  four  members  to  constitute  a 
quorum.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  from  time  to  time,  to  com- 
municate to  the  board  of  councilmen  all  such  information, 
and  recomuhend  all  such  measures,  as  may  tend  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  finances,  the  police,  health,  security, 
cleanliness!,  comfort,  and  ornament  of  the  city. 

(  2.  Thni  so  much  of  the  city  charter  as  authorizes  an 
election  of  register,  auditor,  and  police  judge,  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  all  the  duties  heretofore  required  of  said 
register  and  auditor  shall  be  performed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
city  council,  and  all  the  duties  of  the  police  judge  shall  be 
performed  by  the  mayor,  who  shall  receive  the  same  fees, 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction,  of  police 
judges  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  3,  That  hereafter  all  elections  for  city  officers,  unless 
to  fill  vacancies,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  May 
in  each  year,  instead  of  the  first  Monday  in  August,  as 
heretofore;  and  all  officers  whose  terms  expire  in  the  year 
1867  shall  expire  on  the  fire<t  Saturday  in  May,  1807,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  their  successors  shall  be  duly  sworn 
and  qualified. 

§  4.  The  city  council  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  at 
their  first  annual  meeting,  who  shall  fill  the  place  of  the 
mayor,  have  the  same  powers  herein  conferred  on  the 
mayor  whenever  he  is  absent,  sick,  or  otherwise  incapable 
of  performing  his  duties. 

§  5.  That  section  1  of  article  3. is  hereby  repealed. 

^  6.  That  hereafter  no  officer  of  the  city  of  Columbus, 
Kenrtucky,  shall  be  elected  except  the  members  of  the  city 
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1S67.      <!ounciI   and  the  mayor;  bat   all  other  officers  shall  be 
-  recommended  by  the  mayor,  and  elected  by  the  city  council.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hinkston  and  Flat  Creek  Turnpike  Koa^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  ilie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^'Hink- 
ston and  Flat  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  an  artificial  macadamized  turn- 
pike road  from  a  point  upon  the  Maysville  and  JMouni 
Sterling  turnpike  road,  near  the  Hinkston  bridge,  or  at 
Charles  Gudgell's,  to  intersect  the  Mount  Sterling  and 
Owingsville  turnpike  road  at  or  near  its  crossing  of  Flat 
creek. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  divided  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  That  the  following  commissioners,  or  such  of  them 
as  may  choose  to  act,  are  appointed  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions of  stock  in  said  company,  namely:  J.  A.  J.  Lee,  James 
C.  Hamilton,  James  M.  Biggatatfe,  J.  F.  Bradshaw,  Wm. 
Bourne,  and  John  Cunningham,  to  open  books  at  James  C. 
Hamilton's  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  at  such  times  and 
other  places  as  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  think  proper, 
until  all,  or  at  least  six  thousand  dollars  of  stock,  be  taken. 

§  4.  That  when  said  amount  of  six  thousand  dollars  of 
stock  shall  be  subscribed,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  shall  appoint  a  day  and  place,  and  give  ten  days* 
notice,  for  a  meeting  of  said  stockholders,  for  the  election 
of  a  preiaident  and  five  directors  of  said  company,  at  which 
election  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
every  share  of  stock  he  holds,  and  when  absent,  may  vote 
by  proxy  in  writing.

§  8.  That  said  president  and  directory  shall  locate  said 
road,  between  the  points  designated,  upon  such  route  as 
they  shall  deem  best  for  all  concerned ;  that  they  may  ac- 
quire by  purchase,  relinquishment,  gift,  deed,  or  writ  otad 
fuod  damnum^  the  right  of  way  for  the  road  upon  the  route 
adopted,  and  ground  for  toll-house  not  exceeding  two 
acres,  and  such  rock,  timber,  and  quarries  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  construct  and  keep  up  said  road,  agreeing  to  pay 
and  paying  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  therefor; 
the  road  to  be  thirty-five  feet  wide,  and  the  part  graded 
and  covered  with  metal  sixteen  feet  wide,  and  the  grade 
not  exceeding  four  degrees  in  steepness. 

§  0.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a  fair 
and  just  account  of  all  moneys  which  shall  be  received  by 
them,  and  of  all  money  by  them  expended  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  said  work ;  and  all  costs,  charges,  and  expense  of 
said  road  shall  be  paid  and  discharged,  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  same  shall  be  kept  and  entered  in  iht 
books  of  the  treasurer;  thit  the  treasurer  shall  receive  and 
disburse  all  moneys  under  the  orders  and  direction  of  the 
president  and  directors;  and  he  shall  execute  bond,  with 
good  security,  to  said  company,  for  the  true  and  faithful 
discharge  of  bis  duties  as  treasurer  aforesaid ;  that  said 
officers  shall  each  take  an  oath,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  to 
the  best  of  their  skill,  judgment,  and  ability,  discharge 
their  duties  as  such  officers. 

§  10.  That  when  said  road  is  completed,  or  five  miles 
thereof,  the  president  and  directors  shall  erect  a  toll-gate, 
and  employ  a  toll-gatherer,  and  collect  toll  from  persons 
traveling  on  or  using  said  road,  the  rates  to  be  the  same  as 
those  charged  on  other  turnpike  roads  in  the  county:  Pro- 
videdy  That  no  person  traveling  on  said  road  Bhall  be 
charged  toll  bearing  a  greater  proportion  to  the  rates  pre- 
scribed in  chapter  103  of  the  Revised  Statutes  than  the 
distance  traveled  thereon  bears  to  the  distance  of  five 
miles,  and  from  persons  going  from  one  farm  to  another, 
or  from  one  part  of  a  farm  to  another  part,  or  to  meeting 
on  the  Sabbath,  or  attending  funerals. 

§  11.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  do  all  things  necessary  and  proper  to 
enable  them  to  build  and  control  said  road  as  herein  pro- 
vided; that  the  stock  in  said  road  shall  be  transferable, 
provided  it  is  all  paid.

or  from  mills  or  single  horses,  shall  pass  toll  free. 

§  13.  That  no  toll-gate  shall  be  erected  on  said  road 
within  one  mile  of  either  Owingsville  or  Wyoming. 

^  14.  That  the  stock  in  said  road  shall  be  transferable, 
provided  it  is  all  paid. 

§  15.  That  this  act  to  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage ;  but  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to 
repeal  or  amend  the  same.

ings in  connection  therewith,  and  goods  and  chattels  nec- 
essary in  the  construction  of  carrying  on  and  finishing  said 
foundry  apd  other  shops. 

^  2.  The  capital  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  i?hall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  The  shares  shall  be 
personal  estate,  and  be  transferal  only  as  berein  pre- 
scribed. Each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in 
all  elections  for  officers,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  share- 
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1867.       holders  in  connection  i^nth  the  business  of  the  corporation. 

No  certificate  of  shares  shall  be  issued  to  any  person  until 

the  full  amount  thereof  shall  have  been  paid  in  ca^h.  No 
perr*on  shall  be  allowed  to  become  a  shareholder  in  the  cor- 
poration, except  by  consent  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
same. 

§  3.  That  on  or  before  the  twenty -first  day  of  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  the  shareholders  shall 
first  meet  and  elect  five  directors  of  the  corporation  or 
association,  who,  in  connection  with  the  president,  record- 
ing secretary,  financial  secretary,  and  trcHSurer,  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  directors,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
shareholders,  and  to  hold  their  ofliceA  until  their  success4)ri 
are  elected  and  qualified.

CHAPTER  1639. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  New  Liberty,  and  subsequent  acta  relating 

to  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  New 
Libert}',  in  Owen  county,  ehall  be  elected  once  every  two 
years  from  the  time  of  election  under  this  act,  which  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1S67 ;  and 
vacancies  in  any  of  said  offices  shall  be  filled  by  election, 
ten  days'  notice  having  been  given  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, which  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  posted  up  in  at  least 
two  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town.  There  shall 
be  elected  a  police  judge  for  said  town  by  the  qualified

§  2.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  ext^lu^ive 
jurisdiction  of  all  ofienses  committed  against  the  by-laws 
of  said  town,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  juniiced  of 
the  peace  within  the  civil  district  in  which  said  town  is 
situate  of  all  criminal  as  well  as  civil  and  penal  cases. 
He  shall  enter  up  judgments  and  issue  executions  and 
warrants,  in  the  same  manner  as  justices  of  the  peace. 
He  shall  have  power  to  issue  summons  for  witnesses,  and 
process  to  compel  their  attendance,  and  fine  per-ons  for 
contempt  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  lie  shall 
have  power  to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned  in  like  cases 
with  justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall  receive  in  all  cases 
the  same  fees  with  justices  of  the  peace,  and  shHii  in  the 
same  manner  be  responsible  for  making  out  and  collecting 
illegal  fee  bills. 

§  3.  That  the  marshal  of  said  town  shall  serve  all  pro- 
cesses and  precepts  to  him  directed  from  said  police  juige, 
or  the  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Owen,  or  from  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  for  said  countjj,  and  make  due  return 
thereof.  He  shall  collect  all  taxes  assessed  in  said  town, 
and  all  executions  and  other  demands  which  mny  be 
placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  and  shall  in  all  things 
be  governed  by  the  same  rules  and  regulations  required  by 
law  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  of  constables 
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1867.  ^^  ^^^  collection  of  executions,  or  other  demands.  The 
said  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  collect- 
ing the  town  tax  that  sheriffs  are  entitled  to  for  collectings 
the  revenue  tax,  and  in  all  other  cases  the  same  fees  that 
are  allowed  by  law  to  constables ;  and  the  said  marshal 
shall  have*  the  same  powers  and  rights  given  by  law  to 
constables  throughout  the  county  of  Owen.  Said  marshal, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall 
execute,  before  the  board  of  trustees  for  said  town,  a  bond,

He  will  also  take  the  oath  of  office,  and 
execute  a  bond  similar  to  that  required  by  law  of  consta- 
bles, before  the  county  court  of  Owen  county;  and  on  his 
failure  to  discharge  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
this  act,  or  by  any  existing  law,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same

Jack  and  Green 
Hall,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  competent  in  law 
to  take  and  receive  any  and  all  such  estate  as  was  owned 
by  Green  Hall,  deceased,  at  the  time  of  his  death;  and 
they  will  take  and  receive  the  same  under  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  regard  to 
descent  and  distribution;  and  the  administrator,  Charles

Lexington  turnpike  road ;  and  in  order  to  secure  the  iund^ 
necetjisary  to  construct  the  same,  shall  have  the  power  to 
raise  a  sum  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  capital  stock, 
no^  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  ot  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  the  books  fur  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
of)ened  in  the  city  of  Covington,  and  i^uch  other  places  as 
may  be  deemed  best,  under  the  direction  of  the  persons 
hereinbefore  named,  all  of  whom  are  hereby  made  com- 
missioners for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscriptions  to 
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the  capital  stock  of  said  company  ;  and  they  shall  provide       1867.. 

a  hook  or  books  which  shall  contain  the  following  obli^a-    

tion,  to  be  signed  by  every  persfon  who  shall  take  stock  in 
said  corporation,  viz. :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  sub- 
ficribed,  do  severally  bind  ourc^elves  to  pay  respectively  to 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  Hank  Lick  and  Lexing- 
ton Road  Junction  turnpike  company  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our 
names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  times, 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company;'*  and  when  the  pi^esident  and  directors  shall  be 
chosen  as  hereinafter  provided,  they  shall  have  full  control 
of  said  book,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be  opened  until 
the  entire  amount  of  stock  herein  authorized  is  subscribed. 

§  4.  That  as  soon  as  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
flhall  be  of  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  is  sub- 
scribed to  justify  the  commencement  of  said  road,  they 
ehall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  hold  an  elec- 
tion for  president  and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  : 
'Provided,  That  should  a  vacancy  occur,  the  remaining 
directors  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment;  and  should 
the  offices  of  all  the  directors  become  vacant,  any  three 
stockholders  may  call  a  meeting  to  elect  their  successors. 
The  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  neces* 
sary ;  and  the  treasurer,  before  he  enters  on  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  shall  execute  a  bond  and  security  to  the  said 
company  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

§  5.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to 
acquire,  hold,  or  sell  real  and  personal  estate,  as  the  same 
may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  construction  of  said  road, 
and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  in  the  exer- 
cise of  the  powers  herein  expressly  conferred. 

§  6.  That  the  entire  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
forty  feet;  and  the  macadamized  part  thereof  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty  feet;  and  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
completed,  the  directors  shall  call  upon  the  two  justices  of 
the  peace  residing  nearest  thereto,  and  not  iiHerested 
therein,  to  examine  the  same,  and  if  they  shall,  by  a 
written  statement,  to  be  filed  with  the  county  court  of  the 
county  in  which  said  road  is  situated,  certify  that  the  same 
is  done  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner,  then  the  said 
company  may  erect  a  toll-gate  on  said  road,  and  may 
charge  and  collect  from  the  persons  traveling  on  or  using 
the  same,  at  the  following  rates  of  toll,  viz. :  For  every 
five  miles  traveled  or  used,  or  in  the  same  proportion  for  a 
less  distance,  for  every  twenty  head  of  ho;j:s  or  sheep  or 
other  small  stock,  tea  cents;  for  every  head  of  cattle,  three 
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1867.       cents;  for  each  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  five 

cents;  for  each  person  on  horseback,  seven  cents;  for  each 

two-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  if  drawn  by  ane  horse, 
fifteen  cents,  and  five  cents  for  each  additional  horse 
attached  thereto ;  for  each  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage 
drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty  cents,  and  five  cents  for  each 
additional  horse  attached  thereto ;  for  each  cart  with  a 
burthen,  fifteen  cents,  and  without  a  burthen,  ten  cents;  for 
each  four-wheeled  wagon  or  carriage  of  burthen,  if  drawn 
by  one  horse,  twenty  cents,  and  five  cents  for  each  ad- 
ditional horse  or  animal  attached  thereto;  and  for  each 
sleigh,  if  drawn  by  one  horse,  ten  cents,  and  five  cents  for 
each  additional  horse  or  animal  attached  thereto :  Pro- 
vided^ That  all  persons  going  to  and  returning  from  church 
on  Sunday,  and  all  children  going  to  and  returning  from 
school,  and  all  funerals  going  and  returning,  shall  be  free 
from  any  charge. 

§  7.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  regard- 
ing turnpike  companies,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  parts  hereof. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1645. 

AN  ACT  to  change  the  Glasgow  and  Scottsville  Turnpike  Road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvoealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  G.  B.  Woodcock,  of  Alkn  county,  Kentucky, 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  to  change  the  Glasgow  and 
Scottsville  turnpike  road,  commencing  at  a  point  on  said 
road  about  fifty  yards  from  said  Woodcock's  yard  gate, 
towards  Scottsville,  and  running  so  as  to  include  said 
Woodcock's  spring,  and  intersecting  said  road,  as  it  now 
exists,  about  two  hundred  yards  from  said  Woodcock's 
yard  gate  in  the  direction  of  Glasgow,  or  at  that  point 
most  convenient  to  make  a  good  road. 

§  2.  Said  Woodcock  shall  make  said  change  at  his  own 
expense,  and  make  a  good  road  for  the  public  travel,  at 
least  eighteen  feet  wide,  and  to  build  two  bridges  not  less 
than  twelve  feet  in  width;  and  said  road,  as  changed, 
shall  not  be  more  than  three  and  one  half  degrees  grade; 
and  said  road,  when  changed,  shall  be  taken  and  held  as 
part  and  parcel  of  the  Glasgow  and  Soottsville  turnpike 
road. 

\  3.  This  act  to  take  eflTect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1646.  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Allensville  Milling  and  Manufacturing  Companj.      — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Dorrel  B.  Smith,  Walter  M.  Thomas,  Wilson  , 
Page,  and  John  W.  Malone,  and  thope  who  may  associate 
with  them  as  stockholders,  and  their  successors  and  assigns, 
are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  "The  Allensville  Milling  and  Manufacturing 
Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  meal  and 
flour,  and  any  or  all  kinds  of  spun  yarn,  cotton,  or  woolen 
goods,  in  Allensville,  Todd  county,  Kentucky;  and  by  that 
name  are  hereby  made  able  and  capable  in  law  to  take, 
purchase,  hold,  and  possess  such  lands,  tenements,  goods, 
chattels,  merchandise,  and  effects,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  in  and  about  the  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  buying,  selling,  and  manufacturing 
of  grain,  the  buying,  selling,  and  manufacturing  of  cotton 
and  wool,  to  such  extent,  and  in  such  manner,  as  they  may. 
deem  advisable  for  their  interest,  and  the  same  to  dispose 
of,  sell,  convey,  and  transfer  at  pleasure ;  also,  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places.  They 
may  make  and  put  in  force  such  by-laws  and  ordinances 
as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  management  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  its  fiscal  and  prudential  concerns,  and  the 
direction  of  its  officers  and  agents ;  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  change,  alter,  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  may  do  all  acts,  matters  and  things,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  effect,  which  corporations 
for  limited  purposes  may  generally  do,  not  inconsistent 
with  1.1/  laws  and  constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  Uni- 
ted States:  Provided,  Tha,t  said  company  shall  not  own 
and  possess  at  any  one  time  estate  exceeding  in  value,  ex- 
clusive of  improvements,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed 
for  and  taken  agreeably  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  corporators  may  direct.  For  all  stock,  when  fully  paid 
for,  certificates  shall  be  issued,  under  the  seal  of  the  cor- 
poration, signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary,  which  may  be  transferred  on  the  books  of 
the  corporation,  in  person  or  by  attorney  in  fact;  and  the 
assignee  shall  be  entitled  to  a  new  certificate  upon  the 
surrender  of  the  old  one.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  per- 
sonal estate,  pass,  descend,  and  be  held  as  such ;  and  each 
share  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  in  all 
elections  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders. 
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1867.  ^  ^'  Sa\d  Smith,  Thomas,  Page,  and  Malone,  or  any 
'- —  three  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  lor  the  sub- 
scription of  8tock  in  said  corporation  at  any  time,  after 
giving  ten  days'  notice  thereof  in  at  least  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  State;  and  so  soon  as  two  hundred  shares 
are  subscribed,  they  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  ^ubscriber8 
who  are  shareholders,  at  e^uch  time  nnd  place  as  they  may 
name,  after  notice  delivered  to  each  member,  or  publinbed, 
as  aforesaid,  ten  days  previous  thereto;  and  the  stockhold- 
ers shall  at  any  time,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 
in  each  year  thereafter,  elect  a  board  of  managers,  to  con- 
sist of  a  president  and  four  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
stockholders  to  the  amount  of  at  le&st  five  shares  each. 
The  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  confided  to  said 
board  of  directors;  and  they  may  engage  in  such  traflic, 
and  purchase,  lease,  or  erect  such  buildings  and  machinery, 
and  employ  such  agents  and  laborers,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  carry  on  said  business  in  any  or  all  its  various 
branches.

§  5.  A  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  correct 
accounts  of  the  business  and  operations  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  kept,  which,  with  all  the  papers  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders  at  all 
their  general  meetings. 

§  6.  The  stockholders,  three  fourths  in  amount  concur- 
ring, may  at  any  time,  by  giving  twelve  months'  notice^ 
dissolve  the  corporation,  and  wind  up  its  business;  but  the 
capital  stock  shall  not  be  reduced,  by  dividing  or  withdraw- 
ing the  same,  until  the  debts  of  the  corporation  are  paid; 
and  said  capital  stock  shall  remain  liable  therefor.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  jailer  of  the  county  of  Anderson  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  inver»led  with  the  powers  of  conntable?  of  the 
county  of  Anderson;  and  that  the  said  jailer  shall  have 
the  same  fees  as  constables  are  allowed  for  similar  !f*er- 
▼ice:^,  and  shall  be  responsible  on  his  ofRcial  bond  as  jailer, 
in  the  same   manner   as  constables  are  on   their  bonds. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  furnish  certain  books  to  the  Lawrence  Circuit  and  Countj  Court 

Clerk's  Offices. 

Be  it  enficted  by  the  General  Asser/ibly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be,  and  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  furni.sh  the  circuit  and  county  court  clerk's 
offices,  in  Lawrence  county,  with  all  public  books  that  are 
now  required  in  said  offices. 

§  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  first  receive  from 
the  clerk  of  the  Lawrence  circuit  and  county  courts,  under 
oath,  a  list  of  all  books  now  in  those  offices;  and  if  there 
be  any  deficiency  of  public  books,  said  defiv^iency  to  be 
supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  State:  Provided,  That  the 
proper  custodian  of  said  books  shall  make  oath  that  said 
books  were  not  lost  or  destroyed  by  any  neglect  or  miscon- 
duct of  such  officer. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passapfe.

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Town  of  Salyersville,  in  Magoffin  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

%  1.  That  W.  S.  Adams,  J.  M.  Atkinson,  W.  J.  Hagen, 
Wm.  P.  Mammons,  and  Wiley  Homes,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  the  town  of  Salyersville. 
Said  trustees  are  hereby  directed  to  lay  off  said  town 
into  lots,  streets,  and  alleys,  as  chey  may  think  proper,  and 
to  have  a  plat  of  said  town  made  out  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  county  court  clerk  of  said  county  :  Provided^ 
That  not  more  than  one  hundred  acres  of  land  be  included

1867.       within  the  limits  of  said  town.     Said  trustees  shall  hold 

—  their  offices  until  the  first  Saturday  in  May  next,  at  which 

time,  and  annual!}'  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election, 
by  the  qualified  voters  in  said  town,  of  five  trustees,  to 
serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elect- 
ed and  qualified.  There  shall  be  a  police  judge  elected 
on  the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,  in  th^  same  manner  that  county  judges  are 
elected  ;  and  a  marshal  for  two  years,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  in  the  same  manner  that  sheriffs  are 
elected. 

§  2.  That  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the 
Legislature  of  Kentucky,  who  have  resided  in  said  town 
sixty  days  next  preceding  an  election,  shall  be  qualified  to 
hold  office  or  to  vote  for  any  officer  at  any  election  in  said 
town. 

$  3.  That  said  officers,  including  the  trustees,  shall,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  an  oath, 
before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties  of  office  aforesaid ;  and 
the  marshal  shall  execute  bond  in  the  county  court,  with 
approved  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  town  are  authorized  to  pass 
such  by-laws  and  to  enact  such  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  government  and  well-being  of  said  towa, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  laws  of  this  State;  and  to  impose  a 
V  fine  on  any  person  or  persons  who  may  violate  their  by- 
laws not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be 
recovered  before  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  or  any 
magistrate  of  said  county.  Said  trusteees  may  levy  and 
collect  a  tax,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  on  all  taxable 
property,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  a  tithe  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  tith- 
able  in  the  limits  of  said  town,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
such  public  improvements  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

§  5.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill 
any  office  created  by  this  act  which  shall,  from  any  cause, 
become  vacant,  till  the  next  regular  election.  They  shall 
elect  one  of  their  members  as  chairman,  who  shall  preside 
over  the  deliberations  of  said  board,  when  convened,  and 
shall  have  power  to  convene  the  board  when  he  deems* it 
necessary.  They  shall  elect  a  clerk  and  treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Said 
treasurer  shall  be  required  to  execute  bond  with  approved 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  said 
office.  Said  clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  said  board,  which  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  inspection  by  any  citizen  of  said  town ;  and  any 
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by-laws  or  ordinances,  passed  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,       1867. 

shall  be  copied  by  the  cleric,  and  posted  up  by  him  in  some 

conspicuous  place;  and  for  his  services,  the  trustees  may 
make  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  suitable. 

§  6.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  may  charge  the  same 
fees,  and  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  justices  of 
the  peace  in  Magoffin  cdlinty,  to  try  all 'violations  of  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  said  board  of  trustees ;  and  may 
exercise  all  powers  granted  or  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  The  marshal  of  said  town  may  charge  the  same 
fees,  and  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with,  any  con- 
stable of  Magoffin  county,  to  execute  any  process  issued 
for  violation  of  any  law  of  said  town. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Willow  Rua  Turnpike  Company,  of  Kenton 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  R.  C.  Florer,  Linus  Hand,  George  Phillips, 
John  W.  Coleman,  jr.,  Paul  Waite,  and  L.  Oakley,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the '*  Willow  Run  Turnpike  Company;"  and  by 
the  said  name  and  style  shall  have  pcfWer  to  contract  and

hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  iiftv 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Richmond  and  Lexington  Railroad  Ck^mpany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonxjoealth 
df  Kentvjcky: 

§  1«  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders 
pursuant  to  this  act,  in  the  company  hereby  authorized, 
shall  be,  and  are  made,  a  corporate  body,  with  perpetual 
succession,  and  all  powers  incident  to  such  a  corporation 
in  law,  with  powers  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with;  to  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  under 
the  name  of  the  Richmond  and  Lexington  railroad  com- 
pany, for  the  object  and  purpose,  and  with  full  power  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  railroad,  with  such  appendages, 
fixtures,  buildings  and  machinery,  as  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary for  the  use  of  the  same,  commencing  at  or  near 
Lexington  ;  thence  passing  by,  through,  or  near  the  town 
of  Richmond,  in  the  county  of  Madison,  and  Boone's  Gap 
to  the  Lebanon  Branch  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
railroad,  at  such  a  point  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  company, 
by  such  route  as  may  be  found  practicable,  and  means 
raised  to  construct  the  same. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  Capitaiitook. 
million  of  dollars,  to  be  increased,  if  necessary,  to  com- 
plete or  furnish  the  road  with  lands,  depot  sites,  ma- 
chinery, cars,  or  other  necessary  appendages  or  equipments 
to  make  or  carry  on  the  business  of  said  company;  said 
stock  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  and  shall  be  considered  personal  property  and  trans- 
ferable. 

§  3.  As  soon  as  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  snh^^cribed  to  said  capital  stock,  the  commissioners 
her.'ii):truT  narhed  shall  advertise  an  election  for  president 
and  five  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company ; 
and  at  said  election  two  of  said  commissioners  shall  attend 
and  conduct  the  same;  and  each  stockholder  shall  at  such 
election  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  he  or  she 
may  hold,  and  may  vote  by  proxy  ;  and  the  persons  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected, 
and  notified  thereof;  and  they  shall  take  an  oath  before 
«ome  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  gene- 
rally faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  station. 
The  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified  ;  and  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the 
board ;  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  secretary,  and  other  agents, 
engineers,  servants,  or  laborers  necessary  to  carry  out  and 
effect  the  object  of  this  act,  requiring  of  such  of  said  ap- 
pointees covenants  with  approved  securities  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  station,  as  the  said  board  may  deem 
necessary.

§  17.  Any  stock  subscribed  by  the  county  of  Madison, 
Of  any  citizen  thereof,  or  of  any  county,  city,  or  corpora- 
tion, or  any  citizen  thereof,  south  of  Richmond,  shall  be 
first  used  in  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  road 
from  Richmond  to  the  terminus  of  the  road  with  the  Louis- 
ville and  Nashville  road.

,     -  AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Eacleiaa  Literary  Society. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentvcky : 

§  1.  That  a  society  shall  be  formed  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Eucleian  Literary  Society. 

§  2.  That  said  society  shall  organize  on  Monday,  Feb- 
ruary 18,  1867,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  in  the 
Methodist  College,  in  the  town  of  Millersburg,  in  Bourbon 
county,  under  the  direction  of  G,  W.  Bryan,  Geo.  Hughes, 
William  Devire,  James  W.  Parker,  W.  G.  Crenshaw,  B. 
McCrocklin,  William  Carlin,  Jas.  Dimitt,  G.  D.  Shipman, 
Logan  Howse,  T.  C.  Jefferson,  Geo.  Redmon,  and  others, 
who  may  associate  themselves  with  said  society. 

§  3.  That  the  said  members  shall,  at  such  times  as  they 
may  appoint,  hold  an  election  for  officers,  viz  :  President, 
vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  tyler,  who  shall 
hold  their  office  for  a  single  college  session,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  and  duly  qualifif  d.  Said  mem- 
bers shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur 
in  their  body  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal.  Eight 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  Death,  removal,  or  expulsion  from  the  college, 
shall  vacate  the  position  of  a  member.  The  officers  shall 
be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  due  notice  being 
given  two  weeks  prior  to  the  time  of  the  election,  which 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  president  of  the  society.

duties  of  treasurer,  and  that  he  will,  when  called  on,  pay 
the  amount  of  money  in  his  hands  to  the  order  of  the 
president,  and  that  he  will  perform  the  duties  required  of 
him  by  the  by-laws  of  said  society. 

§  4.  That   upon   the  election  and    qualification  of  the 
officers  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
•r  Eucleian  Literary  Society;  and  by  the  said  name  the  said 

society  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able 
and  capable,  in  deed  and  in  law,  to  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded.

That  as  soon  as  the  officers  have  been  qualified 
they  shall  have  power  to  furnish  and  ornament  the  same, 
and  from  time  to  time  alter,  repair,  and  add  such  fixtures 
as  may  be  necetssary  for  the  use  or  ornament  of  the  society 
rooms,  and  for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  purpose  of  deiray- 
ing  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  society,  shall  apply  the 
funds  belonging  to  the  san^e. 

§  6.  That  if  any  person  shall  forcibly  or  without  lawful

court  of  said  county  a  declaration  to  that  effect,  signed  by 
him,  and  thenceforth  said  Levi  shall  be  deemed  for  all 
purposes  his  child,  and  as  such  capable  in  law  of  inherit- 
ing his  estate  according  to  existing  laws. 

§  2.  Said  Brien  shall,  after  such  declaration  has  been 
filed  and  recorded,  be  authorized  as  his  father  to  file  a 
petition  in  the  proper  court  to  have  the  name  of  said  Levi 
changed  according  to  the  laws  now  in  force.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GeneroU  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

ARTICLE  I. 

§  1.  That  Hon.  Jas.  Guthrie,  Thomas  B.  Page,  W.  B. 
Preston,  Jno.  D.  Hinde,  J.  F.  Reynolds,  J.  D.  Shatt,  and  J. 
G.  Carlisle,  together  with  their  associates,  successors,  and 
assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  and  made  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mu- 
tual Life  Assurance  Society ;  and  by  that  name  phall  have 
perpetual  succession  ;  and  be  capable  in  law  to  have,  pur- 
chase or  secure,  possess,  enjoy,  and  retain,  to  them  and 
their  successors,  lands,  rents,  tenements,  goods,  chattels, 
public  and  private  securities  of  any  kind,  quality,  or  na- 
ture whatsoever;  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  at  any 
time  and  in  any  manner;  and  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be 
defended,  in  any  court  or  place  whatsoever,  as  a  natural 
person,  forever;  also  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal, the 
same  to  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  principal  office  for  the  transaction  of  business 
shall  be  located  at  the  city  of  Louisville,  or  elsewhere 
wiihin  the  State,  if  deemed  best  for  the  interests  of  the 
coporation. 

ARTIGLB  n. 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  business  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created  to  make  insurance  upon  the  lives  of  individuals, 
and  every  insurance  appertaining  thereto,  or  connected 
therewith ;  and  to  grant,  purchase,  or  dispose  of  annuities, 
and  to  make  all  contracts  usually  entered  into  by  life  insu- 
rance companies. 

§  2.  The  company  may  purchase  for  its  own  benefit  any 
policy  of  insurance  or  other  obligations  growing,  and  also 
any  claims  arising,  out  of  any  dividends  or  profits. 

ARTICLE    III. 

§  1.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  divided  into  one  thousand  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  transferable  only  on  the  books  of  company,  in  con- 
formity with  its  by-laws. 

^  2.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  commissioners  to  open  books  for  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock,  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  prop- 
er, and  to  keep  the  same  open  until  the  whole  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed ;  but 
when  one  half  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, said  commissioners  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  sub- 
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scribers,  when  ten  dollars  ehall  be  paid  in  cash  on  each       1867. 

share  subscribed  for;  the  remaining  ninety  dollars  on  each 

share  shall  be  secured  by  note  of  hand,  with  one  or  more 
sufficient  securities,  payable  to  the  company,  and  subject 
to  assessment  by  the  board  of  directors  at  discretion.  But 
no  stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  corpora- 
tion in  a  greater  sum  than  the  amount  of  his  subscription. 

§  3.  If  any  stockholder,  his  or  her  assignee  or  transferee, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any  assessment  duly  made 
by  board  of  directors,  as  provided  in  this  act,  he  or  she 
shall  forfeit  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  company  each  and 
every  share  on  which  the  assessment  shall  not  be  duly  paid 
within  sixty  days  from  the  calling  thereof,  together  with 
all  dividends,  profits,  or  accumulations  belonging  thereto, 
and  new  subscriptions  may  be  taken  for  the  shares  so  for- 
feited, to  be  paid  up  and  secured  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for  original  subscriptions. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  loan  any  part 
of  its  capital  stock  or  accumulations  on  real  estate  mort- 
gage, worth  double  the  sum  so  loaned,  for  such  times  and 
under  such  regulations  as  shall  to  the  board  pf  directors 
seem  prudent  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  corporation. 

§  5.  The  holders  of  said  capital  stock  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  semi-annual  interest  dividend  on  the  stock  so  held, 
not  to  exceed  five  per  centum  of  the  same ;  such  dividend 
to  be  paid  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  designated  by 
the  directors  of  said  company.  The  earnings  and  receipts 
of  said  company,  over  and  above  the  dividends,  losses,  and 
expenses,  shall  be  accumulated. 

ARTICLE    IV.

5  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  be  vested  with  all  other 
powers  usually  vested  in  boards  of  directors  of  other  life 
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1867.       insurance  companies,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky. 

ARTICLE  V. 

§  1.  An  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  March,  1867,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
and  annaally  thereafter,  at  the  principal  office  of  the  com- 
pany, at  such  hour  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of 
directors,  and  notice  of  which  shall  be  given,  by  mail  or 
otherwise,  to  all  interested,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  date 
of  such  election.  But  in  the  event,  at  any  time,  of  an 
election  not  taking  place  on  the  day  designated  by  this  act, 
the  old  board  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  Every  election  held  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  plural- 
ity of  the  votes  cast  shall  elect. 

^  3.  The  officers  of  the  company  shall,  previous  to  each 
annual  election,  appoint  three  inspectors  of  election ;  but 
the  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be 
inspectors  of  election  of  the  first  election,  and  shall  per- 
form all  duties  appertaining  to  the  office;  and  immediately 
after  said  election  shall  deliver  to  the  president  and  di- 
rectors all  books  and  properties,  moneys  or  valuables,  of 
any  kind  whatsoever,  in  their  possession  and  belonging  to 
the  company.

^  5.  Directors  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election,  and  vacan- 
cies occurring  in  the  board,  in  the  interval  between  elec- 
tions, may  be  filled  by  the  board,  for  the  unexpired  term, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  by-laws. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall,  immediately  after  the 
organization  of  the  company,  and  afterwards  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  board  after  the  annual  election  for  directors, 
elect  from  among  their  number  a  president  and  vice  pres- 
ident of  the  company,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  secretary  and  such  other  officers  for  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  company  as  shall  seem  requisite,  and  who 
shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 
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§  8.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  by  appointment       lSf)7. 

any  vacancy  in  the  ofiice  of  president  or  vice  president  

until  the  annual  election  next  after  such  vacancy. 

ARTICLE  vu 

§  1.  The  insurance  of  the  company  shall  be  conducted 
upon  the  mutual  plan. 

§  2.  Whenever  it  shall  be  so  ordered  by  the  board  of 
directors,  the  officers  of  the  company  shall  cause  a  balance 
to  be  struck  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  which  shall 
exhibit  its  assets  and  liabilities,  both  present  and  contin- 
gent, and  also  the  net  surplus  after  deducting  a  sufficient 
amount  to  cover  all  outstanding  risks  and  other  obligations. 
Each  policy-holder  shall  be  credited  with  an  equitable 
share  of  said  surplus.  Such  equitable  share,  after  being 
ascertained,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  an  addi* 
tional  amount  of  insurance,  payable  at  death  or  with  the 
policy  itself,  expressing  the  reversionary  ,value  of  such 
equitable  share  at  such  usual  rate  of  interest  as  the  direct- 
ors may  designate ;  or,  if  any  policy-holder  so  direct,  such 
equitable  share  of  surplus  shall  be  applied  to  the  purchase 
of  an  annuitv,  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  the  directors  shall 
designate,  to  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of  his  or  her  future 
premiums.  In  case  of  death  or  maturity  of  poliey,  the 
amount  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  party  insured  at  the 
last  preceding  striking  of  the  balance  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same ;  and 
the  proportions  of  surplus  equitably  belonging  to  him  or 
her  at  the  next  subsequent  striking  of  the  balance  shall 
also  be  paid  when  the  same  shall  have  been  ascertained  * 
and  declared. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  the  company  shall  annually  cause  a 
general  balance  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company 
to  be  made,  which  shall  be  opefn  to  the  inspection  of  any 
policy-holder  for  thirty  days  during  business  hours.  .  Said 
statement  shall  show  the  amounts  received  during  the  pre-

in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere ;  they  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter,  break,  or  renew 
at  pleasure. 
^^     .  ^2.  The  office  of  the  company  shall  be  located  in  the 

panr.  City  of  Louisville,  Kentucky. 
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^  3.  The-business  of  the  company  shall  be,  to  make  in- 
surance upon  lives  of  individuals  and  every  insurance  ap- 
pertaining thereto,  or  connected  therewith;  to  grant,  pur- 
chase, and  dispose  of  annuities,  and  make  insurance  against 
accidents. 

§  4.  The  corporate  powers  of  the  company  shall  be  vest- 
ed in,  and  exercised  by,  a  board  of  directors,  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen;  and  by  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  appoint  and  empower.  A  majori- 
ty of  the  board  of  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

^  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  determine  the  rates  of 
insurance,  and  the  amount  to  he  taken  on  any  one  life; 
also,  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  annuities,  and  the  extent  to 
which  annuities  shall  be  granted.  They  may  make  and 
prescribe  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  company,  its 
officers  and  agents,  and  generally  perform  such  acts  a^ 
shall  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  company ;  none  of 
which  shall  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  6.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  the  first  directors  of  the  company,  and  shall  hold 
their  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  July,  1867,  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed.  The  directors  named  in 
this  act  shall  have  power  to  increase  their  number,  not  to 
exceed  fifteen,  and  all  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  re- 
maining members  of  the  board. 

§7.  No  person  shall<be  eligible  as  director  unless  \je 
holds  ten  (10)  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 

§  8.  The  first  election  of  directors  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  July,  1867,  and  annually  thereafter.  No- 
tice of  election  shall  be  given  by  the  President  or  Secre- 
tary, for  at  least  two  weeks,  in  some  public  newspaper 
printed  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky.

^AN  ACT  to  incorporate  "The  Soathern  Institution  for  the  Amelioration  of 
the  Condition  of  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  Negroes." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/te  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^1.  That  Sam.  L.  Geiger,  and  such  other  persons  as 
may  or  shall  be  hereafter  associated  with  him,  be  consti- 
tuted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  "The  Southern  Institution  for  the  Amelioration  of 
the  Condition  of  the  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  Negroes;'' 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  succession  for  ten  years;  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  and  use  and 
have  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
lands  for  the  purposes  of  said  institution,  not  exceeding  in 
quantity  fifty  acres,  and  other  property,  not  exceeding  in 
value  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  That  the  said  company  are  authorized  to  open 
books  for  subscriptions  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  institu- 
tion, in  the  city  of  Louisville  and  at  Middletown,  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson,  during  six  months  from  the  time  this 
act  shall  go  into  effect ;  and  the  company  shall  have  the 
power  to  enforce  the  collection  of  all  such  sums  of  money 
as  shall  be  subscribed  as  aforesaid,  by  action  in  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

§  4.  The  said  institution  shall  be  managed  by  such  offi- 
cers and  directors  as  a  majority  df  those  interested  may 
appoint;  and  shall  be  governed  by  such  by-laws  as  may  be 
adopted  by  them,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States ;  and  the 
Legislature  reserves  the  power  to  amend  or  repeal  this  act, 
but  such  repeal  or  amendment  shall  not  interiere  with  any 
vested  right. 

^  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1691.  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  LouisiriUe  Coal  Company.  

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Ge$^ernl  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Rich'd  A.  Robinson,  W,  Geo.  Anderson,  J.  L. 
Smyser,  Thos.  L.  Barret,  and  Jno.  G.  Bonnycastle,  and 
those  that  may  be  associated  with  them,  and  their  success- 
ors and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  ''Louisville 
Coal  Company,^'  with  power  in  that  name  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever 
as  a  natural  person ;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  The  said  corporate  body,  the  ''  Louisville  Coal  Com- 
pany," may  purchase  and  hold,  in  fee  or  by  lease,  a  lot  or 
such  lots  of  land  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and 
elsewhere,  as  may  be  deemed  requisite  for  their  business ; 
and  may  also  purchase,  build,  or  own  such  steamers,  flats, 
barges,  carts,  or  other  vehicles,  and  so  many  horses  and 
mules  as  may  be  required  for  the  successful  prosecution  of 
its  business. 

§  3.  The  said  '^  Louisville  Coal  Company"  may  purchase 
and  sell  Pittsburg  and  such  other  coals  as  it  may  deem 
best ;  and  may  also  deal  in  cord  wood  or  other  fuel. 

§  4.  The  said  "  Louisville  Coal  Company^'  may  borrow 
money  to  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  subscribed,  and 
on  such  terms,  as  to  security  and  time,  as  the  president 
and  directors,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  may  deem  expedient. 

$  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  ''  Louisville  Coal  Compa- 
ny" shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privi- 
lege to  increase  the  same  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
<Io1him  or  to  any  intermediate  sum  ;  and  said  capital  stock 
«hall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
each.  The  said  shares  shall  be  personal  estate,  and  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  the  company,  according  to  its  by- 
laws. Each  share  of  said  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to 
one  vote  at  all  elections  of  directors  and  at  all  meetingB 
of  stockholders. 

§  6.  The  said  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  act  as  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  of 
«tock,  and  shall  fix  the  time  and  manner  of  paying  in  the 
same ;  and  when  not  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  paid  in  or  secured  to  be  paid,  on  ac- 
count of  subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock,  the  said 
company  may  then  organize  by  the  election  of  six  direct* 
ors,  said  six  directors  to  elect  a  president  from  themselves, 
and  to  choose  such  persons  to  fill  the  office  or  offices  of 
treasurer  and  secretary,  and  aa  clerks,  &c.,  as  they  maj 
deem  fit ;  said  president  and  directors,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, to  hold  their  offices  for  and  during  one  year,  and 
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1667  always  until  their  successors  are  dulv  elected  ana  quaK- 
^—  fied. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time^ 
make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  re^nlation^,  and 
alter  and  amend  the  same,  not  in  contravention  of  the 
constitution  and  taws  of  this  CommoAweaith  or  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  company  and  the  conduct  of  business,  and

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  Poplar  Plains  Male  and  Femrale  Seminary,  in 

the  County  of  Fleming. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  R.  P.  Samuel,  Theodore  Hart,  James  P.  Kid- 
nell,  Rawleigh  Kendall,  and  R«  F.  Deariog,  and  tlieir 
successors,  be,  and  are  hereby^  constituted  a  body  corpo- 
rate, under  the  style  of  the  ^*  Trustees  of  Poplar  Plains 
Male  and  Female  Seminary;^'  to  use  a  common  seal,  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  may  sue 
and  be  sued  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth  as  private 
individuals  may;  shall  have  power  to  contract  for  the 
benefit  of  said  seminary;  to  purchase  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate,  and  to  receive  a  conveyance  thereof;  and 
to  receive  and  acquire  any  real  or  personal  estate  by  gift> 
grant,  or  devise,  for  the  use  of  said  seminary ;  and  to  enact 
by  laws  for  government  and  regulating  of  said  seminary 
and  the  officers,  teachers,  and  pupils  thereof. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  seminary  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for 
according  to  regulations  laid  down  in  its  by-laws,  or  as 
herein  provided. 

§  3.  The  trustees  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  and 
the  stock  so  subscribed  shall  be  entered  by  the  party  sub-r 
JEicribing  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  aucb  purpose;  and  all 
transfers  of  stock  shall  be  entered  in  such  book.  Tb« 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Poplar  Plains  are  hereby  empowr 
ered  to  subscribe  for  any  number  of  shares  of  etoek»  frooi 
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time  to  time,  and  to  levy  a  tax  on  the  real  and  personal  estate       1867. 

of  the  town,  a  majority  of  the  le^al  voters  of  said  town  — — *-- 

approving  thereof,  at  a  poll  to  be  opened  by  the  Irustees 
of  said  town  for  sach  purpose. 

§  4.  An  election  shall  be  heM  on  the  second  Saturday  in 
July  in  each  year  at  said  seminary  for  the  election  of  five 
trustees,  at  which  election  each  stockholder  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  not  exceeding  ten 
shares,  and  one  vote  for  each  exceeding  ten  shares.  The 
trustees  aforesaid  shall  remain  in  office  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected,  and  each  succeeding  board  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualitied. 

^  5.  The  trustees,  before  entering  on  their  office,  shall 
take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  for  Fleming 
county  that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  as 
trustees  without  favor,  affection,  or  partiality,  to  the  best 
of  their  ability.  They  may  supply  vacancies  which  may 
occur  by  resignation,  removal  from  the  county  of  Fleming, 
or  by  death.  They  shall  have  power  to  select  from  their 
body  a  president,  who  shall  preside  at  their  deliberations. 

§  6.  The  trustees  shall  elect  a  clerk,  who  shall  enter  in  a 
rule  bound  book  the  proceedings  of  the  board  at  each 
meeting,  and  all  by-laws  enacted  by  the  board  of  trustees. 
They  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond, 
with  sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  bis 
duties  as  ordered  by  the  board,  and  for  paying  over  all 
money  which  may  come  to  his  hands  when  ordered  by  the 
board,  and  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

§  7.  The  trustees,  with  the  advice  of  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  school,  shall  have  power  to  confer  on  any  pupil 
such  token  of  merit  as  they  may,  by  their  by-laws,  de<sig* 
nate,  and  also  any  diploma  or  degree  usual  in  similar 
institutions;  and  they,  together  with  the  presiding  and 
assistant  teachers  in  said  school,  shall  sign  said  diploma 
and  affix  the  seal  of  the  institution  thereto. 

§  8.  That  if  any  person  shall  trespass  on  the  grounds, 
buildings,  or  property  of  the  seminary,  or  injure  or  deface 
the  same,  or  any  shrubbery  or  ornament  of  the  grounds, 
willfully,  he  or  they  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  mi^emeanor,  and  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
or  more  than  fifty  dollars,  recoverable  by  warrant  before 
the  police  judge  of  Poplar  Plains  or  any  justice  of  the 
peace  for  Fleming  county. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage ;  and  power 
is  reserved  to  the  Legislature  to  hereafter  amend  or  repeal 
the  same«

1867.  CHAPTER  1693. 

'"^    AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  S.  B.  Scofield  and  N.  Wigginton,  late  Trustees  of 

Common  School  District  No.  4,  in  Franklin  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammontoealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  common  school  commbstoner  for  Franklin 
county  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  to  Samuel 
B.  Scofield  and  N.  Wigginton^  late  trustees  of  common 
school  district.  No.  4,  of  said  county,  out  of  any  money 
the  said  district  shall  hereailer  be  entitled  to  out  of  the 
common  school  fund^  the  amount  of  the  judgment  of  the 
Franklin  circuit  court,  incluoing  the  amount  of  the  attor- 
ney's fee  paid  in  defending  the  suit  brought  against  them 
by  St.  Julian  on  the  contract  made  by  their  predecessors, 
unknown  to  said  Scofield  and  Wigginton  until  they  had 
paid  out  the  funds  remaining  in  their  hands  to  another 
teacher. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1694. 

AN  ACT  authorizing-  the  Inrestment  of  the  Pands  of  Marcas  D.  Richardson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  Fayette  circuit  court  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  decree  the  investment  of  the 
money  or  funds  belonging  to  Marcus  D.  Richardson  in  real 
estate,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  it  would  redound  to 
his  interest  bo  to  do. 

§  2.  If  the  investment  has  been  previously  made,  he  is 
authorized  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  same,  if  it  is  such  a 
one  as  the  court  would  have  decreed  under  said  first 
clause.

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Bradford  Turnpike  Boad  Companj,  in  Bracken 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  B.  G.  Wills,  P.  H.  Clayton,  P.  B.  Morris,  Jon- 
athan  Hedgecock,  John  M.  Blackerby,  Henry  Anderson, 
A.  J.  Markly,  W.  P.  Sullivan,  and  L.  J.  Bradford,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Bradford 
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Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  building  a       1867. 

macadamized  road  from  the  town  of  Pownsville  to  Foster,  

with  a  branch  commencing  at  or  near  T.  T.  Wason's; 
thence  to  the  town  of  Bradford.  The  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be 
increased  or  diminished  by  the  board  of  directors,  but  not 
to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars;  each  share  of 
said  stock  to  be  fifty  dollars.  The  company  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  hold,  enjoy,  pos- 
sess, sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of,  real  and  personal  estate, 
not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock. 

^  2.  The  ofiicers  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a  pres- 
ident, secretary,  treasurer,  and  five  directors,  to  be  annually 
elected  by  the  stockholders,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  company,  and  shall  hold  their  ofiice  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  accept  and  qualify. 

$  3.  The  said  incorporators,  or  any  three  of  them  as 
will  act,  are  appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company,  and  shall 
open  the  same  at  such  places  as  they  may  designate  by 
written  advertisements;  and  the  subscribers  to  said  road 
shall  sign  an  obligation  as  follows:  ^*We,  whose  names 
are  hereto  subscribed,  respectively  promise  to  pay  the 
''Bradford  Turnpike  Koad  Company"  the  sum  of  $50  for 
each  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our  respective  names, 
at  such  time  and  in  such  proportion  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined on  by  said  corporation." 

§  4.  That  when  $5,000  of  the  capital  stock  are  sub- 
scribed, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  give 
ten  days'  [notice]  in  writing,  posted  up  along  the  line  of 
said  road,  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  ofiicers  and  organizing  the  company ;  and  that 
when  the  president  and  board  of  directors  are  chosen,  they 
shall  have  full  control  of  said  books,  and  may  cause  said 
books  to  be  opened,  from  time  to  time,  until  an  amount  of 
stock  suflicient  to  insure  the  completion  of  said  road  is 
subscribed. 

§  5.  That  the  president  and  directors,  with  their  survey* 
o^B,  engineers,  artists,  and  workmen,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  take  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  any  or  all  persons,  who 
may  be  disposed  to  grant  the  right  of  way  for  said  road, 
the  use  of  rock,  gravel,  and  timber  for  the  use  of  said 
road,  without  charge,  which  being  so  given,  shall  be  bind- 
ing to  all  intents  and  purposes ;  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  land 
and  inclosures,  public  roads  and  highways,  in,  through, 
and  over  which  said  intended  road  may  be  thought  proper 
to  pass ;  to  examine  and  survey  the  ground  most  proper  for 
that  purpose;  to  examine  quarries,  beds  of  stone  and 
gravel,  and  other  material  necessary  for  the  completion  of 
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1867.       ^^^^  ^^^^  f  ^^^y  ^^^1'  locate  on  the  most  advantageoas  and 

practicable  route,  and  cause  a  plat  of  the  same  to  be  made 

out. 

§6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  and  part 
thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone,  and  fix  the  amount  of 
tolls,  and  change  and  alter  the  same,  not  exceeding  the 
amount  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State ;  and 
when  two  consecutive  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  a 
toil-gate  may  be  erected,  and  toll  collected,  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors. 

§  7.  That  the  county  court  of  Bracken  county  is  hereby 
empowered  to  subscribe  stock  in  said  road  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile;  and  to  pay 
which,  said  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
assess  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  and  estate  in  said

in  discharge  of  the  county  subscription,  in  such  proportions 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  called  for  by  the  officers  of 
the  said  road.  The  stock  of  said  county  shall  be  voted  by 
/  Bome  one  appointed  by  the  county  court. 

$  8.  That  articles  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  and  12,  of  an  act  to  in- 
corporate the  Bedford  and  Milton  turnpike  road,  approved 
February  7lh,  1866,  and  the  general  law  of  the  State  in 
regard  to  turnpike  roads,  be  hereby  enacted  as  part  of  this 
act,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
its  provisions. 

§  9.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  all  the  official  acts  of  James  S.  Lithgow,  as 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  which  were  performed 
ander,  and  in  virtue  of,  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of 
said  city,  or  any  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  general 
council  thereof,  are  legalized  and  confirmed  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  the  said  Lithgow  had  been  legally  elected 
mayor,  and  said  Tomppert  deposed  according  to  law. 

§  2.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  im-

§  3.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  this  corporation 
shall  have  power  to  forfeit  all  stock  not  paid  up  within  one 
year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  also  all  stock  which 
has  been  partially  paid  up,  leaving  unpaid  other  stock 
subscribed ;  giving,  however,  the  stockholder  one  year  from 
the  passage  of  this  act  to  pay  up  the  same.

§  3.  A  book  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, under  the  directions  of  John  H.  Goff,  A.  C.  Barrow, 
William  N.  Thomson,  Albert  W.  Thomson,  William  M. 
Clarke,  Dr.  W.  H.  Cunningham,  Warren  Rash,  Joel  Elliot, 
Joseph  Pace,  and  Harrison  Thomson,  as  commissioners, 
any  one  or  more  of  whom  may  act,  and  procure  a  book  in 
which  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall

$  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated  and  created 
a  body  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Porks  of 
Elkhorn  Turnpike  Road  Company,  with  a  capital  stock 
•ot  to  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars,  to-be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  turnpike  road  from  Forks  of  Elkhorn,  along  or  near 
the  line  of  the  old  road  in  the  direction  of  Cincinnati,  to 
the  Scott  county  line ;  and  said  company,  by  that  name, 
shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  pleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with ; 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  amend  the  same 
at  pleasure ;  may  acquire,  by  purchase  or  by  writ  of  ad 
quod  damnum^  the  ground  for  the  residence  of  toll-gate 
keepers,  and  such  rock,  timber,  and  quarries  as  may  be 
tipci'sr^'i.y  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  their  road. 

$  2.  That  D.  M.  Bowen,  Stephen  Black,  H.  M.  Bedford, 
and  William  Jones,  are  appointed  commissioners,  any  of 
whom  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  to  said 
road ;  and  the  obligations  of  subscribers  thereto  shall  be 
binding  in  law  upon  said  subscribers. 

§  3.  Whenever  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
shall  be  subscribed  in  stock,  said  commissioners,  or  any  two 
of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  such  subscribers,  to  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate  ;  and  at  such 
meeting  a  president  and  three  directors  shall  be  elected, 
and  they  may  appoint  a  treasurer ;  all  of  said  officers  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen ;  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  election  of 
officers  shall  be  held  each  year,  either  at  the  same  time 
and  place  as  the  first  meeting,  or  at  such  other  time  and

AK  ACT  to  amend  aa  act,  entitled  "Ad  act  to  charter  the  Board  of  Internal 
ImproTement  for  Barren  County,  and  for  other  purposeSi"  approved  Jan-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth- 
«f  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  fifth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
charter  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement  for  Barren 
couDty,  and  for  other  parposes/'  approved  January  30(h« 
1867,  and  so  much  of  the  sixth  section  of  said  act  as  au- 
thorizes the  said  company  to  erect  toll-gates  apon  the  turn- 
pike roads,  or  either  of  them,  authorized  by  said  act  to  be 
constructed  or  repaired,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§  2.  That  the  ninth  section  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows:  That  said 
judge  of  the  Barren  county  court  shall  issue  and  deliver 
the  bonds  of  the  said  county,  bearing  interest  as  aforesaid, 
payable  to  the  said  company  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or 
such  other  point  or  place  as  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  may  stipulate  for  in  their  sale,  to  the  amount 
of  stock  so  subscribed  as  aforesaid,  in  such  sums  as  said 
company  may  require.  Five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  amount 
of  stock  BO  subscribed  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1869,  after  the  subscription  of  said  stock  by 
said  court;  and  five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  amount  of  said 
subscription  of  stock  remaining  unpaid  shall  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  succeeding 
year  thereafter  until  the  whole,  amount  of  said  stock  is 
paid.  To  each  bond,  except  those  first  due,  coupons  shall 
be  attached  for  the  amount  of  each  year's  interest,  show*

bond  for  each  year,  which  bond  and  each  coupon  shall  be 

signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Barren  county  court 
and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  dated  at 
the  time  of  the  issue  and  delivery  thereof.

CHAPTER  1708. 

AN  AOT  to  lerj  a  tax  to  aid  in  bailding  Turnpike  Roads  in  Lewis  Coitntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  fifty  cents  upon  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  land,  subject  to  taxation  for 
State  revenue,  situated  on  each  side  of  the  turnpike  road 
proposed  to  be  built  up  Salt  Lick  creek,  in  Lewis  county, 
and  to  intersect  some  turnpike  road  leading  to  Maysvilie. 
The  lands  subject  to  this  tax  shall  be  all  the  lands  extend- 
ing from  the  dividing  ridge  between  Salt  Lick  and  Quick's 
Run,  on  the  right  hand  side  of  said  road,  going  up  the 
creek,  and  on  all  the  lands  from  said  ridge  to  the  dividing 
ridge  between  Salt  Lick  and  Kinniconick  creek,  up  to  the 
forks  of  Salt  Lick,  at  Adam  Bertram^s  farm,  his  farm  in- 
cluded ;  from  there  the  lands  subject  to  said  tax  shall  be 
all  those  situated  between  the  dividing  ridge  between  the 
waters  of  said  two  forks  of  Salt  Lick,  and  extending  to 
said  ridge  between  Salt  Lick  and  Quick's  Run  to  the  head 
of  Salt  Lick  creek;  and  from  the  head  of  Salt  Lick  creek 
towards  Cabin  creek>  and  as  far  as  said  road  shall  be  buitt ; 
the  said  tax  shall  be  collected  upon  all  lands  within  one 
mile  of  the  bed  and  track  of  said  Yanceburg,  Salt  Lick, 
Tollsboro,  and  Maysvilie  turnpike  road.  The  said  tax  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in 
building  said  road  ;  and  the  tax-payers  shatl  be  stock- 
holders in  said  company  to  the  extent  that  they  pay  taxes 
under  this  act ;  said  tax  to  be  collected  until  said  road  is 
completed  fifteen  miles  of  its  distance  from  Yanceburg. 
The  tax  collected  on  Salt  Lick  shall  be  appropriated 
towards  building  the  road  on  Salt  Lick,  and  so  in  regard 
to  taxes  collected  on  Cabin  creek,  shall  be  applied  toward 
building  said  road  on  said  creek  and  its  tributaries. 

§  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Lewis 
county  to  collect  the  taxes  levied  by  this  act,  and  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  road  on  or  before  the  1st 
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day  of  October,  in  each  year;  and  for  any  failure  of  duty,       1867. 

he  and  his  sureties  on  his  official  bond  as  sheriff  shall  be 

liable  to  suit  in  the  Lewis  circuit  court,  and  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  as  for  failure  of  duty  in  collecting  and  ac-  • 
counting  for  the  county  levy.  The  assessor  of  Lewis 
county  shall  assess  the  land  subject  to  the  tax  levied  by 
this  act  in  such  a  manner  as  to  distinguish  it  from  other 
lands  adjoining,  both  in  quantity  and  price. 

§  3.  Should  the  owner  of  any  land  subject  to  the  said 
tax  fail  to  pay  the  same  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  Au- 
gust, in  each  year,  then  the  sheriff  may  seize  any  other 
property  such  owner  shall  own,  and  sell  sufficient  to  pay 
said  tax,  with  ten  per  cent,  commission  and  all  costs ;  and 
if  the  owner  of  said  land  has  personal  property  in  Lewis 
county,  then  said  sheriff  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  on 
and  sell  for  cash  in  hand  at  the  court-house  door  of  a 
court  day  in  Vanceburg,  after  giving  ten  days*  notice  at 
the  court-house  door  and  three  other  public  places,  enough 
of  the  land  taxed  to  pay  said  tax  and  all  costs.  Said  sheriff 
shall  convey  the  land  sold  to  the  purchaser,  and  his  deed 
shall  pass  the  title. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  branch 
road  that  said  company  shall  build,  the  tax  in  all  cases  to 
be  levied  and  collected  on  all  lands  within  a  mile  of  any 
branch  road,  except  that  no  lands  shall  be  taxed  twice  by 
reason  of  being  within  the  prescribed  distance  of  the  main 
road  and  any  branch  road  or  of  two  branch  roads. 

^  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1709. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Ben.  Botts,  Sheriff  of  Fleming  Countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
9f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  further  time  nntil  the  15th  day  of  June 
next  is  hereby  allowed  to  Ben.  Botts,  sheriff  of  Fleming 
county,  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  the  unpaid  revenue  of 
said  county  for  the  year  1866:  Provided^  That  the  sureties 
of  said  sheriff  in  the  county  court  for  said  county  consent 
to  such  extension ;  such  assent  to  be  entered  of  record  on 
the  proceedings  of  said  court. 

§  2.  That  said  sheriff  shall  have  the  further  time  of  two

premiufDs;  and  persona  bo  insuring  shall  not  become  mem-  

beri  of  said  company  by  reason  of  ^being  policy-holdera 
therein,  nor  shall  they  be  liable  for  any  of  the  debts  or 
liabilities  thereof. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  may,  at 
their  election,  by  a  resolution  spread  on  their  books  of  pro- 
ceedings, open  books,  at  the  onice  of  the  company  or  else- 
where,  for  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
not,  however,  to  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  They  may 
determine  how  much  of  said  stock  may  bd  subscribed  ftt 
any  given  time,  and  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  the 
payment  of  said  subscription,  and  also  the  method  of  the 
issuai  and  transfer  of  such  stock.  The  stockholders  shall 
be  members  of  the  company,  and  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
each  share  held  by  them:  Provided^  That  at  least  ten  dol* 
lars  shall  have  been  paid  on  each  share. 

§  3.  The  stockholders  of  said  company,  whose  stock  may 
be  subscribed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  not  be 
liable  for  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  company,  exi^ept 
to  the  extent  of  their  unpaid  subscription  to  the  ca]>ital 
stock  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  policy-holders  in  naid 
company,  and  other  creditors,  shall  be  first  satisfied  for 
their  claims  before  the  stockholders  shall  receive  anything 
upon  their  stock. 

^4.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  sixth 
section  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Insurance 
Company,"  approved  February  17th,  1866,  be,  and  the 
same  is,  repealed.

• ' —  earried  away — no  clue  having  been  obtained  to  the  thief; 

and  whereas,  it  appears  that  said  sheriff  is  a  man  of  great 
caution  and  prudence,  and,  in  this  caae,  acted  as  a  man  of 
prudence  would  have  done,  and  that  no  blame  can  attach 
to  him ;  and  further,  that  he  is  utterly  unable,  out  of  his 
own  means,  to  make  payment  of  the  sum  to  the  Treasury 
— the  circumstances  combining  to  make  a  case  peculiarly 
demanding  relief ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumwealtk 
ef  Kentucky :    . 

§  1.  That  Benjamin  F.  Jameson,  sheriflf  of  Hart  county, 
be  released  from  the  payment  of  said  sum  of  three  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  of  the  revenue 
due  from  him  for  the  year  1865,  and  that  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed,  in  the  set- 
tlement of  his  accounts,  to  deduct  said  sum  from  the 
amount  with  which  said  Jameson  is  chargeable  on  account 
of  the  revenue  for  the  year  aforesaid.

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  Rtock  in  said

§  4.  So  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  are  subscribed,  tho 
commissioners  shall  cnll  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by 
public  notice  in  the  Danville  Advocate,  and  hold  an  elec- 
tion for  president  and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
duly  elected;  and  the  provisions  of  the  4th  section  of  the 
act  incorporating  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  turnpike 
road  company  are  hereby  extended  to  this  company* 

§  5.  That  tSe  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  turnpike  road 
company,''  approved  March  1st,  1844,  from  the  fifth  to  the 
thirty-fifth  sections,  inclusive,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
extended  to  the  Turnersville,  McKinney's  Station,  and 
Gofiee's  Mill  turnpike  road  company  hereby  created. 

§  6.  That  the  Lincoln  county  court,  a  meyority  of  the 
justices  concurring  therein,  may  take  stock  in  said  road, 
and,  to  pay  for  the  same,  may  levy  such  a  tax  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  subject  to  State  tax  as 
will  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose.

collect  the  fees  due  said  decedent.

CHAPTER  1741. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Frankfort  Female  UniverBity. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
sf  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  John  L.  Scott,  Thomas  N.  Arnold,  Dr.  James 
G.  Hatchitt,  Landon  A.  Thomas,  Mrs.  Emily  Tubman, 
Thomas  C.  Kyte,  Ambrose  W.  Dudley,  Dr.  A.  W.  Vallan- 
dingham,  John  L.  Moore,  J.  C.  Coleman,  R.  M.  Bishop,  Dr. 
W.  L.  Crutcher,  W.  C.  Chiles,  and  Hon.  George  Peabody, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
under  the  corporate  name  and  style  of  the  Frankfort  Fe- 
male University ;  in  which  name  they  may  transact  all 
the  business  authorized  by  this  charter;  sue  and  be  sued 
in  all  courts  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  have,  use,  and 
change  a  common  seal  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  establish- 
ing and  conducting  a  first-class  Female  University  at  or 
near  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  with  such  schools  and  colleges 
and  departments  of  learning  attached  thereto  and  con- 
nected therewith  as  may  be  deemed  best  calculated  to  pro- 
mote a  thorough  system  of  female  education  in  Kentucky, 
embracing  all  the  arts,  sciences,  and  refined  accomplish- 
ments of  the  age;  and  said  University  shall  be  so  organ- 
ized and  conducted  in  its  various  departments  as  to  furnish 
its  students  with  the  means  and  elements  of  a  thorough 
English,  classic,  scientific,  and  accomplished  education. 

$  3.  Said  corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  meet 
in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  organize  said  corporation ;  and,  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast,  elect  a  president,  four  vice  presidents, 
treasurer,  secretary,  and  a  board  of  directors,  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifteen  persons,  all  of 
which  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  which  officers  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them  by  the 
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1867.       by-la W0,  rules  and  regalationB,  of  the  institution ;  and  the 

corporation    may  require   bond,   with   sufficient  sureties, 

from  the  treasurer  or  other  agents  who  receive  money  for 
the  institution.  The  secretary  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board  of  directors,  and  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  all  the 
official  acts  of  the  board  and  the  officers  of  the  aniversityy 
which  record  shall  be  open  to  inspection.  The  same  per- 
son may  be  treasurer  and  secretary. 

^  4.  The  entire  business  and  management  of  the  insti- 
tution shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  have  full  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  any  of  the  offices,  and  in  the  board  of  direct- 
ors. Said  board  of  directors  may  appoint  agents  to 
travel  and  solicit  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  insti- 
tution, and  fix  their  compensation  therefor;  and  may 
make  such  by*law8,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  uni versity , 
as  they  may  think  best  calculated  to  promote  its  pros- 
perity, not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  Five 
members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  trans- 
act any  business. .  The  chairman  of  the  board  may  call  a 
meeting  of  the  same  at  any  time. 

§  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  acquire  title 
to,  receive,  have,  hold,  and  use,  by  purchase,  devise*  or 
otherwise,  such  real,  personal,  or  other  property  or  estate 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  use  or  prosperity  of 
said  institution,  and  may  mortgage  or  encumber  the  same 
for  raising  money  to  carry  on  said  institution :  Provided^ 
That  all  the  property  held  by  said  corporation  shall  at  no 
time  exceed  in  actual  value  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  all  of  which  t)roperty  may  be  sold,  leased,  or 
encumbered  by  the  vote  of  a  minority  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors. 

§  6.  Said  board  of  directors  may  select  and  appoint  such 
professors,  teachers,  and  other  officers  and  agents,  as  in 
their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the  university  may 
require;  and  may  establish  such  professorships  and  chairs 
in  the  university  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  fix  the 
terms  and  rates  of  tuition,  the  course  of  study,  and  the 
salaries  and  compensation  of  all  officers,  professors,  teach- 
ers, agents,  and  employees,  and  may  prescribe  the  duties 
of  each;  and  for  good  cause,  sustained  by  written  charges 
and  proof,  may  suspend  or  expel  any  such  officer>  profes- 
sor, teacher,  or  ageqt  of  the  institution. 

§  7.  The  president,  treasurer,  secretary,  and  therdifierent 
professors  in  the  university,  shall  constitute  the  faculty, 
and  as  such  shall  have  power,  for  good  cause,  to  suspend 
or  expel  a  pupil,  and  shall  have  power  to  grant  diplomas 
.and  degrees  of  honor  and  merit  once  a  year  to  such  pupib 
as  may  deserve  them.

$  8.  It  shall  be  lawfbl  for  said  corporators,  when  they       1867. 

meet,  to  organize  the  corporation,  or  if  they  fail  to  do  so, ^ — 

tor  the  board  of  directors,  at  any  time  thereafter,  to  open 
books  to  receive  subscriptions  and  donations  to  said  insti- 
tution, and  to  appoint  such  agents  as  they  may  think 
proper  to  canvass  and  receive  subscriptions  and  donations 
to  the  same,  either  in  money,  real  or  personal  property,  or 
promissory  notes,  payable  at  such  times  in  the  future  as 
may  be  deemed  proper;  and  the  amounts  donated  or  sub- 
scribed shall  entitle  the  person  giving  or  subscribing  the 
same  to  so  much  stock  in  said  university,  which  stock  shall 
all  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ;  but  any 
number  of  shares  may  be  issued  in  the  same  certificate. 
Each  stockholder  shall  be  the  owner  of  all  the  property  of 
said  university  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  his  stock, 
and  in  that  proportion  entitled  to  the  profits,  if  any,  arising 
from  the  operation  of  the  same,  after  defraying  all  the  ex- 
penses of  erecting,  improving,  enlarging,  and  operating 
the  same ;  but  said  stockholders  shall  not  have  the  right  to 
dispose  of  said  property,  or  use  it  for  any  other  purpose 
than  that  mentioned  herein.  Any  person  donating  or  sub- 
scribing shall  be  entitled  to  one  full  scholarship  in  said 
institution  for  every  amount  of  $200  so  paid  before  the 
school  is  put  into  operation,  and  saiii  scholarship  shall  en- 
title such  person  to  tuition  in  said  university  for  one  pupil, 
free  of  other  charge  for  tuition,  from  the  time  such  pupil 
enters  until  she  graduates.  The  stock  and  scholarships 
shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  may  be  transferred, 
either  on  the  books  of  the  institution,  or  by  written  indorse- 
ment on  the  back  of  the  certificate;  and  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  transferred  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
the  original  holder;  and  if  any  person  give  or  subscribe 
less  than  $200,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  tuition  in  the  uni- 
versity in  proportion  to  the  amount  given  or  subscribed, 
according  to  the  regular  rates  of  tuition,  and  certificates 
shall  be  issued  to  such  persons  accordingly. 

(  9.  The  board  of  directors  may  issue  and  sell  scholar- 
ships and  life-memberships  in  said  institution,  upon  such 
terms  as  they  may  think  proper,  which  shall  be  transfera* 
ble  by  indorsement  in  writing.  They  may  also  establish 
suitable  boarding-houses,  and  other  necessary  houses  and 
accompaniments  to  said  university,  having  in  view  the 
health  and  prosperity  of  the  same. 

(10.  As  soon  as  said  board  may  think  proper  to  do  so, 
in  view  of  the  amount  donated  and  subscribed  to  said  in- 
stitution, the  board  may  appoint  a  building  committee  and 
erect  the  necessary  buildings  for  the  successful  operation 
of  said  institution,  and  may  purchase  or  receive  title  to 
such  lands  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  may  purchase 
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1867.  apparatus,  and  all  other  things  neceasary  to  enable  them  to 
^  put  the  univ#r8ity  in  complete  and  miccessful  operation. 

^11.  Whenever  said  institution  shall  have  on  band  a 
fund  which  shall  not  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  board  of 
directors  to  pay  debts  or  make  improvements  or  enlarge 
the  institution,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  board  to  invest 
the  same  in  some  safe  interest-paying  stocks  or  productive 
property,  and  the  profits  arising  from  such  investment 
shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  in- 
stitution, if  needed  for  that  purpose;  and  if  not  needed 
for  such  purpose,  then  such  profits  shall  be  divided  j9ro  rala 
among  the  stockholders. 

§  12.  Each  county  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  shall  be  en- 
titled to  tuition  for  one  pupil  in  this  university  free  of  charge: 
Provided^  That  the  county  court  in  each  county  shall  desig- 
nate such  pupil,  and  certify  in  writing  to  the  president  of 
the  university  that  such  pupil  is  between  the  ages  of  ten 
and  twenty  years,  and  has  no  means  wherewith  to  pay  her 
tuition:  And  provided  further,  Thdit  such  pupil  shall  only 
be  entitled  to  tuition  without  charge  for  a  period  of  five 
years. 

§  13.  All  money  and  property  and  notes  given  or  donated 
to  this  institution  shall  be  sacredly  applied  to  the  purposes 
herein  mentioned,  and  to  no  other  purpose ;  and  as  a  fur- 
ther assurance  and  guaranty  to  the  persons,  who  may  be 
good  enough  to  give  or  subscribe  the  same,  it  is  hereby 
enacted,  that  unless  this  institution  goes  into  operation 
within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  all  moneys 
and  property  and  notes  received  by  the  agents  and  officers 
of  said  university  shall  be  returned  by  the  persons  receiv- 
ing the  same  to  the  persons  giving  or  donating  or  sub- 
scribing the  same. 

(  14.  This  act  shall  take  efiTect  frpm  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1742 

AN  ACT  far  the  benefit  of  School  District  No.  5,  in  Breathitt  Count j. 

Whereas,  In  the  school  year  1865,  two  of  the  school 
districts  in  Breathitt  county,  in  which  uchools  were  taught 
for  that  year,  by  some  mistake,  bore  the  number  5,  one  of 
which  was  regularly  reported  and  paid,  and  the  other  not;

CHAPTER  1743. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Sterling  Male  and  Female  College,  of  Bedford. 

Bt  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Bedford  High  School,  established  by  J.  V. 
Price,  at  Bedford,  Trimble  county,  Kentucky,  shall  here- 
after be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of '*  Sterling 
Male  and  Female  College." 

§  2.  That  John  V.  Price,  R.  Morris,  J.  Yeager,  Jame^  D. 
Thompson,  and  F.  A.Adams,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Trustees  of  the  Ster- 
ling Male  and  Female  College;'*  and  as  such,  they  and 
their  succesi>or2<i  may  acquire,  by  purchase  or  otherwise, 
and  hold  real  estate  and  personal  property,  and  dispose  of 
the  same  by  sale  or  otherwise ;  may  make  contracts,  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  ;  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  also 
to  make  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States;  they  may  open  books  for  sub- 
scriptions for  stock  in  the  said  college,  and  issue  certificates 
therefor  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  at  such  times 
as  they  may  think  proper;  and  when  two  thousand  dollars 
is  subscribed  and  secured  by  good  promissory  notes,  the 
trustees  named  in  this  act  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, and  hold  an  election  for  six  trustees,  ail  of  whom 
shall  be  stockholders,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied; and  an  annual  election  of  trustees  shall,  thereafter, 
be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws :  Provided^  That  if  no  such 
annual  election  should,  for  any  reason,  be  held,  the  holders 
of  one  third  of  the  stock  then  issued  may  call  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  and  proceed  to  elect  trustees,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year  from  the  time  at  which  such 
annual  election  should  have  been  held. 

(  3.  The  moneys  received  by  subscriptions  for  stock  and 
donations  made  to  said  corporation  shall  be  used  and  em- 
ployed in  founding,  building,  and  maintaining  an  institu- 
tion of  learning  in  or  near  the  town  of  Bedford^  in  the 
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1867.       county  of  Trimble,  in  this  State,  to  be  called  and  styled 
the  "  Sterling  Male  and  Female  College." 

§  4.  The  trustees  named  in  this  act,  and  their  successors, 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  the  president  and  a  majority  of  the  board 
may,  from  time  to  time,  make  and  change  the  by-laws,  and 
appoint  such  agents  and  teachers  as  they  may  choose  to 
employ  from  time  to  time,  and  make  such  contracts  with 
them  as  they  may  think  proper;  they  may  also  fill,  until 
the  next  election  of  trustees,  any  vacancies  that  may  occur 
in  the  board  of  officers,  by  death,  removal  from  the  county, 
or  otherwise. 

%  §  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  hold  an- 
nual commencements  and  public  examinations;  and  shall 
have  power  to  confer  such  honorary  degrees  and  diplomas 
as  is  usual  in  other  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United 
States ;  and  they  shall  have  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and 
immunities,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  pains,  pen^clties^  and 
liabilities  of  similar  institutions  in  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  6.  The  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  stock,  and  issue  certificates  therefor  in  shares 
as  above  provided  for ;  and  in  each  election  of  officers, 
each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one 
vote  for  each  of  the  six  trustees  to  be  elected,  and  such 
vote  shall  be  given  by  the  holder  or  by  written  proxy,  and 
none  but  stockholders  residing  in  the  said  county  shall  be 
voted  for  or  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee. 

(  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

respective  counties,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  re- 
corded . 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  a  reasonable 
compensation  by  their  respective  county  courts,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  county  levy. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1749. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hustonville  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  Bank  of  Deposit 
in  Hustonville,  Lincoln  county,  with  a  capital  of  fifly 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  sub- 
scribers (who  shall  be  residents  of  the  aforesaid  county, 
as  to  the  majority  of  shares  sold),  their  associates  and  as- 
signs, shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Hustonville  Deposit  Bank,  and  shall  so 
continue  for  twenty  years  from  its  organization,  and  shall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  cotitracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  Impleading  and  being  implead- 
ed, of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatsoever ;  it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and 
renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  contcol 
of  seven  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders; 
and  after  the  first  election  shall  be  elected  every  two 
years,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  af- 
ter the  first  election,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
every  two  years  thereafter,  and  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified ;  they  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president,  and  t^hall  hold  regular  meetings  at 
such  times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws;  and  other 
meetiiigrt  maybe  held  whenever  deemed  necessary;  and 
in  the  caee  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  director, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors.  The 
directors  shall  have  power  to  receive  subrfcriptions  for  so 
many  of  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  cotnpany  remain- 
ing unsold  as  they  may  cat  any  time  choose  to  sell;  to  de- 
clare dividends  of  the  profits  arising  out  of  the  business, 
and  to  appoint  such  oflicers,  agents  and  servants,  as  they 
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may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank,       1$67. 

and  pay  them  such  sums  as  wages  and  salaries,  and  take 

from  them  such  bond  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties,  as  they  shall  think  proper  and  reasonable. 
The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be 
assignable  according  to  such  rules  as  the  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  from  time  to  time  establish ;  but  said  corpora- 
tion shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebt- 
edness of  the  stockholder. 

§  3.  That  James  Cook,  James  B.  Green,  George  C.  RifTe, 
James  0.  RifTe,  Alexander  Campbell,  James  I>rye^  Samuel 
Givens,  and  Samuel  Keid,  are  hereby  appointed  co.nmis- 
Aoners,  any  two  of  whom  may  open  books  and  receive 
subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock;  and  when  one  hundred 
shares  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give 
notice  by  printed  advertisement  or  otherwise,  and  appoint 
a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall 
hold  their  office  until  the  ensuing  election.  The  payment 
for  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as  follows:  five 
dollars  on  each  share  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and 
twenty  dollars  on  each  share  within  ten  days  after  the 
election  of  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  the  re^^idue  in 
installments  of  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  share 
every  thirty  days :  Provided^  that  should  any  of  the  sub- 
scribers fail  to  pay  for  their  subscriptions  of  stock  as  here- 
in provided,  after  giving  notice  to  them  of  their  intention 
for  thirty  days,  the  directors  may  by  resolution  entered  of 
record  by  them,  forfeit  such  stock,  .and  resell  the  same,  at 
such  lime  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial 
payments  made  on  any  stock  which  shall  then  be  forfeited, 
shall  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation.  Said  cor- 
poration may  commence  business  so  soon  as  five  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and  di- 
rectors first  elected  shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of 
such  payment,  before  some  judge  or  justice. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank 
notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circulating 
as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such 
times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  de* 
positors  by  special  or  general  cputract ;  may  deal  in  the 
loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  other 
evidences  of  debt,  take  personal  and  other  securities  for 
the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  latter,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  in  writing  at  the  time  of  the  contract,  in  all 
respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  under  the  common 
law ;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and  pay- 
able at  its  banking  house  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland  bills 
which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
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1867.       c^<^ept  as  to  interest,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon, 
'- —  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and  indorsera. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chat* 
tels,  as  may  be  proper  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or 
purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree, 
and  sell  and  convey  the  same ;  and  they  may  make  such  by- 
laws for  their  government  as  they  may  deem  necessary  ; 
jProi^ti/^,  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  6.  It^hall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  in  said  institu- 
tion, which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus,  and  be  a 
part  of  the  sinking  fund  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  officers,  shall 
appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corporation  to  his 
own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or 
knowingly  make  false  ones,  on  the  books,  of  the  bank, 
with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation,  or  any 
other  person,  or  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of. 
funds,  the  officer  so  oifending  sba?)  be  deemed  guilty  of 
felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sftnteoced  to 
confinement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of  this  Common- 
wealth for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
ten  years. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
note  or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  currency. 

§  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  from  its  passage,  and  con- 
tinue in  force  for  twenty  years ;  but  the  general  assembly 
reserves  the  right  to  repeal  or  modify  at  pleasure  this  act, 
not,  however,  to  interfere  with  the  vested  rights  of  any 
person.

Be  it  enacted  btf  the  Oeneral  AssemUy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  P.  Gay,  president,  and  A.  C.  Uarrow, 
R.  J.  White,  George  M.  Bedford,  Isaac  C.  Vanmeter,  and 
Nelson  Prewett,  vice  presidents,  John  H.  Goff,  John  W. 
Prewett,  James  D.  Gay,  Thomas  McDaniel,  Dr.  Thomas 
U.  Robinson,  A.  L.  Haggard,  Robert  S.  Taylor,  Allen 
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Bush,  and  Nicholas  Winn,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  consti-       li$(^7. 

tuted  and  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  their  

successors  and  associates,  with  perpetual  successi'on,  to  be 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  Clark  County  Agricul- 
tural Association  ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  may  sue 
and  be  sued  in  any  court  in  this  State;  and  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  purchasing  and  holding  not  more  than  fifty  acres  of 
land,  and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and 
may  hold,  use,  and  enjoy  real  and  personal  estate  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  association,  subject  to  the  aforesaid 
limitations;  and  may  make,  use,  and  at  pleasure  alter,  a 
corporate  seal. 

^  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  other  affairs  of  said 
association  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of 
the  president,  vice  presidents,  and  directors,  as  set  forth  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  whose  term  of  office  shall  con- 
tinue until  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1867,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  There  shall  be  an 
election  of  the  society  held  in  Winchester,  Clark  county, 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  of  each  year,  or  at  such  other 
time  as  the  b(»ard  of  directors  may  appoint.  Said  presi- 
dent, vice  presidents,  and  directors  shall  hold  their  office  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen  and 
qualified.  The  number  of  vice  presidents  and  directors 
may  be  increased  or  diminished  by  said  board  at  its 
annual  meeting.

$  3.  Said  board  of  directors  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  a 
secretary,  and  other  necessary  officers,  and  require  of  them 
bond  with  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties,  payable  to  said  president  and  directors,  which  may 
be  sued  upon,  from  time  to  time,  for  any  breach  thereof. 
Said  >board  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  said  officers,  and 
may  remove  them  at  pleasure;  and  may  adopt  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  association  and  th^  promotion  of  its 
objects,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  land,  and 
may  alter  and  change  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and 
they  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary  contracts  for 
said  association,  and  to  alter  and  determine  when  and 
where  and  in  what  manner  its  fairs  and  exhibitions  shall 
be  held  and  conducted,  and  the  rules  that  shall  govern  the 
awards  andthe  distributions  of  prizes  and  premiums,,  and

^  meeting  of  eaid   association   at  any  time  and  place  that 

they  may  determine. 

§  4.  The  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  three  of 
them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  open  books  in  the  town  of 
Winchester,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  fix  upon, 
giving  three  week's  notice  thereof  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished therein,  if  one  there  be ;  otherwise  in  a  n^spaper 
published  in  the  city  of  Lexington,  for  the  subs^cription  of 
stock  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of 
forty  dollars  each,  to  be  paid  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  said  board  may  thereafter  require,  reasonable 
notice  of  the  calls.thereof  being  given  in  one  of  said  news- 
papers; said  subscriptions  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  said  board  of  directors,  to  be  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  asso- 
ciation as  herein  permitted  to  be  conveyed  to  the  president 
and  the  directors  and  their  successors  in  trust  for  the  use

§  1.  That  a  contract  made  by  the  city  councif  of  the  city 
of  Vanceburg,  dated  October  the  2d,  1866,  with  **  The 
Vanceburg  Grade  Company,"  by  which  said  city  council 
leased  to  said  company,  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  the 
public  landing  at  said  city  for  the  purposes  named  in  said 
lease,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  valid  and  bind- 
ing on  both  parties;  and  said  company,  as  soon  as  thj^y 
finish  said  grade  and  wharf  according  to  their  contract, 
shall  have  [power],  and  are  hereby  authorized,  to  charge 
and  collect  such  charges  for  the  use  of  said  grade,  landing, 
or  wharf,  from  all  persons  using  the  same,  as  the  president 
and  directors  of  caid  Grade  Company  shall  deem  right,  not  to 
exceed  the  charges  made  for  the  use  of  the  grade,  landing, 
and  wharf  at  the  city  of  Maysville,  Kentucky.  Said  company 
ahall  keep  posted  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  their  office  a 
list  of  charges  fixed  by  them ;  and  may  sue  and  recover 
against  any  person  or  persons,  boat  or  craft,  that  use  their 
said  grade,  landing,  or  wharf,  without  paying  their  said 
charges  and  fees.  Said  suits  may  be  brought  before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  claimed. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  keep  said 
grade,  landing,  and  wharf  in  good  repair.  This  act  shall 
not  authorize  said  Grade  Company  to  take  possession  or 
interfere  with  the  landing  of  any  individual  or  individ- 
uals, except  by  consent  of  such  individual  or  owner, 
above  or  below  said  public  landing  at  the  foot  of  Main 
street,  as  specified  in  said  lease. 

§  3.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  in  regard  to  the  town  of  Vance- 
burg," approved  February  10,  1866,  is  so  amended  that 
hereafter  a  mayor  shrall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  city  of  Vanceburg,  on  the  first  Monday  in  August 
in  e^h  year,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  election 
shall  be  held  by  the  same  officers  that  hold  and  conduct 
the  election  for  city  council,  marshal,  and  other  city  offi- 
cers. The  city  council  shall,  before  each  election,  appoint 
two  discreet  persons,  who  are  voters  in  said  city,  to  act  as 
judges  of  the  election,  and  one  discreet  qualified  person 
to  act  as  clerk  of  said  election.  All  elections  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  said  officers  to  the  city  council,  whose  duty  it 
flhall  be  to  have  the  same  recorded  by  their  clerk.

by  the  county  road  from  Mayfield  to  Columbus;  which 
land  they  caused  to  be  conveyed  to  J.  W.  Kemble  as 
their  trustee,  and  which  they  afterwards  had  laid  off  by 
streets  and  alleys  into  blocks  and  lots,  and  had  the  lots 
sold  at  public  vendue,  and  which  they  designated  as  West 
Mayfield,  but  which  has  since,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature, 
been  included  within  the  boundaries  of  the  town  of  May- 
field  ;  and  whereas,  they  had  a  plat  of  the  streets,  alleys, 
blocks,  and  lots  made  out,  by  which  the  lots  were  sold,  and 
left  it  with  J.  N.  Coulter,  the  former  clerk  of  the  Graves 
county  court,  for  said  Kemble  to  acknowledge  and  have  it 
recorded,  but  said  Kemble  never  having  done  so,  and  has 
removed  from  the  State,  and  said  Coulter  has  gone  out  of 
office,  and  many  or  all  of  the  joint  owners  but  said  Euker 
and  Williams  have  either  removed  from  the  State  or  died ; 
wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  original  plat  or  a  similar  one  may  be 
acknowledged  by  sail!

§2.  That  the  le^al  title  to  all  the  lots  not  heretofore 
conveyed  by  said  Kemble,  the  trustee,  is  now  declared  to 
be  in  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  M ayfield  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  owners  thereof; 
and  that  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  from 
time  to  time,  may,  by  proper  deeds,  convey  the  le^al  title 
of  said  lots  to  the  owners  thereof,  reserving  in  the  deed  a 
lien  for  all  unpaid  purchase  money,  and  such  deed  shall 
vest  the  legal  title.

Protnded,  That  said  marshals  shall  take  the  oath  of  office 
required  by  law  of  constables,  before  a  judge  or  justice  of 
the  peace  of  said  county,  and  obtain  from  the  judge  or 
justice  a  certificate  thereof. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

requires  in  the  sale  of  real  estate  under  execution. 

§  2.  That  the  county  court  shall  have  power  to  use  the 
proceeds  of  said  sale  or  sales  to  purchase  a  suitable  site 
for,  and  in  building,  a  new  jail  for  the  county:  Provided^ 
That  C.  A.  Zachery,  J.  M.  Richardson,  G.  W.  Saunders, 
D.  W.  Russel,  and  Wm.  Love,  be  appointed  to  make  said 
sale,  and  superintend  said  purchase  and  building.

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  common  school  district  No.  23, 
in  McCracken  county,  be,  ftnd  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  real  and  personal  estate 
of  the  tax-payers  of  said  district  for  common  school 
purposes  in  said  district;  and  the  trustees  of  said  district 
are  slUo  empowered  to  purchase  two  acres  of  land,  and  to 
build  on  the  same  a  school-house,  and  furnish  and  fence 
the  same,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  common  school 
fund  arising  from  the  tax  authorized  by  this  act.  The  title 
to  said  land  shall  be  taken  to  the  trustees  of  said  district, 
and  their  successors  forever:  And  provided,  That  the  col- 
ored population  of  said  district  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
tax  imposed  by  this  act:  And  provided  further,  That  the 
colored  children  of  said  district  shall  not  be  adnlitted  in 
the  common  school  of  said  district. 

§  2.  That  before  this  act  takes  effect  it  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  common 
school  district  No.  23,  at  the  next  May  election  ;  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  at  said 
election  shall  vote  for  the  adoption  of  this  act,  it  shall, 
from  and  after  that  date,  become  a  law.  But  should  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  vote 
against  the  adoption  of  this  act,  then  this  act  shall  not 
become  a  law.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Transfer  Railroad  Company. 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Gommomvealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Jamee  P.  Chambers,  Wm.  K.  Thomas,  George 
Broh.^on,  W.  C.  D.  Whipps,  Edward  Crutchfield,  Frank  Har- 
ris, and  George  Stealey,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
Dame  of  the  Louisville  Transfer  Railroad  Company,  for 
and  during  the  term  of  thirty  years,  with  all  the  power 
and  authority  incident  to  corporations,  for  purposes  here- 
inafter mentioned. 

§  2.  This  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single  or  double 
track  railroad,  with  all  necessary  and  convenient  tracks 
for  turnouts  and  side-tracks,  along  and  upon  any  of  the 
streets  within  the  city  of  Louisville  which  are  more  than 
thirty  feet  wide,  upon  which  there  is  no  railway,  by 
contract  with  the  general  council  of  said  city ;  and  may, 
by  purchase,  acquire,  hold,  and  use  land  within  said  city, 
or  outside  thereof,  for  stables,  sheds,  and  appendages,  or 
naay?  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  as  provided  for  the  con- 
demnation of  the  right  of  way  for  turnpike  roads  by  the 
Revised  Statutes,  procure  the  necessary  land  for  said  right 
of  way  and  for  stables,  sheds,  and  appendages.  The  said 
company,  with  the  consent  of  the  general  council  of  said 
city,  and  any  other  railway  company  or  companies,  may 
connect  tracks  or  roads  with  such  other  company  or  com- 
panies, and  use  their  tracks. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  "  Louisville  Transfer  Rail- 
road Company  "  shall  be  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  at  the  pleasure  of 
said  corporation,  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  It  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  be  issued  and  transferred  in  such  manner, 
and  upon  such  conditions,  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
corporation  may  direct. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
seven  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  president,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  stockholders.  The  first  board  of  directors 
shall  consist  of  James  P.  Chambers,  Wm.  K.  Thomas, 
Geo.  Brob8on,W.C.  D.  Whipps,  Edward  Crutchfield,  Frank 
Harris,  and  George  Stealey,  who  shall  continue  in  ofiice 
until  their  successors  are  elected  by  a  majority  of  those  in 
interest  of  the  stockholders  of  said  corporation ;  and  the 
board  of  directors  chosen  by  the  stockholders  shall  continue 
in  ofiice  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  If  any  of  the  above  directors  decline  or 
refuse  to  act,  a  majority  of  the  others  shall  fill  the  vacancy 
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by  appointing  or  choosing  some  one  else.  They  may  adopt 
sach  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  governnient  of 
said  corporation,  and  the  management  of  its  affairs  and 
business,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  the  State.  The  said  corporation,  or  any  of  them, 
may  open  books  of  subscription  and  record  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  '^  Louisville  Transfer  Railroad 
Company '' herein  incorporated;  and  such  books  of  sub- 
scription may  be  opened,  and  subscriptions  received  at  such 
tiipes  and  places,  and  upon  such  notices  thereof,  as  any 
four  of  baid  corporation  may  deem  right  and  proper. 

§  5.  That  when  the  number  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  and  twenty  per  cent,  of  said  subscription 
paid  in,  the  corporators,  or  any  of  them,  shall  give  notice 
of  the  time  at  which  an  election  shall  be  held  for  a  new 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  continue  in  office  as  provided 
herein.  The  board  of  directors  may  fill  all  vacancies  In 
their  body  which  may  happen  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  and  may  make  such  calls  of  pa^'ment  of  stock 
aa  they  may  deem  proper,  not  to  exceed  twenty  per  cent, 
for  every  thirty  day's. 

§  6.  The  said  corporation  is  further  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  carry  freight  and  passengers,  and  to  extend 
such  railways  as  they  may  be  authorized  to  construct 
under  this  act  to  any  point  or  points  in  Jefferson  county, 
not  exceeding  ten  miles  from  the  city  of  Louisville;  and 
to  enable  said  corporation  to  construct  any  railway  author- 
ized by  this  act,  the  said  corporation  is  invested  with  the 
right  to  acquire  such  land  or  right  of  way,  by  writ  of  ad 
quod  damnum^  in  the  same  manner  that  turnpike  companies 
are  authorized  by  103d  chapter  Revised  Statutes  of  Ken- 
tucky, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  laying  of  the  tracks, 
side-tracks,  turnouts  for  cars,  sheds  and  stables.  The  said 
corporation  may  borrow  money  not  to  exceed  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company,  and  issue  bonds  in  sums  of  five 
hundred  and  one  thousand  dollars,  and  may  pledge  and 
mortgage  the  property  of  the  corporation,  including  the 
railway  tracks,  fixtures,  rolling  stock,  and  all  the  appur- 
tenances and  real  estate  belonging  to  said  corporation. 

§  7.  The  card  to  be  used  on  said  railroad  shall  be  ope- 
rated by  animal  power.  The  privileges  granted  under 
this  charter  shall  close  and  be  void  upon  a  failure  of  said 
corporation  to  organize  and  commence  the  work  within 
three  years  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  This  cor- 
poration is  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  consolidate 
with  any  or  all  of  the  street  railway  companies  now  or- 
ganized in  the  city  of  Louisville,  by  mutual  agreement  with 
them  so  to  do.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  in 
any  way  to  interfere  with  or  impair  any  right  or  privilege 
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1867.       heretofore  conferred  upon  any  railway  company  chartered 

^  by  this  Commonwealth. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1764. 

AN  ACT,  entitled  ''An  act  to  regulate  the  Tolls  on  Turnpike  Roads  terminat- 
ing at  the  City  of  Lezingtoa." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  turnpike  road 
company  whose  road  has  a  termination  at  the  city  of  Lex- 
ington to  charge  more  than  the  following  rates  of  toll  per 
mile  of  five  miles  of  travel  on  said  roads,  viz  :  For  each 
head  of  sheep  or  goats,  ^  cent ;  for  each  head  of  hogs,  1 
cent;  for  each  head  of  cattle,  2  centi^ ;  for  each  head  of 
horses  or  mules  or  other  large  animals,  2^  cents  ;  for  each 
horse  or  mule  and  rider,  5  cents ;  for  each  gig  oc  buggy 
drawn  by  one  horse,  10  cents ;  for  each  gig  or  buggy  drawn 
by  two  horses,  20  cents ;  for  each  buggy,  barouche,  or  car- 
riage having  four  seats  drawn  by  one  horse,  15  cents;  for 
same  drawn  by  two  horses,  20  cents;  for  each  spring 
wagon  drawn  by  one  horse,  10  cents;  for  each  spring 
wagon  drawn  by  two  horses,  20  cents;  for  each  jolt 
wagon  drawn  by  one  horse,  15  cents;  for  each  jolt  wagon 
drawn  by  two  horses,  25  cents ;  for  each  jolt  wagon  drawn 
by  three  horses,  35  cents;  for  each  jolt  wagon  drawn  by 
four  horses,  50  cients;  for  each  jolt  wagon  drawn  by  five 
horses,  70  cents;  for  each  jolt  wagon  drawn  by  six  horses, 
90  cents;  for  each  sleigh  drawn  by  ane  horse,  10  cents; 
for  each  sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses,  15  cents:  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  infringe 
upon  any  vested  right  now  held  by  any  of  said  turnpike 
road  companies. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  frbm  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisrille  Courier  Printing  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  N.  Haldeman,  Jos.  H.  Stackhouse,  and 
R.  W.  Meredith,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
Louisville  Coqrier  Printing  Company ;  and  as  such  shall 
have  succession  thirty  years,  and  be  capable  in  law  of 
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suing  and  being  sued,  contracting  and  being  contracted       1867. 

with,  and  of  conveying  and  receiving  conveyances.     The    — ■ 

capital  t^tock  of  this  company  shall  be  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  divided  into  one  hundred  shares  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  each,  for  which  certificates  shall  be  issued  to 
the  stockholders,  transferable,  by  person  or  by  attorne}' ,  upon 
the  books  of  the  company.  The  affairs  of  the  company 
shall  be  managed  by  a  chairman  and  two  directors,  to  be 
chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  third  Saturday 
in  February  in  each  year;  and  if,  for  any  cause,  the  elec- 
tion is  not  held  at  this  regular  annual  meeting,  it  shall  be 
held  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  stockholders.  An  editor 
of  the  paper,  and  a  secretary  and  treasurer  (which  latter 
offices  may  be  held  by  one  person),  shall  be  elected,  and 
their  salaries  fixed  by  the  stockholders;  all  other  subordi- 
nate ofRcers  shall  be  chosen  by  the  chairman  and  directors. 
The  chairman  and  directors  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
all  needful  by-laws  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  charter  and  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  in  each  year.  Called 
meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  two  directors  or 
stockholders  owning  one  fourth  of  the  stock;  but  notice  of 
said  meeting  shall  first  be  published  for  one  week  in  the 
columns  of  the  newspaper.  At  each  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders one  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote.  The  profits  of  the  company  shall  be  divided  among 
the  stockholders  on  the  first  Mondays  of  January  and  July 
each  year. 

§  3.  To  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  stockholders,  two 
thirds  of  the  stock  must  be  represented ;  and  a  quorum  of 
the  directors  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  directors 
and  president.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  such  real  estate  as  is  necessary  and  proper 
to  be  used  in  the  conduct  and  management  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  to  sell,  transfer,  or  lease  the  same  when  pur- 
chased. The  company  shall,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  its 
stockholders,  have  power  to  increase  its  capital  stock  to 
double  its  present  amount:  Provided^  That  said  company 
shall  not  hold  real  estate  at  one  time  of  a  greater  value 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  J.  W.  Nichols,  T.  J.  Hargan,  and  H.  J.  Green- 
well,  the  present  Wori«hipful  Master  and  Wardens  of  But- 
ler Lodge,  No.  194,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ancient  York 
Masons,  located  at  Pitts  Point,  Bullitt  county,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  But- 
ler Lodge,  No.  194,  of  Free  and  Accep^d  Ancient  York 
Masons,  with  perpetual  succession ;  and  they,  by  that 
name  shall  be  known  and  called;  and  shall  be  capable  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  purchasing  and 
,  holding  and  receiving,  by  gift  or  otherwise,  all  such  real 
and  personal  estate  as  may  be  required  for  the  use  of  said 
lodge ;  to  receive  all  necessary  deeds  of  .conveyance ;  to 
sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real  and  personal 
estate  as  they  may  now  hold  or  hereafter  acquire :  Pro- 
vided, The  amount  invested  in  real  estate,  exclusive  of 
buildings  thereon,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  ten  thousand 
dollars.

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Louisville  and  Jefferson  County  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assernbly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  John  Burks,  J.  B.  Parks,  John  T.  Barret,  Geo. 
Womack,  Dr.  Wm.  Bryant,  J.  Fry  Lawrence,  and  Boyd 
Winchester,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
''Louisville  and  Jefferson  County  Railway  Company,"  for 
the  term  of  thirty  years,  with  all  the  powers  and  authority 
incident  to  corporations,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

S  2.  The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single  or  double- 
track  railway,  with  all  necessary  and  convenient  tracks 
for  turnouts,  &c.,  from  some  suitable  point  on,  or  as 
hear  to  as  the  cemetery  grounds  will  permit,  Broadway 
street,  in  Louisville,  to  Middletown  or  Jeffersontown,  in 
Jefferson  county,  or  some  intermediate  point  between  these 
places. 

§  3.  The  corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  baggage 
canpied  on  said  railways  kept  in  and  under  the  care  of  its 
owier,  his  servant  or  agent. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  "Louisville  and  Jefferson 
County  Railway  Company"  shall  be  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  at 
the  pleasure  of  said  corporation.  It  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  be  issued  and 
transferred  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  conditions  as 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  may  direct.

§  7.  Said  corporation  is  invested  with  the  right  to  ac- 
quire such  land  or  right  of  way,  by  writ  of  ad  quod  dam" 
nuniy  in  the  same  manner  that  turnpike  road  companies 
are  authorized  by  the  103d  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Kentucky,  as  may  be  necessary  for  laying  their  tracks, 
side-tracks,  turnouts,  car-sheds,  stables,  &c.     The  said  cor- 

E oration  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  acquire  and 
old,  and  convey  real  estate,  exclusive  of  tracks  and  right 
of  way,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousaiid  dollars. 
The  corporation  may  borrow  money  to  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  and  issue  bonds 
in  sums  of  one  hundred,  five  hundred,  and  one  thousand 
dollars,  payable  in  ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  years,  bearing 
from  six  to  ten  per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually  ;  and  may 
pledge  and  mortgage  the  property  of  the  said  corporation, 
including  railway  tracks,  fixtures,  rolling  st^ck,  and  all 
appurtenances  and  real  estate  belonging  to  said  corpora- 
tion.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Fred.  Webber,  J.  M.  S.  McCorkle,  John  H. 
Howe,  and  W.  M.  Ellison,  with  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  corporation 
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1887       ^^^  body-politic,  with  perpetual  sacceasion,  by  the  name, 

'- —  Bt^le,  and  title  of  the  Louisville  Burial  Aseociatiun,  for  the 

purpos^e  of  organizing  and  conducting  an  association  for 
the  mutual  relief  and  benefit  of  the  families  and  depend- 
ents of  deceased  members;  and  in  that  name  are  hereby 
made  as  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere;  and  to  make, 
have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or 
change  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  corporators  may,  at  their  convenience,  open 
books  for  the  enrollment  of  members,  and  shall  prescribe 
the  necetsary  qualification  of  members,  and  establish  the 
admission  fee  to  be  paid  by  each  member,  which  shall  not 
exceed  ten  dollars ;  and  so  soon  as  one  hundred  members 
are  enrolled,  they  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  association 
by  electing  a  board  of  seven  directors,  who  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  association,  and  shall  ^erve  for  the  period  of  one 
year.  Each  member  enrolled  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
in  the  election  of  directors;  and  upon  every  succeeding 
twelve  months  from  the  day  of  the  first  election,  the  mem- 
bers t^hall  proceed  in  like  manner  to  elect  a  board  of  di- 
rectors to  serve  during  the  ensuing  twelve  months. 

§  3.  Each  board  of  directors  shall  elect  a  president, 
secretary,  and  treasurer  to  serve  during  their  term  of  office. 

§  4.  The  board  of  director*  shall  enact  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  re^^ulations,  as  they  may  deern  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  association;  they  shall  have  control 
and  management  of  the  funds  and  bu^^iness  of  the  associa- 
tion. 

§  5.  The  first  board  of  directors,  as  soon  as  organized, 
shall  prescribe  the  mode  and  manner  of  collecting  the 
admission  fee  from  the  enrolled  members;  and  any  mem- 
ber failing  to  pay  said  fee  within  the  time  specified  by  the 
directors  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  association, 
and  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  he  may  have  possessed 
as  such  until  such  additional  fee  is  paid  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  prescribe;  and  all  persons  becoming  mem- 
bers after  the  association  is  organized  t^hall  pay  the  admis- 
sion fee  at  the  time  of  enrolling  their  name. 

§  6.  The  fund  accumulated  from  admission  fees  and 
interest  or  dividends  accruing  therefrom  may  be  invested 
in  stocks,  bonds,  or  mortgages,  subject  only  to  the  order  or 
control  of  the  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  collect- 
ively. 

§  7.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member,  the  officers  of  the 
association  shall  see  that  he  is  properly  and  decently  buried, 
and  that  the  immediate  wants  of  his  family  are  properly 
provided  for,  and  for  this  purpose  may  use  any  funds  be- 
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Ibngini?  to  the  association ;  and  if  such  deceased  member  left       1867. 

a  widow  or  minor  child  or  children,  or  any  relative  that  had   

been  dependent  upon  him  or  her  for  support,  the  board  of 
directors  shall  order  an  assessment,  not  exceeding  one  dollar 
and  ten  cents  upon  each  member  of  the  association,  and., 
order  the  same  to  be  collected  within  a  specified  time,  not 
exceeding  sixty  days,  and  shall  prescribe  the  manner  of 
notifying  members  of  such  assessment;  and  any  member 
failing  to  pny  such  assessment  within  the  time  specified, 
having  been  duly  notified,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
the  association,  and  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  as  such 
until  he  shall  again  pay  the  regular  admission  fee;  and  so 
soon  as  such  assessment  is  collected^  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
for  each  enrolled  member  of  the  association  shall  be  paid 
to  the  widow  or  guardian  of  minor  children  or  dependent 
relative  of  such  deceased  member,  deducting  therefrom 
any  amount  that  may  have  been  expended  for  funeral  ex- 
penses or  advanced  for  relief  of  family  as  above  provided: 
Provided^  That  no  widow,  children,  or  relative  of  a  de- 
ceased member,  shall  receive  or  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
greater  amount  than  one  thousand  dollars ;  and  should 
the  list  of  members  at  any  time  exceed  one  thousand,  the 
directors  shall  only  assess  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary 
to  produce  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Each 
member  of  the  association  may  designate  in  writing  and 
file  with  the  association  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons 
who  he  desires  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  whatever 
aniount  may  be  due  at  his  death,  and  may  also,  in  like 
manner,  prescribe  any  special  manner  in  which  he  may 
desire  the  same  to  be  paid ;  and  if  he  desires  the  associa- 
tion to  retain  any  part  of  such  funds,  or  to  pay  the  amount 
by  installments,  as  may  be  prescribed,  the  association  shall 
pay  six  per  cent,  per  apnum  interest  upon  any  amount 
thus  retained  until  the  whole  amount  of  principal  and 
interest  shall  be  paid.  No  legal  power  or  process  what- 
ever shall  restrain  the  officers  of  this  association  from  pay- 
ing all  amounts  due  the  beneficiaries  of  deceased  members 
to  such  beneficiaries  or  their  legal  representatives,  and 
shall  in  no  case  be  liable  for  debts  due  by  such  deceased 
member  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

§  8.  The  principal  ofRce  of  the  association  shall  be  in 
the  city  of  Louisville,  in  Jefferson  county,  and  the  board 
of  directors  shall  have  power  to  establish  such  additional 
offices  or  agencies  as  they  may  desire,  and  employ  or  ap- 
point such  additional  officers,  agents,  and  employees  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  conducting  the  business  of 
the  association. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Fisher,  John  SiDnott,  and  L.  W.  Emery,  he,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the ''Paducah  Mount  Hope  Cemetery 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  to  eue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  iState;  to  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  and  change  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  said  company  is  authorized,  empowered,  and

Be  it  enacted  b^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Wrtl.  Garvin,  Michael  Kean,  Z.  M.  Sherley, 
Robert  H.  Hare,  and  Chas.  F.  Carpenter,  or  any  three  of 
them,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  the  Henry  Clay  Gold  and  iSilver 
Mining  Company  ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  succession 
for  thirty  years;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  have  a  common  seal,  and  break  or  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure;  and  may  make  all  convenient  or  necessary 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said 
company  and  the  management  of  its  affairs,  not  coatrary 
to  the  State  or  Federal  constitution  and  laws. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  appoint  any  one  or  more  of  its  members,  or  other  per-

shall  also  have  power  to  own  and  dispose  of  such  personal 
property,  together  with  buildings,  machinery,  roads.  &c., 
as  it  may  deem  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  prose- 
cution of  its  business.  The  said  company  shall  have  an 
office  or  agency  in  Kentucky.

1867.  CHAPTER  1777. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Town  of  Germantown. 

Be  it  enacted  bp  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammonxDealth 
•/  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  sections  two  and  three  of  the  act  approved 
February  23d,  1863,  amending  the  charter  of  Germantown, 
be  so  amended  as  to  confer  upon,  and  give  jurisdiction  to, 
the  police  judge  of  said  town  to  try  any  and  all  offenders, 
and  ai^sess  such  fines  as  he  deems  proper,  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  for  any  violation  of  said  second  section  :  Pro- 
vided^ A  jury  is  empanneled  to  try  the  offender  or  offenders. 

§  2.  That  when  a  conviction  is  had  for  a  violation  of 
any  law  or  ordinance  of  said  town,  and  the  party  or  par- 
ties convicted  fail  to  pay  the  fine  imposed,  the  police  judge 
or  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  the  trial  is  had  may 
issue  his  mittimus,  directed  to  jailer  of  Bracken  county, 
commanding  him  to  receive  and  safely  keep  the  prisoner 
the  time  prescribed  in  said  mittimus ;  and  the  said  town 
shall  pay  the  said  jailer  his  fee  or  fees  therefor. 

^  3.  The  fines  and  forfeitures  assessed  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  violation 
of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  town  for  the  benefit  of  the  same ; 
all  other  fines  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Bewleyville  Lodge,  No.  228,  Free  and  Accepted 

Masons. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth         ' 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  officers  of  Bewleyville  Lodge,  No.  22S, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  at  Bewleyville,  in  Breckin- 
ridge county,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate;  and  by 
that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  to 
0ue  and  b«  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the 
courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth;  of  pur- 
chasing and  holding  such  real  and  personal  property  as 
may  be  required  for  the  use  of  said  lodge;  to  sell,  convey, 
or  dispose  of  all  such  real  or  personal  estate  as  they  may 
now  have  or  may  hereafter  acquire;  that  the  amount  in- 
vested in  real  estate  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  in  value 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  man  tgement  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor-

§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  such

^  4.  The  General  Assembly  hereby  reserves  the  right  to 
amend,  alter,  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paducah  Steamboat  Building  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  E.  C.  Murray,  George  Meyers,  H.  C.  Murray, 
Wm.  Thompson,  R.  S.  Ratcliti'e,  and  James  Bury,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate,  with  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
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1B67.  bnilrling  or  steamboats,  machinery,  and  cabins  for  boats, 
— '- —  in  the  city  of  Padacah,  or  adjacent  thereto. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  Bhall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each.  At  the  time  of  subscription  of  stock,  each  subscriber 
shall  pay  to  the  person  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions 
ten  dollars  on  each  share,  and  the  balance  shall  be  due  and 
payable  in  such  manner  as  the  president  and  directors  shall 
order. 

§  3.  The  said  company  hereby  created  shall  exist  and 
remain  in  perpetuity,  except  for  a  failure  to  organize,  and 
in  good  faith  commence  operation  within  two  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  charter. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  purchase, 
hold,  and  use,  or  rent,  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  legitimate  construction  of  steamboats,  ma- 
chinery, and  cabins,  and  do  and  perform  all  such  acts  as  a 
single  person  could  do  in  the  execution  of  its  corporate 
duties. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  one  or  more  of  said  corpo- 
rators to  open  books  for  subscription ;  and  as  soon  as 
twenty  thousand  dollars  may  be  subscribed,  and  five  thou- 
sand dollars  in  cash  be  paid,  any  two  of  said  corporators 
may  call  a  meeting  of  stockholders  in  Paducah,  giving  ten 
days^  notice  in  a  city  newspaper;  and  any  three  stockhold- 
ers present  may  hold  an  election  for  a  president  and  five 
directors,  who  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  their 
duties  as  such  before  entering  on  their  offices;  and  they 
shall  hold  the  same  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  shall,  by  by-laws, 
provide  for  holding  elections  and  filling  vacancies. 

§  6.  The  fiscal,  prudential,  and  other  business  of  said 
company,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  said  president  and 
directors,  or  such  persons  as  they  appoint ;  and  they  may 
take  from  such  appointees  bond  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  or  their  duties.

§  1.  That  there  be  created  in  the  city  of  Paducah  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Paducah, 
Eastport,  and  Cumberland  River  Packet  CoiApany,  under 
and  by  which  name  it  may  make  contracts,  buy,  sell,  and 
hold  property,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  transact  all  business 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  charter. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each;  and  if  the  company  desire  it,  they  may  in- 
crease the  stock  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  stockholders  first  passing  a  resolution  to  this 
effect. 

§  3.  G.  F.  Rabb,  John  Farrer,  Thomas  L.  Lee,  Robert 
Wood,  and  G.  H.  Morrow,  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners, who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  [ar.e  authorized]  to 
open  books  i'or  the  subscription  of  stock  ;  and  when  stock 
to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  has  been  sub- 
scribed, the  stockholders  may  elect  directors,  five  days' 
notice  of  the  election  bein^  first  given  in  two  of  the  news- 
papers publi:«hed  in  Paducah,  and  be  entitled  to  all  the 
corporate  privileges  of  this  act;  the  books  may  be  kept 
open  until  all  the  stock  is  subscribed,  or  close  them  when- 
ever they  think  best. 

§  4.  The  management  and  control  of  the  property,  fiscal 
affairs,  business  transactions,  making  contracts,  and  the 
control  of  the  prudential  concerns  of  the  company,  shall  be 
vested  in  not  more  than  nine  nor  less  than  five  directors — 
the  number  to  be  determined  by  resolution  of  the  stock* 
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holders,  by  whom  aho  they  shall  be  elected;  each  share       186T. 

shall  entitle  ita  holder  to  one  vote.     The  directors  shall 

be  elected  annually  in  the  city  of  Paducah. 

§  5.  The  directors  shall  elect  a  president  from  their 
number  annually,  who  shall  have  all  powers  vested  in 
that  officer  by  the  laws  incidental  to  corporations  of  this 
c^ass  ;  they  may  appoint  all  officers  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  the  company  ;  they  shall  have  power  to 
make  any  and  all  by-laws  for  the  disposal  and  transfer  of 
stock,  for  the  management  and  control  of  the  property, 
affairs,  and  business  of  the  company,  not  inconsistent  with, 
or  in  contravention  of,  the  laws  of  Kentucky  or  of  the 
United  States. 

§  6.  That  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  trans- 
port passengers  and  every  article  of  commerce,  trade, 
manufacture,  agriculture,  and  freight  of  every  kind,  be- 
tween Paducah  and  Eastport,  and  anywhere  else  they  may 
desire  to  run  their  boats;  and  also  to  purchase,  build,  and 
dispose  of  steamboats,  barges,  wharf-boats,  or  any  kind 
of  water  craft;  lease  or  buy  landings  and  wharves,  and 
whatever  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the 
company.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Mayfield.

§  1.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  collected  in  conse- 
quence of  infractions  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  said  board. 

§  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  require  all  persons 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  desiring  to  take  out  coffee- 
house license,  to  pay  a  tax  on  same  in  any  sum,  in  their 
discretion,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
in  addition  to  the  State  tax. 

§  3.  That  all  judicial  officers  of  the  county  of  Graves 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  police  judge  of 
said  town  in  the  trial  of  all  offenses  against  the  ordinances 
and  by-laws  of  said  town.

CHAPTER  1790. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Police  Laws  of  the  Town  of  Warsaw. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentvx^ky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town  of  Warsaw  to  elect  a  police  judg^  and 
marshal,"  approved  February  12, 1858,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  re-enacted,  and  the  provisions  of  said  act  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  in  the  town  of 
Warsaw,  except  that  the  election  of  police  judge  and  mar- 
shal for  the  said  town  of  Warsaw  shall  take  place  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  by  an 
act  in  relation  thereto,  approved  February  2,  1864:  And 
provided  further y  That  the  jurisdiction  of  said  police  judge 
and  town  marshal  shall  not  extend  to  causes  either  civil, 
criminal,  or  penal,  originating  outside  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  of  Warsaw;*  and  for  all  pervice  per- 
formed by  the  said  police  judge  or  marshal  they  shall  be 
allowed  the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  the 
services  of  county  judges,  sheriffs,  or  constables,  for  similar 
services. 

§  2.  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office 
of  police  judge  or  marshal  in  the  town  afores^ald,  either 
by  death  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees 
of  said  town  to  within  five  days  thereafter,  or  as  soon  as 
practicable,  convene  their  said  board  and  hold  an  election 
to  fill  such  vacancy;  and  the  person  receiving  a  majority 
vote  of  the  whole  numoer  ot  trustees  elected  shall  be  de- 
clared the  police  judge  or  marshal,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  shall  be  fully  empowered,  after  taking  the  oath  and  exe- 
cuting bond  as  now  required  by  law,  to  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  police  judge  or  marshal  as  if  they,  or  either  of 
them,  had  been  duly  elected  at  the  regular  election  for 
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police  judge  and  town  marshnl:  Provided  further j  That  the       1867. 

police  judge  or  town  mart<hal  thus  chosen  shall  only  hold 

their  offices  until  the  first  Monday  in  March  succeeding 
their  election  by  said  trustees,  at  which  time  an  election 
shall  take  place  to  fill  said  vacancy,  or  either  of  them,  as 
provided  by  act  in  relation  thereto,  approved  February  2, 
1864. 

§  8.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  actHo  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Rural  Academy,  of  Fulton  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComtnonweaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  B.  McConnell,  R.  B.  Alexander,  O.  W. 
Miles,  J.  M.  Alexander,  and  G.  S.  Miles,  and  their  success- 
ors in  office,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a 
bod^'-poUtic  and  corporate,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 
the  truiitees  of  the  Rural  Academy.  They  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  a  comn(^on  seal,  which  they  may 
alter  whenever  they  think  proper;  Xhey  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth;  and  they  are  authorized  to  pur- 
chase and  hold,  to  themselves  and  their  successors,  any 
lands  or  tenements  that  may  be  purchased,  ^iv.en,  granted, 
or  devised  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  academy ;  and 
shall  have  all  the  powers  usually  granted  to  trustees  of 
similar  institutions. 

§  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees,  with  the  consent  of  the 
president  of  the  academy,  shall  have  power  to  direct  the 
course  of  study,  to  appoint  as  many  professors  or  assistant 
teachers  as  may  be  requirefl  to  complete  the  course  pre- 
scribed by  said  board,  and  to  make  all  by-laws  necessary 
for  the  management  and  control  of  said  academy. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  from  their  number 
a  president  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  transaction  of  all  business  of  the  board ;  shall  fill 
vacancies^  in  their  ooard ;  shall,  upon  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  of  the  president,  or  any  professor  or  teacher 
who  may  be  employed  by  them,  or  who  may  be  dis- 
charged, appoint  others  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

§  4.  The  president  and  professors,  with  the  consent  of 
the  trustees,  shall  have  power  to  confer  degrees,  grant 
diplomas,  signed  by  the  president  of  the  academy,  and 
attested  by  the  trustees,  with  the  seal  of  the  academy  af- 
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1867.  fixc^Jj  which  shall  be  as  valid  as  those  conferred  by  any 
—  other  academy  of  this  State:  Provided^  That  no  degree 
shall  be  conferred  upon  any  student  of  said  academy  who 
shall  not  have  completed  the  course  prescribed,  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination,  and  who  shall  not  have  main- 
tained a  good  moral  character. 

§  5.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such 
by-laws  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  management 
and  government  of  said  institution;  and  they  shall  pre- 
scribe by-laws  for  the  election  of  trusteeM>f  said  institu- 
tion as  their  successors,  and  to  prescribe  the  time  and 
manner  of  said  election.  The  property  of  said  co'rpora- 
tion  t?hall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

§  0.  This  act  shall  take  eiiect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  James  B.  Clay. 

Whereas,  Susan  M.  Clay,  the  widow  of  James  B.  Clay, 
deceai«ed,  was,  by  an  order  of  the  Fayette  county  court, 
appointed  guardian  of  the  children  of  James  B.  Clay,  viz: 
James  B.  Clay,  jr.,  John  C.  Clay,  Henry  Clay,  Lucretia 
Clay,  Thomas  J.  Clay,  Charles  D.  Clay,  and  George  H. 
Clay,  and  is  now  by  law  required  to  return  an  inventory 
of  their  estate  to,  and  make  settlements  of  her  guardian 
accounts  before,  said  Fayette  county  court.  But  since  said 
qualification,  she  has  removed,  with  all  said  children,  to, 
and  is  now  permanently  residing  in,  the  county  of  Jelfer- 
son,  where  all  their  estate  lies,  and  it  will  be  inconvenient 
and  expensive  to  settle  her  accounts  in  Fayette  county ; 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomvealih 
of  Kcntuclty : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Susan  M.  Clay,  guardian 
of  James  B.  Clay,  jr.,  John  C.  Clay,  Henry  Clay,  Lucretia 
Clay,  Thomas  J.  Clay,  Charles  D.  Clay,  and  Geo.  H.  Clay, 
to  return  to  the  Jefferson  county  court  an  inventor}'  of 
their  rtt^pective  estates,  and  to  make  settlements  of  her 
guardian  accounts  in  the  Louisville  chancery  court  or  the 
Jefferson  county  court,  as  if  she  had  been  appointed  guar- 
dian by  the  Jefferson  county  court;  and  either  of  said 
courts  have,  and  complete  jurisdiction  is  hereby  given 
either,  to  settle  the  accounts  of  said  guardian  as  if  she  had 
qualified  as  such  in  the  Jefferson  county  court:  Provided^ 
That  proceedings  for  said  settlement  shall  bonafidely  be 
instituted  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 
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§  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  take  effect       1867.

Puducah. 

Be  it  enacted  iy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  David  Cowling,  Lewis  Turner,  Frank  Owen, 
Carter  AJurrel,  and  Edward  Smith,  trustees  of  the  Wash- 
ington Street  Colored  Baptist  Church,  of  Paducah,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  and  the  officers  and  members  of 
said  church,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, and  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Washington  Street 
Colored  Baptist  Church,  of  Paducah ;  and  by  that  name 
to  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and  may  take  by  devisee, 
gift,  and  bequest,  any  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-Hve  thousand  dollars  in  value;  and  the  same 
to  hold  for  the  use  of  said  church,  according  to  the  disci- 
pline, rules  and  regulations,  that  may  be  pre:?cribed  by  the 
said  church;  and  to  sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  same,  and  also  any  and  all  such  church  property 
that  they  may  now  own  ;  to  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  necessary  and  incident  to  religious  corporations, 
not  incons^i.-tent  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  and 
the  United  States;  and  by  their  corporate  name  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  as  far  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the 
properly,  ri^i^hts,  titles,  privileges,  and  immunities  of  the 
said  church,  and  to  secure  any  demands  due  to  said  church; 
and  to  ut^e  and  enjoy  said  property  solely  for  the  use  and 
purpoce  of  carrying  out  and  prosecuting,  protecting,  and 
preserving  the  religious  interests  of  said  church. 

§  2.  That  the  said  corporators  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  of  said  church,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  or  appointed, 
accortiing  to  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may 
be  prescribed  for  the  government  of  said  church ;  and 
vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustees  may  be  filled,  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  trustees  of  said  church  then  in  office. 

§  3.  That  a  majority  of  the  true^tees  of  said  church  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  they  shall  appoint, 
from  their  number,  a  chairman  and  secretarv.  All  trans- 
fera  and  conveyances  of  the  property  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  si^^ned  by  the  chairman,  and  as  such,  shall  be  ef- 
fectual to  pass  the  title  of  said  corporation.  They  shall 
keep  a  fall  record  of  their  proceedingB,  which  shall,  at  all 
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1867.       timeB,  be  open  to  tlie  inspection  of  the  officers  and  members 

of  said  church. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  existing  laws  on  con- 
stables in  this  Commonwealth. 

$  2.  That  the  marshal  of  said  town  be,  and  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  execute  all  attachments,  executions,  and 
other  process  which  shall  be  issued  by  the  judge  of  the 
quarterly  court  for  Fleming  county.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  judge,  when  any  attachment  or  summons  shall 
have  been  executed  by  said  marshal,  to  deliver  to  him  all 
executions,  orders  of  sale,  or  other  process  issuing  in  said 
action. 

§  3.  That  said  marshal,  before  entering  on  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  bond,  with  good 
and  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
judge  of  the  Fleming  county  court,  for  the  faithlai  dis- 
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charge  of  the  daties  of  bis  ofRce,  which  bond  shall  be  con-       18<)7. 

ditioned  as  the  bond  required  by  law  to  be  executed  by 

constables  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

§  4.  That  said  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  Fleming  county  court,  and  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
clerk  of  said  court  with  the  order  of  the  judge  of  said 
court  qualifying  said  marshal. 

^  5.  That  all  persons  aggrieved  by  any  failure  of  said 
marshal  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  shall  have 
the  same  right  of  action  against  said  marshal  and  his  sure- 
ties on  his  bond,  by  motion  or  otherwise,  as  is  now  pro- 
vided by  law  against  constables  of  this  Commonwealth 
for  failure  to  comply  with  law  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

^  6.  That  said  marshal  may  be  removed  from  office  as 
is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  removal  from  office  of  con- 
stables of  this  Commonwealth.  And  sureties  on  the  bond 
of  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  right,  by  motion,  to 
be  discharged  from  his  bond  as  provided  by  law  respecting 
other  officers  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  question  of  removing  the  county  seat  of 
Kenton  county,  from  Independence  to  the  city  of  Coving- 
ton, shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county 
residing  outside  of  said  city  of  Covington,  at  the  election 
to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  in  the  year  1867. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  conducting  said  election 
to  open  two  columns,  in  which  to  record  the  votes  for  and 
against  said  removal,  one  of  said  columns  to  be  headed, 
"  For  the  removal  of  the  county  seat,"  and  the  other, 
'* Against  the  removal  of  the  county  seat;"  and  the  said 
poll  shall  be  compared  and  the  result  ascertained,  as  now 
provided  by  law  in  the  cases  of  elections  for  county  officers. 

§  2.  That  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor 
of  said  removal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  who 
compare  the  polls  to  report  the  fact  to  the  presiding  judge 
of  the  Kenton  county  court  at  the  next  term  of  his  court 
held  after  said  election ;  and  thereupon  it  shdll  be  his  duty 
to  miike  such  orders  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
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1867.       removal  of  all  the  public  records,  books,  and  other  per* 

— • looal    property,   from    Independence   to   Covington,   and 

thereafter  no  more  circuit,  criminal,  quarterly,  or  county 
courts  shall  be  held  at  Independence. 

§  3.  Thnt  in  case  the  removal  is  made  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  county, 
including  the  city,  shall  thereafter  be  members  of  the  court 
of  claims  for  said  county;  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
of  Covington  shall  be  subject  to  the  county  levy  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  inhabitants  of  said  county  outside  of 
said  city  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be. 

$  4.  That  in  case  the  removal  of  said  county  seat  is 
made,  the  court-house  and  other  public  buildings,  and  the 
grounds  thereto  attached,  in  the  town  of  Independence, 
shall  be  held  by  the  justices  of  the  Kenton  county  court, 
in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  school  or  academy 
that  may  be  hereafter  established  by  the  people  of  said 
county.

Said  company  also  are  authorized  to 
cultivate  or  lease  any  or  all  of  their  tillable  lands,  and  to 
manufacture  and  dispose  of  the  timber  on  said  lands  a» 
they  may  deem  most  conducive  to  their  interest.

sum  is  to  be  applied  by  the  said  president  and  directors  to 
the  building  of  a  good  and  substantial  bridge  across  the 
Kentucky  river,  at  or  near  the  ferry  crossing  of  the  road 
on  said  river. 

§  2.  The  tolls  accruing  to  the  State  upon  said  road  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  aforesaid  president  and  direct- 
ors to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  four  years,  or  so  much  thf^reof  as  may  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  building  of  the  bridge:  Provided^ 
however,  That  the  said  president  and  directors  apply  the 
tolls  accruing  to  the  private  shareholders  of  stock  in  said 
company  to  the  building  of  the  bridge  the  same  period  of 
time  that  the  tolls  of  the  State  are  so  applied. 

$  3.  That  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  tolls  collected  on 
said  road,  save  a  sum  sufficient  to  keep  the  road  in  repair 
after  the  bridge  shall  have  been  built,  shall  be  semi- 
annually paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  until  the  full 
sum  of  filteen  thousand  dollars  is  reimbursed,  with  inter- 
est; and  the  tolls  due  the  State,  thus  appropriated,  shall 
be  reimbursed  by  the  year  1873. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Goiintj  Court  of  Nelson  County  to  subscribe  stock 

to  Turnpike  Roads.

§  1.  That  the  levy  court  of  Nelson  county,  at  its  regular 
levy  term,  or  any  term  at  which  the  justices  of  the  peace 
for  said  county  may  be  called  together  by  the  order  of  the 
presiding  judge  for  the  purpose,  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  subscribe,  in  the  name  and  for  and  on  behalf  of 
the  county,  for  stock  in  any  turnpike  road  that  is  now,  or 
may  hereafter,  be  organized  in  said  county. 

§  2.  To  obtain  the  means  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  section,  the  said  court,  at  the  time  such  8ub* 
scription  or  appropriation  shall  be  made,  shall,  by  its  order, 
provide  for  the  levying  and  collecting  of  such  an  advalo- 
rem  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said  county  asi^essed 
for  State  revenue  purposes,  either  annually  or  for  a  longer 

Eeriod,  as  said  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  deem  advisa- 
le:  Provided^  however,  That  no  such  subscription  or  ap- 
propriation shall  be  made  nor  tax  levied,  unless  a  major- 
ity of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county  shall  be 
present  and  voting  therefor.

Wheheas,  Green,  Marshall  &  Co.  carried  on  the  bu- 
siness of  brokers,  under  a  license,  at  their  banking-house 
in  the  city  of  Henderson,  which  license  expired  the  6!h  of 
November,  1866,  and  they  having  again  duly  applied  for 
license,  continued  to  carry  on  said  business,  under  the  be- 
lief that  the  cierk  had  granted  them  a  license  to  do  so ;  but 
discovering  about  the  firs^t  of  February,  1867,  that  the 
clerk,  through  inadvertence,  had  failed  to  do  so,  they  re- 
newed the  application,  and  a  license  was  granted  them  for 
twelve  months  from  that  date,  the  annual  tax  paid  on  said 
license  being  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  clerk  of  the  Hender- 
son county  court  to  grant  to  the  said  Green,  Marshall  &l 
Co.  a  license  to  carry  on  and  conduct  the  business  of  a 
broker  and  exchange  dealer,  at  their  banking-house  in  the 
city  of  Henderson,  from  and  after  the  6th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1866  ;  said  license  to  be  as  operative  from  that  date  as 
if  it  had  been  granted  on  that  day,  and  to  be  in  lieu  of  the 
license  thereafter  granted ;  aud  upon  said  license  being  so 
granted,  the  said  Green,  Marshall  &  Co.  shall  not  be 
liable  to  any  fine  or  forfeiture  for  carrying  on  the  business 
of  a  broker,  at  their  said  banking-house,  during  the  period 
covered  by  said  license. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1804. 

AN  ACT  to  preserve  and  perpetuate  the  Garth  Fand. 

Whereas,  William  Garth,  deceased,  late  of  Ilourbon 
county,  devised  the  bulk  of  his  estate  for  educational  pur- 
poses, to  be  safely  invested,  and  the  dividends  arising  from 
the  investment  to  be  applied  by  the  Bourbon  county  court 
to  the  education  of  poor,  worthy,  and  sprightly  young 
men  of  Bourbon  county ;  and  whereas,  said  fund  will 
amount  to  a  sura  between  $40,000  and  $50,000;  therefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth       1867. 
of  Kentucky:  : 

§  1.  That  before  the  execator  of  said  Garth  shall  be  re- 
<)tiire(l  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county  the 
aforesaid  fund,  the  said  treasurer  shall  have  first  executed 
a  bond  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  in  the 
penalty  of  $100,000,  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufRcient 
sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  county  court  of  Bourbon 
county,  to  be  void  upon  the  condition  that  he  shall  fnith- 
fully  and  honestly  discharge,  in  every  particular,  his  duty 
as  county  treasurer  in  regard  to  said  fund,  and  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  will  of 
said  Garth. 

§  2.  That  the  obligors  in  said  bond,  their  devisees,  heirs, 
executors,  or  administrators,  may  be  made  liable,  jointly 
or  severally,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, by  suit  in  the  Bourbon  circuit  court,  or  in  any  other 
court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  for  a  breach  of  the  same, 
until  the  whole  of  the  treasurer's  liability  shall  be  dis- 
charged. 

§  3.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  a  well-bound  book  in  which 
he  shall  record  accurately  every  transaction  of  his  in  ref- 
erence to  said  fund,  including  an  account  current  exhibit- 
ing the  exact  condition  of  said  fund  before  invested  and 
after  investment,  with  all  accruing  dividends  and  interest 
thereon,  and  of  receipts  and  payments  made  by  him; 
which  book  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  presiding  judge  of  said  court  or  any  justice  thereof. 

§  4.  The  treasurer  shall,  before  the  presiding  judge  of 
said  court,  at  least  once  in  each  ^'car,  make  a  settlement 
of  his  accounts  in  reference  to  said  fund,  in  which  settle- 
ment said  judge  shall  pass  no  voucher  as  correct  unless 
the  same  be  an  order  of  said  court  properly  made  and  cer- 
tified, which  settlement,  when  made,  shall  be  submitted  to 
«aid  court  at  its  next  regular  term  for  its  approval;  and  if 
approved,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  in 
the  book  of  the  settlement  of  estates,  and  filed  away  and 
safely  kept.  Said  judge  shall  also  cause  said  report  to  be 
published  in  the  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Paris. 

§  5.  That  neither  the  whole  of  said  fund  nor  any  part 
thereof,  principal  or  interest,  shall  be  loaned  to  any  per- 
son or  persons  whatever;  but  the  same  shall,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requi.^ition  of  its  donor,  be  ^'safely  invested;'' 
and  in  making  said  investment  said  court  must  select  per- 
manent, good,  and  safe  interest-paying  stocks;  and  the 
principal  of  siid  fund,  either  before  or  after  investment, 
shall  never  be  encroached  upon,  but  the  same  shall  remain 
intact  forever. 

§  t>.  That  said  court,  when  the  whole  of  said  fund  shall 
be  safely  invested,  and  the  interest  for  one  year  on  the 
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1867.       sawie  ehall  have  been  received  by  the  treasuper,  shall  es- 

tablibh  in   the   city  of  Parin  a  school,  to  be  called  the 

**Garth  School,"  in  which  one  or  more  competent  teach- 
ers bhall  be  employed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  afford  an 
education,  gratuitously,  to  such  poor,  worthy,  sprightly 
young  men  of  Bourbon  county,  as  shall  be  selected  by  the 
court  for  that  purpose  :  Provided^  That  said  school  may 
receive  pay  scholars,  but  not  in  numbers  so  large  as  to  in- 
terfere with  the  education  of  the  beneficiaries  of  said 
school.  Said  school  to  be  sustained  by  the  interest  and 
dividends  accruing  from  the  principal  fund  when  invest- 
ed, and,  so  far  as  can  be,  by  the  tuition  fees  of  pay 
scholars. 

§  7.  That  if  the  treasurer,  or  any  member  of  said  court, 
or  any  agent  of  said  court,  or  any  other  person,  shall, 
without  authority  of  said  courts  entered  of  record,  and 
properly  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  appropriate 
any  part  of  said  fund,  or  of  its  accruing  dividends  or  in- 
terest, to  his  own  use  or  to  that  of  any  other  person,  or 
shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  shall  know- 
ingly make  or  cause  to  be  made  false  entries  in  any  book 
kept  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  condition  of  said 
fund  and  its  accruing  interest  or  dividends,  and  with  a 
fraudulent  intent,  or  to  bide  or  to  conceal  any  improper 
appropriation  of  said  fund,  or  of  its  interest  or  dividends^ 
the  person  so  ofi^ending  Bhall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony^ 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  con- 
finement in  the  jail  or  penitentiary  of  the  ^tate  for  a  pe- 
riod not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  8.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  promptly  all  orders  drawn 
upon  him  by  said  court  which  are  recorded  and  properly 
certified  by  its  clerk ;  and  he  shall  safely  keep  and  account 
for  the  bonds  or  securities  placed  in  his  hands  by  said 
court  in  which  said  fund  shall  be  invested  ;  and  to  insure 
the  safe-keeping  of  the  same,  he  may  depos^it  them  with 
the  cisiihier  or  cashiers  of  any  incorporated  bank  which 
shall  have  its  office  of  discount  and  deposit  in  said  city. 

§  0.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1806. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  St.  Mark's  High  School,  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  the  Right  Reverend  B.  B.  Smith,  Joseph  S. 
Atwell,  N.  B.  Rogers,  Jesse  Meriwether,  and  John  C. 
Towels,   as   trustees,   are   hereby   vested  with  corporate 
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rights  and  powers,  by  the  name  and  style  of  St.  Mark's       1867. 
High  School,  of  Louisville.  

§  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  is  to  educate  colored 
youth  under  the  auspices  of  the  Episcopal  Church ;  and 
the  corporation  hereby  created  is  vested  with  all  the  cor- 
porate powers  ordinary  and  proper  to  accomplish  that  end. 

§  3.  The  senior  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  for  the 
diocese  of  Kentucky,  is  to  be,  ex-officioj  a  member  and 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  all  other  vacancies 
in  the  board  must  be  filled  by  the  board. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  property,  not 
eiceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value. 

§  5.  This  charter  is  granted  subject  to  the  right  in  the 
Legislature  to  amend  or  repeal  it  at  any  time.

CHAPTER  1807 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Alfred  Kelly  and  others. 

WhiEreas,  In  1858,  one  Will  Oliver,  a  free  rr^an  of  color, 
died  in  Allen  county,  Kentucky,  seized  and  possessed  of 
both  real  and  personal  property ;  and  the  said  Will  Oli- 
ver's children,  to-wit :  Rebecca,  Alfred,  8arah  Ann,  Eliza, 
and  Matilda,  were  slaves,  and  could  not  inherit  said  prop- 
erty; and  whereas,  said  property,  or  the  proceeds  of  the 
same,  came  to  the  hands  of  one  John  N.  Fitzpatrick, 
escheator  for  Allen  county,  who  has  never  accounted  for 
the  same,  except  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-^even 
dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents,  paid  November  2d,  1859;  and 
whereas,  it  appears  the  said  property  was  accumulated  by 
said  Will  Oliver  after  he  became  a  free  man,  and  justice  and 
right  alike  demand  that  his  children,  who  are  now  free  and 
very  poor,  should  have  the  benefit  of  said  property ;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  b^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
Qf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  John  N.  Fitzpatrick 
to  make  a  full  and  complete  settlement  with  the  county 
judge  of  Allen  county  of  all  money  which  came  to  his 
hands,  as  escheator,  from  the  estate  of  the  said  Will  Oli- 
ver, showing  the  time  he  received  the  same;  and  upon  the 
completion  of  said  settlement,  the  said  Fitzpatrick  is  here- 
by directed  to  pay  whatever  amount  he  may  have  received 
from  said  estate,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  time  he  received  the  same, 
to  the  said  Rebecca  and  others,  children  of  the  said  Will 
Oliver,  deducting  a  reasonable  commission,  to  be  allowed 
by  the  county  judge  in  said  settlement;  and  upon  his  fail- 
ure so  to  do,  said  children  may  institute  their  proceeding 
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1867.       >^  ^°y  court  having  jurisdiction,  to  compel  the  payment 

of  the  same. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1808. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  J.  and  John  Brewer,  of  Henry  Conntj. 

Whereas,  The  lands  of  W.  J.  Brewer  and  John  Brewer, 
of  Henry  county,  were  pold  by  the  sheriff  of  Franklin 
county,  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  1866,  to  satisfy 
an  execution  which  had  issued  from  the  Franklin  circuit 
court,  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  against  the  said  W. 
J.  and  John  Brewer,  and  others,  and  said  land  having  been 
bid  in  by  the  Auditor  of  the  State,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  Commonwealth,  for  an  amount  exceeding  two 
thirds  of  its  appraised  value,  thereby  precluding  the  right 
of  the  said  parties  to  redeem  the  same ;  and  whereas,  if 
said  sales  are  permitted  to  be  confirmed  by  the  court:^,  and 
deeds  should  be  awarded  the  purchaser,  irreparable  injury 
will  thereby  be  done  the  said  parties;  now,  therefore,  for 
remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  Hie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

5  1,  That  the  said  W.  J.  Brewer  and  John  Brewer,  or 
either  of  them,  shall  have  further  time  of  two  years  to 
redeem  their  lands  so  sold,  as  in  the  preamble  hereto 
stated,  upon  the  payment  into  the  treasury  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  first  year,  to-wit:  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1868,  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  on 
the  amounts  for  which  said  lands  were  sold — the  payment 
of  interest  at  that  time  to  cover  the  entire  amount  that 
may  be  due  and  payable  for  both  years. 

§2.  In  default  of  payment,  as  provided  in  the  first  sec* 
tion  of  this  act,  their  right  of  redemption  as  herein  pro- 
vided shall  be  forever  barred,  and  all  the  right  and  title 
acquired  by  the  Commonwealth  by  the  purchase  of  the 
Auditor  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  as  aforesaid, 
shall  immediately  revest  in  the  Auditor  for  the  use  and 
benefit  aforesaid. 

^  3.  On  the  payment  of  the  interest  as  herein  provided, 
together  with  the  amount  for  which  said  lands  were  sold, 
then  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  lands  so  sold  shall 
revert  to,  and  reinvest  in,  said  parties,  W.  J.  and  John 
Brewer,  or  either  of  them,  who  may  comply  with  the  pro* 
visions  of  this  act,  in  as  full  and  complete  a  manner  as  if 
said  sales  had  never  been  made :  Provided^  That  nothing 
herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  said  parties,  or 
either  of  them,  from  redeeming  said  lands  at  any  time 
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during  the  said  two  years,  apon  the  payment  of  the  amount       ]  SQ7. 

for  which  their  respective  lands  were  sold,  and  the  interest     — "- 

that  may  then  have  accrued  thereon. 

(  4.  The  receipt  of  the  Auditor  for  the  principal  and 
interest  to  the  time  of  payment,  shall  be  evidence  that  the 
lands  have  been  redeemed,  and  of  the  title  thereto  bein^ 
reinvested  in  them,  or  either  of  them,  who  may  so  redeem. 

§  5.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1809. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Logan  County  Court  to  sell  its  Poor-house  and  buj 

a  cow  one. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
o/  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Logan  county,  a  majority 
of  the  members  thereof  consenting,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  the  property  now  held 
by  said  county  as  a  poor-house;  and  to  carry  out  this  ob- 
ject, may  appoint  three  commissioners,  who,  upon  being 
sworn  to  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  their  duty,  and 
execute  such  bond  as  the  county  judge  may  deem  suf- 
ficient, shall  be  empowered  to  make  the  sale  of  said  prop- 
erty, upon  such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  the  court 
may,  in  the  order  of  appointment,  prescribe;  and  upon 
said  sale  being  confirmed  by  the  court,  and  the  purchase 
money  paid  in  to  the  court  satisfactorily  secured,  said  com- 
missioners, or  any  two  of  them,  or  a  special  commissioner 
appointed  by  the  county  judge,  shall  make  to  the  purchaser 
a  deed  of  conveyance. 

§  2.  The  said  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
appropriate  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  to  the  purchase  of 
some  other  suitable  property,  to  be  used  and  held  as  a 
poor-house  for  said  county;  and  that  the  title  of  the  prop- 
erty so  purchased  shall  be  taken  to  the  Logan  county  court, 
and  to  their  successors  in  office  forever. 

§  3.  That  in  the  event  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
said  poor-house  be  insufficient  to  purchase  other  suitable 
property  for  a  poor-house,  then  said  court  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  raise,  by  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not 
more  than  five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  responsi- 
bility, as  in  case  of  the  State  revenue. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  create  and  regulate  the  Office  of  County  Treasurer  for  Bourbon 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentvcky  : 

1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  for  the  county  of  Bour- 
bon the  office  of  county  treasurer;  said  officer  shall  be 
elected  at  the  first  election  by  the  justices  of  the  peace 
for  said  county  and  the  county  judge,  a  majority  thereof 
being  present,  and  a  majority  so  present  shall  be  necessary 
to  elect.  The  person  so  elected  shall  hold  his  office  until 
bis  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  At  the 
court  of  claims  for  said  county  in  the  year  1870,  and  at  the 
same  court  every  four  years  thereafter,  a  successor  to 
said  office  shall  be  elected. 

§  2.  Said  treasurer  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  one  or 
more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  presiding  judge  of  said 
court — a  bond  similar  to  that  required  by  law  to  be  given 
by  collectors  of  the  county  levy,  to  be  sued  upon  in  the 
same  manner. 

^  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  collect, 
receive,  and  receipt  for  ail  money  due  or  to  become  due  to 
said  county  from  the  several  collecting  officers  thereof,  and 
also  v^rhat  is  known  as  the  Garth  Fund,  to  be  held  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  county  court  of  said  county.  He  shall 
have  power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  institute  actions 
against  all  delinquent  sheriffs  or  collectors  of  said  county. 
In  the  month  of  October  of  each  year  such  sheriffs  and 
collectors  shall  settle  their  accounts  with  said  treasurer, 
and  pay  over  any  balance  due  by  them ;  and,  at  the  county 
court  held  in  the  following  month,  said  treasurer  shall 
report  such  settlements  to  the  county  court.  He  shall  keep 
a  book,  to  be  furnished  and  paid  for  as  other  public  books, 
in  which  he  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  money 
received  by  him  for  the  county,  showing  when  and  on  what 
account  received,  and  when  and  on  what  account  disbursed 
by  him.  The  accounts  of  the  Garth  Fund  shall  be  kept  in 
a  separate  book,  and  said  books  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said 
court  as  a  part  of  the  records  thereof. 

§  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  fur  any  one  except  said  treas- 
urer to  receive  any  money  due  or  to  become  due  to  said 
county:  Provided,  however,  That  the  sheriff  or  collector 
may,  as  heretofore,  pay  off  claims  against  the  county  out 
of  the  county  levy,  and  receive  credit  therefor  in  his  said 
settlements. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  said 
county,  in  the  month  of  December  of  each  year,  to  settle 
the  county  treasurer's  accounts,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
next  county  court,  which  shall  lie  over  to  the  succeeding 
term  for  exception,  and  if  no  exceptions  are  then  taken,  or 
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those  taken  are  overruled,  said  settlement  shall  be  eon-       1867. 

firmed  and  recorded.     Said  judge  shall  receive  the  com-   — ^ 

pensaflon  allowed  by  law  in  other  cases  for  making  said 
settlement. 

§  6.  The  county  court  clerk  shall  record  all  the  settle- 
ments herein  provided  for,  and  shall,  for  hi:)  services,  receive 
fees  as  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  county  levy,  except  that  all  fees,  commit^sions,  allow- 
ances, &c.,  growing  out  of  or  connected  with  the  Garth 
Fund,  shall  be  paid  out  of  said  fund. 

§  7.  The  county  court,  composed  as  required  for  the  elec- 
tion of  the  treasurer,  shall  fix  the  rate  of  compensation  to 
be  allowed  him,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  his 
term  of  office,  but  may  at  any  time  be  by  them  increased. 

^  8.  This  act  shall  take  eliect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1812. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Montgomery  County  Court. 

Whereas,  The  Montgomery  county  court  is  now  erect- 
ing a  new  jail  on  different  ground  from  the  old  jail,  and 
desires  to  sell  the  old  jail  and  ground;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Montgomery  county,  a 
majority  of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring,  be, 
and  is  hereby,  empowered  to  sell  and  convey  the  old  jail 
and  ground  now  situated  in  the  town  of  Mt.  Sterling. 

§2.  That  said  sale  shall  be  on  such  termy  as  maybe 
determined  on  by  the  said  court,  but  the  time  and  terms 
of  sale  shall  be  made  public  at  least  fifteen  days  before 
day  of  sale.  The  sale  shall  be  at  public  auction,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof  shall  go  into  the  county  treasury. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  elfect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1818. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act  to  authorize  the  Graves  Conntj 
Court  to  is^ue  bonds  and  create  a  Sinking  Fund  to  liquidate  the  same," 
approved  February  3,  ldG6,  Chapter  344. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
€f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  2  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as  to  re- 
quire the  Graves  county  court  to  levy  and  have  collected  a 
lufficient  tax,  after  the  present  year,  to  meet  the  July  ia- 
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1867.       Btallment  of  interest  on  the  county  bonds  sold  by  virtue  of 

gaij  act  in  each  year,  one  year  in  advance,  or  the  year 

previous  to  the  falling  due  of  said  July  interest  in  each 
year,  and  to  so  continue  to  levy  said  tax  until  said  bonds 
and  the  accruing  interest  thereon  shall  be  liquidated.  That 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to 
use  a  sufficiency  of  the  Sinking  Fund  in  their  hands  to 
liquidate  the  July  interest  on  said  bonds  the  present  year; 
or  they  may  borrow  the  same  from  any  bank  or  other  cor- 
poration or  individual,  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than  ten  per 
cent,  interest;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court, 
at  its  next  levy  term,  to  provide,  by  additional  taxation,  to 
pay  the  same,  whether  used  from  the  Sinking  Fund  or 
borrowed.

and  at  each  January  county  court  thereafter  said  court 
shall  ascertain  and  enter  of  record  the  amount  due  said 
county  for  the  preceding  year. 

§  4.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  collect  and  account  * 
for  said  fund,  in  the  same  time  and  manner  as  are  other 
levies  by  law  required  to  be  collected  and  accounted  for, 
and  shall  be  chargeable  with  interest  from  the  day  on 
which  it  should  be  paid  till  it  is  paid.

applicable  to  the  collection  of  revenue  shall  apply  in  the 
collection  of  the  tax  thus  levied:  Provided^  That  such 
subscriptions  shall  not  be  made  till  said  court  shall  be  sat- 
isfied that  an  amount  of  stock  sufficient,  with  the  aid  of 
such  county  subscriptions,  to  complete  each  mile  of  road  to 
which  such  county  subscriptions  apply,  has  been  taken  by 
private  subscription  :  And  provided y  That  said  subscription 
shall  not  be  made  to  any  road  unless  the  same  shall  be 
made  fourteen  feet  in  width.

not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars  at  any  one  time. 

$  2.  The  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  is,  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  establish  and 
carry  on,  a  general  auction  commission  house,  in  the  city 
of  Louisville,  for  the  sale  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchan* 
disc,  lands,  tenements,  stocks,  bonds,  produce,  cotton,  to- 
bacco, live  stock,  machinery,  agricultural  implements, 
furniture,  &c. 

§  3.  This  association  shall  have  power  to  make  cash 
advances  on  any  of  the  articles  or  things  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section,  and  may  sell  the  same  to  pay  ad* 
vances,  storage,  and  charges,  after  thirty  days'  notice; 
Provided,  The  article  or  thing  shall  have  been  in  store  or 
possession  a  longer  period  than  twelve  months  :  And  pro^ 
vided  furtfier,  That  when  such  advances,  charges,  or  de- 
mands shall  have  been  made  on  real  estate,  no  sale  shall 
be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  except  as  is 
provided  for,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  for  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  this  association  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  and  may  be  subscribed  and  paid  for, 
issued  and  transferred,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  association ;  and  when  two  hundred  and  fifty 
jshares  of  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed^  and  twenty  per 
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1867        <)^nt.  paid  in  cash  into  the  treasury,  and  the  balance 
'- —  oared  to  be  paid,  this  association  may  commence  businesa. 

§  4.  The  persons  named  as  corporators  of  this  associa- 
tion shall  compose  the  first  board  of  directors  of  the  same; 
but  should  any  of  them  fail  to  become  stockholders,  or  fail 
or  refuse  to  act,  the  others^  or  any  two  of  tliem,  may  fill  the 
vacancies.  The  board  of  directors  may  enact  by-laws  for 
the  government  and  management  of  the  afiairs  of  the 
association  ;  and  may  establish  the  rates  of  fees,  charges, 
and  commissions  of  the  same,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  6.  This  association,  by  its  by-laws,  may  prescribe  the 
terms  and  tenure  of  its  offices  and  directors,  and  the  qual- 
ification and  the  compensation  of  its  officers  and  em* 
ployees. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Toiwo  of  Harmonj,  in  Owen  Cbunty. 

Be,  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  town  of  Harmony,  in  Owen  county,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated  ;  and  the  boundaries 
of  said  town  shall  be  as  follows,  to-wit :  commencing  in 
or  near  the  center  of  said  town,  and  embracing  one  half 
mile  each  way,  and  bo  as  to  include  the  residences  of  A. 
G.  Rice  and  John  Terry. 

^  2.  That  A.  G.  Rice,  sr.,  Samuel  Wise,  A.  BIytlie,  Thos. 
Terry,  and  Jeptha  Estes,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appoint* 
ed  trustees,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  second 
Saturday  in  May,  1867,  at  which  time,  and  annually  there* 
after,  there  shall  be  elected  three  trustees,  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town,  to  bold  their  office  for  a  period  of 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 

§  3.  All  free  white  males  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years^ 
who  are  residents  of  said  town,  and  all  owners  of  real 
estate  therein,  who  have  the  right  to  vote  for  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall 
be  qualified  to  hold  office  and  to  vote  for  officers  at  any 
election  of  said  town. 

§4.  That  there  shall  be  elected  for  said  town  a  polioe 
judge  and  town  marshal,  at  the  regular  State  election  in 
August  next ;  the  police  judge,  so  elected,  to  hold  bin  office 
till  the  regular  election  of  county  judges  in  the  year  1870; 
and  the  (own  marshal  to  hold  his  office  till  the  next  rega- 
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lar  election  of  constablea ;  that  thereafter  the  police  judge       1867. 

of  said  town  shall  be  elected  in  the  aame  manner,  and  for   ^ — 

the  fiiame  length  of  time,  as  county  judges  are  now  elected 
by  law;  and  the  town  marshal  to  be  elected  in  the  same 
manner,  and  for  the  same  length  of  time,  as  constables  are 
now  elected  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act  to 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  all  previous  acts  incorporating 

the  town  of  Owenton,  in  Owen  county,"  approved  , 

1667,  shall  apply  to  the  town  of  Harmony,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  if  embraced  herein, 
except  so  far  as  it  may  be  inconsistent  and  in  conflict  with 
this  act.

§  2.  That  as  said  books  are  delivered  to  said  Secretary, 
at  his  office  in  Frankfort,  he  shall  examine  them,  and  if 
they  are  well  bound  and  in  good  order,  he  shall  certify  to 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  the  number  delivered,  and 
the  said  Auditor  is  hereby  required  to  issue  his  warrant 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  price  of  said  books. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State,

CHAPTER  1866. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Gitj  of  CoviDgton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  so  much  of  the  third  section  of  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Covington," 
approved  January  7, 1852,  as  prohibits  the  board  of  school 
trustees  in  said  city  from  allowing  to  the  superintendent 
of  common  schools  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for 
his  services  in  any  one  year,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed;  and  hereafter  said  board  shall  have  power  to 
allow  such  compensation  to  the  superintendent  as  it  may 
deem  reasonable  and  just. 

§  2.  That  hereafter,  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
said  board  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  any  of  its 
members,  the  said  board  shall  have  the  power,  by  a  vote 
of  two  thirds,  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  regular 
election;  but  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  fill  such  vacancy 
who  does  not  possess  the  qualifications  now  required  by 
law. 

§  3.  That  the  superintendent  of  common  schools  in  said 
city  shall  have  power,  under  such  general  rules  as  may  be 
adopted  by  the  board  of  trustees,  to  suspend  any  pupil 
from  the  schools  of  said  city ;  but  in  all  cases  of  such  sus- 
pension, any  person  aggrieved  thereby  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  application  to  the  board  at  any  time  for  an  order 
to  reinstate  the  pupil. 

$  4.  That  hereafter,  when  said  school  board  shall  have 
designated  or  established  any  text-book  or  books  for  use  in 
any  of  the  grades  or  departments  of  the  common  schools 
in  said  city,  the  same  shall  not  be  changed  at  any  time 
before  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  time  of  such 
designation,  except  by  the  unanimous  votes  of  all  the 
members,  elect  to  said  board. 

§  5.  That  the  third  section  of  an  act,  entitled  <<An  act 
to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Covington,"  approved 
March  1,  1860,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  ;  and 
hereafter,  at  all  elections  held  under  the  charter  of  said 
city,  the  votes  shall  be  given  viva  voce. 

§  6.  That  the  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power, 
by  ordinance  or  resolution  passed  by  the  votes  of  a  major- 
ity of  all  the  members  elect,  to  require  all  houses  and  tea- 
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1867.       ements  within  said  city  to  be  nambered  at  the  expense  of 

the  owners  of  the  same;  and   in  case  any  such  owner 

shall  fail  or  refuse  to  cause  his  or  her  house  or  tenement 
to  be  numbered  when  so  required,  or  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  said  council  shall  have  the  power  to  have  the 
same  done,  and  assess  and  collect  the  cost  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  now  provided  for  the  collection  of  the 
cost  of  improving  streets  and  alleys.  The  city  council 
shall  have  power  to  pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be  ne* 
cessary  to  preserve  and  protect  the  numbers  on  the  houses 
and  tenements,  and  may  impose  penalties,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars,  for  violations  of  the  same. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  all  elections  in  the  city  of  Covington,  county 
of  Kenton,  for  the  election  of  State  and  county  officers, 
shall  be  held  in  each  ward  thereof,  the  places  of  voting  to 
be  the  same  as  designated  by  the  city  council  of  said  city;

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Marshal  of  the  town  of  Monticello.  '     ' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonusealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  in  addition  to  the  duties  and  authority  con- 
ferred by  law  on  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Monticello, 
he  shall  have  authority  to  receive  and  act  upon  any  writ, 
process,  or  proceeding,  and  to  take  for  collection  any  note, 
fee  bill,  or  claim,  that  might,  by  law,  be  received  and  acted 
on  by  the  constable  of  the  first  civil  district  of  Wayne 
county. 

§  2.  The  said  marshal  and  his  sureties  shall  be  jointly 
and  severally  liable  on  his  official  bond  for  his  official  con- 
duct, in  the  same  manner  that  constables  and  their  sureties 
are  by  law,  and  may  be  proceeded  agaia^it  in  (he  same 
manner. 

§  3.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  oompen* 
sation  for  his  services  under  this  act  now  provided  by  law 
for  constables  for  similar  services.  ^ 

§  4.  Before  acting  under  this  act,  said  marshal  shall  give 
bond  in  the  county  court  of  Wayne  county,  with  good 
■mrety,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  marshal  aforesaid,  and  to  promptly  account  for 
all  money  collected  by  him  to  the  person  entitled  thereto 
upon  any  claim  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  as  well 
as  any  public  or  town  dues  that  may  come  to  his  hands  as 
marshal  aforesaid.

CHAPTER  1873. 

AN  ACT  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  regard  to  the  Town  of  Lan* 

caster,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Lancaster  shall  be 
laid  out  in  a  square  half  mile,  so  that  the  centre  of  the 
present  public  square  shall  be  the  centre  of  the  square 
half  mile;  and  all  the  territory  and  lots  of  ground  included 
within  said  boundary,  as  shown  by  a  survey  made  in  pur- 
suance of  an  act  approved  February  33,  1S37,  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby,  declared  to  be  the  town  of  Lancaster. 

§  3.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns 
of  said  town,  with  the  government  and  control  thereof, 
shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum  to  transact  business,  and  all  of  whom  shall  have 
resided  in  said  town  one  year  next  preceding  their  electioa^ 
and  be  freeholders  therein. 
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1867.  ^  ^'  '^^^^  B&i<l  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  be  a 

body-politio  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known   by  the 

name  and  style  of  the  board  of  Trustees  of  the  Town  of 
Lancaster;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and 
being  answered,  of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all 
courts  and  places;  and  may  use  a  common  or  private  seal, 
and  do  ail  other  acts,  matters,  and  things  which  any  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  having  perpetual  succession,'  caa 
lawfully  and  rightfully  do  and  perform. 

§  4.  Said  trustees  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first 
,  Saturday  in  June,  by  the  free  white  male  inhabitants  of 
said  town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall 
have  been  bona  fide  residents  in  said  town  for  one  year 
next  preceding  the  election,  and  who  shall  have  paid  their 
poll-tax  for  the  preceding  year,  and  ail  arrearages  and 
taxes  by  them  due  said  town;  which  payments,  upon  being 
questioned^ must  be  satisfactorily  shown.  The  said  trus- 
tees shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,*  and  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified.  They 
shall  take  an  oath,  before  the  clerk  of  the  Garrard  county 
court,  who  shall  enter  a  certificate  of  bis  administering 
said  oath  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  and  other 
purposes,  for  the  benefit  of  said  town,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully, and  without  affection  to  any  one,  discharge  the 
duties  that  may  devolve  upon  them  as  trustees  during  their 
continuation  in  office,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  appoint  one  of  their  own  body  chairman,  who 
shall  preside  at  all  their  meetings;  and  in  case  of  the  ab- 
sence of  the  chairman,  they  shall  appoint  a  chairman  pro 
tempore;  and  in  case  of  his  death,  removal  from  the  town, 
or  vacation  of  his  seat  as  trustee,  may  appoint  another  ia 
his  stead.  The  election  for  trustees  shall  be  conducted  by 
one  or  more  of  the  acting  trustees,  or  those  other  citizens, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  board  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
be  held  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board ; 
and  the  return  of  the  names  of  the  persons  elected  shall 
be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  shall  be  b^  him 
recorded  in  their  books.  At  least  ten  days'  previous  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  election  shall  be  given 
by  written  advertisements,  posted  on  the  door  of  the  circuit 
clerk's  office  and  court-house  and  post-office,  and  such 
other  public  places  in  said  town  as  the  board  of  trustees 
may  direct.  If  the  election  of  trustees  be  conducted  by 
other  persons  than  two  of  the  acting  trustees,  such  per- 
sons, before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
shall  take  an  oath,  before  the  Garrard  county  court  clerki 
that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  incumbeat 
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upon   them  as  officers  of  such  election,  without  prejudice       1867, 

or  partiality.     They  shall  return  the   poll-books  of  such  

election,  aher  certifying,  at  the  end  thereof,  that  it  is  a  true 
poll  of  the  votes  cast,  to  the  board  of  trustees,  and  by  them 
lodged  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Garrard  county  court, 
there  to  be  kept  safely,  as  the  poll-books  of  other  elections 
are  kept.  Each  qualified  voter  shall  have  the  right  to  vote 
for  the  full  number  of  trustees.  The  officers  holding  the 
election  for  trustees  shall  open  their  polls  at  or  before  8 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  close  the  same  at  6  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on 
the  day  of  the  election*  Should  any  trustee  be  absent 
from  the  meetings  of  the  board  for  three  months,  the  board 
niay,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  remaining  trustees, 
by  a  resolution  to  that  eifect  entered  on  their  records,  de- 
clare his  seat  vacated,  and  may  then  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  his  removal  as  in  other  cases. 

§  5.  That  the  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  fix  and 
regulate,  by  their  by-laws,  the  times  and  places  of  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  board,  and  also  prescribe  the  mode 
in  which  special  meetings  may  be  had,  and  may  inflict  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  two  dollars  on  any  member  for  non- 
attendance  at  a*hy  one  meeting,  to  be  applied  for  stationery, 
lights,  and  fuel  for  said  board. 

9^6.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees,  and  their  success- 
ors, shall  have  power  and  authority  to  take,  receive,  and 
hold,  real,  personal,  and  mixed  estate,  by  purchase,  devise, 
bequest,  or  donation,  for  the  use,  benefit,  or  ornament  of 
said  town ;  and  may  use,  appropriate,  lease,  or  sell  the 
real,  personal,  or  mixed  estate  which  may  be  so  taken  and 
received  by  them,  or  which  is  now  held  by  them,  or  has 
been  conveyed  to  the  present  or  any  other  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  town  of  Lancaster,  in  such  manner,  and  upon 
such  terms,  as  they  may  deem  expedient:  Provided,  iiow- 
ever,  That  no  sale  or  lease  shall  be  made  of  any  real 
estate  unless  the  same  is  sanctioned  at  the  same  meeting 
by  the  vote  of  four  trustees,  and  which  vote  shall  appear 
recorded  in  full  upon  their  records,  giving  the  individual 
names  of  those  who  voted  for,  and  those  who  voted  against 
it. 

§  7.  That  the  legal  title  to  all  the  streets  and  alleys  in 
said  town,  and  to  all  the  real,  personal,  or  mixed  estate 
which  now  does  or  may  hereafter  belong  to  said  town,  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby,  vested  in  said  board  of  trustees  atid  their 
successors  in  office ;  and  they  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  maintain  and  carry  into  judgment  and  execu- 
tion any  action  or  actions  of  trespass,  for  any  injury  done 
to  the  same  ;  and  may,  in  like  manner,  maintain  and  carry 
into  judgment  and  execution  any  other  appropriate  action 
or  actions  for  the  recovery  of  their  property,  or  damages 
for  the  detention,  taking,  injury,  or  destruction  of  the  same; 
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1B67.       officers  or  their  depaties,  they  shall  in  like  manner  have 
— ' full  power  and  authority  to  appoint  others  in  their  etcad. 

§  12.  That  all  bonds  executed  by  the  persons  appointed 
as  officers  by  the  trustees  and  marshal  elected,  shall  be 
made  payable  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Lancaster,  and  that  said  bonds  may  contain  any  stipula- 
tions and  covenants  that  the  said  trustees  may  think  proper 
to  require  or  receive ;  and  that  said  bonds,  when  executed, 
shall  operate  as  mortgage  and  lien  upon  all  the  real  and 
personal  estate  of  the  officers  and  their  securities  respect- 
ively, until  all  the  conditions  of  said  bonds  are  respectively 
complied  with;  and  that  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  the 
condition  or  conditions  of  any  such  bonds,  the  said  trus^ 
tees  may  sue  and  recover  and  have  the  appropriate  judg- 
ment and  execution  by  action  of  covenant  or  debt  in  the 
Garrard  circuit  court,  or  before  the  police  judge  of  said 
town,  when  the  amount  in  controversy  is  less  than  fifty 
dollars,  against  the  parties  to  said  bonds  respectively ;  and 
may  also  proceed  in  chancery  in  said  circuit  court,  when' 
chancery  proceedings  may  be  necessary,  against  said  offi* 
cers  and  their  securities;  and  that  all  such  bonds  shall  be 
executed  in  the  presence  of  the  clerk  of  the  Garrard  county 
court,  and  attested  by  him,  and  be  recorded  in  a  book  to 
be  furnished  him  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose;  and  the  same  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
records  ot  his  office.  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  likewise  attest  said  bonds;  and  he  shall  have  a 
right,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  reject  the  bonds  for  want 
ot  sufficient  security;  and  no  officer  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  until  such  bond  shall  have  been  exe- 
cuted an(>  attested  as  herein  directed. 

§  13.  That  the  trustees  shall  appoint  annually,  from 
among  the  citizens  of  said  town,  an  assessor,  or  the  acting 
marshal  of  said  town  may  be  appointed  assessor,  who 
shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take 
an  oath  duly  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  there- 
of. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  call  upon  all 
the  taxable  persons  in  said  town,  and  make  out  true  lists 
of  their  taxable  property,  with  the  value  thereof,  which 
lists  bhall  be  made  upon  the  oath  of  the  party,  to  be  admin- 
istered by  the  assessor.  The  assessor's  list  shall  be  taken 
-  so  as  to  include lall  the  real  and  personal  eetate  in  said 
town,  exclusive  of  household  furniture,  and  all  the  males 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  all  the  dogs,  and  all 
other  property  than  can  be  taxed  by  the  State.  If  any 
person  or  persons  shall  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  of  his  or  her 
property,  or  be  absent,  the  assessor  shall  make  out  a  list 
from  the  best  information  he  can  procure;  and  when  there 
is  any  real  estate  in  said  town,  the  owner  or  owners 
whereof  may  be  unknown,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  as- 
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sessor  to  report  that  fact  specially  on  his  list,  together  with       1867. 

the  value  of  the  property.     He  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  

day  of  June,  annually,  complete  and  return  the  list  so 
taken  to  the  board  of  trustees;  upon  the  return  of  the  list 
of  the  assessor,  the  trustees  shall  give  notice  that  any  per- 
son or  persons  who  may  feel  themselves  aggrieved  by  the 
valuation  of  the  assessor,  may  appear  before  them  at  a 
stated  meeting  to  be  held  for  such  purpose,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July,  annually,  with  their  evidence  to  show 
the  true  valuation  of  such  property;  and  the  trustees,  on 
such  proof  being  made  to  them,  may  change  such  valua- 
tion. 

§  14.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  may  annually  lay 
and  levy  the  taxes  for  the  current  year,  and  direct  the  time  ^ 

within  which  the  same  shall  be  paid  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  board  after  the  assessor  returns  his  list;  or  if  any- 
thing should  prevent  the  levy  and  tax  from  being  then 
made  and  levied,  the  same  may  be  done  at  any  meeting 
of  the  board  thereafter. 

§  15.  That  after  the  first  day  of  August,  annually,  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  record  in  a  book  to  be 
by  him  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  assessor's  list,  with  any 
corrections  that  may  have  been  made  therein  by  the  board 
of  trustees;  and  the  said  lists  thus  recorded,  or  attested 
copies  thereof  by  said  clerk,  shall  be  received  in  evidence 
in  any  court  of  justice,  and  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  assessor  complied  with  all  the  duties  prescribed 
to  him  by  law ;  and  shall  also  be  prima  facie  evidence  that 
all  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  fixing  and  adjustment  of  the 
taxes  have  been  regularly  complied  with  by  the  board  of 
trustees  and  its  officers. 

§  16.  That  the  treasurer  appointed  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  honestly  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  execute  bond  with  good 
security,  and  in  such  penalty  as  the  trustees  may  require, 
which  penalty  shall  not,  at  any  time,  be  less  than  five 
thousand  dollars;  which  bond  shall  be  conditioned  to  pay 
over  all  moneys  which  may  come  to  his  hands  as  treasurer, 
and  may  contain  such  other  stipulations  as  the  said  board 
may  think  proper  to  require.  The  treasurer  shall  receive 
and  give  a  receipt  for  all  moneys  paid  or  received.  He 
shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  [moneys]  paid  to  the  board 
of  trustees.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  the  fiscal 
concerns  of  the  board,  and  record  in  order  the  appropria- 
tions of  said  board,  as  certified  to  him  by  the  clerk,  and 
pay  the  same  according  to  their  order.  He  shall  pay  no 
money  without  receiving  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  signed  by  the  clerk  making  such  appro- 
priation, and  he  shall  file  all  received  by  him  for  settle- 
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ment  by  resolution  of  the  board.  Hia  books  Fhall  at  all 
time«<  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  perpons  iia\iiig  claims 
upon  the  board,  upon  reasonable  notice.  The  treasurer 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt 
for  all  tHxes  that  may  be  paid  to  him  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October,  annually,  by  those  persons  who  may  owe 
the  same.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  Octo- 
•ber,  annually,  report  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees 
a  true  list  of  all  the  taxes  and  moneys  received  by  him, 
with  a  li.^t  of  those  taxes  and  dues  which  may  remain  un- 
paid at  that  time.  He  shall  be  allowed  such  compens^ation 
for  his  services  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct,  not 
exceeding  two  and  one  half  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  paid  out  by  him  under  the  order  of  the  board. 
He  shall  also,  whenever  required  by  an  order  of  the  board 
to  that  effect,  attend  and  report  to  the  board  the  condition 
of  the  treasury,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  ready  for  a  settle- 
ment. 

§  17.  That  the  clerk -appointed  by  the  said  trustees  shall 
tak*^.  an  oath  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  execute  bond,  with  such  con- 
ditions, and  with  such  security,  as  shall  be  required  by  the 
board.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  preserve  the  books,  papers, 
records,  and  everything  belonging  to  his  office,  and  deliver 
the  same  to  his  successor  in  office.  He  shall  keep  a  regu- 
lar journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  with  a  regular 
account  of  the  fiscal  concerns  thereof.  He  nhall  record  all 
the  acts,  resolutions,  and  orders  of  the  board.  He  shall 
take  all  bonds,  agreements,  and  records,  and  preserve  all 
contracts  and  agreements  made  between  the  board  of  trus- 
tees and  other  persons,  not  herein  otherwise  directed.  He 
shall  copy  and  sign  all  resolutions,  orders,  claims,  and 
allowances,  when  required  to  do  so  by  persons  having 
claims  against  the  board.  He  shall  file  and  preserve  an- 
nually the  assessor's  book.  He  shall  make  out  a  fair  list 
of  the  persons  and  property  liable  to  taxes,  with  the  amount 
due  by  such  persons  or  property,  in  alphabetical  order,  and 
place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July,  annually  ;  and  he  shall  file  and  pre- 
serve the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  those  taxes  which  have 
not  been  paid;  and  he  shall  make  out  and  place  in  the 
hands  of  the  marshal  a  list  of  the  persons  and  property  by 
whom,  or  on  which,  taxes  and  dues  to  the  town  remain 
unpaid,  and  the  amount  of  the  claims  respectively. 

^  18.  That  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Lancaster  shall 
be  elected  by  the  voters  of  said  town  qualified  to  vote  for 
trustees  of  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1868, 
and  every  two  years  thereafter,  who  shall  take  an  oath 
faithfully  to  discharge  his  duties,  and  shall  give  bond,  with 
approved  security,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  three  thousand 
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clollars,  conditioned  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  hjs       1867. 

office ;  and  which  bond  may  also  contain  any  other  condi- 

tions  that  the  board  may  think  proper  to  require.  It  ehall 
be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  serve  all  processes,  precepts, 
[and]  notices,  and,  also,  to  execute  and  levy  all  executions, 
to  him  directed,  from  the  police  judge,  and  make  due  re- 
turn thereof;  to  collect  all  taxes  of  said  town,  executions, 
and  other  demands  which  may  be  put  into  his  hands  to 
collect,  and  account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  to  whoever 
ehall  be  legally  entitled  thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  required  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  taxes, 
and  of  constables  in  the  service  of  like  processes  and  in 
the  collection  of  executions  or  other  demands ;  and  for  a 
failure  to  discharge  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him,  he 
and  his  securities  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceedings 
which  may  be  had  against  sheriffs  and  constables  and 
their  securities  in  similar  cases,  and  to  the  payment  of  the 
eame  damages,  for  the  non-performance  of  his  duties,  to 
which  sheriffs  and  constables  and  their  securities  are  liable 
in  like  cases.  He  ehall  serve  and  execute  all  orders  and 
notices  issued  or  made  by  the  board,  and  make  due  return 
on  the  same.  He  may  have  a  deputy  or  deputies,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  board,  who  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  privileges  as  the  marshal,  and  shall, 
together  with  his  securities,  be  as  fully  responsible  for  the 
neglect,  misconduct,  malfeasance,  or  other  default  of  his 
deputy  or  deputies,  as  though  he  himself  had  been  guilty 
of  said  neglect,  misconduct,  malfeasance,  or  other  default, 
in  his  proper  person.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  and  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  town  tax,  penalties, 
and  forfeitures,  as  sheriffs  and  constables  are  in  like  cases, 
where  it  is  not  otherv/Ise  provided  for  by  this  act,  or  the 
order  of  the  board.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dol- 
lar for  serving  a  peace  warrant,  or  warrant  for  a  riot,  rout, 
affray,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  and  for  all  warrants  for  the 
violation  of  any  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty -five  cents 
for  summoning  a  witness,  and  the  same  fees  from  the 
State,  to  be  paid  out  [of]  the  treasury  and  county  levy,  for 
serving  felony  warrants,  as  constables  are  for  like  services. 
The  marshal  and  his  deputy  or  deputies  are  authorized  to 
take  replevin  bonds  on  all  executions  in  which  replevin 
bond  is  allowed  by  law,  and  make  the  same  payable  in 
three  months  to  the  plaintiff  in  the  execution:  Provided, 
however^  That  the  said  marshal  shall  be  vested  with  all  the 
power  and  authority  which  is  given  to  constables  as  peace 
officers,  and  in  all  cases  cognizable  before  said  police  judge. 
He  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority,  in  all  civil 
actions,  as  constables,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as 
are  allowed  constables  for  like  services,  unless  otherwise 
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1867.       Rrovided    in   this  act.     He   may  execute    any    Bummons 

^ —  issued  from  the  Garrard  circuit  court,  for  which  he  shall 

be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  sheriffs 
for  like  services.  He  shall  have  the  same  power  and  au- 
thority to  distrain  for  any  taxes  that  are  or  may  be  due  by 
any  person  or  persons  that  sheriffs  have  to  distrain  for 
revenue  taxes  due  the  State  of  Kentucky,  subject  to  the 
same  damages  and  penalties  for  improperly  distraining,  to 
be  recovered  by  warrant  before  the  police  judge  by  the 
party  injured.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
office  of  marshal  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  Kentucky,  by 
death,  resignation,  removal,  or  any  other  cause,  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment.  The 
person  appointed  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next  regu- 
lar electicm  thereafter. 

§  19.  That  if,  on  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year, 
there  may  be  due  and  unpaid  any  tax  or  taxes  upon  any 
lot  or  fraction  of  a  lot  in  said  town,  which  tax  or  taxes 
may  be  imposed  b}'  virtue  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Lancaster  to  ad- 
vertise, for  the  time  being,  by  posting  written  advertise- 
ments on  the  court-house  door,  circuit  clerk's  office,  and 
post-office  doors,  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  Kentucky,  a  list 
of  all  the  lots  and  fractions*  of  lots  on  which  the  tax  or 
taxes  may  be  unpaid,  and  also  the  amount  due  and  un- 
paid upon  each  lot  and  fraction  of  lot  respectively,  for  two 
months;  and  they  shall  also  state,  in  a  note  appended  to 
said  list,  the  day  or  days  on  which  said  lots  or  fractions  of 
lots,  or  so  much  of  each  lot  or  fraction  of  a  lot,  will  be  sold, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge  and  pay  off  the  tax  or 
taxes  due  thereon  respectively;  and  a  copy  of  said  list  so 
^  posted,  accompanied  by  the  affidavit  of  the  marshal,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  post  said  written  advertisement,  by  or- 
der of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  Garrard  county  court,  and  when  so  recorded, 
shall  be  prima /act^  evidence  that  said  advertisements  were 
made  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  and  an  attested  copy  of  the 
same  may  be  used  on  the  trial  of  any  cause,  and  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  of  other  attested  copies  as 
now  authorized  by  law.  If  the  tax  or  taxes  thus  due  and 
advertised  upon  the  lots  or  fractions  of  lots  are  not  paid  on 
or  before  the  time  thus  appointed  for  the  sale,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  expose  to  sale,  on  the  day  or 
days  appointed,  the  said  lots  or  fractions  of  lots,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  tax  or  taxes 
due  on  them  respectively,  to  the  highest  bidder.  The  sale 
shall  take  place  at  the  court-house  door  in  the  town  of 
Lancaster ;  and  in  case  of  a  sale,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  mar^shal  to  convey  the  same  to  the  highest  bidder,  and 
his  deed  thus  made  shall  pass  the  title  of  the  lot  or  fraction

of  lot,  as  purchased,  to  the  purchaser:  Provided^  however y       1867. 

That  the  same  may  be  redeemed  at  any  time  within  two   

years,  by  the  original  owner  or  owners,  and  their  assignees, 
by  paying  the  purchaser  or  his  heirs  or  assignees  his  pur- 
chase money,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  per 
cent,  annually  on  the  sum  paid  by  him,  ^.nd  all  'costs  and 
charges  incurred  by  virtue  of  such  sale :  And  provided^  cdsoj 
That  infants  and  femes  covert,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind, 
shall  have  two  years  after  their  several  disabilities  are 
removed  to  redeem  their  grounds.  That  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  tear  down,  or  cause  to  be  torn  down,  or  de- 
face, and  cause  to  be  defaced,  any  advertisement  or  adver- 
tisements posted  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  twenty-five  ^dollars, 
to  be  recovered  by  warrant  before  the  police  judge. 

§  20.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Lan- 
caster shall  have  power  and  authority  to  ai<«ess  annually, 
levy,  and  collect  a  tax  on  all  real  and  personal  estate 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property.  They  shall 
have  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll-tax,  not  exceeding 
two  dollars,  on  all  free  male  persons  in  said  town  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years ;  and  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  on 
all  dogs,  not  exceeding  $1  on  the  head,  in  said  town. 
They  may  tax  all  theatrical  performances,  shows,  and  ex- 
hibitions of  all  kinds,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  forty  dol- 
lars for  such  exhibition  on  any  one  day.  They  shall  have 
the  power  and  authority  to  tax  all  auctioneers  in  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  for  all  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise, and  articles  sold  to  bidders  within  said  town, 
except  property  sold  by  citizens  of  the  town  of  their 
own  manufacture,  or  by  order  of  court,  or  by  executors, 
administrators,  or  guardians;  and  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 
articles  sold,  or  to  be'  sold,  for  such  tax,  until  the  same  is 
paid,  or  the  person  selling  the  same  takes  out  license  for 
that  purpose.  They  shall  )iave  power  to  license  auction- 
eers, drays,  wagons,  carts,  hacks,  and  coaches  plying  in 
said  town  for  hire.  They  shall  have  a  lien  on  all  real  and 
personal  estate  in  said  town,  until  all  the  taxes  due  by  the 
owners  thereof  are  paid,  and  all  such  property  shall  be 
liable  to  be  sold,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  pay  said  tax 
and  costs  of  sale.  They  shall  have  power,  with  the  con- 
currence of  four  of  their  number,  to  prohibit  the  erection 
of  buildings  of  wood,  or  to  regulate  the  size  and  height 
of  such  buildings  in  any  part  of  said  town,  whereby  great 
danger  may  ensue  to  valuable  and  permanent  improve- 
ments, and  enforce  the  observance  of  the  same  by  fines  and 
penalties,  and  injunction  in  the  Garrard  circuit  court. 
They  shall  have  power  to  suppress  all  tippling-houses, 
houses  of  ill-fame,  disorderly  houses,  and  all  retailing  of 
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1867.       Bpirttuous  liquors  withont  license;  and  to  fine  all  those 

who  may  violate  their  by-laws  in  relation  thereto,  in  any 

sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense, 
which  may  be  recovered  before  the  police  judge  of  said 
town.  They  shall  have  the  right  to  tax  and  right  to  license 
all  taverns  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  granting  to, 
withholding  from  the  same,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient 
by  said  trustees,  the  privilege  of  selling  by  retail  wines, 
brandies,  whisky,  rum,  and  other  spirituous  liquors  and 
intoxicating  drinks,  and  fix  the  tak  therefor,  in  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  on  each  per  annum,  and 
to  discontinue  the  said  license,  or  any  one  thereof,  at 
pleasure,  and  without  instituting  legal  proceedings :  Pro- 
vided^ That  the  said  trustees,  upon  their  discontinuing 
any  license,  shall,  of  the  money  received  therefor,  refund 
to  the  licensee  a  part  thereof,  bearing  the  same  pro- 
portion to  the  whole  sum  received  that  the  time  unex- 
pired does  to  the  whole  time  for  which  said  license  was 
granted.  They  shall  have  the  right  to  tax,  and  exclusive 
right  to  license,  all  persons,  merchants,  druggists,  and  cof- 
fee house-keepers  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  granting 
to,  withholding  from  the  same,  as  me^  be  deemed  expe- 
dient by  said  trustees,  the  privilege  of  selling  by  retail  or 
otherwise,  in  quantities  less  than  one  barrel,  wines,  bran- 
dies, whisky,  rum,  and  other  spirituous  liquors  and  intoxi- 
cating drinks,  and  fix  the  tax  therefor,  in  a  sura  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  on  each  per  annum,  and  to 
discontinue  the  said  licenses,  or  any  one  thereof,  at  pleas- 
ure, and  without  instituting  legal  proceedings:  Provided^ 
That  the  said  trustees,  upon  their  discontinuing  any  license, 
shall,  of  the  money  received  therefor,  refund  to  the  licensee 
in  the  proportion  as  directed  in  this  section  to  tavern* 
keepers:  Provided,  moreover ^  Theit  the  said  trustees  cause 
their  treasurer  to  pay  annually  into  the  public  treasury, 
out  of  said  tax  for  licenses,  the  amount  belonging  to  the 
public  revenue;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be 
bound  to  make  the  annual  reports  of  the  amount  of  tax 
received  therefor,  and  pay  over  the  amount  due  thereon  to 
the  State,  in  the  same  manner  that  the  clerks  of  the  county 
courts  are  required  to  do,  and  under  the  same  penalties, 
and  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  by  the  Auditor 
for  any  default  in  the  same  manner.  They  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  open  or  extend  any  street  or  streets, 
alley  or  alleys,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  according 
to  the  original  and  present  plan  or  plat  of  said  town;  and 
may  extend  said  street  or  streets,  alley  or  alleys,  through 
the  lot  or  lots,  or  fraction  of  lot  or  lots,  of  any  person  or 
persons,  by  paying  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  lot  or 
lots,  or  fractions  of  lot  or  lots,  the  value  of  such  portion  of 
the  lot  or  lots  as  may  be  used  or  occupied  by  said  street 
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or  streets,  alley  or  alleys,  so  extended ;  the  value  of  the       1867, 

portion  of  thtj  lot  or  lots  bo  used,  and  the  damages  accruing    — '- — 

to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  or  lots  by  reason  of 
Buch  extension,  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury  of  twelve  lawful 
jurors,  em  panne  led  and  sworn  by  the  police  judge  for  that 
purpose,  which  sum  so  assessed  shall  be  paid  by  order  of 
the  board  of  trustees.  Said  extension  shall  be  made  by 
order  of  the  board  of  trustees,  with  the  concurrence  of  four 
of  their  body,  which  concurrence  shall  be  evidenced  by  an 
order  or  resolution  entered  in  their  record  book.  They 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  appoint  a  member  of 
their  board  to  iill  any  of  the  offices  they  may  have  right  to 
fill,  except  the  offices  of  marshal  and  police  judge. 

§21.  That  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Lancaster 
shall  have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  said  town  of 
all  misdemeanors,  and  of  all  causes,  civil,  criminal,  or 
penal,  in  which  justices  of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction; 
and  in  criminal  or  penal  cases  he  shall  have  the  jurisdic* 
tion  now  given  by  law  to  two  justices  of  the  peace;  and 
shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  that  justices  of  the 
peace  are  required  to  proceed  in  similar  cases.  He  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  require  bail  and  receive 
the  acknowledgment  and  execution  of  recognizances  of 
bail  in  all  cases  originating  before  him  in  which  bail  is  or 
may  hereafter  be  authorized  or  required  by  the  law  of  the 
land ;  and  such  recognizances  shall  be  taken  in  such  form, 
and  be  returned  in  such  manner,  as  Is  or  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  several  laws  authorizing  or  requiring  bail.  He 
shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  and  have  jurisdiciioD 
over  atfrays,  assaults  and  batteries,,  riots,  routs,  breaches 
of  the  peace,  unlawful  assemblies,  all  cases  of  indecent  or 
immoral  behavior  or  conduct  calculated  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  said  town;  over  all  cases  of  drunk- 
enness, profane  swearing,  Sabbath-breaking,  running 
horses,  firing  guns  or  pistols,  making  reports  by  burning 
powder  or  matches  or  crackers,  blowing  horns,  flying 
kites,  crying  aloud,  by  day  or  night,  or  other  riotous  or  dis- 
orderly conduct  whatever  within  said  town,  all  of  which 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  misdemeanors.  He  shall  have 
the  same  jurisdiction,  power  and  authority,  in  civil  cases, 
that  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  Garrard  county  has.  He 
shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  or  causes  arising  out 
of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  passed  by  the  board  of 
trustees  for  the  enforcement  of  the  powers  granted  them 
by  law.  He  shall  have  the  power  usually  granted  to  cer- 
tain justices  of  the  county  court  to  issue  writs  of  injunc- 
tion, restraining  orders  against  absent  defendants,  writs  of 
ne  exeat,  habeas  corpus,  order  of  supersedeas  on  write  of 
error  coram  nobis,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  law  as  to  those  writs  respectively;   and  the 
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1867.       same  proceedings  shall  be  had  thereon  as  are  prescribed 

by  the  several  acts  authorizing  certain  juptices  to  iatfue  like 

writs.  He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal  to  sum- 
mons a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before  him  when  a 
jury  would  be  required  before  a  circuit  court  or  justice  of 
the  peace.  He  shall  have  power  to  ist^ue  summons  for 
witnesses  in  cases  pending  before  him,  and  upon  their 
failure  to  attend,  may  award  compulsory  process  to  com- 
pel their  attendance.  He  shall  have  power,  without  the 
intervention  of  a  jury,  to  fine  and  imprison  for  contempts: 
Provided^  The  fine  does  not  exceed  ten  dollars,  nor  the  im- 
prisonment twelve  hours.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to 
take  depositions  and  certify  the  same  when  they  are  to  be 
read  as  evidence  in  any  cause  pending  in  any  court  in  this 
Commonwealth.  He  shall  have  power  to  administer  any 
oath  that  a  judge  of  a  court,  clerk  of  a  court,  justice  of 
the  peace,  examiner,  or  notary  public  may.  He  shall  keep 
a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  evi- . 
dence  in  all  courts  of  justice^  and  have  the  same  effect  as 
records  of  justices  of  the  peace.  All  trials  before  the 
police  judge  shall  be  held  and  had  in  the  town  of  Lan- 
caster. 

§  22.  That  upon  all  judgments  rendered  by  the  said 
police  judge,  either  party  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
from  said  judgments  in  the  same  manner  that  appeals  are 
taken  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar 
cases. 

§  23.  That  the  police  judge  shall  issue  his  process  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth  as  other  warrants,  except  in 
cases  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  make  them 
returnable  before  him  as  police  judge  of  Lancaster.  The 
same  shall  be  directed  to  the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  to 
any  constable  of  Garrard  county,  and  shall  be  executed  or 
returned  by  the  marshal  or  constables,  as  the  case  may  be, 
under  the  sanie  penalties  as  other  process  from  justices  of 
the  peace :  Provided^  hofwever,  That  when  any  prosecution 
is  instituted  and  carried  on  at  the  instance  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  the  warrant  shall  state  that  it  issued  at  their  in- 
stance, in  which  case  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fine  or 
penalty  recovered ;  and  incase  the  defendant  or  defend- 
ants are  acquitted,  the  said  trustees  shall  be  liable  for  such 
costs  as  may  be  adjudged  in  favor  of  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants.. The  police  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  a  peace  warrant  or  for  a  warrant  of  riot, 
rout,  or  any  misdemeanor  or  breach  of  the  peace  or  un- 
lawful assembly  or  afiray,  or  for  breach  of  any  of  the  laws 
in  relation  to  the  town  of  Lancaster,  or  any  of  the  by- 
laws or  ordinances  of  the  board  of  trustees.  He  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  original 
judgment ;  twenty -five  cents  for  recording  same ;  twenty* 
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five  cents  for  each  subpoena;  twenty-five  cents  for  a  cer-       1867. 

tificate;    for  i^suinj?   each   execution    or   capias  pro    fine,  

twentj'-five  cents;  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pame  fees  in 
all  other  cases  as  are  allowed  justices  of  the  peace  by  law 
for  like  services. 

§  24.  That  in  all  suits  and  prosecutions  issued  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  they  may,  at  their  election,  either  adopt 
the  ordinary  mode  of  declaring  and  pleading,  or  may  file 
a  petition,  stating  in  plain  and  simple  language  the  cause 
of  their  complaint,  and  the  character  of  the  judgment 
which  they  require;  upon  which  petition  a  summons  shall 
issue,  requiring  the  defendant  or  defendants  to  answer  the 
same;  and  upon  which  summons  bail  may  be  required 
when  the  petition  states  a  case  in  which  bail  is  demand* 
able  by  law;  and  upon  the  execution  of  the  summons,  the 
defendants  shall,  on  the  day  when  the  same  stands  for 
trial,  file  a  general  traverse  to  the  same;  and  in  default 
thereof,  a  writ  of  inquiry  shall  be  had,  and  damages  as- 
sessed as  in  ordinary  cases  when  a  writ  of  inquiry  is  nec- 
essary; and  when  no  writ  of  inquiry  is  necessary  by  the 
rules  of  law,  a  judgment  shall  be  taken  by  default.  No 
objection  shall  be  taken  to  the  form  of  the  petition,  if  it 
apprise  the  defendant  or  defendants  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty of  the  charge  which  he  is  called  to  answer ;  and 
under  the  issue  as  thus  directed  to  be  enjoined,  either 
party  may  introduce  any  testimony  that  would  be  proper 
under  any  case  of  special  pleading  in  bar,  or  replication 
thereto  ;  and  the  defendant  may  also,  under  the  issue, 
avail  himself  of  any  equitable  defense  which  he  may  have 
to  said  petition.  In  such  proceedings  by  petition,  such 
judgments  shall  be  rendered,  and  such  executions  be 
awarded,  as  the  justice  of  the  case  may  require. 

§  25.  That  said  trustees  shall  exercise  and  possess  all 
the  power  and  privileges  which,  by  the  general  laws  of  the 
land  in  relation  to  towns,  are  granted  to  trustees ;  and 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  all  neces- 
sary b3^-laws  and  regulations  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
into  effect  the  powers  granted  by  this  act;  and  also  such 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  comfort,  cleanliness*,  good  or- 
der, and  security  of  said  town,  and  the  citizens  thereof, 
and  may  enforce  the  same  by  adequate  penalties,  to  be 
recovered  in  their  name  before  the  police  judge  or  any 
justice  of  the  peace  :  Provided,  The  same  are  not  contrary 
to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  land.  And  upon  issuing 
of  a  warrant  by  the  police  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
as  the  case  may  be,  against  any  person  or  persons  charged 
by  the  said  trustees,  or  their  legally  authorized  officer,  with 
a  violation  of  the  by-laws  of  said  town,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  police  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  as  the 
case  may  be,  if  so  requested  by  the  said  trustees  or  ofEcer

1867.       vn^^'in?  the  charge,  to  indorse  on  said  warrant  that  the 

officer  serving  the   same  shall   demand  of  the   pcr?on  or 

persons  so  charged  to  enter  into  bond,  with  good  security, 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twice  the  amount  of  the  penalty 
attached  to  the  otfen&>e  charged  in  the  warrant,  to  he  fixed 
by  the  court  issuing  the  same,  conditioned  for  hi««,  her,  or 
their  appearance  before  the  judge  or  juc^tice,  as  the  case 
may  he,  to  whom  ^aid  warrant  may  be  made  returnable, 
at  the  time  and  place  fixed  upon  in  said  return,  and  for 
his,  her,  or  their  abiding  by,  performing,  and  complying 
with  the  order  or  judgment  of  the  court  thereon  ;  and 
upon  failure  so  to  do,  said  bond  shall  be  declared  forfeited, 
and  the  amount  thereof  to  be  collected  bv  execution  or 
capias  pro Jine^  to  be  issued  by  the  court  thereon  ;  and  if  the 
person  or  persons  so  charged  in  any  warrant  as  aloresaid 
requiring  bail,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  execute  bond  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  serving  the  same  to 
retain  such  person  or  persons  in  custody  until  discharged 
by  the  court  as  aforesaid  ;  and  upon  the  rendition  of  any 
judgment  for  a  violation  of  the  by-laws  of  said  town,  the 
court  rendering  the  same  shall  issue  instanter,  if  required 
by  the  trustees,  or  their  legally  authorized  officer,  an  exe- 
cution against  the  estate  of  the  person  or  persons  so  found 
guilty,  for  the  amount  of  the  fine  adjudged  and  cosrs,  or  a 
capias  pro  fine  for  the  same,  against  the  body  or  bodies  of 
the  said  person  or  persons;  and  the  officer  serving  the  same 
shall  cause  like  proceedings  to  be  had  thereon  as  if  the 
same  had  been  issued  by  authority  of  the  circuit  court ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  judge  or  ju;>tice  of 
the  peace,  as  the  case  may  be,  before  whom  any  warrant 
may  be  returned  as  aforesaid,  at  the  request  of  the  party 
accused,  to  cause  a  jury  to  be  empanneled  to  try  the  same: 
Provided y  The  offense  charged  be  such  that,  if  it  was  tried 
in  the  circuit  court,  a  jury  would  be  einpanneled  for  the 
trial  thereof;  at  which  said  trial  the  said  judge  or  justice 
shall  preside,  and  render  judgment  in  accordance  with  the 
verdict  of  ihe  jury. 

§  26.  That  the  present  trustees  and  officers  of  the  town 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  trustees  are  elected  and 
qualified  under  the  present  act,  and  are  hereby  invested 
with  all  the  powers,  rights,  and  privileges  which  the  trus- 
tees and  officers  to  be  elected  under  this  act  will  possess. 
No  suit  shall  be  instituted  against  the  said  trustees  unless 
the  same  is  instituted  in  the  county  of  Garrard  ;  and  ser- 
vice of  process  on  the  chairman  of  the  board  shall  be  suf- 
ficient. ^ 

§  27.  That  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Lancaster 
shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  said  town  qualitied  to 
vote  for  trustees  of  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1870,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  and  shall 
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hold  his  office  for  and  during:  the  four  years  next  after  his       1867. 

election,  and  uritil  his  successor  in  office  shall  qualify.    The   

present  police  judge  of  said  town  is  hereby  vested  with 
all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  which  the  police 
judge  to  be  elected  under  this  act  will  have,  until  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1870. 

§28.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
police  judge  of  the  town  of  Lancaster  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, removal,  or  any  other  cause,  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fill  said  vacancy  by  appointment;  and  the  person 
selected  by  said  board  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next 
regular  election  in  August  thereafter.  The  certificate  of 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  appointment  for  the  Governor  to  issue  a  ^ 

commisision  to  the  appointee  as  police  judge  of  the  town 
of  Lancaster. 

§  29.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  a  work-house 
in  said  town,  in  which  persons  may  be  confined  at  labor 
by  order  of  the  police  judge  thereof,  for  failure  to  pay  the 
fines  owing  said  town ;  but  persons  so  confined  at  labor 
shall  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day  upon 
the  payment  thereof;  and  persons  arrested  as  vagrants  in 
said  town,  and  committed  as  such  by  the  police  judge 
thereof,  may  be  confined  therein  to  labor  for  such  period 
as  the  police  judge  may  determine,  not  exceeding  thirty 
days. 

§  30.  That  whatever  per  centage  may  be  allowed  the 
town  attorney  of  the  town  of  Lancaster  on  the  fines  im- 
posed by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  as  may  be  allowed 
him  by  the  board  of  trustees,  as  compensation  for  his 
services,  shall  be  his  fees  for  such  services  within  the 
meaning  of  the  tenth  section  of  the  third  article  of  the 
new  constitution  of  Kentucky,  and  not  subject  to  be  re- 
mitted. 

§  31.  That  the  marshal  shall  have  the  power  and  author- 
ity to  summons  any  person  or  persons  to  assist  him  in  the 
execution  of  any  writ  that  may  come  to  his  hands,  or  in 
the  arrest  of  any  person  or  persons  for  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Lancaster,  or  for  a 
breach  of  the  peace,  affray,  riot,  rout,  or  to  disperse  any  un- 
lawful assembly;  and  any  person  or  persons  failing  to  render 
the  necessary  assistance,  and  obey  the  summons  of  the 
marshal,  shall  be  reported  to  the  police  judge  of  said  town, 
who  shall  thereupon  enter  a  judgment  against  each  person 
so  disobeying  the  summons,  for  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  upon  which  judgment  he 
may  issue  inatHnter  a, capias  projlnef  which  shall  be  collected 
as  capias  projiaes  usually  are  by  law. 
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§  32.  The  time  for  the  trial  of  civit  cases  before  the  po- 
lice judge  8hali  be  the  first  Saturday  in  every  month.  He 
shall  have  a  right  to  continue  his  court  till  all  the  business 
before  him  is  completed  or  disposed  of. 

§  33.  Each  and  every  act,  or  section  of  an  act,  coming 
within  the  purview  of  this  act,  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  34.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  9,  1867. 
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CHAPTER  1873. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Augnsta  and  Dorer  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  created,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  "Augusta  and  Dover  Turnpike 
Road  Ccimpany ;"  which  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  on 
the  McAdam's  plan,  from  such  point  as  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders  may  select  at  Augusta;  thence  by  the  most 
practicable  route  to  the  town  of  Dover,  in  Mason  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  not  to  exceed 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  Books  B&all  be  opened  at  convenient  places  for  the 
8ubi«cription  of  stock  in  said  company,  under  the  direction 
of  Washington  Ward,  William  E.  Tabh,  Lewis  Long,  Wil- 
liam R.  IJane,  John  G.  Lyon,  Robert  Sallie,  John  Taylor, 
Jas.  W-  Armstrong,  and  J.  Taylor  Bradford,  any  one  of 
whom  may  procure  a  book  or  books  in  which  the  sub- 
scribers of  stock  to  said  company  shall  enter  into  the  fol- 
lowing obligation :  "We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the  Augusta 
and  Dover  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set 
opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at 
such  times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  company." 

§  4.  The  book  or  books  shall  be  opened  as  soon  as  said 
commissioners  may  think  proper,  and  remain  so  until  the 
whole  capital  stock,  or  enough  to  complete  the  road,  shall 
have  been  subscribed. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  to  build  three  fourths 
of  said  road  has  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners,  or  some  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  at  some  con- 
venient point,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers,  which 
shall  be  given  by  notices  put  up  at  three  of  the  most  pub- 
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lie  places  on  the  line  of  the  contemplated  road,  for  at  least       1867. 

ten  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  at  said  meeting  at  

least  two  of  the  commissioners  must  be  present  to  super- 
intend the  election.  There  shall  be  elected  a  president 
and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year 
from  the  day  of  said  election,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  duly  qualified.  The  said  directors  shall  Treasurer, fto. 
elect  a  treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary ;  and  said  treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  bond,  with  security  to  be 
approved  by  the  directory,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  whenever  a  demand  is  made 
upon  him  by  the  directory  or  their  authorized  agent,  pay 
over  any  and  all  sums  of  money  that  may  be  in  his  hands 
as  treasurer. 

§  6.  The  stockholders  at  ail  elections  shall  he  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said  company,  which 
vote  or  votes  may  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy  in 
writing. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  superintendents,  engineers,  and  workmen,  with 
their  tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons,  and  other  carriages, 
and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  burthen,  to  enter  upon  the 
land,  in  and  over,  contiguous,  and  near  to  which  said  road 
shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their  intention  to 
the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  or  their  agents  :  Provided, 
That  if  the  president  and  directors  shall  not  agree  with 
the  owners  of  said  land,  over  or  through  which  said  road 
is  to  pass,  as  to  damages  the  owner  or  owners  may  sUvS- 
tain,  by  reason  of  the  road  passing  through  their  lands, 
the  prcijident  and  directors  shall  apply  to  the  county  court 
of  the  county  in  wtiich  said  lands  are  situated  for  a  writ 
of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the  damages  which  may  be 
sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land ;  and  upon 
the  payment  or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to  open  and  make 
said  road,  and  dig  and  carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or 
other  materia]  necessary  for  the  construction  or  repairing 
said  road,  after  paying  the  owner  the  full  value  of  the 
same. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  severally  take  an 
oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

^  9.  The  grade  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  three  and  Oradeof  road. 
one  half  degrees,  and  the  stone  on  the  same  shall  be  not 
less  than  sixteen  feet  wide  and  eleven  inches  deep ;  the 
width  of  the  road  outside  of  the  metal  on  the  same  shall 
be  left  to,  and  in  the  discretion  of,  the  directors  of  said 
road.

in  law  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  have,  enjoy, 
and  retain,  to  themselves  and  their  successors,  such  lands, 
rents,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and  ef- 
fects, as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  working 
of  coal  mines,  for  the  smelting  of  iron  and  other  ores,  for 
the  manufacture  of  iron,  machines,  tools,  and  nails,  in  all 
and  every  department,  and  of  all  descriptions,  on  the  lands 
that  they  own  or  may  acquire  title  to,  by  purchase  or  oth-' 
erwise,  in  the  counties  of  Pike,  Johnson,  Lawrence,  and 
Boyd,  or  contiguous  thereto;  for  the  making  of  locomotives, 
cars,  railroad  iron,  and  other  matters  and  things  necessary 
and  proper  for  railroad  purposes;  for  building  boats,  barges,

Be  it  enacted  hf  the  General  AssenMp  of  ihe  Cmnmonweakh

§  1 .  That  the  name  of  the  Lexington  and  Southern  Ken-  i^um  ohange^ 
tucky  railroad  company  is  hereby  changed  to  the  Cincin-  oorporation! 
nati,  Lexington,  and  East  Tennessee  railroad  company; 
and  as  such,  the  stockholders  thereof,  with  their  future  as*

necessary;  and  may  construct  and  have  tunnels,  bridges, 
and  wharves,  provided  said  bridge  or  bridges  shall  not 
materially  and  continually  obstruct  the  navigation  of  any 
navigable  stream. 

§  12.  That  upon  the  application  of  said  company  or  its  Proeeedinct  ia 
agents  to  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  of  the 
several  counties  through  which  said  road  or  its  branches 
may  be  surveyed,  the  presiding  judge  of  such  court  shall 
appoint  two  impartial  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  with  an  engineer  of  the  company,  to  take  from  the 
owners  and  proprietors  of  lands,  or  those  having  an  inter- 
est therein,  and  through  which  it  is  proposed  that  said  road, 
or  any  part  thereof,  shall  pass,  a  grant  of  the  use  and  right 
of  way  through  the  same,  and  of  grounds  for  depots,  ware- 
bouses,  machine  shops,  and  buildings;  and  said  engineer 
and  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  take  acknowledgments  of  the  grantor  that  clerks 
of  the  county  court  now  have;  also  to  take  privy  exami- 
nations of  married  women,  and  certify  such  acknowledg- 
ments; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  re- 
ceive and  record  the  said  grants  and  certificates  the  same 
as  other  deeds;  and  such  grants,  so  certified,  shall  vest  in 
said  company  all  the  rights  thereby  expressed  or  intended; 
and  any  or  all  grants  to  the  said  company  may  be  for  the 
fee  of  the  lands  granted,  or  any  lesser  estate,  and  may  in- 
clude the  full  and  absolute  right  and  disposal  of  all  the 
earth,  stone,  gravel,  fuel,  timber,  and  materials  so  granted 
to  said  company,  provided  that  said  company  may  acquire 
said  grants  by  contract  or  purchase,  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  with  the  proprietors. 

§  13.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  owners  and  proprietors  eSj^^SrrrS 
of  lands  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  grant  or  sell  the  right  of  way,  f»»«  ^  gnat 
or  grounds  for  the  depots,  warehouses,  work-shops,  side-  Ao. 
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1867.       tracks,  turnoutB,  bridges,  &c.,  required  for  said  road,  it 

shall  be  lawful  for  said  engineer  and  commissioners,  or 

any  two  of  them,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  from  their  own 
view  and  such  proof  as  shall  be  presented,  to  value  the 
land  required  for  the  road  separately,  and  the  advantages 
the  road  will  he  to  the  adjoining  lands  of  the  proprietors 
separately,  and  the  disadvantages  to  such  adjoining  lands 
separately,  and  make  report  of  the  same,  together  with  a 
description  of  such  land  so  required,  and  a  map  of  the  road 
through  such  county,  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of 
such  county,  with  names  of  the  owners  of  such  lands,  and 
their  residence,  if  known,  and  whether  they  are  adults  or 
infants;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  such  county 
court  to  issue  a  summons  against  all  such  owners,  to  show 
cause  why  the  grant  of  the  right  of  way,  or  use  of  such 
lands,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  made  on  the 
payment  of  the  damages  for  the  land  required,  if  any  so 
reported;  and  upon  the  service  of  such  summons  upon  the 
owner,  if  in  the  county,  and  if  not,  upon  the  agent  in  the 
county,  if  such  owner  have  any,  ten  days,  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  county  court  shall  have  jurie«diction  on  said 
report,  upon  the  payment  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  land 
and  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  after  deducting:  the  value 
of  the  assessed  advantages  to  the  adjoining  land,  or  tender 
of  the  same,  or  upon  a  deposit  of  the  same  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  party  entitled 
thereto,  to  order  a  grant  of  the  right  of  way  or  use  of  the 
land  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  be  executed  to  the  com- 
pany by  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  court  for  that  purpose:  Provided,  That  if  the 
.  owner  is  out  of  the  county,  and  have  no  known  agent  in 
the  same,  it  shall  be  lawlul  to  send  the  summons  to  any 
county  in  the  State,  where  the  owner  or  his  authorized 
agent  may  be.  But  if  the  owner  be  not  a  resident  of  the 
State,  and  have  no  known  agent  in  it,  the  presiding  judge 
of  the  court  shall  make  an  order  of  appearance,  by  a  day 
named,  not  less  than  four  weeks,  and  appoint  an  attorney 
to  correspond  with  the  owner  and  defend  for  him ;  and 
when  the  owner  is  an  infant  or  a  lunatic,  the  court  shall 
appoint  a  guardian,  ad  lUem,  to  appear  for  such  infant  or 
lunatic  and  make  defense;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
court  to  take  up  the  case  as  to  any  one  owner  who  is  be- 
fore the  court,  without  waiting  until  all  are  served  with 
notice :  Providedy  In  no  case  shall  the  actual  value  of  the 
land  taken  by  such  company  be  diminit«hed  by  the  esti- 
mated advantages  to  the  balance  of  the  land.  That  said 
engineer  and  commissioners,  before  they  proceed  to  act, 
shall  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  they  will 
well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  their  said  appoint- 
ment or  office,  under  this  act,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
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judgment;  and  said  engineer  and  commissioners  shall  re-       1867. 

ceive  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services,  

to  be  approved  by  the  court,  and  taxed  as  a  part  of  the  cost; 
and  the  sheriflf,  clerk,  and  other  officers  of  the  court,  shall 
have  and.  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  they  are  now 
entitled  by  law  for  like  services,  to  be  taxed  by  the  clerk 
and  paid  by  said  company. 

§  14.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company,  or  for  the  tfti^enT repSX 
owner,  to  traverse  the  report,  or  for  both  to  traverse  it,  and 
claim  a  jury  to  value  the  land  required  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  and  to  assess  the 
damages  to  the  adjoining  land,  and  the  advantages  the 
road  will  be  to  the  same,  all  of  which  shall  be  retained 
separately;  and,  thereupon,  the  court  shall  cause  a  jury 
to  be  empanneled  to  try  the  traverse  or  traverses  in  open 
court,  and  under  its  direction ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  court,  on  motion  of  either  party,  to  order  an  actual 
view  by  the  jury,  under  charge  of  the  sheriflT,  of  the  prem- 
ises required ;  and  to  order  the  damages  assessed  by  the 
jury  to  be  paid,  and  also  the  damages  to  the  adjacent  land 
of  the  proprietors,  first  deducting  therefrom  the  amount  of 
estimated  advantages  so  assiessed,  to  be  paid  upon  the 
taking  of  the  same  by  said  company;  and  the  court  shall 
have  a  right  to  grant  to  either  party  a  new  trial  for  the 
same  causes  for  which  new  trials  are  ordinarily  granted  at 
law ;  and  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of 
the  county ;  but  no  appeal  shall  prevent  the  company  from 
proceeding  to  locate  and  construct  their  road  or  branches

rents,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and  ef- 
fects, as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  working 
of  coal  mines,  for  the  smelting  of  iron  and  other  ores,  for 
the  manufacture  of  iron,  machines,  tools,  and  nails,  in  all 
and  every  department,  and  of  all  descriptions,  on  the  lands 
that  th(^y  own  or  may  acquire  title  to,  b}'  purchase  or  oth-

And  it  shall  also  be 
lawful  for  other  companies,  now  or  hereafter  incorporated, 
to  unite  with  this  road,  branch  or  branches,  with  the  con- 
sent of  its  directors.  And  such  union  of  interez^ts,  and  all 
necessary  running  arrangements,  between  this  and  other 
companies,  may  be  consummated  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  by  the  respective  parties. 
And  this  charter  shall  extend  over  all  roads  or  parts  of 
roads  which  this  company  may  purchase,  and  supersede 
other  charters  of  said  roads  or  parts  of  ro^s,  if  this  com* 
pany  so  elect.  And  where  interests  in  other  roads  or  parts 
of  roads  are  acquired,  this  charter  may  apply  to  such  roads 
or  parts  of  roads  to  the  extent  of  the  interests  so  acquired, 
as  the  parties  may  agree. 

^  4.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  any 
•MM  itook.    amount  the  company  may  determine,  not  to  exceed  thirty 

thousand  dollars  per  lineal  mile  of  their  main  line  and 
branches,  except  the  bridges  over  the  Kentucky  and  Cum- 
berland rivers,  each  of  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
equal  in  value  to  ten  miles  of  railroad,  and  shall  be  so  re- 
garded in  amount  of  capital  stock,  and  in  all  charges  for 
transportation  and  but^ine^s  done  on  or  over  the  same. 
The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  be  sold  by 
the  company  and  purchased  or  subscribed  for  by  any  city. 
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county,  corporation,  or  individual,  upon  such  terms  and       1867. 

conditions  as  the  company  by  its  by-laws  direct,  and  shall    — -•• 

be  vendible  and  assignable  in  any  manner  said  by-lawrs 
may  prescribe. 

§  5.  Should  the  company  so  determine,  they  shall  have  ^fL"5J**A?* 
full  power  and  authority  to  issue  and  sell  their  bonds,  in 
such  form,  at  such  times,  and  to  such  amounts,  and  paya- 
ble at  su^h  times  and  places,  with  interest,  not  to  exceed 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  as  they 
think  proper.  And  they  may  secure  the  same  by  mortgage 
or  deed  of  trust  upon  said  road,  branches,  and  machinery, 
and  all  the  property,  assets,  franchises,  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  said  company,  conditioned  upon  the  punctual 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds  when 
due,  with  authority  for  the  trustees  to  sell  said  road,  prop- 
erty, assets,  &c.,  to  raise  the  amount  due  for  such  interest 
or  principal,  if  not  punctually  paid,  upon  such  terms  and 
notice  as  shall  be  declared  in  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust. 
And  the  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  franchises, 
rights  and  privileges,  of  this  charter,  and  subject  to  its  ob- 
ligations and  restrictions.  And  said  bonds  shall  not  exceed 
in  amount  thirty  thousand  dollars  per  lineal  mile  for  the 
main  line  of  said  road  and  branches,  and  bridges  rated  as 
in  the  foregoing  section. 

§  6.  In  order  to  aid  the  iconstruction  of  this  road  and  Citias  aod 
branches,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  city,  county,  or  part  of  sab°cr^e i too* 
a  county,  through  which  said  road  or  any  branch  may  run, 
or  any  city,  county,  or  part  of  a  county  adjacent  thereto, 
including  the  cities  of  Newport,  Covington,  and  Lexing- 
ton, and  the  counties  along  the  line  of  railroad  from  Cov- 
ington to  Lexington,  to  make  donations  to  said  railroad 
company,  and  subscribe  for  the  capital  stock  and  bonds 
thereof,  to  such  amounts,  payable  at  such  times  and  on 
such  conditions  as  may  be  proposed  by  the  company  or  its 
agents,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said 
city,  county,  or  part  of  a  county,  voting  upon  the  propo- 
sitions respectively  submitted  to  them.  And  upon  the  ap-  Voteiob* 
plication  of  said  company  or  its  agents,  the  mayors  of  the  *•*•"• 
respective  cities,  and  county  judges  of  such  counties  re- 
spectively so  applied  to,  may  give  public  notice,  designat- 
ing a  day  and  causing  polls  to  be  opened  at  all  the  voting 
places  in  t^aid  cities,  counties,  or  parts  of  counties,  and 
cause  a  vote  to  be  taken  by  the  qualified  voters,  for  and 
against  the  respective  propositions  submitted ;  of  which 
notice  shall  be  given  within  ten  days  after  such  applica- 
tion is  made ;  and  the  times  and  places  for  such  voting 
shall  be  published  in  the  manner  now  required  by  law  in 
the  election  of  members  for  the  Legislature,  for  at  least 
three  weeks  preceding  the  day  of  such  voting  ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  officers  now  required  by  law  to  appoint 
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1867.      J^^S^B'  clerks,  and  other  officers,  to  superintend  and  con^ 

'- —  duct  said  votings  or  elections  in   the  cities  and  co&nties^ 

with  such  powers  and  under  such  regulations  as  are  pre' 
scribed  and  given  to  them  at  other  city  and  county  elec- 
tions; and  to  make  their  returns  as  at  other  elections. 
The  mayors  and  county  judges  shall  examine  and  compare 
the  polls  of  the  vote  taken  in  their  respective  cities,  coun- 
ties, or  parts  of  counties,  and  declare  and  certify  the  result 
thereof,  which,  if  in  favor  of  the  proposition' submitted, 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  city  or  county  clerk's  office  of  the 
respective  cities  and  counties.  And  the  propositions  so 
accepted  shall  constitute  obligations  on  said  cities,  coun- 
ties,  and  parts  of  counties  respectively,  the  full  perform- 
ance of  which  may  be  enforced  as  other  contracts.

with  their  agents,  for  safe-keeping,  or  to  be  forwarded; 

and  they  may  establish,  by  their  by-laws,  rates  of  storage 

Hay  wtabiish  &nd  Other  fees  for  such  services.     And  said  company  may 

npreM  com-  establish  an  express  company  over  their  line  of  railroad, 

branches  and  connections,  and  become  owners  of  stock  in 
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such  a  company,  with  the  asual  privileg^is  of  such  com-       1867. 
panies,  and  subject  to  the  usual  restrictions  upon  them. 


§  10.  Said  railroad  company  may  receive  and  enjoy  any  gn'o^'^^'Tat* 
corporate  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges  in  other  States  rights  from 
which  they  may  receive  from  the  Legislatures  thereof,  or  ®*  ^'S^*^- 


which  they  may  acquire  therein,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
charter  or  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  11.  Said  Company,  its  officers,  engineers,  agents,  con-  u^Sf"*?"^^ 
tractors,  or  employees,  may  enter  upon,  survey,  use,  exca- 
vate, or  fill  up,  any  land  which  may  be  required  for  the 
site  of  said  road,  branch  or  branches,  or  the  depots,  ware- 
houses, machine  shops,  or  wharves  thereof,  and  for  the 
construction,  use,  or  repair  of  the  same,  or  its  works  and 
appurtenances;  and  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber, 
stone,  gravel,  or  other  material,  which  may  be  useful  and' 
necessary  for  the  construction,  use,  or  repairs  of  Che  same^ 
may  cross  roads  and  streams,  and  change  the  same  when 
necessary;  and  may  construct  and  have  tunnels,  bridges, 
and  wharves,  provided  said  bridge  or  bridges  shall  not 
materially  and  continually  obstruct  the  navigation  of  any 
navigable  stream. 

§  12.  That  upon  the  application  of  said  company  or  its  Prooeedingii« 
agents  to  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  of  the 
several  counties  through  which  said  road  or  its  branches 
may  be  surveyed,  the  presiding  judge  of  such  court  shall 
appoint  two  impartial  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  with  an  engineer  of  the  company,  to  take  from  the 
owners  and  proprietors  of  lands,  or  those  having  an  inter- 
est therein,  and  through  which  it  is  proposed  that  said  road, 
or  any  part  thereof,  shall  pass,  a  grant  of  the  use  and  right 
of  way  through  the  same,  and  of  grounds  for  depots,  ware- 
bouses,  machine  shops,  and  buildings;  and  said  engineer 
and  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  take  acknowledgments  of  the  grantor  that  clerks 
of  the  county  court  now  have;  also  to  take  privy  exami- 
nations of  married  women,  and  certify  such  acknowledg- 
ments; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  re- 
ceive and  record  the  said  grants  and  certificates  the  same 
as  other  deeds;  and  such  grants,  so  certified,  shall  vest  in 
said  company  all  the  rights  thereby  expressed  or  intended; 
and  any  or  all  grants  to  the  said  company  may  be  for  the 
fee  of  the  lands  granted,  or  any  lesser  estate,  and  may  in- 
clude the  full  and  absolute  right  and  disposal  of  all  the 
earth,  stone,  gravel,  fuel,  timber,  and  materials  so  granted 
to  said  company,  provided  that  said  company  may  acquire 
said  grants  by  contract  or  purchase,  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  with  the  proprietors.

phall  be  lawful  for  said  engineer  and  commissioners,  or 

any  two  of  them,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  from  their  own 
view  and  such  proof  as  shall  be  presented,  to  value  the 
land  required  for  the  road  separately,  and  the  advantages 
the  road  will  be  to  the  adjoining  lands  of  the  proprietors 
separately,  and  the  disadvantages  to  such  adjoining  lands 
separately,  and  make  report  of  the  same,  together  with  a 
description  of  such  land  so  required,  and  a  map  of  the  road 
through  such  county,  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of 
such  county,  with  names  of  the  owners  of  8ucb  lands,  and 
their  residence,  if  known,  and  whether  they  are  adults  or 
infants;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  such  county 
court  to  issue  a  summons  against  all  such  owners,  to  show 
cause  why  the  grant  of  .the  right  of  way,  or  use  of  such 
lands,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  made  on  the 
pAyment  of  the  damages  for  the  land  required,  if  any  so 
reported ;  and  upon  the  service  of  such  summons  upon  the 
owner,  if  in  the  county,  and  if  not,  upon  the  agent  in  the 
county,  if  such  owner  have  any,  ten  days,  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  county  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  on  said 
report,  upon  the  payment  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  land 
and  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  after  deducting;  the  value 
of  the  assessed  advantages  to  the  adjoining  land,  or  tender 
of  the  same,  or  upon  a  deposit  of  the  same  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  party  entitled 
thereto,  to  order  a  grant  of  the  right  of  way  or  use  of  the 
land  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  be  executed  to  the  com- 
pany by  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  court  for  that  purpose:  Provided,  That  if  the 
.  owner  is  out  of  the  county,  and  have  no  known  agent  in 
the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  send  the  summons  to  any 
county  in  the  ^tate,  where  the  owner  or  his  authorized 
agent  may  be.  But  if  the  owner  be  not  a  resident  of  the

when  the  owner  is  an  infant  or  a  lunatic,  the  court  shall 
appoint  a  guardian,  ad  liiem^  to  appear  for  such  infant  or 
lunatic  and  make  defense;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
court  to  take  up  the  case  as  to  any  one  owner  who  is  be- 
fore the  court,  without  waiting  until  all  are  served  with 
notice :  Provided^  In  no  case  shall  the  actual  value  of  the 
land  taken  by  such  company  be  diminished  by  the  esti- 
mated advantages  to  the  balance  of  the  land.  That  said 
engineer  and  commissioners,  before  the}'  proceed  to  act, 
shall  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  they  will 
well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  their  said  appoint- 
ment or  office,  under  this  act,  to  the  best  of  their  ekill  and 
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judgment;  and  said  engineer  and  commissioners  shall  re-       1867. 

ceive  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services,  ' 

to  be  approved  by  the  court,  and  taxed  as  a  part  of  the  cost;

to  be  empanneled  to  try  the  traverse  or  traverses  in  open 
court,  and  under  its  direction  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  court,  on  motion  of  either  party,  to  order  an  actual 
view  by  the  jury,  under  charge  of  the  sheriff,  of  the  prem- 
ises required;  and  to  order  the  damages  assessed  by  the 
jury  to  be  paid,  and  also  the  damages  to  the  adjacent  land 
of  the  proprietors,  first  deducting  therefrom  the  amount  of 
estimated  advantages  so  as^ssed,  to  be  paid  upon  the 
taking  of  the  same  by  said  company;  and  the  court  shall 
have  a  right  to  grant  lo  either  party  a  new  trial  for  the 
same  causes  for  which  new  trials  are  ordinarily  granted  at 
law ;  and  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of 
the  county;  but  no  appeal  shall  prevent  the  company  from 
proceeding  to  locate  and  construct  their  road  or  branches 
upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  assessed  value 
of  the  land  and  damages :  Provided,  That  if  the  president 
and  directors  €f{  said  company,  after  having  selected  a 
route  for  said  railway  or  branches,  find  any  obstacle  to 
continuing  said  location  either  by  the  difficulty  of  con- 
struction or  procuring  right  of  way  at  reasonable  cost,  or 
whenever  a  cheaper  or  better  route  can  be  had,  they  shall 
have  power  to  run  the  route  and  change  the  location. 
In  c^e  of  traverse  or  appeal,  the  additional  cost  thereby 
created  shall  be  adjudged  by  the  court  against  the  unsuc- 
cessful party.  And  in  every  case  when  the  owner  of  the 
land,  or  other  property  sought  to  be  condemned,  or  the 
owner  of  any  interest  therein,  is  an  idiot,  lunatic,  infant, 
or  unmarried  woman,  or  is  absent  from  the  State,  and  not 
actually  served  with  process,  the  judge  shall  not  render 
judgment  or  condemnation  of  such  property  without  the 
intervention  of  a  jury  to  asse:«s  the  value  thereof  and  in- 
quire into  the  damages,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  15.  That  ««aid  company  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  such        Bates  to  kt

§  16.  The  stockholders,  or  a  majority  in  interest,  in  per- 

DirMton—  son  or  by  proxy,  shall  meet  in  the  city  of  Lexini^ton  or 

dMtad?  ^  ^^  Covington  at  such  place  and  time  as  they  may  appoint; 

and  the  majority  in  interest  then  present  shall  proceed  to 
elect  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise  a  board  of  any 
number,  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  thirteen  direct- 
ors, as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine,'  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  said  company ;  and  said  directors  shall  elect 
from  their  own  body  a  president  for  said  company.

And  they,  the  president  and  directors, 
and  their  agents,  are  further  empowered,  under  the  name 
of,  and  for  the  company,  to  carry  out  all  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  except  such  as  are  especially  reserved  therein  for 
the  direct  action  of  the  stockholders,  and  such  as  a  major- 
ity in  value  of  the  stockholders  may  elect  to  reserve  for 
themselves  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may 
appoint.  ♦ 

§  23.  The  rate  of  taxation  on  this  road  shall  be  the  same  Bowroad  tou 
as  that  fixed  by  law  on  other  taxable  property  for  the  ^'^^* 
public  revenue,  and  the  valuation  shall  not  exceed  $20,- 
000  per  lineal  mile  of  finished  road.     And  the  tax  shall  be 
paid  by  the  company  into  the  State  Treasury  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year:  Provided^  That 
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1867.  "^  ^^^  shall  be  demanded  of  said  company  until  said  road 
is  completed.

charter  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  have  no  further  force  or 
effect. 

§  25.  This  act  shall  take  effect  when  accepted  by  the 
stockholders  of  the  Lexington  and  Southern  Kentucky  rail- 
road company,  or  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  owners 
thereof,  who  shall  act  upon  it  within  ninety  days  from  its 
passage;  and  upon  its  adoption,  all  other  acts  relating  to 
said  Lexington  and  Southern  Kentucky  railroad  company 
are  hereby  repealed. 

9  26.  Should  said  company  build  their  main  line  by 
Lancaster,  they  shall  finish  the  line  from  Nicholasville  by 
Danville  to  the  extenMon  of  the  Lebanon  Branch  railroad. 

§  27.  That  the  twenty-third  section  of  an  act  approved 
March  2,  I860,  entitled  ^' An  act  to  incorporate  the  Lex- 
ington and  Kentucky  Railroad  Company,"  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  repealed.

CHArTER  1876. 

'AN  ACT  to  provide  a  Mounted  Police  for  the  County  of  Fayette. 

Be  a  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentxLcky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Fayette  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  concurring,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  author- 
ized to  appoint  one  chief  of  police  for  said  county,  and  not 
more  than  three  policemen  for  each  election  district  of 
said  county  outside  of  the  city  of  Lexington. 

§  2.  Said  chief  of  police  and  policemen,  and  each  of 
them,  after  their  appointment,  may  be  removed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  said  justices  for  neglect  of  duty  or  mi:<conduct  in 
office;  and  other  persons  may  be  appointed  in  the  lieu  of 
such  as  are  so  removed.  They  shall  be  subject  to  such 
regulations  as,  not  being  inconsistent  with  law,  may  be 
prescribed  by  a  majority  of  said  justices.  Their  compen- 
sation shalt  be  fixed  by  the  justices,  and  they  may  be  re- 
quired to  serve  in  any  part  of  the  county,  as  required  by 
the  chief  of  police,  under  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
county  court. 

§  3.  Said  chief  and  policemen,  when  appointed,  shall 
have  the  same  powers  in  preventing  oflTenses  and  arresting 
offenders  against  the  laws  as  are  given  by  the  charter  and 
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ordinances  of  the  city  of  Lexington  to  the  marshal  and       1867. 

policemen  of  said  city.     They  may  be  mounted  at  the  ex-   

pense  of  the  county,  or  required  to  serve  on  foot,  as  may 
be  determined  by  said  county  court. 

§  4.  Said  majority  of  all  the  justices  of  the  county  court 
may  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  an  ad  valnretn  tax,  not 
exceeding  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the 
taxable  property  of  the  county,  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing the  expenses  of  the  police  force  authorized  by  this  actr 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1878. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Common  School  District  No.  32,  in  the  Connty 

of  Fleming. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
the   trustees   of  common   school   district  No.   32,  in   the 
county  of  Fleming,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  a 
contagious  disease  in  said  district,  failed  to  have  a  school 
taught  in  said  district  for  the  full  term  in  the  year  1866 — 

Be  it  enacted  b^  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  the  trustees  of  said  district  finishing  the 
term  for  which  said  school  was  discontinued  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  August,  1867,  and  making  due  report  thereof, 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  their  full  proportion  of  the 
school  fund  for  the  year  1866. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  9,  1867. 


CHAPTER  1879. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  E.  Cole,  late  Teacher  in  Common  School  Dis- 
trict No.  11,  in  the  County  of  Lewis. 

Whereas,  It  satisfactorily  appears  to  the  General  As- 
aembly  that  there  is  due  to  A.  £.  Cole  the  sum  of  sixty 
dollars,  for  teaching  a  school  for  three  months  in  district 
No.  11,  in  the  county  of  Lewis,  which  amount  was  not 
paid  him  in  consequence  of  his  having  in  his  report  m^tde 
a  mintake  as  to  the  number  of  the  common  school  district 
in  which  he  taught;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

^  I.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and   ia 

hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  said  A.  £. 

Cole,  for  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
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1867.       surplus  at  any  time  arising  in  the  common  school  fund  for 

paid  county  of  Lewis  ;  and  if  there  be  no  such  surplus,  out 

of  the  bond  fund  of  said  county  school  fund. 
§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  City  Charter  of  Paducah,  approred  March  10,  1856. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Comnwnwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  charter  of  Paducah,  approved  March 
10,  1656,  be,  and  the  -same  is  hereby,  so  amended  that 
hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  city  .council  of  Padu- 
cah, three  fourths  of  all  the  members  of  said  city  council 
concurring  therein,  are  hereby  invested  with  power,  to  sub- 
scribe stock  on  behalf  of  said  city  in  any  incorporated 
company  located  in  said  city  of  Paducah,  for  the  manu- 
facture of  wool,  cotton,  or  any  other  article  or  commodity, 
of  any  and  every  kind  whatsoever,  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  corporate  com- 
pany, except  for  the  manufactory  of  cotton  or  iron ;  and 
for  that  purpose,  the  sum  to  be  subscribed  by  said  city 
council  in  behalf  of  said  city  of  Paducah  shall  not  exceed 
in  amount  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
corporate  company:  Provided^  That  the  amount  the  city 
council  is  authorized  to  subscribe  in  the  different  compa- 
nies shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  in  the  aggregate. 

§  2.  That  the  city  council  of  Paducah  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  payable  at 
such  time  as  they  may  direct,  not  to  exceed  five  years  from 
date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, payable  semi-annually  in  the  city  of  New  York,  for 
any  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  subscription 
of  said  city  in  the  different  manufacturing  companies  in 
said  city,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  shall  have 
power  to  transfer  the  said  bonds  at  par  to  such  of  the 
manufacturing  companies  in  payment  of  such  subscription 
as  the  city  council  may  take  stock  in  under  the  provisions 
of  thig  act;  and  the  said  city  council  is  hereby  authorized, 
in  the  event  the  bonds  of  said  city  cannot  be  negotiated 
at  par,  to  sell  the  same,  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  direct, 
and  apply  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
in  payment  of  her  stock  in  said  manufacturing  companies; 
and  the  said  city  council  are  invested  with  power  to  levy 
a  tax  upon  the'^tax-payers  of  said  city,  upon  all  property 
in  said  city  taxable  for  revenue  purposes,  to  raise  a  fund 
sufficient  to  pay  for  such  amount  of  stock  as  she  may  take 
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in  the  different  manufacturing  companies  under  the  pro-       1867. 

visions  of  this  act,  with  the  interest  on  the  same,  and  the   

costs  of  collection  ;  and  the  taxes  paid  by  the  tax-payera 
of  said  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  entitle 
them  to  stock  in  said  manufacturing  companies  to  the 
amount  of  the  taxes  they  shall  pay,  and  the  city  council 
of  Paducah  shall  issue  to  the  tax-payers  or  their  assignees 
certificaXes  of  shares  of  stock,  whenever  said  tax-payers, 
or  any  of  them,  or  their  assignees,  shall  present  tax  re- 
ceipts levied  and  paid  for  subscription  in  any  of  said 
incorporated  companies,  whenever  the  tax  receipts  pre- 
sented shall  amount  to  a  full  share  of  stock,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  fifty  dollars ;  and  the  tax  provided 
in  this  act  shall  at  no  time  exceed  one  cent  on  the  dollar 
per  annum :  And  provided  further y  That  before  this  act 
shall  go  into  effect,  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  city,  by  the  city  council,  at  the  May 
election,  18(57,  and  a  vote  shall  be  taken  upon  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  this  tax  shall  be  imposed  or  not;  and  a 
poll  shall  be  opened  at  the  different  places  of  voting  in 
said  city  for  and  against  the  adoption  of  this  amendment; 
and  should  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city 
at  said  election  vote  for  the  adoption  of  this  amendment, 
it  shall  become  a  law;  but  should  a  majority  of  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  said  city  fail  to  vote  for  this  amendment, 
then  it  is  declared  void  and  of  no  effect.

CHAPTER  1863. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Security  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established,  in  the  Banke«tab' 
city  of  Louisville,  a  savings  and  deposit  institution,  which  [ilS^e^w^/ 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
'^Security  Bank;"  and  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in 
that  name,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all 
courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person ;  and  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  change  the  same  at  will ; 
and  shall  have  all  other  rights  and  powers  usual  and  inci- 
dent to  corporations,  and  may  do  such  acts  and  things  as 
may  be  convenient  and  desirable,  provided  the  same  are 
not  contrary  to  law. 

§  2.  The  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  bank  shall     who  to  siaB- 
be  under  the  management,  government,  and  control  of  a  •»»»ff»"*' 
board  of  directors,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  seveo  persona,  as  the  by-laws  may,  from  time 
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to  time,  regulate  and  prescribe,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  president  of  the  bank;  and  James  S.  Barret.  G.  H. 
Detchen,  Lyttlcton  Cooke,  and  William  R.  Ray,  are  hereby 
constituted  and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  for  said 
bank,  to  serve  as  such  until  others  are  duly  elected  and 
qualiHed ;  and  they  may  elect  any  other  persons  whom 
they  may  think  proper,  not  exceeding  the  limit  above  spec- 
ified, to  ^erve  with  them  as  clirectors.  And  should  any  of 
the  persons  above  named  fail  or  refuse  to  qualify  and  serve 
as  a  director,  his  or  their  place  or  places  may  he  deemed 
and  treated  as  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  may 
be  tilled  by  the  remainder;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in 
the  board  of  directors  may  be  filled  by  the  other  directors ; 
and  the  board  of  directors  shall  provide  for  an  election  of 
directors  by  the  stockholders  within  three  years  from  the 
organization  of  the  company,  and  biennially  thereafter; 
and  all  elections  of  directors  by  the  stockholders  shall  be 
held  at  the  place  of  business  of  the  bank,  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  for  seven  days  preceding  each  election ; 
and  such  elections  shall  be  held  under  the  inspection  of 
two  or  more  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, who  shall  certify  the  result  under  their  respective 
signatures;  and  a  plurality  of  votes  cast  shall  elect;  and 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  w^hich  he  or  she  may  own;  and  may  cast 
the  same  in  person  or  by  proxy ;  and  the  board  of  directors 
may  provide  a  form  for  the  appointment  of  proxies,  and 
specify  the  evidence  that  shall  be  required  in  execution 
thereof. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  one 
thousand  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  but  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  deem  advisable,  to  any  number,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  thousand  shares,  of  the  same  pnr  value;  and 
the  persons  named  in  the  second  section  of  this  act  may 
open  books  for,  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  t^aid  bank,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  subject 
to  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
and  whenever  as  many  as  five  hundred  or  more  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  of  said  bank  have  been  subscribed  and 
paid  in,  or  secured  to  be  paid  in,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same  were  sub- 
scribed, and  an  affidavit  to.  that  effect  has  been  made  by 
its  president  and  cashier  before  the  cleik  of  the  Jeffer- 
son county  court,  said  bank  may  proceed  to  transact  a 
general  banking  and  financial  business,  and  niay  lend 
money,  discount  promissory  notes,  buy  and  sell  exchange, 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  securities  and  things;  and  the 
promissory  notes  made  payable  at  its  banking  house, 
and  inland  bills  of  exchange  which  may  be  discounted  or 
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the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy   — 

may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the 
makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  other  parties  thereto. 

§  4.  The  paid  bank  may  acquire  and  hold,  possess,  use,  and^Yoid^reS 
occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  and  personal  property, goods,  eatate. 
chattels,  and  other  things,  as  may  be  convenient  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  pledged  or 
conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in 
satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell  and 
convey,  or  otherwise  dis^poi^e  of,  the  same  as  a  natural 
person.      And  it  shall   be  the  duty  of  the   president  or     TopajUxto 
cashier  of  said  bank,  during  the  first  week  in  each  year,  ^'*'®' 
to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  capital  stock  held  and  paid 
for  in  said  bank,  which  !^hall  be  in  full  for  all  tax  or  bonus, 
and  be  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances  Farther powen 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind,  and  it  may  receive  ®^  oorpw»tion. 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  thing.^  in  pledge  for  the  security 
of  money  loaned  or  debts  owing,  and  sell  the  same  on  the 
non-payment  of  the  debt  or  demand  at  the  stipulated  time 
of  payment,  according  to  any  agreement  made  between 
the  parties,  in  writing,  at  the  time  of  the  loan,  or  on  a 
renewal  thereof,  and  pass  a  good  title  to  the  purchaser; 
and  any  power  given  for  that  purpose  shall  be  irrevocable 
until  the  debt  or  demand  is  paid  or  duly  tendered.  Said 
bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes, 
United  States  treasury  notes,  and  other  currency,  and  pay 
the  same  in  kind,  or  as  may  be  agreed  by  general  or 
special  contract,  and  may  allow  interest  on  deposits,  not  to 
exceed  the  rate  allowed  by  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. It  may  issue  certificates  of  credit,  payable  through- 
out the  Cnited  States,  and  elsewhere,  for  the  convenience 
of  merchants  and  travelers,  but  shall  not  issue  any.  notes 
or  bills  to  circulate  as  money. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  of  said   bank   are  hereby    M^y^Akeby- 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enact  and  put  in  force  such  **''^'*<»' 
rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  for  the  management,  gov- 
ernment, and  control  of  its  property,  business,  and  arfairs, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same  at  will,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  number  of 
directors  neces.-«ary  to  con.'^titute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  buj?iness.     They  may  appoint  such  officers,  agents,      Mayappoint 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  j^o^wt  >^»n*«. 
busines^s  of  the  bank,  and   pay  them  such   sums  for  their 
services,  and    take  from   them   bonds  in  such  penalties  to 
secure  the  friithful  performance  of  their  respective  dutie.^, 
as  they  may  think  reasonable  and  proper;  and  upon  anj' 
bonds  thus  taken  recovery  may  be  bad  for  breaches  of  the 
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1867.       conditions  thereof.    The  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  deemed 

I  srwTkTeci^  per.'^onal  property,  and  shall  only  be  assignable  in  accord- 

pononai estate,  ance  With  such  mles  as  the  board  of  directors  shall,  from 

I  ^'  time  to  time,  prescribe;  and  said  bank  shall  hold  a  lien  on 

the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be  indebted  to  it, 
and  such  shares  shall  not  be  assignable,  nor  transferred^ 
until  the  debt  shall  be  paid  or  discharged. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  re- 
main in  force  for  twenty- one  years  from  the  first  organiza^^ 
tion  of  the  said  institution:  Provided,  It  is  organized  within 
three  years  from  its  passage,  and  shall  be  located  within 
the  State  of  Kentucky.

CHAPTER  1886. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Washington   Fire  Company  of  Flemingsbarg» 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Washington  Fire  Company  of  Flemings- 
burg  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  incorporated  company, 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be 
capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Common^ 
wealth;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may 
change  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2;  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase 
such  fire  engines,  hose,  hooks  and  ladders,  and  the  neces'* 
sary  apparatus  and  tools  for  the  use  and  repair  of  the  same, 
and  when  deemed  necessary,  may  sell  their  engines  and 
appurtenances  and  purchase  others.  Said  company  may 
purchase  and  hold  in  said  town  as  much  ground  as  may 
be  necessary  for  a  convenient  engine  house  and  place  to 
transact  business. 

$  3.  That  the  constitution  and  by-laws  now  adopted  by 
said  company,  if  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  members;  but  nothing  contained  in  this 
act  shall  prevent  said  company  from  altering,  amending, 
or  abolishing  the  same,  as  is  therein  provided. 

§  4.  The  members  of  said  company  shall  be  exempt 
from  militia  duty,  except  in  time  of  war,  and  from  serving 
on  all  juries,  except  grand  juries  and  venires.  The  secre- 
tary of  said  company  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
February  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
furnish  the  sherifi*  and  circuit  court  clerk  with  a  list  of  the 
members  of  said  company. 

§  5.  That  said  company  may  have  power  to  receive 
from  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  the  engines,  hose.

and  other  apparatus  belonging  to  said  town,  and  use  and       1867. 

control  lae  same,  and  didpose  of  them  as  is   herein  pro-  

vided.  Said  company  may  also  receive  donations  of  money 
or  other  things,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  and  promot- 
ing the  objects  of  a  fire  company,  and  hold  the  same  for 
that  purpose  only;  and  if  at  any  time  said  company  shall 
be  dissolved,  every  kind  of  property  held  by  said  compa- 
ny shall  belong  to  the  town  of  Flemingsburg. 

§  6.  That  all  dues,  fines  and  forfeitures  due  to  said  com- 
pany, may  be  prosecuted  to  judgment  before  the  quarterly 
court  of  Fleming  county, ^ and  collected  by  execution  as 
other  debts  are  collected. 

§  7.  The  trustees  of  Flemingsburg  are  hereby  author* 
ized  to  levy  a  tax  annually,  for  two  years  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  of  twenty-five  cents  upon  each 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
owned  in  said  town,  to  be  set  apart  and  paid  to  said  com- 
pany for  the  purchase  of  a  new  engine  and  the  necessary 
apparatus :  Provided^  The  old  engines  transferred  to  said 
company  by  said  trustees,  or  either  of  them,  should  prove 
inefficient. 

§  8.  Any  minor  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years  may  be- 
come a  member  of  said  company,  the  consent  of  his  pa- 
rents or  guardian  first  being  bad,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
pay  all  the  dues  and  fines  required  of  other  members,  and 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such 
minor,  and  the  same  may  be  collected  as  is  provided  for  in 
section  six  of  this  act. 

§  9.  This  ^ct  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1887. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  the  Boundaries  and  Taxable  Limits,  and  to  amend  the 

Charter,  of  the  City  of  Louisville, 

Be  it  eruicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
tff  Kentrwky : 

6  1.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Louisville  shall  Bovadsrki 
be  as  follows:  Beginning  on  the  western  bank  of  the  Ohio 
river  at  low  water  mark,  at  a  point  that  would  be  inter- 
sected by  the  southern  line  of  Madison  street  extended 
westwardly ;  thence  eastwardly,  with  said  line  of  Madison 
street  extended,  to  the  west  line  of  the  Shippingport  road ; 
thence  southwardly,  with  the  west  line  of  the  Shipping"* 
port  road,  to  a  point  south  of  Kentucky  street,  on  the  lien 
of  the  present  toll-gate  on  the  Salt  river  turnpike  road,  if 
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1867.       extended   westwardly;    thence   eastwardly,  and   parallel 

'- —  with  Main  street,  to  the  west  line  of  Fifteenth  street; 

thence  southwardly,  in  the  direction  of  the  west  line  of 
Fifteenth  street,  to  a  line  that  will  take  in  the  Oakland 
property ;  thence  with  said  line  to  the  west  line  of  the  Sev- 
enth street  road ;  thence  southwardly,  with  said  line  of  the 
Seventh  street  road,  to  the  northern  line  of  William  Mix's 
land  ;  thence  with  his  northern  line  southwardly,  to  the 
Louisville  and  Nashvill^  railroad  track  at  its  junction  with 
Third  street  road;  thence  eastwardly,  in  a  direct  line,  to 
the  junction  of  the  Shelby  andT^reston  street  road,  on  the 
eastern  side  thereof;  thence  northwardly,  with  the  east 
line  of  said  Shelby  street  road,  to  the  southern  line  of  the 
late  D.  H.  Meriw»ether'a  land;  thence  eastwardly,  along 
said  Meriwether's  line,  to  Goss'  lane;  thence  eastwardly, 
in  a  line  parallel  with  Main  street,  to  the  South  Fork  of 
fieargrass  creek;  thence  northwardly,  in  a  direct  line,  to 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  water-works  tract  of  land; 
thence  in  a  line  with  the  northeastern  line  of  said  water- 
works tract  of  land  to  low  water  mark  on  the  Indiana  side 
of  the  Ohio  river;  thence  with  the  meanders  of  said  river, 
at  low  water  mark,  to  the  point  of  beginning :  Provided y 
That  the  voters  living  between  the  present  limits  and  the 
proposed  limits  to  the  city  of  Louisville,  be  permitted  to 
vote  for  or  against  their  being  included  within  the  pro- 
posed extended  limits  at  the  next  4th  of  May  election  ;  and 
when  it  appears,  from  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  in  the 
territory  aforesaid,  that  a  majority  of  the  said  voters  are 
in  favor  of  the  said  extension,  then  this  act  shall  be  in 
full  force,  and  shall  be  so  declared  by  proclamation  of  the 
mayor  of  the  said  city  of  Louisville  :  Provided  further^ 
That  the  result  of  said  vote  shall  not  affect  the  other  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  which  shall  be  in  full  force,  although 
said  boundaries  are  not  extended  by  said  vote. 

§  2.  That  the  general  council  of  said  city  shall,  in  the 
Td  lay  off  city  nionth  of  March,  1867,  lay  off  said  city  into  twelve  wards, 
iauis  wards,     giving  to  each,  as  near  as  practicable,  an  equal  number  of 
qualified  voters;  and  shall  cause  said  boundaries  to  be  run 
otf,  and  stones  placed  so  as  to  designate  the  lines  thereof, 
as  near  as  can  be;  and  the  qualified  voters  within  said 
boundaries  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  at  all  election^  in 
their  respective  wards  for  State,  county,  and  city  officers, 
and   United  States  and  State  representatives,  and  on  all 
matters  and  questions  submitted  to  the  voters  of  said  city, 
and  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  under  said  charter  or  city 
government :  Provided^  That  said  wards  shall  be  laid  off 
by  straight  lines  running  along  cross  streets,  and  extend- 
ing from  the  northern^  to  the  southern  limits  of  said  city, 
prorauportion       §3.  That  said  city  shall   pay,  or  assume  to  pay,  to  the 
of  taktoooun-   county  court  of  Jefferson  county,  a  fair  and  just  portion, 
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pro  rata,  of  the  existing  debt  or  debts  of  said  county,  to 
the  extent  of  the  taxes  or  means  of  the  county  being  re- 
duced or  diminished  by  the  extension  of  said  city  bounda- 
ries bpyond  the  present  taxable  limits  of  said  city ;  and  the 
general  council  of  said  city  and  presiding  judge  of  said 
court  shall  adjust  and  agree  on  the  amount  to  be  paid  or 
to  be  assumed  by  said  city,  on  account  of  the  county 
means  of  paying  said  county's  debts  being  dimini^hed  by 
said  city's  limits  being  extended  as  herein  provided. 

§  4.  That  the  said  county  court  and  city  shall,  every  two 
years,  apportion,  adjust,  and  fix  the  just  and  fair  pro- 
portion of  the  city's  public  expenses  now  or  hereafter  re- 
quired to  be  paid  by  said  city  for  county  objeets;  but  no 
such  claim  or  demand  shall  be  paid  by  either  county  or 
city,  and  shall  not  be  binding  on  either,  until  approved  and 
allowed  by  the  separate  action  of  the  levy  court  of  said 
county  and  said  general  council. 

§  5.  That  no  land  or  improvements  not  within  the  for- 
mer taxable  limits  of  said  city  shall  be  taxed  by  said  gen- 
eral council,  until  such  land  is  embraced  by  the  streets^  of 
said  city,  and  said  streets  so  extended,  graded,  paved, 
macadamized,  or  otherwise  improved:  Provided^  That 
nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  general  council  from  ex- 
tending any  of  the  streets  to  embrace  such  land,  and  cau:><6 
such  streets  to  be  improved  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the 
owners  of  land  fronting  the  same:  Provided,  also,  That  the 
general  council  shall  have  power  to  collect  a  tithe  tax  from 
the  persons  residing  within  said  extended  boundaries  as  is 
collected  from  other  citizens  of  said  city. 

§  6.  That  nothfng  in  this  act  shall  etfect  or  discontinue 
the  franchise,  rights,  or  privileges  of  any  turnpike  road, 
plank  road,  or  railway  company  within  said  extended 
boundaries;  but  said  city  may,  by  purchase  or  contract 
with  such  company,  or  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  extin- 
guish said  right,  franchise,  or  privilege  within  said  extend- 
ed boundaries;  and  if  any  toll-gate  of  any  turnpike  or 
plank  road  company  is  embraced  or  included  in  said  ex- 
tended boundaries,  such  company  shall  not  be  required  to 
move  the  same,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  coiled  toll,  as 
if  the  said  boundaries  did  not  include  such  road  or  toll- 
gate ;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
any  such  turnpike  or  plank  road  company  to  charge,  exact, 
or  demand  toll  for  the  travel  of  any  street  or  road  within 
said  city,  which  is,  has  beeni  or  may  be  improved  and  kept 
in  repair  by  said  city,  or  the  owners  of  property  frontfing 
said  road. or  street;  the  said  boundaries  shall  be  the  tax 
limits  of  said  city,  under  the  limitations  declared  in  this 
act. 

§  7.  That  no  grave-yard  within  said  city,  not  now  used, 
shall  be  reopened  for  interment  of  the  dead;  nor  shall  any 
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new  grave-yard  or  cemetery  be  opened  or  established  here- 
after within  said  city,  or  one  thousand  feet  from  said  city 
lines,  unless  permission  shall  be  first  obtained  therefor  from 
the  general  council;  and  any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

§  8.  The  general  council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance 
to  provide,  establish,  and  maintain,  either  within  the  limits 
of  the  said  city  or  elsewhere  in  Jefierson  county,  a  bouse 
of  reform  for  white  females,  and,  by  ordinance,  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  maintenance,  control,  and 
regulation  of  the  same,  its  oflicers,  inmates,  and  employees 
connected  therewith,  and  to  designate  at  and  between 
what  ages  females  may  be  admitted  therein,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  terms  of  admission  and  length  of  time  of  their 
continuing  therein;  and,  in  like  manner,  may  authorize 
the  judge  of  the  city  court  of  Louisville  and  the  judge  of 
the  Jefierson  circuit  court,  for  ofienses  not  amounting  to  a 
felony,  to  commit  any  white  females  to  said  house  of  re- 
form, instead  of  the  city  work-house  or  jail  of  Jefierson 
county ;  but  no  such  commitment  by  either  of  said  judgeo 
shall  exceed  one  year. 

§  0.  The  general  council  shall  have  power  to  license  and 
tax,  and  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  licensing  and  taxing 
claim  agents  and  express  companies  at  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
The  cost  of  license  for  cofiee- house,  tavern,  or  other  house, 
place,  or  establishment  wherein  malt,  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  or  oflfered  for  sale  by  retail 
within  said  city  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  and  the  general 
council  may,  from  time  to  time,  class  said  establishments 
within  said  city,  and  regulate  the  annual  tax  on  the  license 
for  the  same  in  such  classification. 

§  10.  The  general  council  shall  have  no  power  to  pass 
ordinances  or  resolutions  to  diminish  the  present  resources 
of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city  as  now  establis«hed,  until 
the  debts  of  said  city  now  or  hereafter  charged  or  charge- 
able upon  said  fund  are  paid,  but  may  pass  laws  to  in- 
crease said  resources;  and  the  whole  resources  of  said 
fund,  from  year  to  year,  shall  be  sacredly  set  apart  and 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the 
city's  debts  chargeable  on  said  fund,  and  to  no  other  use 
or  purpose,  until  the  whole  of  the  debts  of  the  city  are 
fully  paid  and  satisfied,  including  the  present  and  any 
future  indebtedness  of  the  city.  The  mayor,  the  president 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  lor  the  time  being,  and  three 
persons  to  be  choson  by  the  general  council  on  joint  ballot, 
as  hereinafter  directed}  and  their  successors  in  ofiice,  shall 
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oonstitute  the  <'  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the       1867. 

City  of  F^ouisville ;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  corpo-   

rate  powers  and  existence,  may  sae  and  be  saed,  and  do 
and  perform  all  things  necessary  to  execute  the  duties  re* 
quired  and  powers  given  them  by  this  act..  They  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  president  of  the  board ;  may  fill 
vacancies;  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  or  act  without 
such  seal ;  and  pass  all  necessary  and  proper  rules  and  by- 
laws for  their  government  and  the  officers  and  employees 
of  said  board,  and  for  the  safety,  control,  and  application 
of  said  sinking  fund,  not  inconsistent  with  the  objects  for 
which  said  fund  is  or  was  set  apart,  or  to  this  act  or  the 
l^neral  laws  of  this  State.  The  said  commissioners,  oth-  TermofoSM. 
er  than  the  mayor  and  president  of  the  board  of  ald&rmen, 
shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their 
aaccessors  shall  have  qualified,  except  as  herein  provided. 
One  of  the  commissioners,  chosen  at  the  first  election  after 
this  act  goes  into  effect,  eball  hold  his  office  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years,  and  the  other  for  three  years;  and  the 
general  council,  at  the  said  first  election,  shall  determine 
the  respective  terms  of  said  commissioners.  No  one  who 
is  either  alderman,  councilman,  or  officer  of  said  city,  shall 
be  eligible  for  said  office  of  commissioner,  to  be  elected  by 
Ihe  general  council,  and  who  does  not  possess  the  qualifi- 
eations  required  for  the  office  of  councilman  by  the  charter 
of  said  city.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  be  the  treas-  TreMurwof 
nrer  of  said  commissioners  of  the  said  fund,  and  shall  have  m,gJ5in/„^'!5c 
the  care  and  safe-keeping  of  said  fund,  and  his  bond  as  Binkingfand. 
treasurer  of  said  city  shall  bind  him  and  his  securities 
thereto,  for  the  sale-keeping  of  all  money,  property,  secu- 
rities, bonds,  evidences  of  debt,  or  other  valuable  thing 
belonging  to  said  fund,  which  is  in  his  possession,  or  may 
hereafter  come  to  his  hands  or  under  his  control.  The 
said  commissioners  shall  severally  execute  his  covenant, 
with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  general  council 
to  the  city  of  Louisville,  faithfully  to  execute  the  duties 
required  by  this  act,  and  to  account  for  said  fund  which 
may  come  to  his  hands  or  under  hi«  control;  and  orders  OrdenviM 
apon  said  fund  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  said  board,  J^/*"*  ''•^ 
entered  upon  the  records  of  their  proceedings  of  said  board, 
and  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  secretary  of  said  board, 
and  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  sec- 
retary, and  made  payable  to  the  person  or  corporation  en- 
titled thereto,  or  to  the  person  who,  by  an  order  of  said 
board,  is  authorized  to  receive  the  amount  of  such  order, 
to  pay  any  debt  or  interest  chargeable  upon  said  fund,  pay- 
able in  another  State  or  city  in  the  United  States  or  Eu- 
rope. The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  be  secretary  of  said  .  Trea8iir«r«€ 
board,  and  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  record  of  its  pro-  ntwrofMSl 
oeedings,  acts,  orders,  and  doings,  which  shall  be  subject, 
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at  all  times,  to  the  inepection  of  the  mayor  and  any  mem- 
ber or  committee  of  the  general  council.  The  paid  treas- 
urer and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable,  on  his  official  bond, 
for  hit«  acta  as  secretary  of  said  board.  The  funds,  estate, 
and  income  belonging  now  or  hereafter  to  said  fund,  shall 
be  and  is  vested  in,  and  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of,  said  board  of  commissioners,  for  the  purposes 
herein  declared;  if  injured,  withheld,  or  abstracted,  said 
board  of  commissioners  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  in  their  corporate  name.  The  said 
commissioners  shall  apply  said  fond  to  the  payment  of 
the  said  city's  debts  chargeable  on  the  same,  when  they 
can  do  so  on  fair  terms ;  but  whenever  there  shall  be  a 
surplus  of  said  funds,  which  cannot  be  applied  on  fair 
terms  to  the  eitinguishment  of  the  said  liabilities  of  said 
city,  the  said  commissioners  may  invest  the  same  in  bonds 
of  s^id  city,  or  for  which  it  is  bound,  or  bonds  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  or  in  such  good  and  solvent  stocks  as  shall 
be  approved  by  a  vote  of  a  majorit}'  of  each  board  elect 
of  general  council,  by  yeas  and  nays.  The  commission- 
ers bhall  require  monthly  detailed  statements  from  said 
treasurer,  of  the  condition  of  said  funds,  which  said  com- 
missioners shall  cause  to  be  transmitted,  each  month,  to 
the  board  of  common  councilmen ;  and  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January  of  each  year  the  treasurer  shall  turnish  to 
the  general  council  a  full  detailed  statement  of  the  said 
funds,  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  for  the  preceding 
year,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  general  council  the  evidences 
o(  payment  made  by  the  orders  of  said  commissioners  out 
of  said  fund.  The  said  commissioners  may  be  removed 
from  office  for  malfeasance  or  misfeasance,  by  the  board 
of  common  council,  on  charges  preferred  by  the  board  of 
aldermen,  in  the  same  manner  the  mayor  is  subject  to  re- 
moval by  the  board  of  aldermen.  Any  person  having 
charge,  control,  or  possession  of  the  said  sinking  fund,  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  an^'  of  its  property,  money,  or  evi- 
dences of  property  or  stocks  or  other  valuable  thing,  shall 
willfully  embezzle  or  misapply  the  same,  or  any  part  ihere- 
ol,  ^hnll  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  confined  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of 
this  SState  not  less  than  one  or  more  than  twenty  years,  at 
the  discretion  of  a  jury.  The  general  council  may,  by 
ordinance,,  allow  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  to 
said  commissioners,  the  mayor  excepted,  who  shall  not  re- 
ceive any  additional  compensation  beyond  his  salary  as 
mayor;  and  said  treasurer  may  be  allowed,  by  the  gen- 
eral council,  additional  pay  for  the  services  required  of  him 
by  this  act. 

^11.  The  general  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  ordi- 
nances, imposing,  fines  and  penalties,  to  prohibit  any  on» 
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from  placing,  or  causing  to  be  placed,  inany  street  or  alley, 
or  on  any  wall,  fence,  or  other  place,  exposed  to  public 
view  in  the  said  city,  any  indecent  or  gross  painted,  printed, 
or  written  advertisement,  bill,  or  notice,  as  well  as  any 
such  advertisement  or  notice  of  professional  skill,  or  rem- 
edies for  what  are  usually  called  secret  di:$eases,  and  to 
prohibit  any  such  notices,  bills,  or  advertisements,  whether 
enclosed  in  an  envelop  or  other  form,  or  uninclosed,  fcom 
being  left  in  any  yard  or  premises  attached  to  any  dwell- 
ing-house within  said  city,  or  being  put  under  any  door, 
or  given  to  any  servant  or  person  about  such  dwelling- 
house. 

$  12.  That  an  attorney  at  law,  who  has  resided  within 
Jefferson  county  two  years  next  preceding  the  day  of  the 
election  of  city  attorney  or  council,  and  who  bojui  fide  re- 
sides within  said  city  at  the  time  of  such  election,  if  oth- 
erwit^e  qualified,  shall  he  eligible  to  said  office. 

§  13.  That  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  or  discontin-  Howrigh4|of 
uing  the  franchise,  rights,  and  privileges  of  any  turnpike  may^e  d^CaMM- 
or  plank  road  or  railway  company  within  said  city,  the  ♦i'*"*^- 
genera]  council  may  cause  a  petition  to  be  filed  in  the 
Louisville  chancery  court,  in  the  name  of  said  city,  against 
any  such  company,  describing  the  part  or  portion  of  the 
road,  its  location,  and  stating  its  supposed  value.  The 
said  court  shall  have  and  take  jurisdiction  to  try,  hear,  and 
decide  said  action  under  the  rules  and  practice  prescribed 
by  law  for  the  government  of  said  court  and  actions  therein: 
Provided^  That  either  party  may  claim  a  trial  by  a  jury, 
and  the  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  the  same  as  in  cases  of 
writs  of  ad  quod  damnum,  and  the  court  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  either  party,  and  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  court 
of  appeals  shall  be  possessed  by  the  parties  respectively, 
as  in  other  cases;  but  in  no  ease  shall  the  city  have  a 
judgment  for  the  discontinuance  or  abatement  of  such 
franchise,  rights,  and  privileges  of  any  such  road  company, 
unless  the  amount  found  by  the  judgment  of  the  court,  or  • 
verdict  of  the  jury,  shall  tirst  be  paid  into  court;  and  then 
the  court  shall  cause  judgment  to  be  entered  abating,  dis- 
continuing/and  extinguishing  the  franchise  and  rights  of 
the  road  company  in  and  to  that  part  of  their  road  described 
in  the  pleadings. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

1867.       •  CHAPTER  1888. 

AN  ACT  to  fix  the  CompeDsatioa  of  the  Members  of  the  General  Aiisembl/. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumweahh 
of  Kentucky: 

That  hereafter  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  paid  for  their  services  the 
sum  of  five  dollars,  in  currency,  per  day,  during  each  ses- 
sion. 

Approved  March  9,  1867. 


CHAPTER  1889. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Day's  Mill  and  Til  ton  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommcnweaUh 
of  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed,  with  a  capital  not 
exceeding  $20,000,  for  the  construction  of  a  macadamized 
turnpike  road  from  Day's  Mill,  on  Licking  river,  in  the 
county  of  Fleming,  to  the  intersection  of  the  turnpike  road 
from  Flemingsburg  to  Mount  Sterling,  at  some  point  most 
convenient,  adjacent  to  Tilton.  That  said  company  shall 
have  all  powers  incident  to  the  construction  of  said  road ; 
may  receive  release  of  right  of  way,  or  may  condemn  land 
for  such  purpose,  for  rock  quarries  or  toil  gates,  in  con* 
formity  with  existing  laws  of  this  State ;  may  sue  and  be 
sued  in  any  court  oP  this  State,  and  have  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  shall  be  convenient,  at  Tilton,  Day's  Mill,  or  any  con- 
venient intermediate  point,  under  the  supervision  of  James 
Sousby,  Alvin  G.  Day,  James  Cochran,  S.  K.  Campbell,  A. 
W.  Grayham,  E.  A.  Robertson,  Taylor  Thompson,  and 
James  Harman,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  are  hereby 
constituted  oommiasioners  for  such  purpose.  That  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each.  The  subscription  for  stock  shall  be 
made  by  the  person  taking  stock  subscribing  the  following 
obligation,  which  shall  be  written  in  a  book  to  be  kepi 
for  such  purpose:  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  president,  direct- 
ors, and  company,  of  the  Day's  Mill  and  Tilton  turnpike 
road  company,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of 
stock  set  opposite  by  us  to  our  names. 

§  3.  That  as  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed, 
the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  who  shall  elect  five  directors,  who  shall  select 
from  their  body  a  president  for  the  government  of  said 
company.

tition  the  amount  to  be  subscribed,  then,  in  either  event, 

it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  any 
county,  in  which  such  vote  or  petition  shall  be  presented, 
to  make  the  subscription  in  the  name  of  their  respective 
counties,  and  proceed  to  have  issued  the  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  such  subscription  as  herein  directed;  and  the 
county  courts  of  the  counties  that  may  subscribe  for  stock 
in  said  railroad  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  upon 
the  tax-payers  of  their  respective  counties,  taxable  under 
the  revenue  laws  of  this  State,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bonds,  and  the  costs  of  collecting  the  same 
as  the  same  mMures;  and  at  the  maturity  of  said  bonds, 
a  tax  in  like  manner  that  will  pay  the  principal  of  said 
bonds;  and  the  tnx-payers  of  any  of  said  counties  paying 
tax  to  said  railroad,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  entitled  to  stock  in  said  railroad  to  the  amount  of  the

§  1.  That  the  erection  of  said  dam,  on  the  North  Fork 
of  Kentucky  river,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  legalized, 
any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  Provided ^  That 
a  suitable  passway,  at  least  eight  feet  wide,  be  provided  to 
admit  the  passage  of  small  craft.

ground  with  the  innprovements  and  appurtenances  there- 
unto belonging,  lying  on  the  waters  of  Cabin  creek,  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Dry  Run,  in  the  county  of  Lewis,  on 
which  the  said  Union  Meeting  House  is  built. 

§  2.  The  funds  arising  from  the  said  sale  shall,  by  the 
said  tru.^tees,  be  apportioned  and  distributed  among  the 
several  denominations,  viz  :  the  Christian  church,  the  Bab- 
tist  church,  the  Methodist  church,  the  New  School  Presby- 
terian church.

§  1.  That  Joshua  F.  Speed,  W.  A.  Meriwether,  J.  Ho- 
mire,  John  Gill,  J.  C.  Calvert,  C.  C.  Hull,  S.  J.  Hare,  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body  corporate  and  politic  for  thirty  years,  by  the  name 
of  the  "Louisville  Commercial"  Company,  and  by  that 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  defeiid  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a 
natural  pers^on. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  print  and 
publish  a  newspaper  or  news.papers,  books,  periodicals, 
and  do  all  other  things  necessary  and  proper  to  conduct  a 
printing,  publishing,  and  binding  business.  It  may  pur- 
chase, holil,  and  convey  real  estate  not  exceeding  at  any 
one  time  the  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and 
it  may  purchase,  own,  and  sell  ail  personal  estate  it  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  prosecution  and  man- 
agement of  its  business,  and  may  make  by-laws  for  its 
government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State.

§  1.  That  James  A.  J.  Lee,  Joseph  H.  Richart,  and  Lind- 
say Coleman,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  manufacturing  wine,  by  the  name  and  style  and  title 
of  the  Kentucky  Wine  Company;  and  by  that  name  and 
style  are  hereby  made  as  capable  in  law  as  natural  per- 
sons to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  the  Commonwealth  and 
elsewhere,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  have  a  com- 
mon seal;  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  all 
such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall  seem 
necessary  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  be- 
ing contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  oi'  of  the  United 
States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase, 
lease,  and  negotiate  for,  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their  business ;  to  erect 
all  such  buildings,  machinery,  &c.,  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary or  useful;  and  to  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of,  as  the  interest  of  the  company  seem  to  require.

majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  city  be  in  favor  of 
such  proposition,  then  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and 
council  of  said  city  to  issue  bonds  as  aforesaid,  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  any  railroad  leading  from  said 
city.  The  vote  provided  for  in  this  section  to  be  held  in  the 
same  wny,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  now  pro' 
vided  by  law  for  the  election  of  city  officers. 

§  2.  That  said  mayor  and  council  shall  make  provision 
for  the  payment  of  th^  interest  as  the  same  falls  due,  and 
provide  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  oflf  and  liquidate  said  bonds 
at  maturity.

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Newport  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  improve  the-  boundary 
streets  of  said  city  by  grading  and  paving,  bowldering, 
macadamizing,  or  graveling  the  same,  at  the  expense  of 
the  persons  owning  property  fronting  on  said  streets ;  one 
half  of  the  expense  of  said  improvement  to  be  paid  by  the 
property-holders  owning  property  fronting  on  said  streets, 
and  being  within  the  city  limits,  and  the  other  half  to  be 
paid  by  the  property-holders  owning  property  fronting  on 
said  streets,  but  lying  without  the  city  limits. 

§  2.  The  city  of  Newport  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the 
property  fronting  upon  the  streets  so  improved,  for  the 
expense  of  said  improvement,  which  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  property-holders  owning  property  fronting  on 
said  streets  according  to  their  number  of  feet  of  ground 
fronting  on  the  street  improved.  The  said  lien  to  be  en- 
forced by  sail)  city  in  the  same  manner  as  under  the  gen- 
eral law  now  in  force  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  in 
the  city  of  Newport.

§  1.  That  a  company  cifaall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorpo** 
rated,  in  the  county  of  Campbell,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  *'The  Richenoar  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  pur* 
pose  of  con:jitructing  a  road  from  Persimmon  Grove  chureh, 
in  Campbell  county,  to  a  point  near  the  residence  of  the 
late  Charles  DickeuB. 

^2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
forty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  said  stock  may 
be  opened  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in 
the  city  of  Newport,  Alexandria,  and  Persimmon  Grove, 
under  the  direction  of  John  Richenoar,  James  Rariden,  T. 
T.  Hayman,  E.  W..  Hawkins,  and  Jacob  Weaver,  all  of 
whom  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  subscriptions  to  said  road  ;  and  they  shall 
procure  a  book  or  books,  which  shall  contain  the  following 
obligations,  and  shall  be  signed  by  every  person  willing  to 
take  stock  in  said  company:  We,  whose  names  are  here-

sums  of  money  in  his  hands  as  treasurer;  and  the  treasarex 
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1867.  Bhall  continue  in  office  nntil  the  directory  shall  make  an^ 
—  other  appointment. 

§  6.  That  upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  said 
directors,  tbey  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  ptyle  of  the  Richenour  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
and  by  said  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all 
the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  corporations;  and 
shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  their  capital  stock, 
and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof;  of  purchasing  and 
selling  lands  and  tenements,  as  the  same  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  construction  of  said  road ;  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  gen- 
erally to  do  all  and  every  thing  which  may  be  requisite  and 
not  contrary  to  the  intention  of  this  act. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  directors,  after  their  election, 
shall  call  upon  the  difl^erent  stockholders  for  payment  upon 
their  several  subscriptions:  Provided,  That  the  first  call 
shall  not  be  over  twenty -five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  sub- 
scribed, and  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  directors,  be  less:

§  14.  That  the  whole  road  shall  be  completed  within  ten 
years,  or  this  charter  shall  be  forfeited.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Loaisville  Journal  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnwnvoealtk 
^  Kentwcky : 

^  1.  That  Harrietta  B.  Prentice,  Isham  Henderson,  J.  D. 
Osborne,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
of  the  Louisville  Journal  Company,  and  by  that  name  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  defend 
and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural 
person. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  print  and 
publish  a  newspaper  or  newspapers,  books,  periodicals, 
and  to  do  all  other  things  necessary  and  proper  to  conduct 
a  printing,  publishing,  and  binding  business.  It  may  pur- 
chase, hold,  and  convey  real  estate,  not  exceeding  at  any 
one  time  the  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and 
it  may  purchase,  own,  and  sell  all  personal  e^ate  it  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  prosecution  and  man- 
agement of  its  business;  and  may  make  by-laws  for  its 
government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  but  may  be  increased  at  any 
time  by  its  stockholders  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  and  the  said  capital  stock  shall  be  di-* 
vided  into  shares  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars  each, 
which  shall  be  personal  property  and  transferahle  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  by  the 
holders  thereof. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  purchase  and  take  from  the 
present  owners  of  the  Louisville  Journal  the  said  paper, 
the  good  will,  presses,  printing  material,  and  other  prop- 
erty now  belonging  to.  them,  and  in  printing  and  publish- 
ing said  Louisville  Journal,  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  pay  for  the  same  by  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  one  half  to  be  issued  to  the 
flaid  Harrietta  U.  Prentice,  to  be  held  for  her  by  her  bus- 
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1867.       feand,  George  D.  Prentice,  who  shall  have  power,  by  and 

'- —  with  her  consent  in  writing,  to  transfer  said  stock  on  the 

books  of  the  paid  company,  and  to  receive  and  collect  for 
her  all  dividends  and  dues  on  said  stock;  and  shall,  by  and 
with  her  consent,  appoint  any  other  trustee  or  agent  for 
her.  The  other  half  shall  be  equally  divided  between  said 
Isham  Henderson  and  J.  D.  Osborne;  and  the  stock  so 
issued  in  payment  for  the  property  aforesaid  shall  be,  and 
constitute,  paid  up  stock  to  that  amount. 

^  5.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted 
by  not  les>s  than  two  nor  more  than  three  directors,  who 
shall  each  hold  at  lea^it  ten  shares  of  said  capital  stock, 
and  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president ;  and  the 
officers  of  said  company  shall  always  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  6.  The  time  and  manner  of  the  election  of  the  officeni 
of  said  company,  the  terms  of  their  offices,  the  compensa- 
tion allowed,  and  the  time  of  the  meetings  of  its  stock- 
holders, shall  be  prescribed  by  its  by-laws;  and  each  share 
of  said  capital  stock  shall  entitle  its  holder  to  one  vote ; 
and  the  said  George  D.  Prentice  shall  have  power  to  rep- 
resent and  vote  for  the  said  Harrietta  B.  Prentice,  at  any 
meetings  of  the  stockholders.  The  by-laws  shall  also  pre- 
scribe for  a  quorum  of  directors  or  stockholders  to  transact 
business.

ble  before  the  police  judge. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1914.  1867, 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Farmers  and  Merchants'  Exchange  of  Lexington.   — — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  R.  J.  Sparr,  John  R.  Stevenson,  Hart  Gibson, 
John  H.  Moore,  Richard  Allen,  and  their  associates,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  the  "Farmers  and  Merchants'  Exchange 
of  Lexington,"  with  power  and  in  that  name  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  saed,  plead  and  b« 
impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatever  as  a  natural  person;  and  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  to  change  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure;  also  to  purchase  and  hold,  in  fee  or  by  lease, 
such  real  and  personal  property  as  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  associa* 
tion :  Provided^  That  the  property  so  held  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  in  value  at  any  one  time. 

^2.  Said  corporation  may  constitute  and  appoint  com- 
mittees of  reference  and  arbitration  and  committees  of 
appeals,  who  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  rules,  regulations,  or  by- 
laws, for  the  settlement  of  such  matters  of  ditference  as 
may  be  voluntarily  submitted  for  arbitration  by  members 
of  the  association,  or  by  other  persons  not  members  thereof; 
the  acting  chairman  of  either  of  said  committees,  when 
sitting  as  arbitrators,  may  administer  oaths  to  the  parties 
and  witnesess,  and  issue  subpo&nas  and  attachments,  com- 
pelling the  attendance  of  witnesses  the  same  as  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  in  like  manner  directed  to  any  constable 
to  execute.  When  any  submission  shall  have  been  made 
in  writing,  and  a  final  award  shall  have  been  rendered, 
and  no  appeal  taken  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  rules  or 
by-laws,  then,  on  filing  such  award  and  submission  with 
the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  an  execution  may  issue  upon 
such  award  as  if  it  were  a  judgment  rendered  in  the  cir- 
cuit court;  and  such  award  shall  thenceforth  have  the 
force  and  effect  of  such  a  judgment,  and  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  judgment  docket  of  said  court. 

§  3.  The  members  of  said  exchange  shall  adopt  such 
constitution,  by-laws,  and  rules  as  they  may  deem  proper 
and  necessary :  Provided,  No  constitution,  by-laws,  or  rules 
shall  in  anywise  be  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  United  States,  and  shall 
have  power  to  impose  reasonable  pecuniary  fines  as  a 
penalty  for  the  breach  of  the  same.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Pftrksrille  Turnpike  Roftd  Oompanj. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  AssetMy  of  the  CammonweaWk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  connty  coart  of  Boyle  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  being  present,  may  subscribe,  in  behalf  of 
the  county  of  Boyle,  and  in  its  name,  stock  in  the  Parks- 
viile  Turnpike  Road  Company  in  said  county,  for  the 
amount,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  which  levy  shall  or  may  be  made  on  the  taxable 
property  in  the  county  for  revenue  purposes,  so  as  not  to 
exceed  two  hundred  dollars  in  one  year. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  be  known  hereafrer  as  the 
Parksville  and  Querk's  Run  Turnpike  Road ;  and  by  that 
name  to  have  and  hold  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  fran- 
chises which  are  held  by  said  Parksville  turnpike  road 
company  under  this  and  existing  laws. 

$  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1916. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Parksrille,  in  Boyle  Oonntr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town,  in  the  county  of  Boyle,  situated  on 
the  Clark's  Run  and  Salt  River  turnpike  and  the  Lebanon 
extension  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  railroad,  known 
as  Parksville,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated  and 
established  as  the  town  of  Parksville. 

§  2.  That  W.  A.  Brown,  W.  D.  Latimer,  and  J.  M.  Hen- 
derson, are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  and 
shall  hold  their  office  till  the  first  Monday  in  May  next,  at 
which  time,  and  annually  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  elec- 
tion, by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  of  three  trustees, 
to  serve  for  one  year  and  till  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  All  free  white  males  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who 
have  resided  in  said  town  sixty  days  next  preceding  an 
election,  shall  be  qualified  to  hold  office  or  to  vote  for  any 
officer  at  any  election  in  said  town. 

§  4.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  May  next,  at  which  time,  and  annually  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  an  election,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town* 
for  a  police  judge  and  marshal,  who  shall  serve  for  one 
year  and  till  their  successors  are  qualified. 
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§  5.  Said  officers,  includiog  the  trustees,  shall,  before       1867. 

they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath   

prescribed  by  law ;  and  the  marshal  shall  execute  bond 
before  the  board  of  trustees,  payable  to  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  6.  Said  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  and  consta- 
bles in  Boyle  cobnty  in  criminal  and  penal  cases,  and  a 
like  jurisdiction,  in  civil  causes,  within  the  limits  of  said 
town,  and  to  charge  the  same  fees  for  services  as  justices 
of  the  peace  and  constables  are  allowed  to  charge  by  law 
for  like  services. 

§  7.  The  trustees  of  said  town  are  empowered  to  pass 
Buch  by-laws,  and  enact  such  regulations  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  government  and  well-being  of  said  town; 
they  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  to  prohibit  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  except  for  medical  purposes.  They  may  affix 
penalties  for  any  violation  of  their  ordinances,  not  to  ex- 
ceed fifty  dollars,  and  to  be  recovered  upon  warrant  issued 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  use  of  the  trus- 
tees. They  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  office  created  by 
this  act,  which  shall  become  vacant  from  any  cause,  till 
the  next  regular  election;  and  they  may  also  appoint  a 
clerk. 

§  8.  Said  trustees  may  levy  and  collect  a  tax,  within  the 
limits  of  the  town,  on  all  taxable  property,  not  exceeding 
ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  town  taxes  are  collected  in  the  town 
of  Danville. 

§  9.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  trustees  of  said  town,  which  shall,  at 
all  times,  be  subject  to  inspection  of  all  the  citizens ;  and 
all  by-laws  and  ordinances,  passed  by  the  trustees  of  said 
town,  shall  be  copied  by  the  clerk  and  posted  up  by  him  in 
some  conspicuous  place  for  inspection;  and  for  the  ser- 
Tices  of  the  clerk,  the  trustees  may  make  such  compensa- 
tion as  they  shall  deem  suitable. 

^  10.  The  limits  of  said  town  shall  extend  one  quarter 
of  a  mile  in  every  direction  from  the  center  thereof  at  the 
cross-roads  at  W.  D.  Latimer's  storehouse. 

§11.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1917. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  White  Mills,  in  Hardin  Oonntjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Y^hite  Mills,  in  Hardin  county, 
is  hereby  incorporated,  with  the  following  boundaries:  Be- 
ginning on  Nolin  and  running  on  either  side  of  said  stream 
80  as  to  include  one  mile  square.  If  the  councilmen  shall 
prefer  it,  they  are  authorized  to  locate  the  boundary  on  one 
side  of  said  stream. 

^  2.  There  shall  be  seven  councilmen  elected  in  said

as  the  "  Board  of  Councilmen  of  the  Town  of  White  Mills  ;'* 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  That  there  shall  be  elected  for  said  town  a  police 
judge  and  town  marshal;  and  all  persons  in  said  town  who 
are,  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  qualified  voters, 
shall  be  competent  electors  for  councilmen,  police  judge, 
and  town  marshal.

conducting  water  to  his  mill :  Provided^  Before  the  court 
flhall  entertain  the  said  action,  process  shall  be  served  up- 
on the  President  of  the  said  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  defend  the  same. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  for  the  Common- 
wealth  for  the  -^ — judicial  district  to  defend  the  said  suit, 
and  set  forth  and  allege  any  fact  controverting  the  claims 
that  have  existed  or  may  exist.

town,  who  shall,  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  by 
the  acts  of  incorporation,  have  power  to  require,  by  ordi- 
nance, of  the  property-holders,  the  improvement  of  the 
streets  and  sidewalks  opposite  their  respective  properties, 
at  the  expense  of  the  property-holders;  and  in  the  event 
the  property- holders  shall,  after  reasonable  notice,  of  not 
less  than  twenty  days,  fail  to  comply  with  any  such  ordi- 
nance, the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  have  said 
improvements  made,  and  collect  the  cost  thereof  and  five 
per  cent,  damages  of  such  failing  property-holder;  and 
said  cost  and  damages  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property. 

$  3.  The  county  judge  of  Carter  county  shall  appoint 
the  oflScers  of  the  first  election,  and  the  expense  of  the 
same  chargeable  to  the  town.  The  trustees  shall  organize 
upon  receipt  of  their  certificate  of  election,  by  taking  an 
oath  as  provided  by  law.  One  of  their  number  shall  be 
selected  as  chairman  of  the  board ;  and  the  board  may 
appoint  such  other  ofiicers  as  may  be  needed,  and  prescribe 
their  duties. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Jeroialem  Lodge,  No.  9,  Ancient  York  Masons. 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentuckv  : 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Jerusalem  Lodge,  No.  9,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by'the  name  and  style  of  ''Jerusalem  Lodge,  No.  9  ;"  with 
succession  for  thirty  years;  and  by  that  name  and  style 
shall  he  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contract- 
ed with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  law 
and  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  upon  all  contracts 
heretofore  made,  and  upon  all  contracts  hereafter  made  or 
liabilities  incurred ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  change  at  their  pleas- 
ure. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  take 
and  hold,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  devise,  real  and  personal 
property,  not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars ;  to  dispose  of  and  convey  the  same  at  their  pleas- 
ure. 

§  3.  The  business  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  five  principal 
officers  of  the  lodge,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  mem- 
bers of  s.'.id  lodge;  and  the  duties  of  said  five  principal 
officers  shall  be  prescribed  by  a  majority  of  said  members; 
and  service  of  notice  or  process  on  any  two  of  said  five 
principal  officers  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  said  corpora- 
tion. 

§  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  pass  all 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  may  be  thought  necessary  by  said 
corporation,  for  the  control,  management,  and  safe-keeping 
of  the  property,  interests,  and  concerns  of  the  lodge^

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Majfield,  in  GrsFes  County^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  all  laws  relating  to  the  incorporation  of  the 
town  of  Mayfield,  in  Graves  county,  be  so  amended  that 
hereafter  there  shall  be  elected  a  treasurer,  clerk,  and  at- 
torney for  said  town.  The  election  for  said  officers  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1867,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter;  and  the  officers  to  hold  said  election  shall 
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be  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,       1867. 

and  thev  shall  conduct  said  election  in  the  mode  now  re-   *" — 

quired  by  law  regulating  the  election  of  civil  officers. 
The  town  limits  shall  be  the  election  district  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  law. 

§  2.  Said  officers  shall  go  into  office  at  such  time  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  prescribe :  Provided,  however,  If  no 
action  is  taken  by  the  trustees  for  two  weeks,  said  officers 
may  qualify  before  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  by  ordinance,  require 
the  treasurer  and  clerk  to  execute  an  official  bond,  and 
prescribe  the  penalty;  and  upon  any  such  bond,  any  party 
or  corporation  aggrieved  may  institute  suit. 

§  4.  In  case  a  vacancy  occurs,  the  same  shall  be  filled 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  until  the  next  regular  election 
held  under  this  act.  ^ 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  by  ordinance,  prescribe 
the  duties,  and  fix  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  com- 
pensation of  said  officers. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  efilect  on  its  passage.

AK  ACT  reqairing  William  Kibby,  of  Garter  County,  to  baild  a  Slope  to  hig 

Mill-dam,  in  Little  Sandy  River. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that 
the  mill-dam  of  William  Kibby,  across  Little  Sandy  river, 
at  what  is  called  the  Paetulas  Mills,  in  Carter  coanty,  is  a 
serious  obstruction  to  the  navigation  of  said  river;  for 
remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  Kibby  shall,  by  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber next,  build,  or  cause  to  be  built  and  permanently  kept 
up,  an  apron  or  slope  to  his  said  mill-dam,  on  the  lower 
aide  thereof,  and  in  the  center  thereof,  thirty-five  feet  long* 
and  thirty-five  feet  wide;  and  that  the  said  apron  or  slope 
shall  be  built  with  hewn  oak  timber;  and  in  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  said  timber  shall  be  placed  one  end  thereof  in 
said  mill-dam  three  inches  below  the  top  of  said  dam. 

§  2.  That  for  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  said  Kibby  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  for  every  year  he  shall  so  fail,  at  the  discretion  of 
A  jury,  upon  an  indictment  found  in  the  Carter  circuit 
court. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  South  Elkhorn,  Kecne,  and  Delanej's  Ferry 

Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Nat.  Lafon,  William  P.  Stanhope,  Nathaniel 
Blackford,  Oliver  D.  Bryant,  John  E.  Sandusky,  Whitfield 
Haydon,and  Morton  Woods,  and  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  South  Elkhorn, 
Keene,  and  Delaney's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and 
by  said  name  and  style  shall  have  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  an* 
swered,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places 
0  in   this   Commonwealth,  and  to  have  and  use  a  common 

seal,  and  to  break,  alter,  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  aiid  em- 
powered to  construct  a  turnpike  or  macadamized  road 
from  the  Lexington,  Harrodsburg,  and  Perry ville  turnpike 
road,  at  or  near  the  bridge  across  South  Elkhorn,  in  Fay- 
ette county,  and  running  with  the  Shawnee  Run,  ro^d  as 
near  as  is  practicable,  to  Keene,  and  from  the  intersection 
of.  the  Delaney's  Ferry  road  with  the  Shawnee  Run  road, 
running  as  nearly  as  is  practicable  with  said  Delaney's 
Ferry  road,  to  intersect  the  Versailles  and  Nicholasville 
turnpike  at  or  near  Allen's  Mill;  and  in  order  to  secure  the 
funds  necessary  to  construct  the  same,  shall  have  power  to 
laise  a  sum  by  issue  and  sale  of  the  capital  stock  not  ex- 
ceeding forty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  in  the  town  of  Keene,  and  at  such  other  places  as 
may  be  deemed  best,  under  the  direction  of  the  persons 
hereiAbefore  named,  all  of  whom  are  hereby  named  com- 
missioners, for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  and  they  shall  provide 
a  book  or  books  which  shall  contain  the  following  obliga- 
tions, to  be  signed  by  every  person  who  shall  take  stock  in 
said  corporation,  viz :  '*  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  sub- 
scribed, do  severally  bind  ourselves  to  pay  respectively  to 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  South  Elkhorn,  Keene,  and 
Delaney's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road  Company,  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our 
names,  in  ^ch  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company.''  And  when  the  president  and  directors  shall 
be  chosen  as  hereinafter  provided,  they  shall  have  full 
control  of  said  books,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be  open- 
ed from  time  to  time,  until  the  entire  amount  of  stock 
herein  authorized  is  subscribed. 
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§  4.  That  as  soon  as  a  majority  of  said  commissioners       1S67. 

shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  ■ 

is  subscribed  to  justify  the  commencement  of  said  road, 
they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  hold  an 
election  for  president  and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen :  Pravidedj  That  should  a  vacancy  occur,  the  re- 
maining directors  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment;  and 
should  the  offices  of  all  the  directors  become  vacant,  any 
three  stockholders  may  call  a  meeting  to  elect  their  suc- 
cessors; the  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary;  and  the  treasurer,  before 
he  enters  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  execute  a 
bond,  with  security  to  said  company,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  5.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to 
acquire,  hold,  or  sell  real  or  personal  estate,  as  the  same 
may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  said  construction  of  said 
road,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  in  the 
exercise  of  the  power  herein  expressly  conferred. 

§  6.  That  the  entire  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
forty  feet,  and  the  macadamized  part  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  feet;  and  whenever  the  road  shall  be  com- 
pleted from  South  Elkhorn  to  Keene  (which  is  a  fraction 
over  five  miles),  the  directors  shall  call  upon  the  two  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  residing  nearest  thereto,  and  not  interest* 
ed  therein,  to  examine  the  same;  and  if  they  shall,  by  a 
written  statement,  to  be  filed  with  the  county  court  of  the 
county  in  which  said  road  lies,  or  the  greater  part  thereof, 
certified  that  the  same  is  done  in  a  good  and  substantial 
manner,  then  the  said  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate  on 
said  road,  and  may  charge  and  collect  from  persons  trav- 
eling or  using  the  same  as  provided  by  law;  and  when  the 
branch  road  along  the  Delaney's  Ferry  road  is  completed 
to  intersect  the  Nicholasville  and  Versailles  road  (a  frac- 
tion over  four  miles),  then  said  directors  may  proceed  as  4 
in  the  foregoing  clause  and  establish  a  full  gate  on  said 
branch  road. 

§  7.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  regard- 
ing turnpike  companies,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  act,  shall  be  parts  hereof. 

§  8.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

"    AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Upper  Blue  Lick  Turnpike  Iload,  in  MasoA 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  M.  Mitchell,  William  W.  Robb,  John 
Finch,  Thomaa  Gaither,  Joha  Gabby,  Robert  E.  Pogue, 
James  Thompson,  Aquilla  Chamberlain,  and  Thomas  J. 
Calvert,  or  any  three  of  them,  and  their  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  declared  a  body *corpo rate,  with  perpetaal 
succession,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  keeping  up 
a  turnpike  road,  upon  the  Mc Adam's  plan,  leading  from 
some  point  on  the  Ma}'sville  and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike 
road,  at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  of  Lewisburg,  to  in- 
tersect the  cross-roads  near  the  residence  of  Aaron  Mitch- 
ell; thence  with  the  upper  Blue  Lick  road  to  its  intersec- 
tion with  the  Helena  turnpike  road,  at  such  grade  as  they 
may  agree  upon. 

§  2.  The  corporate  name  of  said  company  shall  be  the 
Upper  Blue  Lick  turnpike  road  company. 

§  3.  Said  corporators  may,  at  any  time  and  place,  open 
books  and  reoeive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company 
in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  The  amount  of 
stock  shall  be  fixed  by  said  corporators  at  so  much  per  mile 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  construct  said 
road  between  the  points  aforesaid,  in  the  usual  manner  of 
building  such  roads;  and  when  stock  enough  to  build  two 
and  a  half  miles  thereof  has  been  subscribed,  said  corpo- 
rators may  organize  the  company ;  and  the  stockholders 
may  elect  five  of  their  body  directors  to  manage  the  affairs 
of  said  company,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  president  of 
the  board  of  directors ;  and  the  board  of  directors  thus 
elected  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected.  The  board  of  directors 
may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, for  the  government  of  the  company  and  the 
transaction  of  its  business,  and  of  which  they  shall  keep  a 
record,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the 
State  of  Kentucky.  The  company  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  rights  and  privileges,  conferred  by  the  general 
laws  of  the  State  upon  similar  companies  for  procuring 
and  condemning  the  right  of  way  and  materials  for  their 
said  road,  the  violation  of  their  chartered  rights,  and  the 
safety  and  preservation  of  their  property.

point  at  or  on  the  top  of  Cox's  Gap. 

§  8.  That  the  provisions  from  the  fifth  to  the  thirty-fifth 
section,  inclusive,  of  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  turn- 
pike charter,  approved  March  1,  1644,  be,  and  the  same 
are,  made  part  ol  this  charter,  so  far  as  it  does  not  conflict 
with  this. 

^0.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  entitled  to

do,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  the 
United  States. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  di- 
rectors to  let  three  miles  or  more  of  said  road  out  when- 
ever three  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be 
taken,  and  the  remainder  when  they  may  think  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock  has  been  taken  to  complete  the  road; 
that  they  may  let  any  portion  of  said  road  to  be  made  of 
gravel  or  stone  as  they  may  deem  proper;  that  they  may 
let  out  any  portion  of  said  road  to  be  paid  for  in  the  stock 
of  the  company  :  Provided^  It  does  not  exceed  the  engi- 
neer's estimate.

Be  U  enacted  by  ike  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commanweailk

§  i.  That  Alexander  R,  Marshall,  William  B.  Strode, 
John  N.  Owens,  W.  li.  Booten,  Samuel  L.  Marshall,  and 
£.  Berry,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  and  their  success- 
ors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Lewisburg  and  Taylor's  Mill  turnpike  road 
company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  keeping  up 
a  turnpike  road  on  the  McAdam  plan  from  some  point  on 
the  Maysville  and  Mt.  Sterling  turnpike  road,  at  or.  near 
Lewisburg,  in  Mason  county,  to  Taylor's  old  mill,  on  the 
North  Fork  of  Licking  river,  at  nuch  grade  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  corporators. 

§  2.  Said  corporators  may,  at  any  time  and  place,  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company, 
in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  The  amount  of 
capital  atock  in  aaid  company  ahall  be  fixed  by  the  corpe- 
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1867.       raters  at  a  sum  equal  to  the  actual  cost  of  the  constraction 

,^ !.._  of  said  road  upon  the  usual  plan  of  building  such  roads; 

and  when  stock  enough  to  build  the  same  has  been  sub- 
scribed, said  corporators  may  organize  the  company;  and 
the  stockholders  may  elect  three  directors,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  president  of  the  board  of  directors,  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  said  company.  The  board  thus  elected,  and  all 
succeeding  boards,  shall  remain  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected ;and  qualified.  The  board 
of  directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  company  and 
the  transaction  of  its  business,  of  which  they  shall  keep  a 
record,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  not  inconsitstent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky.  The  company  shall  have  all  the  pow- 
ers, rights  and  privileges,  conferred  by  the  general  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  for  procuring  the  right  of  way  and 
materials  for  said  road,  the  violation  of  their  chartered 
rights,  and  for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  their  prop- 
erty.

CHAPTER  1067. 

AN  ACT  conceniiiig  the  Count j  Roads  in  Henderson,  Union,  and  Taylor 

Counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Grenerai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•f  Kentucky: 

^1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  fhe  Henderson,  Union, 
Otnerti super-  ^"^  Taylor  county  courts,  the  presiding  judges  and  a  ma- 
fSa!d?to°be a^'  jority  of  the  justices  in  commission  being  present  and  con- 
feinted— tb«tr  curring  therein,  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting,  to  elect 
yewersa  utiei  ^  general  euperintenc^nt  of  roads  [for  each  county],  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  unless  sooner 
removed  or  discharged  by  the  court.     It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  superintendent  to  oversee  all  county  roads  within 
said  county ;  keep,  or  cause  them  to  be  kept,  in  good  or- 
der; build,  or  cause  to  be  built,  all  necessary  bridges  on 
county  roads ;  have  removed  all  obstructions  which  may 
be  upoU;  or  placed  on,  any  such  roads,  and  open  or  change 
any  road  or  roads  that  the  court  may  direct:  Ptyyvided^ 
That  for  the  parposes  enumerated  the  fund  provided  for  in 
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this  act  is  sufficient ;  and  if  it  should  not  be  sufficient,  then 
it  is  to  be  used  at  such  places,  and  for  such  purpose?,  as 
the  superintendent,  under  the  g^eneral  direction  of  the 
court,  may  determine— the  public  g^^^od,  and  a  fair  dit^tri- 
bntion  of  the  expenditure  in  the  different  portions  of  the 
county,  always  to  be  considered  and  had  in  view. 

§2.  Said  superintendent  shall  be  empowered  to  hire  as 
many  and  such  hands  as  may  be  necessary  to  perform  the 
necessary  work  on  said  roads,  and  he  shall  pay  the  smallest 
wages  possible  to  hire  good  suitable  hands,  and  shall  be 
empowered  to  purchase  all  necessary'  tools  and  implements 
to  perform  said  work  with  ;  and  said  tools  and  implements 
shall  belong  to  the  county,  and  be  under  the  control  of  the 
acting  superintendent.  The  superintendent  shall  also  be 
empowered  to  let  out,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  any 
work  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  have  done,  under  such 
orders,  rules  and  regulations,  as  the  court  may  prescribe. 

§3.  That  said  courts,  organized  and  agreeing  as  pre- 
scribed in  section  one,  may,  if  they  deem  it  proper  and 
expedient,  appoint  assistant  superintendents^  not  exceed- 
ing one  in  each  election  precinct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
perform  such  services  as  may  be  required  b}'  the  principal 
superintendent,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  court. 

§4.  That  the  superintendent  shall,  at  least  once  in  each 
year,  and  oftener  if  required,  make  to  said  court  a  full  re- 
port of  all  work  done  by  him  or  his  assistants,  or  under  or 
by  his  or  their  direction,  of  all  the  tools  or  implements 
purchased,  and  the  cost  of  such  work  and  tools  or  imple- 
ments, and  all  other  expenses  necessary  to  the  full  per- 
formance of  his  duties  on  said  roads;  and  make  a  full 
and  separate  report  of  the  number  of  days  said  superin- 
tendent, and  each  of  his  assistants,  were  engaged  in  per- 
forming his  or  their  duties — said  reports  to  be  sworn  to 
before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  an  oath. 

§5.  That  said  superintendent  and  his  assistants  shall  be 
paid  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  court. 

§  6.  That  said  county  courts,  organized  and  agreeing  as 
provided  in  section  one,  on  any  regular  court  day,  may  as- 
sess a  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  which,  by  law,  is  taxed 
for  revenue  purposes,  and  a  capitation  tax  not  exceeding 
two  (2)  dollars  on  each  person  required  by  law  to  work 
roads  in  said  county. 

§  7.  That  the  ad  valorem  and  capitation  tax  provided  for 
in  section  6  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties, 
as  the  county  levy  is  now  collected,  and  he  shall  pay  out 
the  same  in  discharge  of  the  liabilities  incurred  by  the 
superintendent  for  labor,  tools,  implements,  or  materials 
purchased  by  him  or  his  assistants,  upon  the  order  or  cer<- 
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1867.  tificate  of  said  superintendent,  given  to  the  person  who 
'- —  did  the  work,  or  furnished  the  tools,  implements,  or  mate- 
rials, setting  forth  by  days,  and  price  per  day,  for  work  done, 
and  a  description  and  price  of  articles  or  materials  par- 
chased  :  Providedy  That  the  sheriff^  shall  take  np  and  pay 
no  such  certificate  nntil  the  same  shall  be  indorsed '*  ap- 
proved" by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court;  and 
he  shall  have  credit  in  his  annual  settlement  for  no  certifi- 
cate that  shall  not  be  so  indorsed.  The  obligations  of  the 
sheriffs  shall  be  the  same  under  this  act  as  they  now  are 
in  relation  to  the  county  levy. 

§  8.  That  any  and  all  delinquent  capitation  tax-payers 
i)«iinav«nt  tuc  shall  be  required  to  work  out  their  taxes  at  such  time,  and

•stwme.  on  such  roads,  as  the  superintendent  or  bis  assistants  may 
require,  for  which  such  delinquent  shall  have  credit  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  full  day's  work  performed  by 
him :  Provided^  That  such  person  is  not  required  to  travel 
an  unreasonable  distance  from  his  home.  The  superin- 
tendent and  his  assistants,  for  the  purposes  above  set  forth, 
are  invested  with  the  same  authority  that  surveyors  of  roads 
now  have;  and  for  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the 
orders  of  said  superintendents,  all  such  delinquents  are 
made  liable  to  all  the  pains  and  penaKies  now  imposed 
by  law  upon  persons  failing  or  refusing  to  work  on  roads, 
when  legally  notified  to  do  so.

Ross  Kendall,  and  J.  H.  Shropshire,  to  the  Newtown  and 
Lee^burg  turnpike.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to 
construct  its  road  as  far  as  its  directors  may  deem  proper; 
and  where  they  desire  to  make  it  over  the  lands  of  others, 
they  may  acquire  the  rif^ht  of  way  and  materials  for  its 
construction  as  provided  in  the  Revised  Statutes,  title 
Turnpikes  and  Plank  Roads:  Provided^  That  said  direct- 
ors may,  in  their  discretion,  vary  the  route  as  herein  set 
forth,  but  adhering  to  the  general  course. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  may  contract,  sue  and  be  sued,  by 
said  name.  The  capital  stock  thereof  shall  be  the  amount 
necessary  to  complete  the  road,  not  exceeding  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ;  and 
at  every  election  the  share-holders  may  vote  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  casting  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by 
them. 

§  3.  Joseph  Hawkins,  Joseph  Brock,  William  Forman, 
John  Hill,  and  J.  H.  Shropshire,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall, 
as  commis<sioners,  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  and  may  open  and  close  the  same  at 
pleasure,  until  enough  has  been  subscribed  to  complete 
said  road.  When  two  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  has

manner  as  the}*^  may  think  proper,  for  a  meeting  of  the 
BtocKholders,  at  such  time  and  place  as  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners  may  dci^ignate,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  president  and  Hve  directors,  at  which  one  vote  shall  be 
allowed  for  each  share  of  stock ;  and  the  president  and 
directors  thus  elected  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected.

§  4.  They  may  create  a  fund  by  initiation  fees,  dues,  con- 
tributions, or  otherwise,  and  rnay  adopt  such  rules  for  their 
mutual  interests  as  individuals  and  common  carriers,  as  to 
them  shall  seem  proper  and  promotive  of  mutual  confi- 
dence and  good  will;  and  may  recover  all  such  fees,  fines, 
and  contributions  as  any  member  may  be  liable  by  the 
terms  of  their  by-laws  to  pay,  in  the  same  manner  an 
other  debts  due  the  association :  Provided,  That  in  fixing 
the  rates  of  freight,  they  shall  be  such  as  afford  a  fair 
compensation  to  the  carriers,  and  shall  be  reasonable. 

§  5.  The  affairs  of  the  association  shall  be  governed  by 
a  board  of  directors  consisting  of  five  in  number,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually  and  hold  their  ofiices  until  their 
successors  are  elected,  who  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president,  and  shdU  appoint  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  association  ;  and 
«hall  have  the  general  management  of  the  business  of  the 
association,  and  power  to  enforce  its  rules  and  by-laws. 

§  6.  The  said  association  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
by-laws  for  their  government,  and  for  prescribing^:  the  terms 
of  admission  and  continuance  of  members:  Provided,  Said 
by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  and  constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

my of  said  church;  and  may  sell,  convey,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  said  property ;  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  pow- 
ers necessary  for,  and  incident  to,  religious  corporations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitutions  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Kentucky;  and  by  the 
name  aforesaid  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  flued,  pleading  and 
being  impleaded  with,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth ;  to  collect,  sue  for,  and  recover  money  which  may 
have  heretofore  been  subscribed  for  the  purchase  of  real 
or  personal  property,  or  for  the  erection  of  their  church 
building,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  subscribed  for  either 
of  said  purposes. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  hereby  appointed  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  or 
appointed  by  the  church.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the 
office  of  trustee,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  members  of  said  church  to  fill  said  vacancy 
by  election  or  appointment,  at  any  of  their  regular  meet- 
ings. 

§  3.  That  a  majority  of  said  trustees  shall  constitute  a

or  other  material  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  repair- 
ing said  road,  they  shall  give  the  proprietor  or  proprietors 
notice  thereof,  if  residents,  and  if  femes  covert  or  infants,  to

do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm),  that  you  will  impartially, 
and  to  the  bes't  of  your  skill  and  judgment,  view  the  land 
(or  stone  quarries,  earth,  gravel,  or  other  materials,  as  the 
case  may  be),  proposed  to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of 
the  president  and  managers  of  the  *01d  Frankfort  Turn- 
pike Koad  Company,'  and  taking  into  view  the  advanta- 
ges and  disadvantages  to  the  owner,  impartially  ascertain 
the  damages,  if  any,  that  the  owner  will  sustain  thereby." 

§  4.  That  the  said  jury  shall  return  their  verdict  in  writ- 
ing, designating  and  describing  therein,  as  clearly  as  they 
can,  the  situation  and  extent  of  any  quarries,  beds  of 
gravel  or  stone,  earth,  timber,  or  other  materials  so  con- 
demned for  the  construction  and  repairing  of  said  road, 
and  the  amount  of  damages  that  will  be  sustained  by  the 
owner  by  reason  of  taking  or  using  ground  or  materials 
by  the  company  aforesaid;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
justice  of  the  peace  to  keep  a  record  of  said  proceedings 
in  the  same  manner  he  does  other  judicial  proceedings 
held  before  him,  and  within  ten  days  return  a  copy  of  the 
inquest  of  the  jury  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  to  be 
recorded  in  the  office,  for  the  recording  of  which  he  shall 
receive  seventy-five  cents;  and  the  justice  shall  receive  for 
his  services  therein  the  following  fees,  viz:  for  issuing 
the  writ,  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  presiding  over  the 
trial  and  making  the  record  aforesaid,  seventy-five  cents; 
and  the  constable  or  sheriff  shall  receive  for  summon- 
ing the  jury  ono  dollar  and  fifty  cents  and  for  each 
notice  he  shall  serve  fifty  cents;  to  be  taxed  as  other  fees 
and  paid  by  the  company. 

§  5.  That,  provided  said  jury  shall  find  any  damages 
against  said  president  and  managers,  they  may  elect  either 
to  pay  the  same  or  abandon  said  stone  quarries,  beds  of 
gravel,  or  other  materials;  but  if  they  shall,  at  any  time 
within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  after  the  finding  of 
said  jury,  elect  to  pay  the  damages  so"  assessed,  and  ac- 
tually pay  or  tender  the  same  to  the  proprietor  or  propri- 
etors, ir  residents,  and  if  non-residents,  non  compos  mentis, 
femes  cov(;rt,  or  infants,  to  their  agents,  committees,  hus- 
bands, or  guardians,  they  shall  thereupon,  and  at  any  time 
thereafter,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  [authorized]  and  em- 
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1867.       powered,  by  and  with  their  agents,  engineers,  superiatend- 

'- —   ents,  contractors,  laborers,  &c.,  to  open,  enter  upon,  and 

take  poPsesFion  of  the  land,  quarries,  beds  of  gravel,  stone, 
earth,  or  other  materials  so  condemned,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  or  repairing  said  road  or  any  part  thereof;  and  the 
inquest  of  said  jury  shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking 
and  using  the  land  or  materials  so  condemned. 

§6.  Either  party  may,  within  ten  days  after  finding  of 
the  inque:*t,  file  a  traverse  thereof  with  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  inquest  is  found,  where- 
upon the  case  shall  be  docketed  for  the  first  day  of  the 
next  term  of  the  county  court,  and  shall  be  tried  on  that 
day,  if  it  is  ten  days  after  the  inquest,  otherwise  on  the 
first  day  of  the  next  term.  It  shall  be  tried  by  a  jury  of 
freeholders,  empanneled  for  that  purpose. '  The  party  fail- 
ing on  the  traverse  shall  pay  the  cost  thereof;  and  the 
party  traversing  fails  when  the  verdict  traversed  is  not  in- 
creased or  diminished,  as  his  interest  may  require.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  chartrr  of  the  Wiochester  and  Moont  Sterling  Turn' 

pike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  bj/  the  GenercJ  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  third  of  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  Winchester  and  Mt.  Sterling 
Turnpike  Road  Company,"  be  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing thereto:  ^*Providcd,  That  no  consolidation  of  said 
roads  shall  be  made  until  each  road  shall  have  fully  paid 
its  indebtedness,  and  until  six  disinterested  commissioners 
(three  to  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  Clark  county 
court,  and  three  to  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  Mont- 
gomery county  court),  shall  have  reviewed  said  roads  and 
reported,  a  majority  concurring  in  the  report,  that  the  por* 
tions  of  said  road  are  in  good  repair.  The  commissioners 
shall  be  appointed  on  the  application  of  the  directors  of 
either  portion  of  said  road;  and  said  commissioners  shall 
make  their  report  to  the  presidents  of  each  section  of  said 
road." 

§  2.  That  the  county  of  Clark  shall  pay  her  indebtedness 
for  the  building  of  said  road,  and  in  no  event  shall  that 
part  of  the  road  lying  in  the  county  of  Montgomery  be 
chargeable  with  any  debt  created  or  incurred  by  the  coun- 
ty  ot  Clark  in  the  building  of  said  road ;  and  after  the 
consolidation  of  the  roads  lying  in  Clark  and  Montgomery 
counties,  the  tolls  arising  from  said  roads  shall  be  divided 
pro  rata  among  the  stockholders  in  said  roads,  and  the  tolls 
arising  from  the  Clark  end  of  said  road  shall  be  first  ap- 
plied to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  said  road  in 
Clark  county :  Provided^  That  no  consolidation  shall  be 
made  until  that  part  of  the  road  in  Clark  county  shall  be 
in  the  same  good  order,  repair,  and  made  the  width  of 
twelve  feet  in  metal,  as  that  part  in  Montgomery  county.

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CHAPTER  2008.  1867. 

AN  ACT  to  Protect  the  Farmers  of  Boone  and  Other  Counties  against  Cer- 

tain  Trespasses. 

WiiBREAS,  Great  injury  is  oftentimes  inflicted  on  divers 
citizens  of  Boone,  Kenton,  Pendleton,  Scott,  Campbell, 
Bracken,  Franklin.  Mercer,  Jessamine,  Mason,  Lewis,  and 
Hardin  counties,  by  lawles^s  bands  of  hunters  ^oing  upon 
their  lands  and  ahootins:  stock,  pulling  down  fencing,  de- 
stroying fruit,  most  of  whom  have  been  non-residents  of 
the  Mate  of  Kentucky ;  and  to  prevent  injuries  arising 
therefrom, 

Be  it  emicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwedlUi 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  whe^e  the  farmers  and  land-holders  of  Boone, 
Kenton,  Pendleton,  Scott,  Fayette,  Bracken,  Franklin, 
Mercer,  Je.^samine,  Mason,  Lewis,  and  Hardin  counties, 
shall  have  posted  their  farms  and  lands  against  trespassers, 
as  hereinafter  required  by  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  person  to  go  upon  such  lands  so  posted  to  hunt  or  take 
therefrom  any  kind  of  property,  valuable  to  the  owner, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  lands,  or  the  con- 
sent of  those  having  said  lands  in  possession.  Any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  the  person  so  violat- 
ing be  a  non-resident  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  immediate  arrest,  and  to  be  taken  before  some 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  counties,  and  if  found  guilty, 
shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  ten  dollars ;  and  if  not  paid  or 
replevied,  the  party  so  found  guilty  shall  be  confined  in  the

AN  ACT  to  incor|K>rate  the  Texas  Aeademy,  at  Texas,  Waskiogton  Coantj, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  literary  institution  is  hereby  incorporated  at 
Texas,  Washington  county,  under  the  name  and  style 
.  of  "The  Texas  Academy;"  by  that  name  it  may  sue  and 
be  sued  in  any  court  of  this  State  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject-matter  ;  hold  and  acquire  real  estate,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  acres;  all  philosophical  or  other  apparatus, 
and  a  library,  necessary  for  the  conducting  of  said  school; 
and  receive,  and  keep  invested  in  profitable  funds,  all  do- 
nations to  said  academy  made  for  its  permanent  endow- 
ment. They  may  maintain  any  action  for  the  recovery  of 
any  of  its  property,  or  any  injury  done  to  it,  that  a  natural 
person  could  do  ;  and  may  employ  a  competent  number  of 
teachers  to  carry  on  said  i^^chool,  and  fix  their  salaries,  and 
prescribe  the  course  of  study  in  them. 

§  2.  That  Sidney  Green,  James  Claybrook,  John  Coca- 
nongher,  and  A.  J.  Cocanongher,  are  hereby  appointed 
curators  of  said  academy,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the  fir^l  Saturday  in  JMarch,  1668,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified  ;  they  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  board  pre:?ident,  and  also  a  secretary  of  their  board; 
and  they  and  their  successors  in  office  shall  have  ail  the 
powers  delegated  by  this  charter. 

§  8.  That  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  or  property  of  said 
academy  ehall,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1868,  and 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  every  March  thereafter,  meet  at  V 
the  school-house  of  said  academy  and  elect  five  curators 
for  the  same,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  persons  receiving  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  deemed  elected.  Each 
lubscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  twenty-five 
dollars  he  shall  have  subscribed  and  paid  or  furnished  to 
said  academy :  Provided^  That  notice  of  any  such  election 
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flhall  be  posted  at  the  school-house  door  of  said  academy       1867. 
for  ten  days  beforehand  by  the  secretary  of  said  board.         

§  4.  That  the  board  of  curators  named  in  this  act,  or  any 
board  elected  under  it,  shall  have  full  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  any  such  board  from  any  cause. 
That  the  curators  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  their  office,  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  said 
duties. 

§  5.  That  the  curators  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  all 
by-laws  necessiary  for  the  government  of  said  academy  in 
its  academic,  prudential,  or  financial  concerns,  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
of  this  State.

Whereas,  Certain  persons,  for  the  promotion  of  religion, 
morality,  and  Intellectual  and  social  improvement,  have 
associated  themselves  as  a  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation ;  and  for  the  better  promotion  of  these  ends,  desire 
a  charter  of  incorporation ;  therefore,

§  1.  That  the  following  persons,  to- wit :  Jno.  L.  Wheat, 
William  Muir,  J.  EJward  ilardy,  and  George  8.  Allison, 
together  with  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  and  declared  a  body-politic  and  cor- 

? orate,  by  and  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Louisville 
oung  Rden's  Christian  Association  ;  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  adopt  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure; 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity 
in  this  State  and  elsewhere;  to  acquire  by  gift,  grant,  de- 
vise, purchase,  or  otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  property, 
and  the  same  to  u^e,  sell,  or  dispose  of  at  pleasure  ;  and 
the  property  (not  exceeding  in  amount  $50,000)  of  said 
association  shall  be  free  of  taxation. 

§  2.  The  active  members  of  this  association  shall  consist 
exclusively  of  male  members  in  good  standing  of  Evan- 
gelical churches  in  the  State ;  and  only  active  members 
shall  vote  or  hold  office. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  a  president, 
one  vice  president  from  each  Evangelical  degomination 
represented  in  the  association,  a  corresponding  secretary, 
a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  registrar^  and  librarian; 
and  these,  together  with  two  members  from  each  Evan- 
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1867.  g^Iical  denomination^  shall  constitute  a  board  of  man- 
agers. 

§  4.  The  above-named  officers  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year;  the  other  members  of  the  board  of  managers  shall 
hold  office  for  two  yeartt  recipectively,  the  times,  places, 
and  modes  of  election  to  be  determined  by  the  association 
in  its  constitution  and  by-laws  or  standing  rules.  But  the 
term  of  office  of  the  officers  and  one  half  of  the  other 
membf-rs  of  the  board  of  managers  to  be  first  elected, 
shall  expire  on  the  lat  day  of  January,  1868.  In  case  of 
the  failure  of  an  election  at  the  proper  time,  officers  and 
other  members  of  the  board  of  managers  shall  hold  over 
till  their  places  are  tilled  by  an  election. 

$  5.  The  board  of  managers  shall  have  the  control  and 
management  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  the  association, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  or 
standing  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the   association. 

§  6.  This  association  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  terms 
and  qualifications  for  the  admission  of  active,  associate, 
life,  and  honorary  members;  to  adopt  a  constitution  and 
by-laws  or  standing  rules  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  its  officers  and  managers,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky 
or  of  the  United  States,  and  to  provide  for  amendments  to 
their  constitution. 

^  7.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act 
shall,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  in  such  manner  as  they 
deem  most  expedient,  call  and  organize  a  meeting  of  such 

Eersons  embraced  by  the  second  section  of  this  act  as  may 
ave  signified  their  desire  to  associate  with  them  for  the

right  of  way  and  materials  cannot  be  had  as  above  indi- 
cated, it  shall  oe  obtained  in  the  mode  and  manner  pre-

turnpikes,  bridges,  &c.,  and  which  act  of  assembly  is  here 
adopted  as  part  of  this  charter,  and  to  be  as  effectual  as  if 
the  same  was  here  inserted  at  full  length. 

§  9.  The  metal  on  said  road  shall  be  of  stone,  broken 
into  particles  of  not  more  than  six  ounces  in  weight,  or 
gravel,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  feet  wide,  and 
nine  inches  deep  ;  and  when  five  continuous  miles  of  any 
part  of  said  road  is  completed,  the  pre&^ident  and  directors  '

CHAPTER  2030.

That  if  any  person  or  persona  shall  Viereafter  know- 
ingly sell  or  dispose  of,  or  oder  to  sell   ^.^  dispose  of,  or

dispose  of,  any  goods,  wares,  or  cnerehandise  manufac- 
tured out  of  this  State,  and  having  on  them  any  mark, 
brand,  or  device,  indicatins^  that  the  same  were  manufac- 
tured in  this  State,  such  offender  nhall,  upon  conviction  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars.

Harrison  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  one 
or  more  of  whom  may  act  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock 
to  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places  as  said  commis- 
sioners may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  expedient;  that  such

^  6.  That  so  soon  as  the  company  is  organized,  the  pres-

§  1.  That  G.  W.  Mc Adams,  John  J.  Cardu,  William 
Sterett,  Green  Sterett,  John  C.  Martin,  G.  W.  Williams, 
and  Michael  Hogg,  of  the  county  of  Hancock,  and  their 
8uccess(»rs  and  associates,  are  hereby  created  a  corporation, 
under  the  name  of  the  Hawesville  Deposit  Bank,  to  con- 
tinue as  such,  and  to  exercise  the  rights  and  privileges 
herein   conlerrcd   upon  said  corporation   for   a  period  of  • 

thirty  years  next  alter  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  said 
corporation,  under  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend  actions, 
to  deal  in  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes, bonds,  Gov- 
ernment securities,  gold,  silver,  and  exchange,  and  all 
evidenr.es  of  debt;  to  loan  and  borrow  money,  and  to  re- 
ceive money  and  securities  and  evidences  of  debt  on  de- 
posit, and  collect  the  same,  and  generally  do  and  transact 
all  business  usually  done  by  banking  corporations;  and 
parties  to  notes,  bills,  bonds,  and  evidences  of  debt,  made 
payable  to  or  at  said  bank,  shall  be  liable  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that  such  pdrties  are  now 
liable  upon  similar  paper,  payable  to  or  at  the  office  of 
other  banking  corporations  in  the  State  of  Kentucky.

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1867.  ^  ^*  '^^^  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  forty 

thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  at  any  time  by 

the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  therein  to  any 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  twenty  ihousand  dol- 
lars, and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dol* 
lars  each. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  a  presi- 
dent, cashier,  and  five  directors,  to  be  chosen  at  surh  time, 
place,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws  enacted  by  a  majority  of  the  above-named  cor- 
porators ;  but  these  by-laws  shall  be  subject  to  change  and

§  6.  Said  bank  may  receive  other  debts  or  moitgages  to 
secure  debts,  payable  to  them,  and  may,  by  the  appro- 
priate proceeding,  subject  such  collaterals  and  the  prop- 
erty mortgaged  to  the  payment  of  their  said  demanils. 

§  7.  The  president  of  said  bank  shall,  before  the  first 
day  of  July  in  every  year  after  its  organization,  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  share  of  stock 
subscribed  and  paid  in  full;  and  this  shall  [be  in]  lieu  of 
all  other  taxation.

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  turnpike  macadamized  road  from  Flemingsburg 
to  Mayslick,  with  a  capital  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand 
dollars;  which  said  road  shall  intersect  the  Elizaville  and 
Helena   road  at  some  point    most  convenient   near  the

burg  by  Bethel  Church  and  said  Elizaville  and   Helena     ^^~^ 

turnpike  road.  That  said  company  may  sue  and  be  sued 
as  a  body  corporate;  have  a  common  seal,  by  which  the 
company  may  contract  and  be  bound;  shall  have  power  to 
'receive  releases  of  land  tor  right  of  way,  and  to  condemn 
land,  rock  quarries,  for  right  of  way,  and  for  constructing 
said  road,  due  compensation  therefor  being  made,  as  now 
required  by  existing  laws;  and  to  exercise  all  corporate 
powers  necessary  and  incident  to  the  construction  and 
management  of  said  road,  being  at  all  times  liable  to  any 
person  or  persons  for  any  abuse  of  such  powers  herehy 
granted.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  $50  each. 

§  2.  The  books  for  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany Fhall  be  opened  at  Flemingsburg,  Mayslick,  or  any 
other  convenient  point,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  under  the 
supervision  of  Allen  Lander,  W.  J.  Lee,  Thomas  Dudley, 
Lewis  H.  Summers,  Roly  S.  Porter,  Wm.  Wells,  Dennis 
Burnes,  Wm.  Bell,  Thomas  Darnall,  James  Johnson,  or  any 
three  of  them,  who  are  hereby  constituted  commissioners 
for  such  purpose.  That  the  subscription  for  stock  shall  be 
made  by  the  person  subscribing  stock  in  said  company 
subscribing  the  following  obligation,  which  shall  be  written 
in  a  book  procured  for  such  purpose:  ''We,  whose  names 
are  hereunto  subscribed,  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the

^  3.  That  as  soon  as  suliicient  stock  to  construct  five 
miles  of  said  road  is  subscribed,  said  commissioners,  or  as 
many  as  may  act,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
who  shall  elect  a  president  and  five  directors  for  said  road, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  ior  one  year  and  until  thfir  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified ;  that  said  president  and 
directors,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the'  peace  or 
other  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  an  oath,  that 
they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  to 
the  best  of  their  ability,  without  favor  or  partiality.  A 
certificate  of  said  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  records  of  said 
company. 

§  4.  That  in  voting  for  a  president  and  directors  of  said - 
company,  that  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  subscribed  and  paid  in,  or  for 
which  he  is  not  in  default:   Provided^  That  any  person 
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1867.       holding  more  than  twenty  Bhares  shall  be  entitled  to  only

§  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
shall  appoint  a  cierk  and  treasurer,  who  shall  cake  an  oath 
similar  to  the  foregoing,  before  entering  on  their  duties. 
ISaid  clerk  shall  keep  in  a  well-bound  book  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  said  president  and  directors;  and  the  treas-^ 
urer  shall  execute  a  bond  with  sufficient  surety,  to  the 
president,  directors  and  company  of  said  road,  that  he  w^ill 
at  all  times  pay  over  all  money  belonging  to  said  compa- 
ny  which  shall  come  to  his  hands,  aa  ordered  by  said  pres- 
ident and  directors. 

§  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  may  enact  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  said  road;  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  let  out  for  construction  any  portion  of 
said  road  by  written  contract,  specifying  the  terms  and 
manner  of  constructing  said  road,  or  repairs  thereto  when 
constructed;  and  shall  be  governed  at  all  times  in  the  rate 
of  toll  by  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  respect- 
ing turnpike  roads. 

§  7.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  incorporating  the 
Elizaville  and  Flemingsburg  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
and  any  act  therein  referred  to,  shall  apply  to  and  regu- 
late this  company,  so  far  as  the  same  is  not  inconsistent 
herewith.

CHAPTER  2039. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Citjr  of  Covington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  mayor,  appoint  some 
suitable  person  residing  in  said  city  to  hold  the  mayor's 
court  of  Covington,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor 
or  of  his  inability  to  attend  and  hold  the  said  court,  or 
when,  from  any  cause,  the  mayor  shall  fail  to  attend  and 
hold  the  same;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  possess 
all  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor,  and  shall  re- 
ceive the  usual  fees  and  such  proportion  of  the  mayor's 
annual  salar}'  as  his  time  of  service  bears  to  the  whole 
year. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  the  act  approved  February  3d, 
1864,  as  requires  the  council  to  appoint  some  justice  of 
the  peace  to  hold  the  mayor's  court,  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  That  in  all  criminal  and  penal  cases  tried  in  said 
mayor's  court,  where  the  fine  imposed  exceeds  five  dollars 
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and  is  less  than  twenty  dollars,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  the       1867. 

Kenton  quarterly  court,  under  the  same  rules  and  regula-  '- — 

tions  now  provided  in  cases  of  appeals  to  said  court  from 
justices  of  the  peace ;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  fine  im- 
posed shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to 
the  Kenton  circuit  court,  under  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions now  provided  in  cases  of  appeals  to  said  court  from 
the  quarterly  court.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kenlwcky: 

§  1.  That  all  laws  heretofore  passed  in  relation  to  the    NapaeohaMed 
town  of  Jamestown,  in  Campbell  county,  be,  and  they  are  toiu  '"     *^ 
hereby,  so  amended  as  to  chang:e  the  name  of  said  corpo- 
ration to  *'The  city  of  Dayton  ;"  and  said  city  is  hereby 
made  a  body  politic  and  corporate;  and  for  all  purposes 
of  taxation  and  municipal  government,  shall  include  with- 
in its  limits  the  following  boundary  :  Beginning  at  a  point      Boandary  oC 
on  the  Ohio   river,  where  the  line  of  McKinney  street,  if  «ty« 
extended,  would  intert^ect  the  said  river;  thence  south  43° 
SC  east  to  a  point  where  the  southeast  boundary  line  of 
Taylor  and  Davis'  sub-division  would,  if  extended,  inter- 
sect the  line  of  said  street;  thence  in  a   northeastwardly 
direction,  and  on  a  straight  line,  so  as  to  include  said  sub- 
division, to  a  point  in  the  middle  of  Berry  street  extended; 
thence  with  the  middle  of  said  street,  northwestwardly,  to 
the  intersection  of  the  line  of  the  town  of  Jame^i^town,  as 
laid  down  on  the   plat  made    by    R.   H.  Rickey;  then 
around  and  with  the  lines  of  said  town,  as  laid  dowr 
said  plat,  to  the  line  of  Berry  street;  and  thence  down 
Ohio  river  to  the  beginning.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  that  S.  P.  Weiseger,  E.  D.  Tyler,  Theodore  Harris, 
their  associates  and  their  successors,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
"Central  Market  Company  of  Loaisville,  Kentucky,"  for 
and  during  the  term  of  thirty  years,  with  all  the  powers  and 
authority  incident  to  corporations,  for  purposes  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

§  2.  This  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  erect  buildings,  to  purchase,  hold,  retain,  enjoy, 
rent,  lease,  sell,  and  convey  the  necessary  real  estate  to 
carry  on,  or  permit  and  empower  others  to  carry  on,  the 
butniness  of  a  market  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  meats, 
vegetables,  fruits,  wares,  and  merchandise  anywhere  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  not,  however,  conflict- 
ing with  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  city,  or  the  lawa 
of  this  State. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ^'An  act  authorizing  the  pre- 
fliding  judge  of  Kenton  county  to  hold  quarterly  terms  in 
Covington,"  approved  December  M^  1851,  be  so  amended 
that  said  judge  shall  hold  said  quarterly  terms  in  Coving- 
ton, as  in  said  act  directed,  for  the  trial  of  all  cases  when 
the  defendant,  or  any  one  of  them  in  such  case,  shall  re- 
side within  five  miles  of  the  city  of  Covington,  in  said 
eoanty. 
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1867.  ^  ^'  That  the  jarisdiction  of  the  quarterly  court  of  Ken- 

" —  ton  county  shall  extend  to  all  actions,  legal  or  equitable, 

where  the  amount  in  controversy  does  not  exceed,  exclu- 
sive of  interest  and  coBts,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

§  3.  That  the  said  presiding  judge  of  said  count}'  shall, 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  of  Covington,  and 
without  reference  to  dit>tricts  in  said  city«  have  the  same 
jurisdiction  with  the  justices  of  the  peace,  in  all  cases 
where  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
costs,  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

(  4.  That  in  all  cases  pending  before  the  said  judge, 
arising  under  the  third  section  of  this  act,  if  any  defendant 
in  such  case  shall  make  affidavit  that  he  cannot  have  a 
fair  trial  and  justice  done  him  before  said  judge,  in  the 
trial  of  his  case,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge  to 
transmit  the  papers  in  the  case  to  the  nearest  justice  of 
the  peace  in  said  city,  who  may  proceed  immediately  to 
the  trial  of  the  case,  or  grant  a  continuance,  as  he  may 
deem  proper  in  his  sound  discretion,  taxing  the  costs 
against  the  party  applying  for  the  continuance. 

§  5.  That  in  all  actions  brought  under  the  third  section 
of  this  act,  where  the  defendant  is  a  non-resident  of  the

company,  iyin^  in  the  counties  which  are  on  or  near  the 
line  of  the  Evansville,  Henderson,  and  Nashville  railroad, 
and  within  this  State;  and  in  the  manufacturing  or  pro- 
duction of  all  other  articles  and  commodities  whatsoever; 
and  in  the  transportation  of  the  same,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  to  home  or  foreign  markets ;  to  erect  all  necessary 
machinery  and  shops;  may  establish  depots;  mnke  and 
own  landings,  wharves,  and  boats  of  all  descriptions;  may 
make  roads  of  all  kinds  deemed  necessary  for  the  business 
of  the  company;  may  hold  their  meetings  within  or 
without  this  State ;  and  to  have  ail  powers  deemed  by 
them  needful  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  for  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted:

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CHAPTER  2051.  1867. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Counties,  Towns,  and  Cities  through  or  near  which 
the  Evaasville,  Henderson,  and  Nashville  Railroad  may  run  to  issue  Bonds 
to  aid  in  building  said  Railroad. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  county,  town,  or  city 
through  or  near  which  the   Evansville,   Henderson,  and 
Nashville  railroad  nnay  run,  to  subscribe  stock  in  said  rail- 
road company,  in  any  amount  any  such  county,  town,  or 
city   may    desire ;    and   the   said    county   courts   of  such 
county,  or  trustees  of  such  town,  or  mayor  and  council  of 
such  city,  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  their 
respective  counties,  towns,  or  cities,  in   such  amounts  as 
they  may  determine,  payable  to  bearer  at  any  time  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  years  from  date,  and  bearing;  any  rate  of 
interest,  not  exceeding  eight  (8)  per  cent,  per  annum,  pay- 
able semi-annually,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  to  deliv- 
er all  such  bonds  to  said  railroad  company,  in  payment,  at 
par,  for  stock  in  said  railroad  company.     But  before  any 
such  subscription,  on  the  part  of  any  county,  town,  or  city, 
dhiall  be  valid  and  binding,  the  question  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified   voters  of  such  county,   town,  or  city  in

and  council  of  such  city,  in  which  such  vote  or  petition 
shall  be  presented,  to  make  the  subscription  in  the  name 
of  their  rcwspeclive  counties,  towns,  or  cities,  and   proceed 
to  have  issued  the  bonds  to  the  amount  of  such  subscrip- 
tion as  herein  directed;  and  the  county  courts,  trustees,  or

The  said 
society  may  elect,  at  such  times  as  they  may,  by  their  by- 
laws, determine,  a  president,  vice  president,  trea<>urer,  sec- 
retary, and  trustees,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
think  fit  to  elect  and  appoint.  That  said  society  may  sue 
and  be  sued  by  its  corporate  name;  and  in  all  suits  against 
the  society,  service  of  process  upon  the  president,  and,  in 
bis  absence,  on  the  vice  president,  or  secretary,  or  treas- 
urer, shall  be  sufficient.

§  1.  That  James  Lyon,  Thomas  Jones,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  **Kentucky  Min- 
ing and  Smelting  Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  and  places;  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and 
break  the  same  at  pleasure;  may  make  all  necessary  by- 
laws for  the  transaction  of  the  business  and  government 
of  said  company,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.

§  5.  The  said  company,  when  fully  organized,  shall

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomcealth  of 
Kentucky  :

§  1.  That  an  additional  justices'  district  and  election 
precinct  be,  and  is  hereby,  established  in  Pulaski  county, 
to  include  all  persons  residing  in  the  following  boundary:

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  B.  S.  Oraham. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonTvealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  80  much  of  the  Ohio  river  in  front  of  Rock 
Haven,  Meade  county,  Kentucky,  as  herein  specified  and 
indicated,  and  now  the  property  of  E.  S.  Graham,  he,  and 
is  herehy,  declared  the  private  v;harf  of  the  said  E.  S. 
Graham,  or  his  ass^igns,  to  hegin  at  the  mouth  of  the  hranch 
below  the  stone  warehouse;  thence  above  same  to  the  old 
lime  kilns;  and  that  flat-boats  shall  not  lie  along  same  so 
as  to  encroach  the  regular  steamboat  landings;  and  should 
any  such  fl«it-boat,  coal-boat,  or  other  water  craft,  not  pro- 
pelled by  steam,  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
owner,  controler,  or  superintendent  of  any  such  flitt-boat 
not  propelled  by  steam,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  each 
day  such  flat-boat  or  water  craft  shall  lie  along  the  s«team- 
boat  landing,  recoverable  by  indictment  of  a  grand  jury, 
or  warrant  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  one  fourth  to  go 
to  the  informer,  and  the  balance  shall  be  paid  into  the 
public  treasury  as  other  fines  due  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky;  and  that  all  vessels  may  be  subject  to  a  wharf- 
age of  the  following  rates:  that  all  steamboats  and  other 
vessels  propelled  by  steam,  of  three  hundred  tons  and 
under,  shall  pay  wharfage  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar;  and 
all  such  vessels  over  three  hundred  tons,  and  under  six 
hundred  tons,  two  dollars;  and  all  such  vessels  of  six  hun- 
dred tons  and  over,  three  dollars  per  day;  and  that  all 
freights  to  or  from  the  river,  over  or  across  said  wharf,  may 
be  subject  to  a  charge  not  higher  than  that  is  charged  by 
the  towns  on  the  Ohio  river  where  wharves  have  been 
established  and  wharfage  allowed;  and  that  he  shall  have 
the  right  to  charge  like  rates  for  live  stock  passing  over  or 
across  said  wharf.

CHAPTER  2069. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Boarbon  Bank. 

Be  il  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
^  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  city  of  Paris,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified; 
and  the  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors,  and  as- 
signs, t^hail  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  stvle  of  the  ''  Bourbon  Bank;"  and  shall  so  continue 
for  a  term  of  thirty  years  from  its  organization;  and  shall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded, 
of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  what- 
ever; it  may  have  a  common  «eal,  and  change  and  renew 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  six  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder  la 
the  same,  and  a  resident  of  this  State;  and  after  the  first 
election,  the  said  directors  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  succeeding  year,  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president, 
and  shall  bold  regular  meetings  at  such  time  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  by-1  iws:  Provided^  That  other  meetings  may 
be  had  at  any  time  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  the  business  of  the  bank;  and  in  case  of  the 
death  or  resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  the  person  so  chosen 
by  the  said  board  shall  hold  oflice  as  a  director  until  his 
successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  at  the  next  annual 
election.  'J*he  directors  shall  have  power  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  said 
bank,  remaining  unsold,  as  they  may,  at  any  time,  choose 
to  sell;  to  declare  dividends  of  the  profits  arising  out  of 
the  business;  and  to  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and  ser-

' —   of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  fuch  gum  aa  vfige«  and  aala* 

rieci,  and  take  from  them  eeverally  such  bonds,  to  secure  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  as  ihey  shall  think 
proper  and  reasonable.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  per- 
sonal property,  and  shall  be  assi^'nable  according  to  such 
rules  aR  the  board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
establish;  but  in  all  oases,  the  corporation  shall  have  a  liea 
on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stockholder 
to  the  bank. 

§  3.  Joseph  Mitchell,  Daniel  Hibler,  and  Wm.  W.  Mao- 
sie,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom 
may  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  the  capital 
stock:  Provided,  That  public  notice  shall  he  given, by  two 
successive  insertions  in  the  newspapers  published  in  Paris, 
of  the  time  and  place  when  said  books  will  be  opened,  and 
no  individual  shall  subscribe  for,  or  at  any  time  hold,  more 
than  one  hundred  shares  of  the  said  capital  stock.  And 
when  two  thousand  shares  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  give  notice  in  one  or  more  newt'papers 
published  in  the  city  of  Paris,  Kentucky,  and  appoint  a 
day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  be 
qualified  and  hold  their  offices  until  their  soccessord  are 
elected,  at  the  ensuing  annual  election  ;  and  in  all  elec- 
tions for  directors  of  said  bank,  the  stockholders  fhall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  the  capital  e^tock  he 
or  she  may  hold  in  the  same.  The  payment  for  the  shares 
subscribed  shall  be  as  follows:  Five  dollars  on  each  share 
at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  twenty  dollars  within  ten 
days  after  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors,  and 
the  residue  in  installments  of  twenty-five  dollars  on 
each  share  every  thirty  days :  Provided^  That  after  fifty 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid,  the  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  have  power  to  prolong  the  time  for  the  payment 
ef  the  residue;  and  should  any  of  the  subscribers  fail  to 
pay  for  their  subscriptions  of  stock  as  herein  provided, 
after  giving  notice  of  their  intention  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  Paris,  Kentucky,  for  four  weeks,  the  directors 
may,  by  resolution  entered  on  their  records,  forfeit  such 
stock  and  resell  the  same,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial  payments  made  on 
any  stock,  which  shall  be  then  forfeited,  shall  be  held  for 
the  benefit  of  the  corporation.  Said  corporation  may  com- 
mence business  so  soon  as  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and  directors  first  elected 
shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such  payment  before 
some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace. 

$  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank

CHAPTER  2086. 

AN  ACT  to  Prevent  the  Sale  of  Spirituous,  Malt,  or  VIdous  Liquors  in  tfaa 
Town  of  Grundjr,  or  within  one  mile  of  its  Limits. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  12th  day  of  February,  1867, 
no  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  judge  of  the  Pulaski 
county  court  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Grun- 
dy, to  vend  or  sell  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  within 
said  town,  or  within  one  mile  of  its  limits:  Provided,  That 
druggists  and  apothecaries  may  be  licensed,  without  fees, 
to  sell  the  same  for  medicinal  purposes  alone,  upon  tlie 
person  or  persons  so  applying  for  license  taking  an  oath 
that  they,  or  any  person  in  their  employ,  will  not  sell  spir- 
ituous or  other  liquors  to  any  pers^on,  except  on  the  written 
order  of  some  practicing  physician  in  the  county,  of  so- 
briety and  good  standing  in  his  profession,  or  upon  the 
statement  in  writing  of  the  applicant,  certifie<]^  to  by  some 
creditable  person,  as  being  true,  that  it  is  necessary  for 
medicinal  use  in  his  or  her  (the  applicant's)  family;  and 
such  order  or  statement  shall  state  its  date,  the  amount  to 
be  obtained,  and  that  it  is  given  in  good  faith ;  and  the 
order  shall  only  be  good  for  once  selling. 

(  2.  Any  person  selling  less  than  ten  gallons  at  any  one 
time  shall  be  deemed  a  retailer,  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act ;  and  if  ten  gallons  be  sold,  it  shall  be  removed  at 
the  time  of  the  purchase  and  sale,  and  if  any  part  of  it

^  3.  Any  person  who  c>hall  attempt,  by  any  device  what- 
soever, to  evade  the  provinions  of  this  act,  etball  be  deemed 
areailer;  and  any  perison  who  ^hall  give  an  order  tor 
liquor,  or  certify  to  iti»  necei<8ity,  without  being  fully  satis- 
fied of  its  necessity,  and  for  the  purpose  of  evading  this 
act,  ethallbe  punishable  as  if  he  had  sold  it  himi<elf. 

(  4.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping  a  tippling-house,  and 
amenable  to  the  statute  laws  against  that  offense. 

§  5.  This  act  t<hall  not  be  repfaled,  eicept  upon  the  pe- 
tition of  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  ol  said  town, 
and  within  the  boundary  prescribed. 

§  6.  This  act  to  be  in  tbrce  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  2087. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Breckinridge  Lodge,  No.  67,  Ancient  York  Masons.. 

Be  U  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  ComrnonwetdlA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  members  of  Breckinridge  Lodge,  number 
sixty-seven,  of  Ancient  York  Masons,  ot  the  town  of  Har- 
dinshurg,  county  of  Breckinridge,  and  State  of  Kentucky, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  st3le  of  '-Breckinridge  Lodge,  No. 
67,"  with  perpetual  succet*ston,  and  by  that  name  and 
style  ^hHll  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  of  suing  and  beinj?  sued,  in  all  the  courts 
of  law  and  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  upon  all  con- 
tracttn  heretofore  made,  or  hereafter  made,  or  liabilities  in- 
curred; to  make,  have,  and  une  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter,  or  change  at  their  plea:«iure. 

^  2.  That  t<aid  corporation  nhall  have  the  right  to  take 
and  hold,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  devii<e,  real  and  personal 
property  not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  tifty  thousand 
dollars;  to  ditiipose  of  and  conv#*y  the  same  at  pleasure. 

^  3.  The  bu^ine8s  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  three  princi- 
pal officers  of  the  lodge,  viz:  William  A.  Barton,  wor- 
shipful master;  George  W.  Jolly,  senior  warden;  and  John 
W.  Moorman,  junior  warden,  and  their  successors  in  office; 
and  the  duties  of  paid  three  principal  officers  shall  be  such 
as  bhall  be  prescribed  by  a  majority  of  said  members ;  and 
service  of  notice  or  process  on  any  one  of  said  three  prin- 
cipal officers,  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  said  corporation. 

§  4.  The  said  corporation  cihall  have  power  to  pass  all 
such  by-lawsy  riiles  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
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the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  as  may  be  thoui^ht  ne-       1867. 

cessary  by  said  corporation,  for  the  control,  management, 

and  Bafe-keeping,  of  the  property,  interests,  and  concerns 
of  the  lodge. 

§  5.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  modify  or  re- 
peal this  act ;  hut  such  modification  or  repeal,  whenever 
made,  shall  not  deprive  the  corporation,  or  parties  inter- 
eBted,  of  the  property  or  effects  acquired  or  held  under 
this  act.

CHAPTER  2088. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandj  Railroad 

Company,  Western  Division. 

Be  it  enacted  by  th^  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Lexington,  and  the  counties  of 
Fayette,  Clark,  Montgomery,  Bath,  Carter,  Rowan,  Boyd, 
and  any  other  city,  county,  or  corporation,  are  hereby  per- 
mitted to  pub^^crihe  for,  and  hold  stock  in,  fiiaid  Lexington 
and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  upon  the  term-',  con- 
ditions, and  subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  named  : 
Provided^  That  said  i^everal  cities,  counties,  and  corpora- 
tions may  separately  subscribe  any  sum  or  sums  of  money, 
as  stock  in  said  railroad  company,  not  in  any  single  in- 
stance to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars;  but  the  city  of  Lexington  and  the  C(»unty  of 
Fayette  may  make  a  joint  sub.-^cription,  if  a  majority  of 
the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county,  forming  a  county 
court,  and  the  mayor  and  a  majority  of  the  city  council, 
shall  elect  and  df^termine  to  do  so.

herein ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  council 

of  the  city  of  Lexington,  and  all  other  cities,  and  of  the 
eonnty  court.^,  on  the  several  days  named  in  said  printed 
notices,  to  open  columns  in  the  various  precincts  of  said 
cities  and  counties,  and  to  take  all  necessary  measures  for 
correctly  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
their  ret<pective  cities  and  counties,  at  the  polU  thereof  as 
aforesaid,  and  provided  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified 
voters  of  any  of  said  cities  and  counties  shall  be  in  favor 
of  the  said  several  subscriptions  of  stock,  as  proposed  ta 
said  city  or  county^it  shallbe  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and 
council  of  every  such  city  to  pass  an  ordinance  direct- 
ing and  requiring  the  mayor  thereof  to  subscribe  for  the 
amount  of  stock  in  said  railroad  company  authorized  by 
the  vote  of  said  city,  not  exceeding  the  amount  specified 
in  said  printed  notice;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  court  of  every  such  county,  in  like  manner,  to  em- 
power and  direct  their  clerk  to  subscribe  for  the  amount

the  interest  of  any  such  subscription,  shall  entitle  him  to  a 
certificate  for  the  amount  thereof,  and  when  said  certifi- 
cates amount  to  fifty  dollars,  shall  entitle  him  to  one  share 
of  the  stock  subi*cribed  by  said  city  or  county,  for  every 
fifty  dollars  so  held  oy  him  :  Provided  further^  That  the  city 
council  of  the  city  of  Lexington  may,  at  any  time  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  on  giving  three  weeks'  notice  there- 
of, in  two  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  said  city,  and 
the  sense  of  the  voters  taken  as  to  the  propriety  of  said 
city  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road  as  herein 
provided,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said 
city  shall  vote  in  favor  thereofi  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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board  of  council  to  Bubscribe  the  number  of  shares  pro-       1867. 
vided  for  herein,  90  soon  as  books  shall  be  opened,  '^ — 

§  3.  The  additional  period  of  two  years,  from  and  after

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Cornwall  Candle  Factory^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  AssemMy  of  the  Commonwealth

§1.  That  William  Cornwall,  John  Cornwall,  and  Wm. 
Cornwall,  jr.,  and  their  successors  and  associates,  are  here- 
by created  a  ho  ly  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Cornwall  Candle  Company,  and  under 
that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  ^ue  and 
be  sued,  and  may  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and

§  9.  In  all  suits  instituted  against  this  corporation,  the 
BerriMof  service  of  process  may  be  on  the  president,  and  it  ^hnll

Such  contracts  shall  be  within  the  fair  meaning  of  the 
powers  or  authority  granted  or  delegated  to  such  agent  or 
agents. 

§  10.  One  of  the  principal  offices  of  this  company  shall 
be  in  this  Commonwealth. 

$11.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  2091. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  William  0.  Murrell,  of  Adair  Gountj. 

Whereas,  William  O.  Murrell,  of  the  county  of  Adair» 
before  the  passage  or  assumed  adoption  of  ihe  amend- 
ment  to  the  Constitution  for  the  abolition  of  slavery,  did 
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make  a  contract  with  the  county  court,  by  which  he  under-       1867. 

took  to  keep  and  provide  for  a  negro  then  a  slave  of  the   

heirb  of.  towiner,  but  was  wholly  incapable  of  service, 
and  held  t(»  be  a  pauper;  and  by  agreement  among  the 
heirs  the  county  court  of  Adair  was  authorized  to  let  him 
to  tLe  lowest  bidder  who  would  provide  and  take  care  of 
him,  and  as  compensation,  gave  up  the  services  of  another 
negro.  After  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional  amend- 
ment, the  negro  placed  to  do  service  has  refused  service  as 
stipulated  in  ihe  bond  of  said  Murrell  to  the  county  court; 
by  reason  whereof  Murrell  insists  that  the  consideration  of 
his  bond  has  failed;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  it  hhall  be  lawful  for  William  O.  Murrell  to  file  his 
petition  to  the  circuit  court  of  Adair,  making  all  the  par- 
ties in  interest  parties  thereto,  setting  forth  the  facts,  and  on 
service  and  hearing,  if  it  shall  appear  to  said  court  that 
the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  consideration  of  said  bond  has 
failed,  he  is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  order 
and  judgment  aa  will  do  justice  to  the  parties.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paris^  Winchester,  Richmond,  and  Bast  Tennessee 

Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlu  Commonujealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  all  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  in  I  Gorporau 
the  company  hereby  authorized  shall  be  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  in  perpetuity,  by  the  name  of  the  ^' Paris,  Win- 
chester, Richmond,  and  East  Tennessee  Railroad  Com- 
pany;" and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued;  and  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  purchasing  and  holding  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property  necessary  and  suitable  for  the  object  and 
purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining,  and  operating  a 
main  .  line  of  railway  and  branches,  with  one  or  more 
tracks,  and  for  providing  all  such  appurtenances,  means, 
accommodations,  and  facilities  as  may  be  necessary  and 
auitnble  lor  the  construction,  equipment,  and  convenient 
and  profitable  use  of  the  same;  the  main  line  of  railway 
to  commence  at  any  eligible  point  at  or  near  Paris,  Bour- 
bon county,  and  from  thence  through  or  near  Winchester,

C.  F.  Burnam,  Ja^on  Walker, 
OtoBiniwion««n  J.  M.  Shackelford,  R.  W.  White,  Tho.  Bronson,  jr.,  Wm. 
•criMioni? "of  Frances,  and  David  Chenault,  of  Madison  ;  Chas.  S.  Brent, 
■*^*-  Geo.  W.  Williams,  Henry  C   Hasting^,  John  Stuart,  Rich- 

ard Hawes,  R.  T.  Davis,  and  John  A.  Prall,  of  Bourbon; 
Harri?9on  Thompson,  Ben.  B.  Groom,  B.  F.  Buckner,  A.  H. 
Huckner,  Theodore  Kolhass,  Tho.  H.  Roberson,  of  Clark; 
M.  J.  Cook,  W.  A.  Brooks,  and  Ashley  Owens,  of  Rock- 
castle, are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under  the 
direction  of  any  two  of  whom  books  may  be  opened  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  subt^criptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
prescribe  by  advertisement,  by  at  least  two  insertions,  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  Kentucky,  and  may 
continue  them  open  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient: Provided^  Thnt  any  sub:<cription  tendered  at  any 
time  and  place,  other  than  that  advertised  by  said  commis- 
sioners, if  accepted  by  them,  shall  be  valid  and  binding, 
and  the  obligations  of  the  subscribers  to  said  stock  may  be 
enforced  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  company. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  any 
•bpiuiitoAk.    amount  the  company  may  determine,  not  to  exceed  forty 

thousand  dollars  per  lineal  mile  of  their  main  line  and 
branches,  except  the  bridges  over  the  Kentucky  and  Cum- 
berland rivers,  each  of  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  equal 
in  value  to  ten  miles  of  railroad,  and  shall  be  so  regarded 
in  amount  of  cnpital  stock,  and  in  all  charges  for  trans- 
portation and  business  done  on  or  over  the  same.  The 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  be  sold  by  the  com- 
pany and  purchased  or  subscribed  for  by  any  city,  county, 
corporation,  or  Individual,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  company,  by  its  by-laws,  direct,  and  shall  be  vendi- 
ble and  assignable  in  any  manner  said  by-laws  may  pre- 
scribe. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  company  to  unite  their  road,

•tkwroAdB.       portions  of  railroads,  and  to  acquire  interests  in  other  roads 

or  parts  of  roads,  and  use  the  same  as  parts  of  their  main  line, 
branch  or  branches,  with  the  consent  of  the  directors  of  such 
companies.  And  it  shall  also  be  lawiul  for  other  companies, 
now  or  herealter  incorporated,  to  unite  with  this  road, 
brHOch  or  branches,  with  the  consent  of  its  directors.  And 
such  union  of  interests,  and  all  necessary  running  arrange- 
ments, between  this  and  other  companies,  may  be  consum- 
mated upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed

over  ?n  roads  oi  parts  of  roads  which  this  company  may    

porrhat^e,  and  supersede  other  charters  of  said  roads  or 
parts  of  roads,  if  this  company  so  elect.

and  county  courts  of  said  counties,  shall  levy  upon  all  the 
property  of  said  cities,  counties,  and  parts  of  counties, 
subject  to  State  revenue  tax,  ad  valorem  taxes  nurtirient  to

§  SI.  Said  railroad  company  may  charge  for  receiving,

f»rwwd,*e.      ^Q  cons^igned  to  them  or  deposited  in  their  warehouses,  or 
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with  their  agents,  for  safe-keeping,  or  to  be  forwarc'^d  ;  r»nd  .     1867^ 

they  may  establish,  by  their  by-laws,  rates  of  storage  and    '- 

other  fees  for  such  services.  And  said  company  mny 
establish  an  express  company  over  their  line  of  railroad, 
branches  and  connections,  and  become  owners  of  stock  in 
8uch  a  company,  with  the  usual  privileges  of  such  com* 
panies,  and  subject  to  the  usual  restrictions  upon  them.

CHAPTER  2093, 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  South  Covington,  in  Kenton  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  South  Covington,  in  Kenton 
county,  is  hereby  created  and  established  as  a  body-politic 
and  corporate  \  and  shall  include  all  the  territory  embraced 
in  the  following  boundary,  to-wit:  Beginning  at  the  inter- 
■eciion  of  the  Bank  Lick  turnpike  and  Oberdorf 'a  lane; 
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1867.       thence  running  with  said  turnpike  to  a  point  in  the  center 

thereof,  precisely  opposite  to  the  south  line  of  H.  Zom- 

dick'd  lot;  thence  ea.*<t\vardly  with  said  line  to  Licking 
river;  thence  with  said  river  southwardly  to  ihe  ciivisioa 
line  between  the  lands  of  Keturah  M.  Hodge  and  James 
Taylor;  thence  with  said  division  line  westwardly  to  a 
point  opposite  the  line  of  said  Oberdorf^s  lane,  and  thence 
in  a  straight  line  to  the  center  of  said  turnpike  at  the  place 
of  beginning. 

§  2.  That  on  the  first  Saturday  in  1867,  an  election  shall 
be  held  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  at  such  place 
as  the  commissioners  hereafter  provided  for  shall  desig- 
nate, for  five  trustees,  an  assessor,  treasurer,  clerk,  mar- 
shal, and  police  judge,  all  of  whom,  except  the  marshal 
and  police  judge,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  mar- 
shal first  elected  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  1808,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified;  and  the  police  judge  first  elected  shall  hold  his 
office  until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1870,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  prescribe 
the  duties  of  the  clerk,  assessor,  and  treasurer,  and  may 
require  from  them  and  the  marshal  bonds  with  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  Said  board  may 
fix  the  compensation  and  fees  of  all  the  officers  of  said 
town,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  fees  of  the  police  judge 
exceed  what  is  now  allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the 
peace  for  similar  services,  nor  shall  the  fees  of  the  marshal 
exceed  what  is  now  allowed  by  law  to  constables  for  sim- 
ilar services. 

^  4.  The  marshal  shall  be  collector  of  all  the  taxes 
assessed  by  the  authority  of  said  town,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  ordinances  or  by- 
laws thereof. 

.  §  5.  The  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases 
arising  out  of  the  violation  of  the  ordinances,  by- laws, 
and  regulations  of  said  town,  subject,  however,  to  an  ap- 
peal to  the  quarterly  court  of  Kenton  county  iu  all  cases 
where  the  fine  imposed,  or  which  might  be  imposed,  ex- 
ceeds five  dollars.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceed- 
ings, and  certified  copies  of  th(»  same  shall  be  received  as 
evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
power  to  enact  such  ordinances  and  adopt  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  good 
government  of  the  same,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  or  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  the 
United  States.     But  no  fine  or  penalty  shall  be  imposed 
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by  authority  of  said  board  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars in  any  one  case. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  Kenton  county  court,  at  the  next  April  term  thereof, 
held  at  Covington,  to  appoint  three  commissioners  residing 
in  said  town,  to  conduct  the  election  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  which  commissioners  shall,  before  they  proceed  to  act, 
take  the  oath  now  required  by  law  of  officers  of  election. 
No  person  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  in  said  town,  or  eligi- 
ble to  any  office  therein,  unless  he  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  has  resided  in  the  State  of  Kentucky 
one  year,  and  in  said  town  sixty  days  next  preceding  the 
election. 

§  S.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  AOT  for  tht  benefit  of  B.  F.  Jameson,  Sheriff  of  Hart  Gountj. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  B.  F.  Jameson,  sheriff  of  Hart  county,  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  the  further  time  of  two  years  to 
pay  into  the  Treasury  the  balance  of  the  revenue  of  said 
county  for  the  year  1865:  Provided^  however^  Before  said 
Jameson  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  the 
sureties  on  his  bond  shall  have  their  consent  to  the  indul- 
gence herein  given  him  entered  of  record  in  the  county 
court  of  said  county.

§  1.  That  upon  the  plaintiffs  in  an  action  between  Sid- 
ney and  others,  of  color,  plaintiffs,  against  May's  adminis- 
trator and  others,  defendants,  pending  in  the  Madison 
circuit  court,  filing  in  said  court  their  affidavit  setting  forth 
that  they  cannot  have  a  fair  trial  in  said  court,  because  of 
the  undue  influence  of  the  defendants,  and  undue  prejudice 
against  the  plaintiffs,  the  said  court  is  hereby  authorized 
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7^       to  change  the  venae  of  said  caase  from  the  said  coort  to 
the  Rockcastle  circuit  court. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cincinnati,  Corington,  and  Cumberland  Gap 

Railroad  Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  John  W.  Stevenson   and  John  6.  Carlisle,  of 
t^orporauw'  Kenton  county;  Charles  Duncan,  of  Pendleton  county;  P. 

poSKt^owtnT  C.  Bedford,  Thomas  Turner,  and  E.  Demertimer,  of  Mont- 
gomery county;  John  G.  McGuire,  of  Owsley  county;  T. 
T.  Garrard,  of  Clay  county;  and  James  H.  Poague,  of 
Knox  county,  and  such  others  as  they  shall  associate  with 
them,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  act,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  and  constituted  a  corporation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  railroad  to  begin  at  some  point  on  the 
Kentucky  Central  railroad,  near  Falmouth,  or  between  that 
place  and  Cynthiana,  and  running  from  thence,  by  way  of

the  said  company  all  the  vehicles  that  may  be  intruded  on 
said  road,  and  the  same  may  be  recovered  by  a  suit  at  law;

be  imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years  or  less  than  one 
month,  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars;  and 
shall  be  further  liable  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  rej|airing^ 
the  same ;  and  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  any  person  so

shall  cause  to  be  published),  or  as  may  be  affixed  by  agree- 
ment with  the  owner,  which  may  be  distinct  from  the  rate 
of  transportation :  Provided^  That  the  said  company  shall 
not  charge  or  receive  storage  on  goods,  wares,  or  produce 
which  may  be  delivered  to  them  at  their  regular  deposito- 
ries for  immediate  transportation,  and  which  the  company 
may  have  the  power  of  transporting  immediately.

the  land  of  any  individual,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide 
for  such  individual  a  proper  wagon  way  or  ways  across 
said  road  from  one  part  of  his  land  to  the  other. 
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§  26.  The  said  company  shall  possess  such  additional 
powers  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  due  and  successful 
execution  of  the  powers  granted  in  this  charter,  and  for 
the  successful  construction  and  management  of  the  work. 

§  27.  The  president,  directors,  clerks,  agents,  officers,  and 
servants  of  said  company  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on 
juries  and  working  on  public  roads. 

§  28.  If,  by  decree  or  otherwise,  said  corporation  shall  be 
dissolved,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  are 
created  trustees,  with  such  powers  only  as  may  be  neces- 
sary tu  collect  debts  due  the  company,  preserve  the  prop- 
erty, pay  the  debts,  and  distri'bute  the  property  and  effects 
of  the  company  to  those  who  may  be  entitled  thereto  under 
the  charter. 

§  29.  Any  individual  or  individuals,  company  or  body- 
corporate,  with  permission  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,

Cumberland  Gap,  or  from  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  to  the 
Cumberland  Gap,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  agreed  on 
by  the  companies  or  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of  Ten- 
nessee. 

§  34.  That  it  shall   be   lawful  for  individuals,  or   any 
Rifhtofway  county,  or  city,  or  town,  along  the  line  of  said  road,  in- 

mny  «  on»t-  ^imjjng  |;jjg  cities  of  Covington  and  Newport,  and  the  coun- 
ties of  Kenton  and  Campbell,  to  donate  the  right  of  way 
to,  c^nd  to  subscribe  stock  in,  said  company,  or  to  give  a 
bonus  to  any  company  that  will  build  said  road;  the  bonus 
of  the  counties,  cities,  and  towns,  to  be  paid  when  eighty 
miles  of  said  road  is  finished,  or  when  the  road  shall  be 
finished  to  such  city  or  through  such  county;  each  of  said 
counties,  town»,  and  cities,  may  take  stock  in  said  road, 
not  exceeding  $200,000;  and  may  give  such  bonus,  not  ex-

or  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be  aefreed  on,  upon  con- 
dition that  they  will  procure  a  company  to  build  said  road, 
and  that  no  right  is  to  vei^t  under  said  contract  until  said

AN  ACT  to  incorpcrate  the  Sandj  Vallej  Railroad  and  ImproTement  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§.  1.  That  Jno.  McHenry,  Laban  T.  Moore,  Ulysses  Gar- 
rard, 8amuel  F.  Headley,  James  M.  Rice,  John  Boyd 
Headley,  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  Daniel  Fairchild,  Fleming 
McHenry,  Reuben  G.  Fairbanks,  Henry  J.  Yeaple,  James 
Waddington,  M.  J.  Furgerson,  Henry  Hager,  William 
Montgomery,  Asbury  Hawes,  Richard  Vincent,  John  Alli- 
son, Jamci)  V.  Bentley, Prichard,  John  Rice,  Thomas 

Benseeter,  Nathan  G.  Westler,  Charles  T.  Barnum,  Mo^es 
Taylor,  Hiram  Walbridge,  Allen  M.  Gangewer,  Augustus 
W.  Cutler,  Milccj  W.  Green,  Judson  Benscoter,  G.  W.  Gal- 
lup, D.  R.  Haggard,  J.  G.  Carlisle,  D.  J.  Burchett,  J.  D.  Fos- 
ter, Orlando  Brown,  jr.,  J.  T.  Boyle,  and  B.  F.  Ruff,  or  any 
seven  of  them,  their  assigns,  associates,  and  successors,  be^ 
and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  and  created  a  body- politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Sandy  Valley 
Railroad  and  Improvement  Company;  and  by  that  name 
and  style  to  have  perpetual  succession  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  railroad  or  railroads  in  the  valleys  of  the 
Big  Sandy  river  and  its  branches  and  tributaries,  and  of 
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1867.       improving  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  said  Sandy 

-^ river  and  its  branches,  and  for  all  purposes  of  mining  coal, 

iron  ore,  and  other  substances  whatsoever,  and  of  boring 
for  salt  water,  petroleum,  and  other  substances  whatever, 
and  for  all  purposes  of  manufacturing  and  maricet  any 
matter  whatsoever  in  connection  with  their  works,  mines, 
wells,  and  lands,  and  for  all  the  rights,  purposes,  and 
powers  whatsoever,  as  given,  granted,  and  conferred  upon 
the  Kentucky  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company  by  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky 
Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company,"  approved  the  28th 
day  of  February,  A.  D.  1854;  and  this  said  corporation, 
by  the  name  of  the  Sandy  Valley  Railroad  and  Improve- 
ment Company,  is  hereby  declared  and  made  capable  in 
law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  le  impleaded;  to 
have  It  common  seal,^and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure; 
to  make  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  manage- 
ment of  said  corporation,  and  for  the  protection  of  the  cor- 
porate property  from  injury;  and  generally  to  do  all  and 
every  act  and  thing  for  the  well-being  and  advantage  of 
said  company,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth and  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  like  powers 
and  rights  to  hold,  by  purchase  and  lease,  land:^,  tenements, 
mining  rights,  rights  of  way,  privileges,  buildings,  ma- 
chinery, and  appurtenances,  and  to  construct  roads,  rail- 
roads, plank  roads,  canals,  and  slack-water  navigation,  aa 
is  specified,  mentioned,  contained,  given,  granted,  or  con- 
ferred upon  the  said  Kentucky  Mining  and  Manufacturing 
Company,  by  the  said  act  of  the  General  Asi^embly  of  this 
Commonwealth,  approved  the  28th  of  February,  A.  D. 
1854  :  Provided^  cduxiySy  That  the  first  election  of  directors 
*  of  this  company  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  in  such 
place  as  any  seven  of  the  incorporators  named  in  this  act 
shall  determine  and  direct,  by  public  notice  in.  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  in 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  New  York,  for  at 
least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  day  of  such  election,  and 
shall  also  send  a  written  notice  of  such  election  to  the 
address  of  each  stockholder  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
time  of  said  election. 

§  3.  That  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
by  seven  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually  from  the  stock- 
holders. After  the  first  election,  the  elections  shall  be  held 
at  such  time  and  places  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  may, 
from  time  to  time,  fix  upon,  and  give  at  least  one  month's 
notice  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper: 
Frovidcdy  That  in  any  event  of  a  failure  to  elect,  the  former 
directors  may  continue  in  office,  and  shall  transact  business 
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until  their  saccesaors  shall  be  elected  and  undertake  the       1867. 

duties  of  their  office.     And  the  capital  stock  of  this  com-  = ^— 

pany  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each;  and  the  incorporators  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  or  any  seven  of  them,  may  proceed  to  take  sub- 
scriptions of  8tt>ck  in  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars,  paya- 
ble in  the  manner  provided  for  the  payment  of  stock  by 
the  third  section  of  the  said  act  incorporating  the  Kentucky 
Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company.  And  when  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  or  upwards  is  subscribed, 
they  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Governor  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  thereafter  may  proceed  to  organize  the 
company  by  the  election  of  seven  directors.  The  directors 
BO  elected  may,  at  their  first  or  any  subsequent  meeting, 
prepare  and  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  the  person  or  per* 
sons  having  subscribed  for  the  same,  in  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  the  full  amount  subscribed  and  paid  for; 
and  they  may,  by  a  majority  vote,  determine  the  amount 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  lands,  con- 
struction of  roads,  mining  and  manufacturing,  in  order  to  * 
secure  the  successful  completion  of  their  works;  and  may 
issue,  sell,  and  dispose  of  the  stock  in  said  company,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  such  an  amount,  not  to  exceed  twenty  mil- 
lions of  dollars;  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  found  suffi- 
cient for  the  same,  they  may  increase  the  amount  as  they 
or  their  successors  shall  deem  sufficient,  not  [to]  exceed 
thirty  millions  of  dollars,  and  all  the  rights  and  powers, 
privileges  and  authority,  whatsoever,  given,  granted,  and 
conferred  to  and  upon  said  Kentucky  Mining  and  Manu- 
facturing Company  by  virtue  of  said  act  incorporating  said 
company,  approved  February  24,  A.  D.  1854,  are  extended 
to  and  conferred,  together  with  the  foregoing,  to  and  upon 
this  said  company,  the  same  as  if  fully  written  out  and 
incorporated  in  this  act. 

§  4.  That  the  main  line  of  railroad  hereby  authorized 
shall  commence  on  the  Ohio  river,  at  or  near  Catlettsburg, 
in  Boyd  county,  at  any  eligible  point  that  may  be  selected 
by  the  company,  and  shall  run  from  thence  through  the 
counties  of  Boyd,  Lawrence,  Johnson,  Floyd,  and  Pike  to 
Pound  Gap,  or  to  such  other  place  on  the  State  line  as 
may  be  found  most  convenient  and  practicable  for  the 
purpose  of  intersecting  any  other  road ;  and  the  branches 
hereby  authorized  may  be  constructed  so  as  to  lead  to  any 
coal  mines,  iron  or  other  mines,  salt-works,  manufactories,^ 
mills,  or  timbered  lands  owned  by  said  company,  or  in 
which  it  may  have  an  interest;  but  no  such  branch  shall 
be  so  constructed  as  to  impair  the  vested  rights  of  any  other 
company;  nor  shall  anything  herein  contained,  in  relation 
to  such  branches,  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  any  future 
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1867.  Legislature  from  granting  acts  of  incorporation  to  any 
' other  company. 

§  5.  Should  the  company  so  determine,  they  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  issue  and  sell  their  bonds,  in 
such  form,  at  such  times,  and  to  such  amounts,  and  paya- 
ble at  such  times  and  places,  with  interest  (not  to  exceed 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half-yearly),  as  they 
think  proper.  And  they  may  secure  the  same  by  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust  upon  said  road,  branches,  and  ma- 
chinery, and  all  the  property,  assets,  franchises,  rights  and 
privileges  of  said  company,  conditioned  upon  the  punctual 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds  when 
due,  with  authority  for  the  trustees  to  sell  said  road,  prop- 
erty, assets,  &c.,  to  raise  the  amount  due  for  such  interest 
or  principal,  if  not  punctually  paid,  upon  such  terms  and 
notice  as  shall  be  declared  in  the  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust.  And  the  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  fran- 
chises, rights  and  privileges  of  this  charter,  and  subject  to 
its  obligations  and  restrictions.  And  said  bonds  shall  not 
exceed  in  amount  thirty  thousand  dollars  per  lineal  mile 
for  the  main  line  of  said  road  and  branches,  and  bridges 
rated  as  in  the  foregoing  section. 

§  6.  In  order  to  aid  the  construction  of  this  road  and 
branches,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  city  or  county,  through 
which  said  road  or  any  branch  may  run,  or  any  city  or 
county  adjacent  thereto,  including  the  counties  along  the 
line  of  railroad  from  Catlettsburg  to  Pound  Gap,  to  sub- 
scribe for  the  capital  stock  and  bonds  thereof,  to  such 
amounts,  payable  at  such  times  and  on  such  conditions  as 
may  be  proposed  by  the  company  or  its  agents,  and  rat- 
ified by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  or 
county.  And  upon  the  application  of  said  company  or  its 
agents,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayors  of  the  respective 
cities,  and  county  judges  of  such  counties  respectively  so 
applied  to,  to  give  public  notice,  designating  a  day  and 
causing  polls  to  be  opened  at  all  the  voting  places  in  said 
cities  or  counties,  and  cause  a  vote  to  be  taken  by  the 
qualified  voters,  for  and  against  the  respective  proposi- 
tions submitted,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  within  ten 
days  after  such  application  is  made ;  and  the  times  and 
places  for  such  voting  shall  be  published  in  the  manner 
now  required  by  law  in  the  election  of  members  for  the 
Legislature,  for  at  least  three  weeks  preceding  the  day  of 
such  voting;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  now 
required  by  law  to  appoint  judges,  clerks,  and  other  offi* 
cers,  to  superintend  and  conduct  said  votings  or  elections 
in  the  cities  and  counties,  with  such  powers  and  under 
such  regulations  as  are  prescribed  and  given  to  them  at 
other  city  and  county  elections,  and  to  make  their  returns 
as  at  other  elections.     The  mayors  and  county  judges  shall 
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examine  and  compare  the  polls  of  the  vote  taken  in  their       1867. 

respective  cities  or  counties,  and  declare  and  certify  the  

result  thereof,  which,  if  in  favor  of  the  proposition  sub- 
mitted, e>hall  be  recorded  in  the  city  or  county  clerk's  office 
of  the  respective  cities  and  counties.  And  the  proposi- 
tions so  accepted  shall  constitute  obligations  on  said  cities 
or  counties  respectively,  the  full  performance  of  which 
may  be  enforced  as  other  contracts. 

§  7.  And  upon  the  compliance  of  said  railroad  company 
with  the  stipulations  of  the  respective  propositions  so  rat- 
ified by  said  cities  or  counties,  the  mayor  and  council  of 
said  cities,  and  county  courts  of  said  counties,  shall  levy 
upon  all  the  property  of  said  cities  or  counties  subject  to 
State  revenue  tax,  ad  valorem  taxes  sufficient  to  pay  the 
various  sums  agreed  to  be  paid  as  they  become  due,  allow- 
ing for  the  usual  delinquencies  in  collections  and  commis- 
sions to  officers;  and  any  deficiency  shall  be  made  up 
from  the  funds  usually  raided  by  county  levy  in  the  coun- 
ties, and  in  the  cities  from  the  city  treasury  ;  and  any  sur- 
plus shall  be  turned  over  to  such  funds.  And  they  shall 
cause  the  collections  to  be  made  by  the  same  officers,  under 
the  necessary  bonds  and  securities,  with  the  same  power 
and  authority  granted,  and  under  the  same  liabilities  im- 
posed by  law,  as  other  taxes  are  collected  in  said  cities 
and  counties,  and  paid  over  to  said  railroad  company. 

§  8.  Said  railroad  company  may  receive  and  enjoy  any 
corporate  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges  in  other  States 
which  they  may  receive  from  the  Legislatures  thereof,  or 
which  they  may  acquire  therein,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
charter  or  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§9.  Said  company,  its  officers,  engineers,  agents,  con- 
tractors, or  employees,  may  enter  upon,  survey,  use,  exca- 
vate, or  fill  up,  any  land  which  may  be  required  fur  th« 
site  of  said  road,  branch  or  branches,  or  the  depots,  ware- 
houses, machine  shops,  or  wharves  thereof,  and  for  the 
construction,  use,  or  repair  of  the  same,  or  its  works  and 
appurtenances;  and  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber, 
Btone,  gravel,  or  other  material,  which  may  be  useful  and 
necessary  lor  the  construction,  use,  or  repairs  of  the  same; 
may  cross  roads  and  streams,  and  change  the  same  when 
necessary;  and  may  construct  and  have  tunnels,  bridges, 
and  wharves,  provided  said  bridge  or  bridges  shall  not 
materially  and  continually  obstruct  the  navigation  of  any 
navigable  stream. 

§  10.  That  upon  the  application  of  said  company  or  its 
agents  to  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  of  the 
several  counties  through  which  said  road  or  its  branches 
may  be  surveyed,  the  presiding  judge  of  such  court  shall 
appoint  two  impartial  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  with  an  engineer  of  the  company,  to  take  from  the 
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1867.       owners  and  proprietors  of  lands,  or  those  having  an  inter- 

—   t9t  therein,  and  through  which  it  is  proposed  that  said  road 

or  any  part  thereof  shall  pass,  a  grant  of  the  use  and  right 
of  way  through  the  same,  and  of  grounds  for  depots,  ware- 
houses, machine  shops,  and  buildings;  and  said  engineer 
and  commissioners,  or  either  of  theQn,^hall  have  the  same 
power  to  take  acknowledgments  of  the  grantor  that  clerks 
of  the  county  court  now  have;  also  to  take  privy  exami- 
nations of  married  women,  and  certify  such  acknowledg- 
ments. And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to 
receive  and  record  the  said  grants  and  certificates  the  same 
as  other  deeds;  and  such  grants,  so  certified,  shall  ve*9t  in 
said  company  all  the  rights  thereby  expressed  or  intended; 
and  any  or  all  grants  to  the  said  company  may  be  for  the 
fee  of  the  lands  granted,  or  any  lesser  estate,  and  may  in- 
clude the  full  and  absolute  right  and  disposal  of  all  the 
earth,  stone,  gravel,  fuel,  timber,  and  materials  so  granted 
to  said  company,  provided  that  said  company  may  acquire 
said  grants  by  contract  or  purchase,  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  with  the  proprietors. 

§  11.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  owners  and  proprie- 
tors of  lands  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  grant  or  sell  the  right 
of  way,  or  grounds  for  the  depots,  warehouses,  work- 
shops, side-tracks,  turnouts,  bridges,  &c.,  required  for  said 
road,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  engineer  and  commission- 
ers, or  any  two  of  them,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  from 
their  own  view  and  such  proof  as  shall  be  presented,  to 
value  the  land  required  for  the  road  separately,  and  the 
advantages  the  road  will  be  to  the  adjoining  lands  of  the 
proprietors  separately,  and  the  disadvantages  to  such  ad- 
joining lands  separately,  and  make  report  of  the  same, 
together  with  a  description  of  such  land  so  required,  and  a 
map  of  the  road  through  such  county,  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  such  county,  with  names  of  the  owners  of 
such  lands,  and  their  residence,  if  known,  and  whether 
they  are  adults  or  infants;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the

the  adjoining  land,  or  tender  of  the  same,  or  upon  a  de- 
posit of  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  party  entitled  thereto,  to  order  a  grant  of 
the  right  of  way  or  use  of  the  land  for  the  purposes  afore- 
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8«iid,  to  be  executed  to  the  company  by  a  commi^Bioner  to       1867. 

be  appointed  by  the  presidinpf  judge  of  the  court  for  that  

purpose  :  Provided,  That  if  the  owner  is  out  of  the  county, 
and  have  no  known  agent  in  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  sen^  the  summons  to  any  county  in  the  State,  where 
the  owner  or  his  authorized  agent  may  be.  But  if  the 
owner  be  not  a  resident  of  the  State,  and  have  no  known 
agent  in  it,  the  presiding  judge  of  the  court  shall  make  an 
order  of  appearance,  by  a  day  named,  not  less  than  four 
weeks,  and  appoint  an  attorney  to  correspond  with  the 
owner  and  defend  for  him;  and  when  the  owner  is  an  in- 
fant or  a  lunatic,  the  court  shall  appoint  a  guardian,  ad 
litem,  to  appear  for  such  infant  or  lunatic  and  make  de- 
fense;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  to  take  up  the 
case  as  to  any  one  owner  who  is  before  the  court,  without 
waiting  until  all  are  served  with  notice:  Provided^  In  no 
case  shall  the  actual  value  of  the  land  taken  by  such  com- 
pany be  diminished  by  the  estimated  advantages  to  the 
balance  of  the  land.  That  said  engineer  and  commission- 
ers, before  they  proceed  to  act,  shall  swear  (or  affirm,  as 
the  case  may  be)  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  said  appointment  or  office,  under  this 
act,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and  said  engi- 
neer and.  commissioners  shall  receive  a  fair  and  reasonable 
compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  approved  by  the

§  12.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company,  or  for  the 
owner,  to  traverse  the  report,  or  for  both  to  traverse  it,  and 
claim  a  jury  to  value  the  land  required  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  and  to  assess  the 
damages  to  the  adjoining  land,  and  the  advantages  the 
road  will  be  to  the  same,  all  of  which  shall  be  retained 
separately;  and;  thereupon,  the  court  shall  cause  a  jury  to 
be  empanneled  to  try  the  traverse  or  traverses  in  open  court, 
and  under  its  direction;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
oourt,  on  motion  of  either  party,  to  order  an  actual  view 
by  the  jury,  under  charge  ef  the  sheriff,  of  the  premises 
required,  and  to  order  the  damages  assessed  by  the  jury 
to  be  paid,  and  also  the  damages  to  the  adjacent  land  of 
the  proprietors,  to  be  paid  upon  the  taking  of  the  same  by 
said  company;  and  the  court  shall  have  a  right  to  grant 
to  either  party  a  new  trial  for  the  same  causes  for  which 
new  trials  are  ordinarily  granted  at  law;  and  either  party 
may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county;  but  no  ap- 
peal shall  prevent  the  company  from  proceeding  to  locate

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]^6X.  f^^^  ^he  State  service,  and  to  transmit  the  proper  copy  of 
said  rolls  to  the  Quarter-Master  General  of  rtie  State. 

§  2.  The  Governor  is  requested,  upon  the  filing  of  said 
rolls  with  the  Adjutant  General,  to  issue,  through  that 
officer,  proper  certificates  of  honorable  discharge  to  each 
officer  and  soldier  shown  upon  said  rolls  to  be  entitled  to 
the  same. 

§  3.  The  Quarter-Master  General,  upon  receipt  of  the 
aforesaid  muster  for  pay  rolls,  is  directed  to  pay  to  each 
and  every  man  borne  upon  said  rolls  whatever  sum  may 
be  due  themlafler  deducting  all  stoppages,  upon  applica- 
tion by  the  parties  either  in  person  or  by  attorney :  Pro- 
vided,  however^  That  the  benefits  of  this  act  shall  not  be 
extended  to  Captain  B.  F.  Blankenship,  and  such  of  his 
men  as  were  parties  to  the  killing  of  certain  prisoners  on 
the  road  from  Irvine  to  Richmond,  Kentucky;  and  Lieuten- 
ant Day  will  be  required  to  enter,  in  the  column  of  remarks 
of  the  aforesaid  rolls,  the  statement  opposite  the  names  of 
the  guilty  parties  that  they  ''  were  present  at  the  aforesaid 
killing:"  Provided  further y  That  said  troops  shall  only  be 
paid  up  to  the  time  they  disbanded  and  returned  to  their 
homes.

Such  chapter  may  make  all  laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations, for  its  government  they  may  deem  proper,  from 
I  time  to  time:  Provided,  Said  laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
do  not  conflict  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  4.  The   Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  repeal   or 
amend  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

veyances; to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  any  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  they  may  now  hold  or  may  hereafter 
acquire:  Provided ^  The  amount  invested  in  real  estate  shall 
not  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars  at  any  one  time. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  intrusted  to  the  present  master,  senior 
and  junior  wardens,  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  trus- 
tees thereof,  who  shall  have  power  to  make  all  contracts 
concerning  all  real  and  personal  estate  of  said  corpora- 
tion.

his  intentions  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvjcky: 

That  the  title  to  all  real  estate  which  the  said  Kennedy 
has  heretofore  purchased,  or  may  hereafter  acquire,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  within  this  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  held  and  considered  as  perfect  and  complete  in  the  said 
Kennedy,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  the  same  had 
been  acquired  by  a  native-born  resident  citizen  of  this 
Commonwealth.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  School  District  No.  7,  in  Washington  County,  to  levy 

a  tax  for  school  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  trustees  of  common  school  district  No.  7,  in 
Washington  county,  are  hereby  empowered  to  levy  an  ad 
valorem  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in  said  district  to 
an  amount  sufficient  to  purchase  a  lot  of  ground  in  the 
town  of  Springfield,  and  to  build  on  it  a  school-house: 
Provided^  The  tax  hereby  authorized  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars:  And  provided^  That  the  tax 
provided  for  by  this  act  shall  not  be  levied  until  a  majority  * 
of  the  qualified  voters  in  said  district  shall  give  their  as- 
sent thereto;  and  to  test  that  question,  a  poll  shall  be 
opened  at  the  next  election  for  trustees  in  said  district ; 
when,  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall 
be  in  favor  of  the  proposition,  the  trustees  of  said  district 
shall  levy  the  tax  as  above  provided  on  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  a  sum  sufficient  to  buy  the  lot  and  erect  the  house ; 
but  in  no  event  to  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars. 

§  2.  Any  tax  which  may  be  levied  under  this  act  shall 
be  collected  by  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  do  so,  he  is  for  that 
purpose  alone  invested  with  all  the  powers  given  by  law 
to  sheriffs  of  this  Commonwealth  in  the  collection  of  the 
revenue,  and  9hall  collect  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the 
trustees,  under  the  same  penalties  now  imposed  by  law  on 
sheriffs. 

§  3.  The  title  to  the  property  which  may  be  purchased 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  vest  in  the  trustees  of 
Beid  district  for  the  uses  as  above  stated ;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose they  may  receive  a  deed  of  conveyance  to  themselves 
and  their  successors  in  office,  which  shall  invest  them  with 
all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  therein  which  the  grantor 
may  have  had.

tracted with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  the  usual  pow- 
ers incident  to  corporations. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  be  authorized  to  found, 
build  up,  and  establish,  a  female  college  in  the  said  town 
of  Russellville,  or  county  of  Logan,  which  college,  when 
established,  shall  be  under  the  patronage  of  the  Methodist 
Episcoped  Church,  South,  and  shall  have  power  through  its 
president  and  faculty,  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
by  the  board  of  directors  to  be  hereinafter  provided  for,  to 
conduct  and  carry  on  a  school  of  highest  grade  for  females, 
to  grant  diplomas  to  graduates,  confer  the  learned  degrees, 
and  do  and  perform  any  and  all  things  usually  done  by  the 
best  female  colleges  of  the  country. 
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§  3.  That  said  company  be  empowered   to   purchase,       1867. 

hold,  rent,  or  lease  real  estate  or  personal  property,  and  to  -. 

sell,  convey,  rent,  or  lease  out  the  same,  or  exchange  it  for 
other  property,  in  order  to  the  successful  carrying  on  of  its 
business. 

§  4.  That  the  fiscal  and  other  prudential  concerns  of  the 
company,  and  the  management  and  control  of  its  prop- 
erty and  business,  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  seven  di- 
rectors (five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business),  all  of  whom  shall  be  stock- 
holders, and  also  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
during  the  month  of  May  in  each  year,  after  the  first  elec- 
tion (which  shall  be  held  at  any  time  the  conimissioners 
hereinafter  named  may  order),  each  share  giving  to  the 
stockholder  one  vote:  Provided^  that  no  stockholder  shall 
have  more  thafi  twenty  votes. 

§  5.  That  James  H.  Bowden,  Joshua  Knowles,  James  L. 
Rizer,  T.  M.  Mart,  and  David  Morton,  be  appointed  com- 
missioners, and  they  or  any  three  of  them  may,  at  any 
time  within  two  years,  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  in  said  company,  and  whenever  the  subscriptions 
amount  to  $10,000,  such  commissioners,  or  any  three  of 
them,  may,  by  notice  posted  for  ten  days  in  three  public 
places  in  said  county,  or  published  once  in  a  newspaper 
printed  in  said  town,  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to 
elect  a  board  of  seven  directors,  and  upon  such  election 
said  comipany  may  commence  their  said  business.  The 
board  of  directors  shall  elect  the  president  of  the  company 
and  all  other  officers  necessary  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
the  company;  they  may  cause  the  books  of  subscription  to 
be  continued  open  until  the  whole  of  the  stock  is  sub* 
scribed,  or  may  close  them  at  any  time;  they  may  prescribe 
how  the  stock  shall  be  sold  and  transferred,  and  may  do 
all  things  necessary  to  an  efficient  carrying  on  of  the 
business  of  the  company. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  directors  may  enact  «uch  by-laws 
and  regulations  for  the  government  and  conducting  of  the 
business  of  the  company  as  they  may  think  advisable,  pro- 
vided  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  land. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  so  much  of  the  second  section  of  an  act  ap-^ 
proved  10th  March,  1856,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Compa- 
ny," as  incorporated  and  makes  the  twenty-seventh  section 
of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the 
several  acts  concerning  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  rail- 
road company,"  approved  February  4,  1854,  a  part  of  said 
act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
railroad  company,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed: 
Provided^  however^  That  neither  said  company,  or  any 
branch  thereof,  shall  charge,  for  the  transportation  of  coal, 
or  pig  iron  ore,  mined  in  this  State,  at  a  greater  rate  than 
two  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds,  when 
shipped  in  the  cars  of  the  road;  and  one  and  three  quarters 
of  a  cent  when  shipped  in  the  cars  of  the  shippers.

Wherbas,  The  Kentucky  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  has  re- 
solved to  form  an  educational  fund,  to  be  styled  the  Cen- 
tenary Educational  Fund,  for  the  promotion  of  literature, 
science,  art,  morality,  and  religion  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  conference ;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  R.  Eads,  D.  Stevenson,  W.  H.  Black, 
J.  G.  Bruse,  ministers,  and  J.  D.  Hearne,  J.  P.  Cardwell, 
Geo.  Blakey,  and  Amos  Shinkle,  laymen,  and  their  success- 
ors in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Kentucky  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  with  the  right  and 
power  of  exercising,  all  and  singular,  the  privileges,  inci* 
dents,  and  capacities  of  corporations  aggregate;  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be 
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contracted  with,  grant  and  receive,  and  do  and  perform  all       1867. 

other  acts  necessary  or  proper  to  the  accomplishment  of 

the  object  had  in  view  in  the  formation  of  the  said  educa- 
tional fund,  of  which  they  are  hereby  constituted  trustees, 
with  such  conditions,  limitations,  and  restrictions  as  are 
embraced  in  other  sections  of  this  act. 

§  2.  That  this  board  shall  always  be  composed  of  an 
equal  number  of  members  of  the  said  Kentucky  Annual 
Conference  and  laymen  or  local  preachers,  who  shall  be 
members  of  pastoral  charges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
said  conference ;  that  the  number  of  members  of  the  board 
may  be  changed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  conference :  Fro- 
vided,  That  it  shall  never  be  less  than  eight  nor  more  than 
eighteen ;  that  the  members  hereafter  to  be  elected  shall 
be  elected  by  the  conference :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  board,  at  any  meeting  thereof  regularly 
held,  when  the  conference  is  not  in  session,  to  fill  any 
vaoAncy  that  may  have  occurred  by  death  or  resignation ; 
th^  the  conference  may,  nevertheless,  at  any  time,  declare 
the  place  of  any  member  vacant,  aiid  proceed  to  fill  it. 

§  3.  That  the  board  shall  be  divided  into  a  number  of 
classes  equal  to  one  half  the  whole  number  of  members 
composing  the  board  at  any  time,  the  classes  to  be  known 
as  first,  second,  third,  &c.,  and  each  class  to  be  composed 
of  one  member  of  the  conference  and  one  layman  or  local 
preacher ;  the  first  class  to  go  out  of  office  at  each  session 
of  the  conference  succeeding  the  first  session  that  shall  be 
held  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  the  second  class  tatake 
the  place  of  the  first;  the  third  the  place  of  the  second, 
and  so  on  to  the  end ;  and  a  new  class  to  be  elected  to  fill 
th'C  place  of  the  last  on  the  list. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  a  retiring  mem* 
ber  of  the  board  to  be  re-elected  as  a  member  thereof  at 
the  same  session  of  the  conference  at  which  he  shall  have 
gone  out  of  office,  except  upon  the  nomination  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  other  members  of  the  board. 

§  5.  That  the  board  shall  have  the  right  to  elect  such 
officers  and  agents,  and  to  confer  upon  them  such  powers 
as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  transact  the  legitimate 
business  of  the  board. 

§  6.  That  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  held  at 
such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  indicated  by  the  member 
whose  name  stands  first  on  the  list;  that  succeeding  meet-

§  8.  That  the  board  may  hold  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, as  constituting  the  said  Educational  Fund,  to  the 
amount  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  9.  That  the  board,  under  the  direction  of  the  con- 
ference, shall  have  the  power  to  devise  and  put  into  exe- 
cution plans  for  the  raising  of  money,  or  its  equivalent  in 
property,  by  collections,  donations,  the  sale  of  scholarships, 
or  otherwise,  to  constitute  the  said  Educational  Fund. 

§  10.  That  all  the  means  coming  into  the  hands  of  said 
board,  or  duly  conveyed  to  them  as  constituting  said  fund, 
shall  be  invested  under  the  general  direction  of  the  con- 
ference; that  securities  and  other  property  constituting 
said  fund  may  be  sold  from  time  to  time,  but  only  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  the  condition  of  said  fund,  or  of 
preventing  its  loss  or  damage  or  depreciation;  and  the 
proceeds  of  any  such  Bale  shall  be  reinvested  by  the  board 
at  the  earliest  moment  practicable. 

§  11.  That  all  the  interest,  dividends,  and  rents  arising 
from  said  fund,  over  and  above  what  may  Ki^  absolutely 
necessary  to  keep  the  fund  in  a  safe  condition,  shall  be

§  12.  That  the  board  shall  have  the  right  to  confer  de- 
grees and  grant  diplomas,  on  account  of  excellency  in 
scholarship,  whenever  they  shall  be  able,  from  the  interest, 
dividends,  and  rents  annually  arising  from  the  Educational 
Fund,  or  from  these  sources  increased  by  funds  arising 
from  other  sources,  to  support  a  faculty  of  professors  and 
teachers  qualified  and  prepared  for  the  work  of  instructing 
students  in  a  fair  collegiate  course  of  studies,  and  shall  be 
empowered  with  such  other  rights,  privileges,  and  author- 
ity as  are  possessed  by  trustees  of  colleges  generally. 

§  13.  That  the  property  and  estate,  real  and  personal, 
held  and  owned  by  the  said  board  of  education  under  this 
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act,  shall  be  free  and  exempt  from  taxation,  whether  the       IRi;? 
same  be  for  State,  county,  or  corporation  purposes. — '- — 

^14.  That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  amend 
or  repeal  this  act  at  any  time :  Provided,  That  no  contract 
or  agreement  made  or  entered  into  in  accordance  with  any 
of  its  provisions  or  requirements,  shall  be  annulled  or 
violated  by  any  act  of  amendment  or  repeal. 

§  15.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  998. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Metropolitan  Bank  of  LonisTille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  C.  Metcalf,  Henry  Dent,  J.  W.  Osborn,  John 
McAtier,  Jacob  Keller,  John  W.  Crowe,  J.  C.  Webb,  and 
their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  are  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  ^^  Metropolitan 
Savings  Bank  of  Louisville,"  with  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever, 
as  a  natural  person ;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  to  change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

(  2.  The  said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control,  direction, 
and  management  of  seven  directors,  each  of  whom  shall 
be  stockholders  to  the  amount  of  five  shares.  They  shall 
be  residents  of  the  State,  and  after  the  first  election  shall 
be  elected  annually,  on  the  second  Monday  in  January  in 
each  year,  and  hold  their  office  until  their  successorsr  are 
elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president,  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws;  and  other 
meetings  may  be  had  whenever  deemed  necessary;  and  in 
case  of  the  death  or  resignation,  or  a  vacancy  in  said  board 
of  directors  should  take  place  from  any  cause,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  remainder  of  the  board  of  directors. 
They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  have 
power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  shares  of  the  stock  of 
said  company,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, as  they  or  the  stockholders  may  determine  to  sell  from 
time  to  time;  and  their  capital  stock  shall  not  be  more 
than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  not  less  than  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each.  The  said  board  of  directors  may  declare  divi- 
dends of  the  profits  arising  out  of  the  business,  and  to 
appoint  officers,  agents,  and  servants,  as  they  may  think 
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1*867.       necessary  or  proper  to  conduct  the  bosiness  of  the  bank^ 

and  pay  them  such  wages  or  salaries,  and  take  from  them 

such  covenant,  with  surety,  to  secure  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duties,  as  they  may  think  proper  and  just.  The 
stock  shall  be  personal  property,  and  assignable  on  the 
books  of  said  company  as  directed  by  their  by-laws.  The 
bank  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  stock  of  any  stockholder 
for  any  sum  he  may  owe  or  be  bound  for  to  said  bank. 
And  the  board  of  directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  adopt 
and  pass,  alter  and  amend,  any  and  all  by-laws  or  rules  for 
the  management,  control,  and  conduct  of  the  business  and 
afiairs,  and  officers,  agents,  and  servants  of  the  same. 

§  3.  The  corporators  are  appointed  commissioners,  any 
two  of  whom  may  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions 
for  the  capital  stock ;  and  when  fifty  thousand  dollars  of 
stock  has  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give 
notice,  in  two  or  more  of  the  daily  newspapers  published 
in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  organ- 
ization of  said  bank;  and  said  corporators  shall  be  the  first 
board  of  directors;  and  before  the  expiration  of  their  term, 
they  shall  cause  notice  in  like  manner  to  be  published  of 
the  time  and  place  of  the  election  of  their  successors; 
and  each  succeeding  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  stockholders,  each  share  of  stock  counting 
as  one  vote,  and  those  receiving  a  majority  of  votes  to  be 
the  seven  directors.  The  said  corporators  may  direct  how 
and  when  said  stock  shall  be  paid ;  but  said  bank  shall  not 
commence  burliness  until  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars  of 
said  capital  stock  is  subscribed  and  paid  for.  The  board 
of  directors  may  forfeit  any  stock,  or  subscription  of  stock, 
for  non-payment  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  one  hundred 
dollars  per  share,  and  may  resell  such  stock  so  forfeited. 
Upon  the  payment  of  said  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  president  of  said  bank  making  affidavit  of  the 
fact,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  issue  a  license 
to  said  bank  to  commence  business.  And  said  bank  may 
receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes,  and  other  notes 
which  may  be  lawfully  circulating  money  or  currency 
within  this  State;  and  may  repay  the  same  in  such  manner, 
at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  esceeding  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general  agreement  or 
contract;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money,  exchange, 
promissory  notes,  and  other  evidences  of  debt;  take  per- 
sonal and  other  securities  for  the  payment  thereof,  and 
dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  contract  in 
all  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  under  the  common 
law;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and  pay- 
able at  said  bank,  or  any  other  bank  within  this  State,  and 
discounted  by  said  bank  herein  incorporated,  shall  be  and 
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are  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange;  and       186.7. 

like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,   '^ 

against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  4.  The  said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use,  and 
occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate  and  personal  prop- 
erty as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness, or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any 
debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  a  debt,  judgment,  or 
decree,  and  sell  and  convey  the  said  real  and  personal 
estate. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  said  bank,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  to  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  fifty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  and  paid  in  said  bank  by  the 
stockholders,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus, 
and  be  a  part  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  this  Commonwealth. 

^  6.  If  any  of  the  officers  of  said  bank  shall  appropriate 
any  of  the  funds,  money,  notes,  or  any  property  of  the 
bank,  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct 
entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones,  on  the  books  of  the 
bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  said  bank  or  stock- 
holders, or  any  of  them,  or  any  depositor,  or  any  other 
person  or  corporation,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  appro- 
priation of  the  money,  funds,  or  notes  or  property  of  the 
bank,  or  other  person  or  corporation,  in  the  custody  of  said 
bank,  the  officer  or  officers  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sen- 
tenced to  confinement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  twenty  years. 

§  7.  The  said  bank  shall  not  issue  any  note  or  bill  to  be 
passed  or  used  as  currency;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
from  its  passage,  and  be  in  force  for  thirty  years.

CHAPTER  1006. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Traders'  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealik 
of  Kentucky:

whatsoever.  It  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and 
renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of 
five  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder;  they 
shall  be  residents  of  this  State,  and  after  the  first  election, 
shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 
in  each  year,  and  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  In  voting  for  directors  each  share 
of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote,  to  be  cast  in 
person  or  by  proxy;  the  five  stockholders  receiving  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected  direct- 
ors; if  on  the  first  balloting  there  should  not  be  five  elected, 
the  ones  receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
dropped  and  new  ballotings  had  until  five  are  elected.

Thustin,  Harvey  B.  Shanks,  and  J.  Smith  Speed,  are  here- 
by appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock;  and 
when  one  thousand  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed for,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  in  two  or 
more  daily  papers  published  in  said  city  of  Louisville,  and 
appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  until  the  ensuing  annual  election.

^  4.  Said  board  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  notes,  or  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circulat- 
ing as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such 
times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  depositors,  by 
special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of 
money,  exchange,  promissory  ndtes,  and  other  evidences'of 
debt,  take  personal  and  other  securities  for  the  payment 
thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
in  all  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  under  the  com- 
mon law;  and  the  promi^ory  notes  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  its  banking-house,  or  at  any  other  bank  or  place 
of  business,  and  inland  bills  which  may  be  discounted  by 
it,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  same  footing 
as  foreign  bills  of  exchange;  and  like  remedy  may  be  had 
thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  drawers  and  in- 
dorsers. 

(  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and 
chattels,  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its 
business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any 
debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment, 
or  decree,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same ;  and  they  may 
make  such  by-laws  as  they  deem  necessary:  Provided^  The 
same  be  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  6.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities,  and  upon  the  agricultural  and  oth- 
er products  of  the  country.  It  may  receive  bonds,  stock, 
or  merchandise,  in  pledge  for  security  for  money  loaned  or 
debts  owing.  United  States  vouchers,  certificates,  or  bonds 
of  indebtedness,  or  bonds  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
sell  the  same,  on  the  non-payment  of  the  debt  or  demand, 
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1867.       according  to  the  terms  agreed  upon  in  a  written  contract 

-^ —  between  the  parties,  mad«  at  the  time  the  debt  or  demand 

was  created)  and  pass  a  good  title  to  the  purchaser:  Pro- 
vided^ That  where  the  contract  does  not  name  the  number 
of  days'  notice  of  sale,  twenty  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
of  time,  place,  and  terms  of  sale  by  publication  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

^  7.  If  any  cashier,  clerk,  teller,  agent,  servant,  or  other 
officer,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corpora- 
tion to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct 
entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones,  on  the  books  of  the 
bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation  or 
any  other  person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  appropriation 
of  funds,  the  officer  or  person  so  oiSending  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  twenty  years. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  money^  nor  charge  any 
higher  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  centum  per  annum. 

^  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine the  aiSairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose. 

$10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first' 
day  of  January  in  each  and  every  year,  to  pay  into  the 
treasury  fifty  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  of  stock  that 
may  be  held  and  paid  for  in  said  corporation,  which  shall 
be  part  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or 
bonus  to  the  State. 

$11.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage,  and  con- 
tinue in  force  for  forty  years.

CHAPTER  1018. 

AN  ACT,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Citizens'  Bank  of 

LoaiBYiUe." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealfk 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Citizens^  Bank  be  so  amend- 
ed as  to  authorize  said  bank  to  receive  its  stock  in  payment 
of  any  debt  due  to  said  bank  by  any  person  or  persons; 
and  said  bank  is  also  authorized  at  any  time  to  increase  its 
capital  stock  to  any  amount,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  in  such  manner  as  its  board  of  directors 
may  deem  proper.  Upon  any  increase  of  the  capital  stock, 
the  president  shall  annually,  on  1st  January,  pay  into  the 
treasury  fifty  cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars  of  such 
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stock,  Mrliich  shall  go  into  the  Sinking  Fand,  and  such       1867. 

tax  be  in  full  of  all  other  tax  to  the  State.  

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage. 

Approved  January  17,  1867. 


CHAPTER  1044. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charters  of  the  LonisTille  and  Frankfort  and  Lexing- 
ton and  Frankfort  Railroad  Companies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geneixd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  and  Lexington 
and  Frankfort  Railroad  Companies,  in  their  united  capa- 
city, shall  be  known  as  the  ^^Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and 
Lexington  Railroads,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  answer  and  defend,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
touching  all  their  joint  business  and  undertakings;  said 
united  companies  may  have  and  use  a  co  nmon  seal,  with 
which,  attested  by  the  signatures  of  the  chairman  and  sec- 
retary of  their  executive  committee,  may  be  authenticated 
all  instruments  executed  by  them  in  their  joint  capacity. 

§  2.  Said  companies  shall  have  power  to  itl^'eBt  tempo- 
rarily, and  until  needed  in  the  construction  oi  their  Cin- 
cinnati branch,  all  moneys  received  by  them  from  the  sale 
of  bonds  issued  on  account  of  said  branch.  Such  invest- 
ments may  be  made  in  the  discount  and  purchase  of  bills 
of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  other  negotiable  secu- 
rities, at  such  rates  of  discount  and  interest  as  may  be 
agreed  on  by  the  parties,  not  exceeding,  however,  in  any 
case,  the  rate  at  which  such  moneys  have  been  borrowed 
by  said  companies;  and  in  making  any  such  investment  in 
the  discount  and  purchase  of  bills  or  notes,  said  companies 
may  demand  and  receive  stocks  and  bonds  of  their  own  or 
other  companies  or  corporations,  or  of  the  Federal  or  any 
State  government,  as  collateral  security  for  the  payment 
of  such  bills  or  notes;  and  in  case  of  default  in  payment 
of  one's  note  or  bill  so  discounted  and  purchased  (whether 
before  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act),  the  said  companies 
shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  power  to  sell  the  col- 
lateral securities  pledged  for  its  payment,  as  are  now 
vested  by  law  in  the  chartered  banks  of  this  Common- 
wealth in  similar  cases. 

§  3.  The  twelfth  section  of  the  act  approved  February 
2d,  1866,  amendatory  of  the  charters  of  said  companies, 
shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  require  the  commencement 
of  actual  construction  of  the  Cincinnati  branch  before  the 
first  day  of  May,  1867. 
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1867.  §  ^«  During  the  construction  of  said  branch  road,  said 
oompanies  may  each  declare  dividends  of  the  earnings  ac- 
cumulated or  hereafter  earned  npon  the  present  road, 
payable  in  the  stock  of  the  company  declaring  the  same. 

^  5.  The  additional  stock  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the 
terms  of  said  act  of  February  2d,  1866,  may  be  made  a  pre- 
ferred stock -upon  which  dividends  may  be  guaranteed  to 
an  extent  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  in- 
stead of  being  issued  as  the  stock  of  the  separate  compa- 
nies in  the  proportions  authorized  by  said  act,  the  said 
joint  companies  may  issue  the  additional  stock  as  the  pre- 
ferred joint  stock  of  the  two  companies,  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  the  certificate  for  which  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  executive 
committee,  and  sealed  with  iLe,  common  seal  adopted  by 
them;  and  said  shares  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books 
of  the  joint  companies,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  committee. 

§  6.  The  fifth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  '<An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad 
Company,"  approved  March  24,  1851,  is  hereby  amended 
as  follows,  to-wit:  The  application  therein  authorized  to 
be  made  by  said  company  to  the  county  courts  shall  be  made 
to  the  presiding  judge  of  the  ccuntg  courts  and  all  the  powers 
therein  given  to  the  amntp  court  are  hereby  vested  in  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  county  court.  The  engineer  and  com- 
missioners appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  said 
section  as  hereby  amended,  shall  each  take  an  oath,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  that  he  will  hon- 
estly, impartially,  and  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judg- 
ment, discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  him;  and  they 
shall  each  receive  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for 
his  services  (not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day  for  the 
time  employed),  to  be  ascertained  by  said  presiding  judge 
and  paid  by  said  company.  Section  six  of  the  same  act 
is  hereby  amended  as  follows,  to-wit:  The  assessed  value 
of  the  land  taken,  shall  in  all  cases  be  paid  to  the  owner, 
and  the  advantages  to  the  neighboring  lands  and  build- 
ings of  the  same  proprietor  may  be  set  ofi*  against  the 
disadvantages  to  such  neighboring  lands  and  buildings,  but 
not  against  the  value  of  the  land  taken.  The  same  sec- 
tion is  hereby  further  amended,  so  as  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  to  con- 
firm the  assessment  of  damages  in  every  case  where  the 
same  shall  not  have  been  objected  to  within  ten  days  after 
the  service  of  the  summons  on  the  land-owner,  or  his 
agent  in  the  county,  or  within  twenty  days  after  such  ser- 
vice in  any  other  county  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  within 
thirty  days  after  the  order  of  appearance,  and  appoint- 
ment of  an  attorney  for  a  non-resident  owner.    Said  sec- 
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tion  is  hereby  farther  amended,  so  as  that  after  the  con-       1867. 

firmation  of  any  assessment  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the    -n 

county  court,  said  company  may  tender  to  the  owner  of 
the  land  the  amount  of  the  damages  assessed  in  his  favor; 
and  in  case  of  the  refusal  or  failure  of  such  owner  to  re- 
ceive the  amount  so  tendered,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  company  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  said 
land:  Provided^  ^hnXseXA.  owner  may,  at  any  time  there- 
after, demand  and  receive  from  said  company  the  amount 
assessed  in  his  favor,  notwithstanding  such  refusal.  The 
5th,  6th,  and  7th  sections  of  said  act  of  March  24,  1851, 
as  hereby  amended,  are  re-enacted  as  amendments  to  the 
charters  of  the  Lexington  and  Frankfort  and  Louisville 
and  Frankfort  railroad  companies;  and  the  provisions  of 
Baid  sections  are  made  applicable  as  well  to  proceedings 
for  the  acquirement  of  lands  for  depots,  water- stations, 
machine-shops,  and  other  necessary  purposes  of  said  com- 
panies, as  to  the  acquisition  of  the  right  of  way  for  the 
road  itself.
